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GSS @© HE Rebellion that has been lately raiſed 
rer in theſe Kingdoms, from whatever Cauſe 
BW; T +@ 5: took its Riſe, has been attended with 
Dieren ſuch Incidents and Circumſtances, as have, 
SS ſome Way or other, affected every Subject, 
all Orders and Degrees of Men, from the 
Higheſt to the Laut. If Religion, if Liberty, if Pro- 
perty, are the Concerns of every Man, (as they are un- 
doubtedly the Birthright of every Engliſhman) who could 
fit tamely and ſee Attempts made to deprive him of all 
theſe? which muſt have been the neceſſary Conſequence, if 
Succeſs had attended this Expedition of the young Pre- 
tender and his Adherents. Rome has always look'd with 
an envious Eye upon the flouriſhing State of the Proteſtant 
Religion in theſe Kingdoms, and their Clergy would glad- 
ly embrace any Opportunity of repoſſeſing themſelves of thoſe 
fine Revenues, which they here loſt at the Reformation, 
The Court of France was, to the laſt Degree, irritated at 
the Loſs of Cape-Breton, and the prodigious Haveck made 
of their Trade, both in the Eaſt and Weſt Indies; tho“ it 
muſt be acknowledg'd, that their Repriſals upon us ſince 
have made them but too muth Amends. And the Spaniards 
have no leſs Cauſe of Reſentment againſt he Engliſh, for 
the Interruptions they have given, by Sea, to Don Philip, 
in his Acquiſition of a Kingdom in Italy. Thus we ſee 
Grounds enough for our Enemies to be angry with us, and 
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Reaſon ſufficient they have to ſet their Engines to work to 
annoy us in the moſt ſenſible Manner. This they have 
done; and tho perhaps we were not apprix d of their In- 
tentions ſoon enough to defeat them, yet by their Behaviour, 
from their firſt Landing in the North of Scotland to the 
preſent Time, we may eaſily judge what a miſerable Condi- 
tion this Nation would have been reduced to, had their 
Arms and Councils prevail'd over thoſe of Our Sovereign. 
Popery, that moſt unchriſtian Religion, muft have been 
eſtabliſhed here; and all its dreadful Train of Tortures, 
Burnings, and Cruelties of all Kinds, would ſoon have 
been ſeen triumphant in every Town and Village in the King- 
dom, Frenchmen and Italians mut have been our Go- 
vernors, Minifters, Magiſtrates and Clergy ; and how 
every. true Proteſtant and honeft Engliſhman, in ſuch a 
Caſe, muft have farid, is eaſter fo? the Reader to ima- 
gine than for me to expreſs. 


Our Enemies, however, are no Strangers to the Temper 
of the Engliſh ; they know, that there are no People under 
the Sun, mere tenacious of their Rights and Privileges than 
they; therefore, that an open barefac*'d Attack upon them, 
would never ſucceed; that the only Way to come at them, muſt 
be by a Side Wind; by ftriking in with the Humour of the 
People, to foment Diſturbances, and to make Way for 
their own pernicious Projetts, The Nation, to be ſure, 
had for ſome Time before the breaking out of this Rebellin, 
been ſadly divided into Factions and Parties; the Govern- 
ment was continually pelted by every paltry Scribler ; our 
King then Abread; our Army in Flanders; our Coaſts 
undefunded, except by a few of our Men of War, the mojt of 
'em being thin employ d in diſtant Parts »f the World; and, 
at the fame Time, Legions of Popiſh Prieſts ſwarming in 
City and Country, poyſoning the Minds, and debauching 
the Loyalty of the common Pegple. They knew too, that 
we had not a few among us, that till adher*d to the In- 
tereſts of the Pretender, and would readily join any Force 
that ſbeuld appear in his Favour, France would 11% loſe 
ſuch a faveuratle Opportunity of ſatiating her Revenge 
upon a People that was always a Curb upon her Ambi- 
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tien; and, under the flale Pretence, of reſtoring an exiÞ'd 
Prince to his antient Hereditary Dominions, equips our 
young Quixote, fills his Head with chimerical Ideas of a 
Crown, gives him Money in his Pocket, a Veſſel or two' 
to convey him and his Retinue, ſome Iriſh and Scots Rene- 
gadoes ; and bids him go and try his Fortune in Scotland.” 
In this firſt Tranſaction are ſeen manifeſt Traces of, French 
Policy; for had they ſent out the yaung Adventurer with 
the Parade of a grand Fleet, numerous Embarkations, with 
all the Apparatus of a hoftile Invaſion, the Britiſh Court 
would have been preſently alarm'd, and proper Di ſpeſi- 
tions made every where for the Reception of their declared 
Enemy; but by ſending him away in ſuch a private Man- 
ner, and with jo ſmall a Retinue, ſcarce any Notice was 
taken of him ; and it was ſome Time before any Credit was + 
given to the News of his being landed in one of the Iſlands 
of Scotland. And to this firſt Step, and the Inattention 
of our Miniftry to this ſmall Beginning, feems owing, in a 
great Meaſure, the rapid Progreſs of this Rebellion, and the 
Succeſs it met with for ſome Time afterwards : Becauſe, 
by this Means, too much Time was given to the diſaffetted 
Clans to join their pretended Prince, to exerriſe their 
Men, to ferm themſelves into Corps, and to plan out the 
Meaſures proper to render their Enterprize ſucceſsful. 
They were wiſe enough to improve the Opportunity ; and 
what has Fs in Conſequence thereof, the dreadful 
Navages that have been made, and the horrid Scars that 
have def: d the Northern Parts f this Kingdom, tos vi. 
ſible, tos ſenſibly felt to be palliated, or ſmoothed over with 
a Gloſs of Wirds, is the Subject of the enſuing Hiſtory. 

lt might, perhaps, be for the Honour of the Britiſh 
Nation, if this Part of its Hiftory ſhould never find a 
Place in our Annals. Poſteritf, no doubt, will read with 
Pleaſure the heroic Actions of their Forefathers, their 
Congueſts of France, and the many Victories they obtain d 
over that perfidious Enemy; the glorious Stands which in 
every Age they made againſt the Invaders of their Country 
and Liberties : But when they ſhall come to this Period, 
and read the Nanſactiuns recorded in the Year 1745, how 
will they be ſurpriz'd to find, that a ſmall 9 of 
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Deſperadoes, collected out of the Dregs of ſeveral Countries, 
the Rifraff of France, Ireſand and Scotland, with a young 
Italian, 4. Bigot . Church of Rome at their Head, 
Should, in a few Months, be able to over-run the greateſt 
Part of Scotland, beat an Army of regular Forces, take 
Edinburgh without a Blow, and Carliſle almaſt as ſoon as 
they appeared before it, and then be able to march unmo- 
leſted into the Heart of England, with Banners diſþlay'd, 
and to threaten the Capital itſelf with a Viſit, before the 
Career of their Progreſs could be ſtapp'd? Will they not 
fay, our Miniſters were infatuated, our Generals intimi- 
dated, and our Soldiers diſpirited? But the Subject is too 
amgrateful to dwell upon; and therefore I ſhall now ex- 
plain my Deſign in the following Wark. 


My View then in offering theſe Sheets to the Publick, 
16, to give a Genuine and Impartial Account of all the 
Baitles, Rencounters, Sieges, Enterprizes and Exploits

with many other Incidents never before made publick, ' 


Ii hen I reſalv'd to write this Hiftory, I impos'd upon 
myſelf, no doubt, a very difficult Taſk. Our Miniſtry, 
ail the World muſt allow, are Men of able Heads, and 
bave the true Inter of their Country at Heart ; yet they 
are fallible, and may, poſſibly, be ever-reach'd Ly a Court 
whoſe Minmfiry has always been fameus, or rather infa- 
nous, fer its Fineſſe and Chicanry ; and if ours, who, 
it is juſt to ſuppoſe, alkvays act with upright Intentions, 
without any Defign ta deceive; or, if they have been 
ampss'd upon by the crafiy Politicks of their Enemies, I 
don't fee how ſuch a Deception can caſt any Slur on their 
Characters, as honeſt Mien and true Patriots, altho', in 
fome Things they may not have been a Match for their Ad- 
Per arics, Since it is the indijſpenſible Qualification Eo 
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Hiſtorian to be impartial in his Account of Things, and 
Characters of Perſons, he muſt not flatter any Man, be- 
cauſe in a high Station, nor be afraid of ſpeaking the. 
Truth tho it ſhould offend the Great. Again, it is chari- 
table to ſuppoſe, that our Generals and Officers haveatted 
all along according to the beſt of their Fudgments yet if any 
7 them, for want of Experience, or any other neceſſary 

nowledge, have been guilty of Errors, which have been 
follow'd by et Conſequences, a faithful Hiſterian 
muſt not palliate their Faults, but ſet every Action in 
its true Light. If our Soldiers have miſbehaved in the. 
Day of Battle, and cowardly deſerted their Standard, 
would it not be reckon'd an unpardonable Partiality to 
one's own Country, to commend ach Men for their Cou- 
rage and Bravery? No honeſt Writer will do it; we have 
Examples in Abundance, even in theſe Times, to embla- 
zon the Courage of a true Engliſhman, ts which the others 


are only as ſo many Foils to ſet off and illuſtrate their Me- 
rit. Cowards and Poltrons are the Growth of every Na- 


tion; the Romans, renowned for their Proweſs and Bra- 
very, were beat more than once, by the victorious Hannibal; 
and Rome itſelf had her Catalines and Syllas, &c. who 
aim'd at the Subverſion of the Liberties of their Fellow- 
Citizens, and the Slavery of their Countrymen. No Go- 
vernment, no State, was yet ever ſo happy as to be en- 
tirely free from Traytors and Enemies to its Conflitu- 
tion. Some Men are of a Diſpoſition 5 volatile, that 
nothing can pleaſe them long. Let a King be never ſo 
happily form'd for ſwaying the Scepter, be his Govern- 
ment ever 1 wiſe, juſt and upright, or his Miniſters 
ever ſo able and baneſt, there will be Murmurers ; nay, 
the more Perfections the King has, the more diſpleas d are 
they, becauſe they have the leſs Opportunity FA indulging 
their natural Propenſity of finding Fault, In ſhort ; we 
have a King on the Throne who fludies the Happineſs of 
his People, and it is our own Fault, and the Reſult of our 
own Levity, if we are not what He deſires us to be. 


To conclude : I have taken all imaginable Care to re- 
late Facts with the greateſt Perſpicuity and Exattneſs, and 
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to treat Gentlemens Charatters, of tubom I may be «blig'd 
to ſpeak, with the utmoſt Tenderneſs ; no ill. natur d Re- 
lalfions ſhall be found; nothing offenſive, unleſs the Truth 
ſhould happen to be fo, and even then I ſhall only give a 
bare and impartial Narrative, and leave the Reader ta 
make his. own Remarks. ' In fine ; it las been my En- 
 deavour tu conduct myſelf thro the Whole with Medefty 
and Candour ; Truth has been my Aim, which I have not 
only ſifted from Heaps Fl Rubbiſh in the publick Papers, 
but what I have likewiſe gleaned from Letters of Correſ-

57 the Summer of the Year 1745, while

This Project, it is ſaid, was the hopeful Iſſue of the 
prolifick Brains of Card. Tencin, who is more famous 
for his Invention in forming Schemes, than for Judg- 
ment in executing them. For, how plauſible ſoever 
this might appear, either to him or the French Miniftry, 
their Deſign might eaſily have been render'd abortive, 
before it had ripen'd to any Maturity, if our Court had 
given due Attention to the Intelligence which they firſt 
had of this intended Invaſion. For, if I am rightly in- 
form'd, there were two Perſons arriv'd from France fe- 
veral Months before the breaking out of the Rebellion, 
who offer'd to make a Diſcovery of the whole Scheme 
of the intended Expedition to Scotland, and to take their 


even by thofe by whom it ought to have been encourag'd 
and rewarded. 

Our Miniſters indeed may excuſe themſelves for ſuch ©? 
an Over-ſight, by alledging, that they had been fo often 5 
amus'd with Rumours of this Sort, that their Judgment 
might very juſtly have been call'd in Queſtion, had they 
been credulous enough to believe fuch an improbable 
Story as this, at firſt, ſeem'd to be: For who, ſaid 
they, could have imagin'd, that the young Pretender, a 
Stranger to the People, as well as to their Religion, 
with a Veſſel or two, and a few Renegados in his Re- 
tinue, ſhould attempt the Conqueſt of Three ſuch po- 
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the Enterprize was fo Romantic, that it was a con- 
ſiderable Time after their Landing, before any Body 
could be perſuaded that it was not a Fable, or a Stock- 
jobbing Lie. But let us now proceed to the Matter in 
* Hand, 

When the Time was come for this wonderful Scheme 
(which had been long labour'd in the Cardinal's Forge) 
to be put in Execution, the French Court, according ta 
their uſual Cuſtom, gave out various Reports concern- 
ing a certain Expedition, which the eldeſt Son of the 
Chevalier was engag'd in. We had, about that Time, 
three Articles of News from Paris, all dated July 30. 
and given us by the Gazettes of Amſterdam, Utrecht, 
and the Hague, of the following Import. The firſt told 
us, that by divers Advices from the Sea-Ports, they 
were aſſur'd, that the Pretender's eldeſt Son had em- 
bark'd at Belliſie, on the Coaſt of Bretagne, on Board 
the Elizabeth, an armed Veſſel, and that he put to 
Sea on the 15th of the ſame Month; that the Ship car-' 
ried a great Quantity of Warlike Stores, and was to be 
join'd by five Ships of the Line, under the Com- 
mand of Meſſ. de la Fonguiere, © and Cailus, &c. but 
that their Deſtination was variouſly talk'd of. The 
ſecond inform'd us, that new Reports were ſpread con- 
cerning the Chevalier de St. George's eldeſt Son; but 
that the Truth of the Matter was, he was actually 
making the Campaign in the Infant Don Phillip's Army. 
The Third aſſur'd us, that the young Pretender ſet 
Sail from Nantes the 15th with a Man of War of ſixty. 
Guns, in order to land in Scotland, and that he would 
find there 20,000 Men, and alſo forty Ships of War and 
Tranſports in the ſeveral Ports of the Kingdom ; all 
Which were to be at his Diſpoſal, to make good his 
Pretenſions to the Crown of Great Britain, It is added, 
by Way of Remark, that it was thought by Men of 
Senſe, that the Pretender woutd loſe his Labour, if 
nothing worſe came of it; becauſe he was not back'd- 
by France, nor ſet to work by that Crown, having no 
other Foundation to go upon, but the Affiſtance of a

1 Certain Accounts of this Expedition having reach' d 
* the Hague, their High Mightineſſes thought the Affair

8 manded of him, whether this Enterprize of the young, 
Chevalier ' againſt his Britannick Majeſty's Dominions, 
was undertaken under the Protection, or encourag'd, 
i or carried on by the Aſſiſtance or Aſſurances of his moſt 
1 Chriſtian Majeſty? That, be it as it would, they kept 
„ a Body of Forces in conſtant Readineſs to embark for 
Great Britain whenever they ſhould be called for: To 
which his Excellency . That the King his Ma- 
© ſter had no Knowledge of, or Concern in, the roman- 
tick Expedition of the young Chevalier de St. George. 
How well this Declaration tallied with the Behaviour 
of the French afterwards, and even with the Language 
of the ſame Ambaſſador on ſome future Occaſions, all 
the World knows, and will manifeſtly appear in the 
Courſe of this Hiſtory. | 
By this Time the Brit Miniſtry was fully inform'd 
of what had paſs'd, and was now carrying on in Behalf 
of the young Pretender. In Conſequence whereof, 
their Excellencies the Lords of the Regency diſpatch'd 
an Expreſs to Hanover, to inform his Majeſty of the 
Deſigns of his Enemies, and to requeſt his ſpeedy Re- 
turn to England; and in the mean Time, took all the 
Precautions poſſible, and made the beſt Proviſion in 
their Power for the Safety of the Kingdom. A Pro- 
clamation was iſſued out, ordering a Reward of 30,000 /, - 
to any Perſon who ſhould ſeize and ſecure the eldeſt Son 9 
of the Pretender, in caſe he ſhould land, or attempt 
to land, in any of his Majeſty's Dominions. Orders 
were. iſſued at the War-Office for putting forthwith 
all the Forts, Caſtles, Havens, &c, into a Poſture of 
Defence. Orders were likewiſe. given, that all Officers 
helonging to his Majeſty's Land Forces, ſhould im- 
mediately repair to their reſpective Poſts.

— alſo ani Order for fe Olav Prblionen belonging to 
Chelſea Hoſpital, to repair forthwith to Edinburgh, and 
preſent themſelves to Licutenant-General Cugſt, or 
would be immediately ſtruck off the Liſt of the faid 
Hoſpital. Warrants were ſent down to Scotland to 
take up ſeveral Perſons ſuſpected of treaſonable Practices. 
The Regiments that were then in England, were ſtation'd: 


in ſeveral Counties, to ſuppreſs any Inſurrection, or 
Diſturbance that might be rais d by the diſaffected 


Party. The Engliþh Miniſter at the Hogue, was or- 
der*d'to demand of the States General the 6060 Forces, 
which by Treaty, they were to furniſh his Britannick 
Majefty, whenever they ſhould be wanted. And the 
moſt prudent Meaſures! were taken to diſconcert the 
Projetts of · France, awe the Diſaffected, and provide 

for the general Safety of the Kingdom. 

Let us now return to the young Pretender, whom 
we left ſailing for Scotland. tters from Edinburgh 
of the 11th of Augu/t, advis'd, that a French Veſſel of 
16 or 18 Guns had appear d on the Weſt Coaſt of 


Scotland, which, after having cruized for ſome Days off 


the Iſlands of Bara and Uuſt, ſtood in for the Coaſt of 
Lochaber, and had there landed, betwixt the Iſlands of 


Mull and Sey, ſeyeral Perſons, one of whom, from 


the general Report, and from ſeveral concurring Cir- 
cumſtances, there was the greateſt Reaſon to believe, 
was the Pretender's Son. This Account was ſoon after- 
wards confirm'd, with theſe further Particulars, that 
the young Chevalier embark'd at Fort St. Lazarus in 
Bretagne, on board a fmall Frigate of 18 Guns, having 
with him fifty or ſixty Perſons, the Duke of Perth, 
Meſſ. Mac Donald and Kelly, and ſeveral others Scots 
and Jriſßh; that in the Height of the Iſland of Bellifle, 
they found a French Man of War call'd the Elizabeth, 
of 6 Guns, in Company with which they failed for 
Scotland 3 that on the gth of Augu/? the Elizabeth 
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was attack'd by the Lion, Capt; Brett; and that while 
they were engaged, the Frigate ſheer'd off; that the

en. The young Chevalier, with his Retinue, landed 
in the Iſle of * Mull about the 1oth or 11th of Auguſt. 


The Young Pretender had no ſooner landed, and ſet 


up his Standard, but the News of it was preſently ſpread

Mull lies in Argy/c/ire, and is the Maleos of Ptolomy, 
The Air is temperately cold and moiſt, being qualified with 


Breezes from the Mountains, of which there is a great Ridge 


in the Middle; one ſo high, that it is ſeen from all the Weſtern 
Iſlands, and from a great Part. of the Continent. There is 
ood Paſturage ; their Horſes and Black Cattle are ſmall, but 
prightly, and the latter very good Meat. Here is Store of 
Sheep, Goats, Deer, Wild-fowl, Sea fowl, and fine Hawks; 


with Barley and Oats, great Variety of Plants, ſome Wood, 


and Plenty of Turf and Peats. Here are ſeveral Bays and 
Places for Anchorage, of which that of Dart on the Eaſt 
Side is moſt frequented. The Coaſt, eſpecially Loch/effen-Bay, 
abounds with Herring, Cod, Ling, Cockles, Muſcles, Clams, 
Sc. Here are alſo Seals, Otters, Vipers: Several Rivers that 
abound with Salmon and Pearl. Muſcles, and freſh-water 
Lakes that abound with Trouts and Eels. Tis well watered. 
with Springs, and has three Caſtles, the chief of which is 
Caſtle Duart, on a Promontory near the South-eaſt Corner of 


the Iſland. Here are alſo ſeveral old Forts, ſuppoſed to have 
been built by the Danes. The Inhabitants, who, except a 


few, are Proteſtants, have two Pariſh-Churches, and a little 
Chapel, according to Mr. Martin; but the Editor of Cambden 
ſays, they have ſeven. Black and white Indian Nuts are often 
found on the Weſtern Coaſt. There are ſeveral Iſlands in 
the Bays, ſome of which have Forts. The late Duke of 


Argyle became its Proprietor, upon the Forfeiture of the Fa - 


mily of Macleau. Iis divided by a Channel, not half a 
League broad, from Lochaber, Swoonard, and Maydort; and 
upon the North-eaſt is ſcarce four Miles from the Mor wein, a 
Part of the Continent.

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Abroad; and it was not long beſore he was join'd by 
- ſeveral of the Highland Clans. The Duke of Argyle, 
on hearing of it, immediately wrote circular Letters to 
his Vaſſals and Dependants, (who inhabit a large Tract 
' in that Part of the-Country) to have all their Tenants 
in Readineſs, to over-awe the Diſaffected; notwith- 
ſtanding which, it is ſaid, many of them paid little Re- 
-pard to this InjunRion of their Lord Proprietor,” and 
actually appear d in Arms for the young Invader. 
_ His Friends now began to ſtir every where in that 
Part of the Country ; and the Chiefs of ſeveral of the 
Clans brought him in Men and Arms in Abundance ; 
ſo that, in a few Weeks, he ſaw himſelf at the Head of 
a large Body of Men, all reſolute Fellows, and _ 
in his Intereſt, well-diſciplined, and taught to handle 
their Arms, having for ſome Time before been conſtant- 
ly exercis'd in the military Art, by thoſe who knew 
' what Occaſion they ſhould have for them, and when. 
Auguſt 24. A Perſon arrived at Edinburgh, who made 
Affidavit before a Magiſtrate, that he was five Days 
in the Camp of the Rebels, near Fort William; that he 
'could not form a certain Judgment of their Numbers, 
but that their Encampment took up about a Mile Square, 
and conſiſted of two Diviſions, one French, the other 
Highlanders; that there were many Perſons of Figure 
and Diſtinction among them, particularly the Son of the 
Pretender, to whom they all ſnewed the higheſt ReſpeR ; 
they had plenty of Money, Proviſions, and warlike 
Stores; that they had taken an Officer coming out 
to obſerve them from Fort William, and had like- 
Wiſe ſurprized two Companies of St. Clair's Regi- 
ment, killed five private Men, ſhot Captain Scot, who 
commanded them, in the Shoulder, and taken Priſoners 
eighty odd Men. A particular Account of this Action 
was given in a Letter from Newcaſtle, dated Sept. 1, as 
follows: 

A Letter dated the 24th paſt, from a Perſon of Di- 
ſtinction in the North Weſt of Scotland, ſays, Two 
Companies of St. Clair's and Murray's, going between 
Fort Auguſtus and Fort William, were attack'd by a

He was ſeiz'd by eight Perſons at an 
Inn in the Highlands, where he went to call for a Dram, 
and carried to the Pretender's Camp, who treated him

- \ Theſe were the Reaſoniogs of the People in Scotland 
at that Time; but whether they have not ſince been 
donvinc'd, that they then made a wrong Judgment of 
Things, their own. woeful Experience can belt teſtify, 
But to proceed in our Hiſtory. 
Auguſt 19. Sir Jahn Cope 2 out. fot Stirling, to take 
upon him the Command of the Forces encamp'd there, 
and to march immediately to ſuppreſs the Rebels, before 
their Numbers were increaſed, as it was expected they 
ſoon would. Before he left Edinburgh he order 'd the 
Caſtle to be ſtor'd with a Month's Proviſion, and con- 
tracted with Perſons to lay in the ſame out of Hand. 
On the 20th and 21ſt, the Infantry, and a Squadron 
of Dragoons, with the Artillery, &c. croſſed Stirling 
Bridge, on their Rout for Crief. At the ſame Time 
the General detach'd Lieutenant Col. Sir Patrick Halker, 


at the Head of three Companies of Col. Le's Regi- 


ment of Foot, and the Companies of Highlanders under 
the Command of the Laird of Mackintoſh, and Sir Pa- 
trick Murray, in order to advance up in the Highlands, 
and to obtain an exact Account of what was tranſacted 
there, On the 25th the Army arrived at Dalnachar- 


dich, twelve Miles beyond 1 and tock the 
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Inverneſs Road by the Way of Ruthven in Badenoch 
which laſt Place is about twenty fix Miles South of In 
verneſs. The rebel Army march'd at the ſame Time,

About this Time the Pretender's Son, Charles, iſſued 
put a Manifeſto, , or Declaration ; wherein, amongſt 
other Things, there are large Promiſes of ſecuring all 
their Rights and Liberties ; and likewiſe of diſſolving 
the Union, and taking off the Malt Tax. Few or 
none of the Heads of the Clans were then in Perſon 
with the Chevalier ; but about 2500 of their Men, with- 
out their Chiefs, had join'd him from divers Parts, viz.

Cope, Commander of the King's Forces, 
with this Reſolution. Not only Sir Alexander, but the 
Lairds of Macfleod, Mackdonald, and Neaa, and the 
reſt of the Inhabitants of the Iſland of Skey, continued 
peaceable and loyal, and ſhew'd no Manner of Inclina-

is a very artful Compoſition of Oats and Barley, the only 
Grain which their Country produces. Aſter eating a little 
of it in the Morning, they hunt, or go about their Buſineſs, 
without eating any more till Night. They delight moſt in 
Cloaths of ſeveral Colours, eſpecially ſtriped, and the Co- 
lours they are fondeſt of are Purple and Blue. Their An- 
ceſtors, as many of them do till, made uſe of Plaids very 
much variegated ; but now they make them rather of dark 
Colours, more like the Crops of Heath, that they may 
not be diſcover'd while they lie in Heaths waiting for 
Game.

Tight, according to the Rules of War, I will not take 
upon me to judge, tho' I have heard it much cenſur'd 
by ſome old Officers, who ſay, that, after ſo long a 
March on purpoſe to attack the Enemy ; by declining 
that Attack when he came up with them, his Men, who 
were then full of Spirit, and reſolute for fight, were diſ- 
hearten'd, and loſt a good deal of their Courage, and 
was, in a great Meaſure, the Occaſion of his loſing the 
Battle at Pre/ton-Pans afterwards ; beſides the Opportu- 


mity it gave the Rebels of Marching forwards, and of 


making thoſe terrible Devaſtations in their Progreſs through 
the Country, and in the Cities and Towns wherever they 
came, which will ſcarcely be repair'd in the Space of an 
Age.

the Way to or from any Church, Market, Fair, Burial, 
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that he aſked him ſeveral Queſtigns relating to his Buſi- 
neſs, 'and told him that the Letters which he carried 
behoved to be inſpected; that the Marquiſs of Tulli- 
bardin, and his Secretary, were along, with him ; that 
after he was carried up Stairs, one. ſearch'd the Mail, 
and carried to the young Chevalier's Apartment a great 
many Letters, which were returned to him after a few 
Hours; that all the reſt of the Packet was carried off 
in the ſame Manner.

He was diſmiſs'd at One 
o'Clock on Monday Morning, but with ſcarce one Half 
of the Letters contain'd in the Mail, and which they 
promis'd to forward to Edinburgh. | 

The Rebels were now poſted at the Blair of Athol and 
Dunkeld, where they made a pretty long Stay, in order 
to raiſe their Friends.

This Courſe of Life he follow'd for ſome Time 
after he had been among his Friends the Highlanders; 
but his Italian Conſtitution not being enur'd to ſuch 
Kind of Hardſhips, after his Arrival at Edinburgh, he 
indulg'd himſelf in all the Conveniencies he could pro- 
cure for his Eaſe and Pleaſure. 

During theſe Tranſactions in the North, the Peoplo 
at Edinburgh were in a moſt terrible Conſternatioa, as 
apprehending, not without Reaſon, that they ' ſhould 
ſoon have an unwelcome Viſit paid them by the Rebels. 
However, they neglected no Precaution in their Power, 
nothing that they — think of, was left undone, to give 
them a proper Reception at their Coming. Orders were 
iſſued for putting the City in a Poſture of Defence, by 
repairing the Fortifications, making additional Works, 


and mounting the Artillery. A great Number of the 


principal Inhabitants offer'd to defend the City at the 
Hazard of their Lives, together with the regular Train'd 


Bands, under the Command of the Lord Provoſt, his 


Majeſty's Lord Lieutenant, againſt the Rebels, headed 
by Us Son of a Popiſh Pretender. The Arms and Am- 
munition, which had been ſent from London, were un- 
ſhip'd and lodg'd in the Caſtle, for the Uſe of well- 
affected Gentlemen inclin'd to ſerve their Country- on 
this critical Occaſion. An Aſſociation was likewiſe 
form'd for the Defence of their King and Country; 


and the Magiſtrates received his Majeſty's Sign Manual, 


accepting the Offer of the de of Edinburgh, to 
raiſe one Thouſand Men for his Majeſty's Service, to 
be employed for the Defence of the City, and in Sup- 
port of the Government againſt the Rebels. . Upon which 
a Subſcription was immediately open'd, and, 3

2 Field-Pieces, four 
Apparatus, were ſent from the Caftle for Stirling, ei- 
corted by a Subaltern Command of Col. Laſcelles's Re- 
= giment; and all the Detachments that were out at work 
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Hours Time, Money enough was ſubſcrib'd for main- 
taining 600 Men, and one Month's Pay at ſubſcribing. 
The Subſcriptions were taken in at the Couneil Cham- 
ber, and the Inhabitants zealouſly contributing, were 
ſoon compleated. Which being done, the Magiſtrates 
and Council took proper Meafures for enliſting the Men 
with all Expedition. Intimation was made by Tuck of 
Drum, that every fit Man living in and about the City, 
who was willing to enliſt, ſhould repair to the Council 
Chamber, where they would ſee the Conditions. A 
Subſcription Paper for Voluntiers was alſo opened in the 
old Kirk Iſle, to which a great Number of the principal 
Inhabitants crouded to ſign. 

Thus zealous, thus careful and provident were the 
People of Edinburgh to prevent a Surprize, and to give 
the Rebels a warm Reception, if ever they ſhould bend 
their Courſe that Way. How their future Behaviour, 
when the Danger approach'd, anſwer'd to theſe pro- 
miſing Beginnings, will be ſeen by and by. 

Auguft 9. Sixteen Waggons loaded with Cheſts of 
Small Arms, were brought from the Caſtle, and em- 
barked on Board a Yacht at Leith, in order to be ſent 


under Convoy to Inverneſs ; and a Quantity of Powder 


and Ball was brought down for the Uſe of the Troops 
and Garriſons. That Night two Troops of General 
Hamilton's Dragoons came to Leith from the South 
Country, and the next Day marched for Stirling (where 
a Camp was intended to be form'd) and were ſoon 
after followed by the other Troops of that Regiment, 
with their Field Equipage, c.

Good Brother, | Sept. 9, 1745. 
1 Necd not tell you, that the Invafion which has been 

threaten'd for ſome Time, in favour of a popiſh Pre- 
tender is now actually made; and is like to be vigo- 
rouſly puſh'd and ſupported by two foreign Powers, of 
the ſame Principles in Religion, and of undoubted Af- 
fection to arbitrary Government. 

The neceſſary Conſequences of the Succeſs of this At- 


tenipt, 
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tempt, are ſo terrible, and withal ſo viſible, that one 
would hope there was no need of awakening all true 
Engliſhmen and Proteſtants into a juſt Senſe of them, nor 
of letting them ſee how preſſingly our Religion and Li- 
berties call upon us, at this critical Juncture, to unite 
in a vigorous Endeayour to defeat the Deſigns and Hopes 
of thoſe inveterate Enemies to both. 

When ſuch an avow'd and open Effort is made, to 
bereave us of every Thing that is moſt dear and valua- 
ble to us, no Order of Men can reckon themſelves un- 
concern'd ; nor can it be doubted, but the civil Admi- 
niſtration will exert itfelf to the utmoſt, for diſappoint- 
ing an Enterprize that is ſo big with Miſchief, or rather 
Ruin to us and our Poſterity. But if any Order of 
Men be more nearly concerned than another, it is ours ; 
who, under our gracious Sovereign, are by our Office 
and Function the more immediate Guardians of our hol 
Religion; and particularly, againſt the manifold Cor- 
ruptions of Chriſtianity, which a popiſh Government 
would not fail to introduce.

Thirdly, To guard your People againſt a Deluſion 
that has been uſually n. by the Enemy, as oft 
2 as 
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as Deſigns of this Kind have been ſet on Foot; name- 
ly, that the Perſon whoſe Cauſe. they eſpouſe, will con- 
tent himſelf with the Exerciſe of. his own Religion, 
and with the Enjoyment of ſuch a Prerogative as. the 
Conſtitution allows; and that no Change in our Religion 
will be attempted, nor any of the Laws broken through 
by which it is now ſecured. To arm your People 
7 this Deluſion, you cannot uſe a more effectual 

ay, than to revive upon their Minds the State of 
Things in the Reign of King James II. particularly 
the great Progreſs that was made in ſo ſhort a Time 
towards the introducing of Popery, and the Endeavours 
that were uſed by him to bring about a Parliamentary 
Repeal of the Laws againſt it ; and, when that failed, 
his ſuſpending and ſetting them aſide, by the zround- 
leſs Claim of a diſpenſing Power. And all this, after 
the moſt folemn Declaration at his coming to the 
Crown, that he would make it his Endeauours to pre- 
Serve the Government both in Cbui ch and State, as efta- 
bliſhed by Law. The Declaration, of which this is a 
Part, was made openly in Council, and then printed and 
difpers'd with his Majeſty's Leave. 

Theſe are the Things which I earneſtly recommend 
to the Attention of my "Clergy at this Time.

1 Think it my indiſpenſable Duty, in the Relation I 

bear to you, to call upon you, to entreat, and ear- 
neſtly exhort you to exert yourſelves as becomes your 
Character and Office, at this Time peculiarly, when 
all that ought to be dear to Proteſtants in general, and 
to the Clergy and every Member of the Church of 
England in particular, appears to be in Danger from an 
actual Inſurrection within this Kingdom (encouraged, 
as it always will be, by the Proſpect and Promiſes of all 
proper Afhftance from our Enemies abroad) in Favour of 
a Papiſb Pretender to the Crown of theſe Realms.

Commanders. And this was certainly a right Meaſure ; 
and our Miniſtry wou'd have been juſtly cenſur'd, had 
they not (relying wholly on the Strength of the Navy 
and the Bravery of our Sca-Officers) provided for the 
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inland Defence of the Kingdom. Our Admirals and 
Captains, have, no doubt, been exceeding vigilant in 
defeating every Attempt of the French to invade us; 
yet, notwithſtanding all their Vigilance and Activity, 
had not the Enemy been well inform'd, that we were 
ready to receive them upon their Landing, with an Ar- 
my of regular Forces, I don't in the leaſt queſtion but 
they would have puſh'd on their Embarkations more 
warmly, and have found Opportunities, under Covert 
of Fogs or dark Nights, to have put their Deſigns in 
Execution. | 

The great Progreſs of the Rebels in Scotland, and the 
Defeat of the King's Forces (which ſhall be related in 
its proper Place) alarm'd the whole Nation. Every one 
who had any Property, every one who had any Regard 
for his Religion, or the Enjoyment of his Liberty, be- 
gan to conſider whether they were not about to loſe all 


theſe Bleſſings at once; and in Caſe they ſhould loſe 


them, what Alternative they ſhould have in lieꝑ of them? 
And the more they conſider'd, the greater Value they 
ſet on the good Things which they had in Poſſeſſion, 
and the more jealous of their being wreſted out of their 
Hands. They could ſee, in Reverſion, nothing but a 
Papiſt for their King, Slavery in exchange for Liberty, 
and Bigotry and Superſtition in the Room of true Piety 
and apoſtolick Religion; inſtead of enjoying Property 
in its fulleſt Extent, be ſubject to the rapacious Ava- 
rice of hungry French and Italian Officers and Gover- 
nors, and the perpetual Depredations of thoſe voracious 
Locuſts the Prieſts. Theſe were the Bleſſings which 
Britons were to expect in Return for what they now 
enjoy. No Wonder then, that they ſo ſoon laid aſide 
all their private Quarrels and Animoſities, and that even 
the Name of a Party was ſo quickly extinguiſh'd among 
us. No Wonder, that in every County, City and 
Town of any Conſideration, Aſſociations were form'd 
to ſtand by and defend their King and Country, and 
oppole with all their Might every Invader of thoſe inva- 
luable Bleflings, which they enjoy'd under the preſent 
happy Eſtablifament in Church and State. On this Oc- 
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caſion, I cannot forbear introducing the following Lines, 
which will better expreſs my Sentiments than I can in 
my own Words.

Great Numbers of Merchants and Citizens of Landon 


Men for the common Service, and even to ſerve them- 
ſelves, whenever Occaſion required, For. which Pur- 
poſe they learnt the Military Exerciſe, and were daily 

taught 
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taught the Diſcipline by ſome experienc'd Officer, Books 
were open'd at ſeveral Coffee houſes, to enter the Name 
of Contributors, and the Sums contributed, for. carry- 
ing on ſo laudible a Deſign. But ſome Objections be- 
ing made to this Method of Subſcribing, Books were 
open'd at the Chamberlain's Office at Guild-Hall for 
the ſame Purpoſe. But the Scheme which the Sub- 
ſcribers firſt went upon, of raiſing Companies and Re- 
giments for the Army, upon due Confideration, being 
found not fo feiſible, as at firſt it appear'd to be; ano- 
ther much more uſeful and practicable was embrac'd ; 
namely, to furniſh the Soldiers, then making the Cam- 
paign in the North of England, in the coldeſt and moſt 
uncomfortable Part of the Winter, with ſuch Neceſſa- 
ries as might render the Hardſhips and the Fatigues they 
were to undergo, more eaſy and leſs felt. This was 
call'd the Veteran's Scheme, and was. firſt broach'd in 
one of the daily Papers ; and it appearing quite rea- 
ſonable and humane, the Subſcribers very readily came 
into it. In Conſequence of which, in a very little 
Time, ſeveral Thouſand Pounds were laid out in pur- 
chaſing Flannel Waiſtcoats, Shoes, Woollen Gloves, 
Blankets, Spatterdaſhes, and other Things proper to 
defend the Soldiers from the Inclemencies of the Wea- 
ther. Theſe Things, as ſoon as bought, were ſent 
to the Army, and very thankfully receiv'd. The Qua- 
kers were very generous on this Occaſion; for, though 
they make it a Principle, and a Point of Conſcience, 
not to fight themſelves, yet are well pleas'd, when 0- 
thers undertake their Cauſe and fight for them, eſpeci- 
ally if their Liberties and Properties happen to be in any 
Danger. Accordingly they collected Money , among 
their Body, to buy ten or twelve "Thouſand Flannel 
Waiſtcoats, which they ſent to the Army. 
The Inhabitants of St. Martin's, NMſiminſter, form'd 
2 Scheme of another Kind, which was, to take in Sub- 
ſeriptions for raiſing Money to enable them to enliſt 
ſuch able bodied Men as voluntarily offer'd themſelves, 
to ſerve in his Majefty's Guards, and to give every En- 
lifter five Pounds at his Entrance; by which ae 
evera

ſeveral Hundreds of ftout Men were added to the 
Army, and thereby ſaved the Government a conſiderable 
Sum of Money. | * 

Vaſt Numbers of Aſſociations were enter'd into all 
over the Kingdom; all which breath'd ſuch a Spirit of 
Loyalty and Affection for his Majeſty's Perſon and Fa- 
mily, and ſhew'd ſuch a Deteſtation- of the Rebellion 
then on Foot, and of the Principles on which it was 
founded, as muſt give the greateſt Pleaſure to every 
Man who has any Regard for the Welfare and Proſpe- 
rity of his Country. 

Now I am upon the Article of Aſſociation, I muſt 
not omit that moſt extraordinary one at York ; when 
the Archbiſhop, fir'd with an uncommon Zeal for the 
Religion and Liberty of his Country, threw off his 
Pontificals and put on the Military, and in a numerous 
Aſſembly of Nobility and Gentry which he had ſum- 
mon'd together from all Parts of the County, made 
the following excellent Speech.

My Lords ; Gentlemen ; 
My Reverend Brethren of the Clergy ;

Ridings, to open to you the Reaſons of our preſent 
Aſſembling: And as the Advertiſement, which has 


called us together, is in every Body's Hands; and the 


Fact now ſpeaks itſelf too plainly, a few Words will 
be ſufficient on the Occaſion. | | 
It was ſome Time before it was believed, (I would 
to God it had gained Credit ſooner) but now every 
Child knows it, that the Pretender's Son is in Scotland ; 
has ſet up his Standard there; has gathered and diſci- 
plined an Army of great Force ; receives daily Increaſe 
of Numbers; is in the Poſſeſſion of the Capital City 
there; has defeated a ſmall Part of the King's Forces 
and is advancing with haſty Steps towards England. 
I What 
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| What will be the Iſſue of this rapid Progreſs muſt be 
left to the Providence of God, However: what is in- 
cumbent upon us to do, is to make the beſt Proviſion 
we can againſt it; and every Gentleman, I dare ſay, 
every Man'in England, will think it his Wiſdom -and 
his Intereſt to guard againſt the miſchievous Attempts of 
theſe wild and deſperate Ruffians. tn 
But the great Miſchief to be feared, which ought to 
alarm us exceedingly, and put us immediately on our 
Defence, is the certain Evidence, - which eyery Day 
opens more and more, ,that theſe Commotions in the 
North are but Part of a great Plan concerted for our 
Ruin, They have begun under the Countenance, 
and will be ſupported by the Forces of France and Spain, 
our old and inveterate (and late Experience calls upon 
me to add, our Savage and Blood-thirſty) Enemies, 
A Circumſtance that ſhould fire the Indignation of 
every honeſt Engliſhman. If theſe Deſigns ſhould ſuc- 
ceed, and Popery and arbitrary Power come in upon us, 
under the Influence and Direction of theſe two tyran- 
nical and corrupted Courts, I leave you to reflect, 
what would become of every thing that is valuable to 
us! | | 

We are now bleſs'd under the mild Adminiſtration of 
a juſt and Proteſtant King, who is of fo ſtrict an 
Adherence to the Laws of our Country, that not an 
Inſtance can be pointed out, during his whole Reign, 
wherein he made the leaſt Attempt upon the Liberty, 
or Property, or Religion, of a fingle Perfon. But, if 
the Ambition and Pride of France and Spain is to dictate 
to us, we muſt ſubmit toa Man to govern us under 
their hated and accurſed Influence, who brings his Re- 
ligion from Rome, and the Rules and Maxims of his 
Government from Paris and Madrid. 

For God's ſake, Gentlemen, let us conſider this Mat- 
ter as becomes us, and let no Time be loſt to guard 
againſt this prodigious Ruin. To your immortal Ho- 
nour be it ſpoken, you have conſider'd it; and are 
now met together to call in the unanimous Conſent and 
Aſſiſtance of this great County. This County, as 
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exceeds every other for its Extent and Riches, ſo it 
very naturally takes the Lead of the inferior ones. And 
it will be extremely to our Credit ; give Courage to 
the Friends of the beſt Conſtitution in the World; 
damp the Spirits of its Enemies at Home; (if any 
fuch can be conceived in Britain at this dangerous 
Criſis) and be an Inſtruction to thoſe Abroad; that there 
is ſtill Spirit and Honeſty enough among us to ſtand 
up in Defence of our common Country. This will be 
the Uſe of an unanimous and hearty Declaration of 
Fidelity to our Country, and Loyalty to our King. 
But the Times, Gentlemen, call for ſomething more 


than this! Something muſt be done as well as ſaid 


— And the Fund for our Defence, already begun, and 
now to be propoſed to this great Aſſembly, will, it is 
hoped, from Reaſons of publick Example, and publick 
Safety, meet with the hearty Concurrence of every In- 
dividual that compoſes it. And at the ſame Time that 
your Hearts go along with the Aſſociation, your Hands 
will be open to ſupport the neceſſary Meaſures of Self- 
Defence. 

As to you, my reverend Brethren, I have not long 
had the Honour to preſide among you; but from the 
Experience I have had, and what I have always heard 
of your honeſt Love to your Country, (if you permit 
me to ſay ſo) I will be * Security to the Publick, 
that you will decline no Pains to inſtruct and animate 
your People, nor Expence, according to your Circum- 
ſtances, to ſtand up againſt Popery and Arbitrary Power, 
under a French or Spaniſb Government. - We ſcorn 
the Policies of the Court of Rome; have no Intereſts ſe- 
parate from the People ; but on every Occaſion, where 
our Country is concern'd, look upon ourſelves as in- 
corporated with the warmeſt Defenders of it; or if we 
do defire to be diſtinguiſhed, it will be by your Ardor 
and Zeal to preſerve our happy Conſtitution. 

Let us unite then, Gentlemen, as one Man, to ſtop 
this dangerous Miſchief, from which Union no Man 
ſurely can withdraw, or withold his Aſſiſtance, who is 
not liſted into the wicked 1 of a Prach or Spa-

A Subſcription was immediately open'd, 90,000 J. 
ſubſcrib'd for the Arming, Cloathing, and Paying 4000 
Men in Defence of his Majeſty's Perſon and Govern- 
ment, and their own Religion, Libertics, and Pro- 
perties, a Reſolution was taken to augment that Sum 


if there ſhould be Occaſion. A great Number of Gentle- 


HA men 
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men Volunteers alſo engaged to ſerve at their own 
Charge; among whom a thouſand Horſe were expect- 
ed to be brought into the Field. At the ſame Time 
300. young Gentlemen of that County, offer'd to 
ſerve as Voluntiers againſt the Rebels wherever his 
Majeſty's Service ſhould require, and deſir'd to be 
call'd the King's Royal Hunters. They mounted them- 
ſelves upon hunting Horſes, with each a Servant, whom 
they mounted and arm'd alſo. 

Several other Counties follow'd the Example of that 
of York, Many of our Nobility of large Eſtates, ex- 
erted themſelves to the utmoſt, and rais'd and main- 
tain'd Companies at their own Expence; particu- 
larly the Duke of Bedford, who rais'd, arm'd and 
cloath'd a Regiment at his own Expence, Lord War- 
rington furniſh'd all his Tenants with Arms and Am- 
munition, who ſign'd their Names to be ready on the 
firſt Notice, to defend the Religion and Liberties of 
their Country.

who dined at the George with a great Number of Gen-

Gentlemen, | 
I Shall make no Apology for calling off your Thoughts 

from Diverſion and Amuſement to a Matter of the 
moſt grave and ſerious Nature, fince your {ſtricteſt At- 
tention is claim'd by a Subject, in which our Religion and 
Liberty, our Poſſeſſions and Lives, are moſt apparently 
and intimately concern'd. None of you can be Stran- 
gers to the preſent alarming Circumſtances of our Coun- 
try, in Conſequence of the moſt unnatural Rebellion 
now rais'd againſt his Majeſty's Perſon and Govern- 
ment, and the infamous Attempt which our Enemies 
are making to ruin our happy Conſtitution both in 
Church and State, and to reduce us to Superſtition and 
Bondage under a popiſh Pretender, ſupported by the 
Power of France. You can none of you, Gentlemen, 
be entirely ignorant of the ſurprizing Rapidity with 
which this Deſign has prevailed beyond the Fears of the 
moſt cautious Friends of his Majeſty, and perhaps beyond 
the Hopes of the moſt ſanguine of thoſe who have been 
engaged in the deteſtable Enterprize.

My Heart, Gentlemen, could not but be deeply af- 
fected with theſe Views, and I am perſuaded that yours 
has been ſo, I concluded therefore, I ſhould do a Thing 
extremely agreeable to you all, as well as highly ſer- 
viceable to my Country, in applying to his Majeſty, to 
aſſure him, from what I certainly knew of the Difpo- 
fitions of Perſons of the greateſt Rank, and Figure, and 
Influence in and about this Town of Northampton, and 
from what it was my wy to believe concerning you 
all, that they would be glad to do any Thing in their 
Power for the public Service ; and lden that I 
doubted not they would be willing to attempt raiſing a 
Regiment for his Majeſty's Defence, and that of our 
Country inſeparably connected with it. And I was con- 
firmed in my Purpoſe of making this Application by 
the Concurrence of a noble and illuſtrious Duke in a

taken out, we may immediately proceed in this good 
and neceſſary Work.—' Tis with ſome Pleaſure that ! 
can tell yon, that ſince I entered this Town, I have

ment in you. As Aſſociations of this Kind have been 
formed already in ſeveral Parts of England, and are 
projected in more, you eafily perceive that the Plan 
which I now propoſe, , does not take in 'the whole 
County, but merely the Town and Neighbourhood 
of Northampton, and conſequently, how entirely it 
harmonizes, not only with the general Authority of the 
Lord Lieutenant of the County, but with any particular 
Scheme which he has form'd for arming the Part of it 
which lies neareſt him, and how naturally it may make 
a Part of a general Plan for a County Armament. I fhall 
gladly act in Conjunction with and Subordination to that 
noble and worthy Perſon ; and I beg Leave moſt ſolemn- 
ly to aſſure you that I am ready to ſhare with you in any 
| 2a Labour, or perſonal Danger to which any of 
you can be expos'd in Conſequence of it, as, on the 
contrary, I am willing, and defirous that we ſhould all 
ſhare the Honour and Credit attending it, as well as the 


pleaſing Conſciouſneſs of having exerted ourſelves as we 


ought on ſo animating an Occaſion. And ſo may God 
proſper this noble Enterprize, as I engage in it with no 


other View than a fincere, ardent and affectionate Regard 


to the Liberty, Proſperity and Safety of my Country. 
This noble Speech, to which it is impoſſible I ſhould 


do complete Juſtice, as I repeat it only from my Memo- 
ry, and have been obliged a little to abridge it, produc'd 
its natural Effect in the Minds of the Hearers. The 
Gentlemen preſent, to the number of above ſixty, ſign'd 
the Engagement, which was ſucceeded by an Addreſs of 
Aſſociation at a County Meeting, which being inſerted 
in the Gazette and other publick Papers, it is unneceſ- 

lary here to repeat. 
I only add, that in Confequence of all, proper Com- 
miſſions being iſſued out by his Majeſty, and Lord 2 2

our Neighbours, who unfortunately happen to be abſent, 
but who will I doubt not take an Opportunity of ex- 
preſſing in as effectual a Manner their generous Zeal for 
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2 appointed Colonel of the Regiment to. be raiſed in 
e Neighbourhood of this Place, ſuch Numbers have 
flock'd in to his Banners, that more than 500 were liſt- 
ed in eight Days, and the whole Complement filled up 
in another Weck. May this glorious Succeſs animate 
others to do likewiſe, and may the Enemies of Great- 
Britain know, to their terror, that there are yet many 
Myriads of His Majeſty's Subjects ready, on his Per- 
miſſion, to pour themſelves around him as a volun 
Guard, and, unpaid, to aſſert the Security of his Throne 
againſt all the Attempts of France and Rome, inſpited 
by Hell to endeavour its Subverſion.

T ſhould be glad if the Compaſs of this Hiſtory would 
allow me Room to relate at large every Inſtance of that 
generous Concern for the publick Welfare, which was 
univerſally ſhewn at the growing Progreſs of the Rebel- 
lion, which threatned Deſtruction to every Thing that is, 
or ought to be thought dear and valuable to an Exgliſb- 
man. However, I ſhould be inexcuſable if I omitted 
the following, as it exhibits an Example deſerving Ap- 
plauſe and worthy Imitation. | 

In an Aſſociation enter'd into by the Earl of Orford, 
who is Lord Lieutenant, the High Sheriff, Gentlemen, 
c. of the County of Devon, is the following remark- 
able Clauſe: 

« Whereas many Effects in this County are held by 
« Leafes for Lives, abſolute, or for Years determinable 
© upon Lives; Now, in order for the further Encourage- 
© ment of our Tenants to expoſe themſelves in Defence 
of their Country, if any Perſon or Perſons, who — 
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« enliſt or be inliſted in any Regiment or Troop raiſed 
for this preſent Service, by Virtue of this Aſſociation, 
« or of any Subſcription thereon, by whoſe Life or Lives 
any of our Eſtates are or ſhall be held, ſhall, in any 
© Part of Great Britain, within fix Months from the 
Date hereof, happen to be killed, or receive any 
Wound or Maim (of which he or they ſhall die with- 
© in fix Months then next after) in ſuch Service againſt 
his Majeſty's Enemies foreign or domeſtick ; we do 
© hereby mutually promiſe and engage, that we will 
wave our Claims to any Herriots on Account thereof; 
© and will alſo, within two Months next after ſuch 
« Deaths, at the Requeſt of the Parties reſpectively in- 
© tereſted therein, without any Fine or Conſideration, 
grant a new Leaſe or Leaſes, or do ſuch other Acts as 
© ſhall be requiſite for the Renewal or filling up ſuch 
« Eſtates, ſo as that our ſeveral Leſſees ſhall have the 
© like Intereſts in their ſeveral Eſtates as they would 
© have had, if the Perſons, on whoſe Lives they held 
their Eſtates, had not engaged in ſuch publick Ser- 
© vice,” 

Some Time after, viz. in November, (for now I am up- 
on this Head, I wou'd mention every 'Thing particularly 
remarkable that occurꝰ d upon it) the Judges and Lawyers 
of the Inns of Court, enter'd into an Aſſociation, of the 
ſame Purport, in general, with others, and whereby 
they oblig'd themſelves to march, and fight the Rebels, 
whenever his Majeſty ſhould have Occaſion to call them 
to that Service ; and at the fame Time appointed Chief 
Juſtice Willes to be their Colonel. To which End they

I ſhall only mention here the Zeal and Loyalty ſhewn 
by the Commanders and Officers of the Royal Navy, in 
two Addreſſes preſented by them to his Majeſty on this Oc- 
caſion; one of them by the Officers, Mariners, and Sol- 
diers of his M. ajeſty's Ships under the Command of Edward 
Vernon, Eſq; Admiral of the White Squadron, and the 
Honourable Fob: Byng, Eſq; Rear Rear Admiral 25 * 
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Blue Squadron; and the other of the Commander in 
Chief of the Royal Navy aſſembled at Plymonth : But 
as the ſame Spirit and Zeal for the publick Good, and 
Indignation againſt the Invaders of this Kingdom, ani- 
mates theſe, as is viſible in thoſe which I have inſerted, 
as well as innumerable others that are omitted, I ſhall 
not repeat them here, being unwilling to detain my 
Readers too long upon the ſame Subject.

paid us. And we will uſe our utmoſt Endeavours to 
make all our Payments in the ſame Manner. 


The great Hurry at the Bank was ſaid to be occa- 
flon'd by the Papi/ts and Facobites, with Deſign to 
hurt Credit as much as was in their Power, and to 
get Gold to ſend to the Rebels, in which the Direc- 
tors wiſely diſappointed them, by ordering Payment in 
Silver. 

Here it may not improperly, be introduc'd the fol- 
lowing ſhort, but pathetick Addreſs to the Publick, as 
we have it in one of the Evening Papers.

As I have endeavoured to gratify my Readers with a 
pretty ample Account of the Loyalty ſhewn by People 
of all Partics, and Perſons of every Perſuaſion, it will be 
but a Piece of Juſtice to ſay what can truly be ſaid in 
Favour of Roman Catholicks., 

The Duke and Ducheſs of Norfolk came to Court, 
and waited on his Majeſty, to aſſure him of their firm 
Attachment to his Perſon and Family, and that they had 
no Hand, nor would have any in the Rebellion which 
had been raiſed to diſturb the Peace of his Government. 

In Suffolk, Sir William Gage, and ſome other Roman 
Catholicks, waited on the Duke of Grafton at Eufton- 
Hall, to aſſure his Grace of their peaceable Diſpoſition, 
Sc. at this Juncture. The Catholicks in that Country 
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are very numerous, who have behaved very -quictly ; 
which I won't be fo uncharitable as to ſuppoſe was ow- 
ing to their Fear of Frampton's Regiment which was quar- 
tered amongſt them, but had rather impute it to their 
own Prudence, and the Conſideration, that they could 
never be better uſed, if ſo well, under a Popiſh Go- 
vernment, as they were under the preſent. However, 
the People were very jealous of ſome under-hand Prac- 
tices among them, as appears by the following Inſtance : 
One Day, as a Cart-load of Goods was carrying to the 
Houſe of a Roman Catholick, the Country People 
ſtopt it, and ſearch'd to ſee if there were any Arms con- 
ceal'd among them ; but not finding any, they ſuffer'd 
the Cart to paſs on. | 

Let us now pay a Viſit at Court, and obſerve the 
Care and Attention of our Miniſters to thoſe arduous 
Affairs of the Nation which required all their Prudence 
and Circumſpection. 
On Friday, Sept. 15, was held at Kenſington, one of 
the greateſt Privy-Councils known for ſeveral Years ; 
moſt of the Privy-Counſellors attended, befides Gene- 
rals who were ſummoned to give their Advice in the 
preſent Conjuncture of Affairs. 

Letters were ſet to the Lords Lieutenants of the ſeve- 
ral Counties of England and Wales, to raiſe the Militia 
of each County. 

Preſs Warrants were iſſued out for the Conſtables 
and Headboroughs of the ſeveral Pariſhes within the Bills 
of Mortality, to empower them to impreſs all looſe and 
diſorderly Perſons, who have no viſible Way of getting 
a Livelihood, into his Majeſty's Service. 

The Lords of the Admiralty order'd two Forty-gun 
Ships to cruiſe continually off Offend, to intercept any 
Ships or Veſlels that might ſail from that Port. 

Admiral Vernon was ſtation'd with a ſtrong Squadron 
in the Downs, to watch the Motions of the French at 
Dunkirk and Calais. 

Another Squadron ſailed from the Dotens, under the 
Command of Admiral Byng, conſiſting of three Ships of 

| | 50 Guns 
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50 Guns each, two of 40, and one of 20, and two 
Sloops to guard the Coaſts of Scotland. 

A Fleet was alſo ſent Weſtward, to cruiſe to Ply 
mouth, the Station of Admiral Martin; ſo that by this 
Diſpoſition the whole Coaft was ſecured from any De- 
ſigns of the Enemy. 

Several Ships of 300 Tuns were taken into his Maje- 
ſty's Service, to be made armed Veſſels of upon Occaſion. 

Orders were iſſued for ſeveral Troops of Horſe to 
march directly for the Coafts of Kent and Suſſex. 

A great Number of Cannon, and Carriages laden 
with Ammunition, deſign'd to be employ'd againſt the 
Rebels, were drawn out of the Tower by 120 Horſes, 
in order to proceed with all Expedition to the North. 

Sept. 17. A Council was held at Ken/ington, at which 
they came to a Reſolution to ſend for all the Britiſb 
Forces from Flanders; and Orders were accordingly diſ- 
patch'd for a Number of Tranſports to fail with all Ex- 
pedition to bring them over. 

Sept. 23. Were landed at ebony Grays, and 
Blackwall, from Flanders, the three Battalions belong- 
ing to his Majeſty's Regiments of Foot Guards, to- 
gether with the ſeven Regiments of Foot, commanded 
by Majors-General Pultency, Howard, Bragg, and 

ohnſon ; Brigadiers-General Dowglas and Cholmandeley, 
and Colonel Stole, which, with the Troops drawing 
together from different Parts of the Kingdom, would 
form an Army of 25,000 Men. 

At the ſame Time arrived Count Maurice of Naſſau, 
Commander of the Dutch Forces, lately brought from 
Holland. 

Brigadier General Huſte ſet out for the North. 

An Expreſs was ſent to Northampton, for the Troops 
of the Duke of Montague's Horſe, to hold themſelves in 
Readineſs to march to the Northward ; alſo to Lord 
St. George's Regiment, quarter'd in Derbyſhire, Leice- 
flerſhire, and Nottingſhamſhire, to move further to the 
North. ; 

A ſtrong Body of Troops, conſiſting of ſeveral Bat- 
talions of Foot, and ſome Squadrons of Horſe and Dra- 
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goons, were order'd to march directly to Scotland, un- 
der the Command of Field Marſhal Lade. 

Orders were likewiſe iſſued from the War-Office for 
all the Regiments in England, except ſuch as were ſta- 
tion'd at particular Places for Guards and Gariſons, to 
repair immediately to the North. 

Every private Soldier, in every Company of his Ma- 


jeſty's Guards, was order'd to receive ten Cartridges of 


Powder and Ball, ready made up, and ſix Charges of 
Powder and Ball looſe in their Pouches, in order to be 
in Readineſs at a Minute's Warning. 

The Government took Care likewiſe to buy up all 
the Arms that Jay in Quantities throughout the King- 
dom. 

Eleven Pieces of Cannon, with a competent Number 
of Matroſſes, were ſent away from //o2lwich to the 
Weft of England. 

The Officers in the firſt Regiment of Foot-Guards 
beat up for Voluntiers, giving two Guineas at the Drum- 
Head for every Man that enter'd, being five Feet ſeven 
Inches high, and Liberty of quitting the Service at the 
Expiration of two Years, if it ſhould be required. 

The Commiſſioners of Lieutenancy for the City of 
London, purſuant to their Directions from Court, gave 
Orders for the frequent Marching and Exerciſing of the 
ſix Regiments of the Trained Bands; and took Care that 
their Officers ſhould be Citizens, Men of Honour and 
Probity, and well affected to the Government, diſ- 
placing ſeveral Gentlemen of a contrary Character, and 
giving their Commiſſions to ſuch as were leſs excep- 
tionable. They likewiſe ordered that their Men ſhould 
be ſuch as were fit for Service, their Names and Places 
of Abode to be regiſter'd, and that every Man ſhould 
take and ſubſcribe the following Oaths. 


J A. B. do fincerely promiſe and fwear, that I will be 


Faithful, and bear true Allegiance to his Majeſty King 


GrEORGE. So help me God. | 

I A. B. do ſwear, that I do from my Heart abhor, de- 
1%, and aljure, as impious and heretical, that damnable 
Doctrine 
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Doctrine and Poſitian, That Princes excommunicated or 
deprived by the Pope, or any Authority of the See of Rome, 
may be depoſed or murther d by their Subjects, or any 
other whatſoever. 

And I do declare, that no Foreign Prince, Perſon, Pre- 
late, State or Potentate, ought to have any Furiſdiftion, 
Power, Superiority, Preeminence, or Authority, Eccle+ 
ſiaſtical or Civil, within this Realm. So help me God. 

Thus have we given a plain and ſuccin& Account of 
the Loyalty and Affection of the People, manifeſted 
among all Ranks and Degrees of Perſons, as alſo the 
Care and Circumſpection of the Government to be pro- 
vided at all Events, as well for the Suppreſſion of the 
preſent Rebellion, as for the repelling and rendering 
abortive any Deſigns of our Enemies to invade theſe 
Kingdoms with a hoſtile Force. We ſhou'd now 
return with all Speed to Scotland, to obſerve and relate 
the further Progreſs the Rebels, and of what happen'd 
between them and the King's Forces, ſince we left them. 
But before we do that, it will not be improper to take 
a Journey to Rome, and ſee what was doing at this 
Juncture, in the Councils of the old Chevalier; from 
whence we ſhall make our Tour Home by the Way of 
the Hague. 

From Rome we had Advices, that the Chevalier de 
St. George had received Letters from his eldeſt Son in 
Scotland, adviſing, that he was at the Head of a nume- 
rous Party, which gather'd Strength every Day : That 
he ſpar'd no Pains to engage the Nation to ſupport his 
Enterprize ; that he bad ſetled the Pay of the High- 
landers that had declared for him; that he was at great 
Expence to procure Succeſs to his Deſigns, and omitted 
nothing that might ſecure the Affection of thoſe that re- 
pair'd to his Standard. The old Chevalier being willing to 
procure Succeſs to this Expedition, as much as was in 
bis Power, pawn'd Part of his Jewels to ſome Bankers 
of that City for 100,000 Crowns, and Bills of Exchange 
were immediately drawn for the ſame. Several Roman 
Princes, Cardinals, and other Perſons of the farſt Rank, 
that they might not be wanting in their Aſſiſtance of 
contributing to the 2 of ſo good a Cauſe, advanced 
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a conſiderable Sum towards carrying on this Buſineſs. 

Come we now to the Hague, where we find the Abbe 
de la Ville making a _—_ Stir about thofe Troops that 
were order'd over to England, to aſſiſt his Britannick 
Majeſty againſt his Rebel Subjects. His Complaints are 
contain'd in the following Memorial, which he preſented 
to the States, Septemher 18th N. 8. 


High and Mighty Lords, 
7 HE King having been inform'd that your High 
Mightieſſes were determin'd ta ſend over to England, 
as Auxiliary Troops to the King of Great Britain, eight of 
the Battalions that defended Tournay, or the other Places 
which his Majeſty has conguer' d in the Netherlands; his 
Majeſty caus'd the Capitulation of Tournay to be laid 
7 fore him, on the Footing of which the Capitulations of 
other Places were made. There it is expreſsd in plain 
ras That the Troops may not ſerve againſt his 
Majeſty, nor againſt his Allies, until the 1/7 of Janua- 
ry, 1747, nor perform any Military F — of what 
Nature ſoever it be, in the remoteſt Places from the 
Frontier; and that neither the Officers nor Soldiers, 
thall, during that Term, be put into foreign Service. 
This E ngagement is fo clear and preciſe, that the King 
did not think be ought to give Credit to the Reports ſpread 


in the Beginning of the Month of Auguſt, that your 


High Mightineſſes had ſome The bs 8 making thoſe 
Troops ſerve as Auxiliaries to the King of Great Britain in 
England or Scotland : And his Majefly cannot but look 
upon it as an Infraction of the Capitulations he was pleas'd 
to grant to the Republick*s Troops, the Deſtination or em- 
ploying in any Shape, thoſe Troops as Auxiliaries to the 
King of England, after their having been obliged to re- 
nounce the Title of Auxiliaries to the Queen of Hungary 
for a limited Term. The Obligation of not going, du- 
ring that Term, into any ſoreign Service, is even foreſeen 


and expreſly flipulated in the Capitulation of Tournay, 


for any Officers or Soldiers of thoſe Troops; and is conſe- 


quently a much flronger Argument why it ſhould be loo d 
upon as a formal Engagement, binding the whole Body of 
Troops that falls within that Capitulation. 
; | Moreover, 
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Moreover, High and Mighty Lords, your High Migh- 
tineſſes will no doubt judge, that the King and his Allies 
may have' a Mind to attack England on her Continent. 
Thoſe Troops ought by no Means to be tranſported thither, 
to ſerve as Auxiliaries; beſides that, the ſending them in- 
to Great Britain, cannot but the better enable the Eng- 
liſh to keep up and employ againſt his Majeſty and his 
Allies in the Netherlands or elſewhere, divers Bodies of 
their national Troops. 

All theſe Reaſons ſhew how irregular it is to deſtine for 
England the Troops that made Part of the Garriſon 0 
Tournay, or other Places conguer d by his Majeſty's 
Arms; nay, how abſolutely incompatible it is with the 
Letter and Spirit of the Capitulations. The King has 
therefore a Right to expect from the Equity and Bonne 
Foi of your High Mightineſſes, who make Profeſſion of 
being ſo faithful to your Engagements, that you will not 
ſo 2 him on this Occa ſion, as to violate thoſe which 
your Troops ſo expreſiy contrafted, and which, according 
to the Laws 4 War, fall within the Law of Nations in 
the ſtridgſt Senſe. |

The Abbe de la Ville was very urgent for an Anſwer, 
mtimating, that on that depended a good Underſtand- 
ing, or a Rupture between the King his Maſter, and 
their High Mightineſſes. Whereupon the States deli- 
berated Zrioully upon the Affair; and at length order'd 
an Anſwer to be given to that Miniſter importing as 
follows, © That as theſe Troops were ſent to England, 
only as Auxiliaries againſt rebel Subjects, and as his 
* moſt Chriſtian Majeſty had more than once declar'd, 
© that he had no Concern in the Affairs of Scotland, 
their High Mightineſſes could not think that ſending 
© them was any Contravention of thoſe Articles.” The

＋ * King having cauſed to be reported to him the 

Reſolution of your High Mightineſſes, in anſwer 
to the Memorial I had the Honour to deliver to you 
the 18th of laſt Month, concerning the Violation of 
the Capitulations of Tournay and Dendermond ; it was 
eaſy for his Majeſty to ſee that your High Mightineſles 
wav'd taking Notice, in that Reſolution, of the juſt 
Conſiderations ſet forth in my Memorial concerning the 
Uſe made of the Troops that were Part of the Garri- 
ſons of thoſe two Places, and who, purſuant to- their 
Capitulation, are not to perform any Military Func- 
tion whatſoever till the firſt of Farnuary 1747. More- 
over, the Reaſons alledg'd by your High Mightineſles

In your Anſwer of the 21/ of September you ſay, 
High and Mighty Lords, You have well weigh'd the 
Terms of the Capitulation; you make yourſelves Judges 
and Interpreters of "Treaties which never depended on 
you; you pretend to have fulfilPd every Obligation, in 
giving to the Commandants charged to conduct thoſe 
Troops to England, certain Orders which you don't 
explain. But let us drop, if you pleaſe, the Clauſes I 
touch'd upon in my former Memorial, which are leſs 
applicable to the Step which the King complains of 
with ſo much Reaſon and Juſtice ; let us ſtick to this 
moſt univerſal and abſolute Clauſe, which includes all 
without excepting any thing ; and of which no Con- 
ſtruction can alter the Senſe: — © it is not lawful for

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If your High Mightineſſes intend the contrary, your 
Reſolution will be unjuſt, and attended with a fatal

a Shadow of the Sweets of Peace, even in the midft

It is the King's wily Enemies, or rather yours, 
thatſeek, high and mighty Lords, to make you violate, 
in their Faveur, the Law of Nations, in Contempt of 
every Thing that Mankind ought to refpet. Jealous 
of the advantageous Condition of your Commerce, 
they wheedle you far beyond the Duty of Auxiliaries, 
which you had already but too much {tretch'd ; they

E have heard the Report of M. Wicks and other 
Deputies of their High Mightineſſes for Military 
Affairs, 
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Affairs, who, in Conſequence of the Commiſſion given 
them by'the Reſolution of the 6th of this Month, have 
examined, in Conjun&ion with the Deputies of the 
Council of State, a Memorial of Monſieur the Abbe de 
la Ville, Miniſter of his Majeſty the King of France, 
containing new Repreſentations about the Troops that 
partly compoſed the Garrifons of Tournay and Dender- 
mond, and requiring that they be not employed for the 
Service of the King of Great Britain, as is' more amply 
ſpecified in the ſaid Memorial inſerted in the Acts of 
the 6th Inſtant : Which having been taken into Con- 


ſideration, it was thought good, and accordingly re- 


ſolved, that an Anſwer be made to Monſieur the Abbe 
de la Ville, on the Subject of his ſaid Memorial, That 
their High Mightineſſes are ſorry to ſee by this Memorial, 
that his Majeſty has not found the Reaſons ſatisfactory 
which were alledg'd in the Reſolution of the 21ſt 
of laſt Month, and for which their High Mightineſſes 
thought that the ſending the Troops, that made part 
of the Garriſons of Tournay and Dendermond, to- the 
Aſſiſtance of his Majeſty the King of Great Britain, 
only againſt his rebellious Subjects, is not contrary to 
the Capitulations made when thoſe Places paſs'd under 

the Dominion of the Crown of France. 
That their High Mightineſſes declar'd in the ſaid Re- 
ſolution, and do repeat it again, that their Intention is

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Thoughts to do ſo, but being on the contrary very averſe 
to it.

That it is true, the third Article of the Capitulation + 
contains the Words quoted from it, whereby the Troops 
are forbid to perform any Military Function of what Na- 
ture ſoever it be; but the Words in any Part of the 
Earth, which are made uſe of in the ſaid Memorial, 
have not been added thereto, but theſe, not even as 
Garrifons (N. B.) in the remoteft Places from the Fron- 
tier; which ſhews, that the firſt Expreſſions, diſabling 
them from performing any Military Function, are not 
to be conſidered as univerſal and abſolute, but as li- 
mited by the ſubſequent Words, which mark where 
thoſe may not perform any military Functions, beſides 
what proceeded in general, that they ſhould not ſerve 
againſt his Majeſty, nor againſt his Allies; which prece- 
dent general Declaration, which is not reſtrained to 
any Place, the better ſhews the Difference between it 
and that which follows, which is confined to the remoteſt 
Places from the Frontier : A Limitation wherein their 
High Mightineſſes think that the employing of Troops

That their High Mightineſſes think they have given,

Dear Sir, 
M* Part of the moſt diſagreeable Campaign that I be- 
lieve ever was made, is now, as to Action, unhappi- 

ly at an End, by my being made Priſoner on the fatal 
21ſt Inſt. T am confin'd here, together with a great ma- 
ny very pretty, though unfortunate Fellows, where we 
are very well uſed, and have the Liberty of the Town 
ſure on our Parole. I having had full Time for Reflection ſince 
I came here, and for confirming my own Memory,

I fit down to give 
you our Hiſtory ſince we march'd from Stirling. 

Soon after the certain Accounts reached us at Edin-

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burgh, that the Pretender's Son was landed in Moydart, 
med ar row People about him there, we were told that 
in Obedience to Orders from above, we were to hold 
ourſelves in a Readineſs for a March to the Chain; A 
Name we gave to the Road leading from Inverneſs to 
Port-William. I's 

As the Country we were to march through, could not 
afford Subſiſtence for the Troops, it was abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to carry a Stock of Bread along with us; and 
this the General cauſed to be provided at Leith, Stirling, 
and Perth. As ſoon as it was got ready, we ſet out 
from Stirling, where the Troops aſſembled. 

It was well for us that we had a Sutler well provided, 
and a Butcher with a Drove of Black Cattle, {which he 
killed for us from Time to Time) along with us, with- 
out this Precaution we had ſtarved upon the March. 

A March of regular Troops, when the Country was 
in its prefent Situation, by themſelves, was thought ha- 
zardous; but we were told, that we were to be joined 
at Crief with a Body of the well- affected Highlanders; 
and we carry'd rooo Arms that Length along with us, 
to put into their Hands; but ſo it happened, that not a 
Man of them joined us, neither there nor any where elſe, 
till we came to [rverneſs. 

It ſeemed to me that the General, when he came to 
Crief, found Reaſon to believe he was not to expect 
to be joined by any of them, for he ſent back from thence, 
to Stirling Caſtle, 700 of the Arms, It was very well 
he did fo, for it would have been impoſſible to get them 
to Inverneſs for want of Carriages. 

However, we went on chearfully by ourſelves, notwith- 
ſtanding the Diſappointment 3 and I obſerve it to you : 
once for all, that, notwithſtanding all the Difficulties 
we met with in it, and the many forced Marches we 
made, in order to paſs Rivers for fear of their ſwel- 
ling, yet ſuch was the Heartineſs of the Troops for the 
Service, that no body was heard to complain upon the 
Whole March, 

At Del Hhinny we were informed, that the Rebel 
were poſted on and in Corryerrich, a noted eo 
92 iles 
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Miles diſtant, on our Way to the Chain. The General 
thereupon called together the Commanding Officers of 
the ſeveral Corps, and laid before them the Orders he 
had to march directly to the Chain, and his Intelligence 


about the Diſpoſition of the Rebels, deſiring to have their 


Opinion what was proper to be done. 

The Intelligence was undoubted, that the Enemy 
were to wait ior us at Corryerrich, where their different 
Parties from the Head of Loch-Lochy, and the Lugga- 
nauchnadrum, might eaſily join them. They intended 
to line the Traverſes, or Windings of the Road, 5 
Mountains, which are 17 in Number. In theſe Tra- 
verſes their Men would be entrenched to their Teeth; 
they were flanked by a Hollow or Watercourſe, which 
falls from the Top of the Mountain; they intended to 
line this Watercourſe, where their Men would be well 
covered, as likewiſe Numbers of them might be among 
the Rocks on the Top of the Hill. They propoſed to 
break down the Bridge at Snugborrow, which lifts the 
Roads over a ſteep Precipice, and to place Men in two 
hollow Ways, which flank the Road both Ways. 
Formerly ſeveral of theſe Officers had marched over 
that Ground, and all of them unanimouſly agreed, 
That to force the Rebels in it was utterly impractica- 
ble. It muſt inevitably be attended with the Loſs of all 
our Proviſions, Artillery, Military Stores, &c. and in- 
deed of the Troops: That the giving the Rebels any 
Succeſs upon their ſetting out, Was by all Means to be 
prevented, as that might be of bad Conſequences to the 
Service. 

The next Queſtion then was, whether it was moſt 
adviſable to return to Stirling with all Expedition, or 
march to Ruthven, and ſo on to Inverneſs ? Upon this 
they were alſo unanimous in their Opinion, that to re- 
turn to Stirling was by no Means adviſable. The Re- 
bels could march to Stirling a nearer Way than we 
could, by their marching down the Side of Loch Rannoch, 
they would get to the Bridge of Kynachin before us; 
they'd break it down, and thereby cut off our Retreat. 
This is a Bridge upon yours a Water ſo rapid that 
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it is not fordable in any Place that I could hear of. To 
ſtay where we were, and thereby pretend to ſtop their 
Progreſs Southward, was Folly ; they could, without 
coming over Corryerrick, go South by Roads over the 
Mountains, practicable for them, utterly impracticable 
for regular Troops. And upon taking a Survey of our 
Proviſions, we found, that what from our having been 
under a Neceſſity to leave a great deal of it by the Way 
upon the March, for want of Horſes to bring it along, 
(which we found it impoſſible to get) and what from the 
great Damage which that Part of it which we did bring 
forward, had received from the Rains, we had not a- 
bove two Days Bread left that could be eat, and we 
were unhappily in a Country that could not ſupply us, 
There was therefore no Manner of Choice left us 
To * Inverneſs we muſt go which we did accord- 


ingly.

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* Inverneſs, or Innerneſs, from which this Shire has its 
Name, is the chief Town of it, at the Bottom of the Firth 
of Murray, where it receives the River Neſs from Lochneſs. 
From that River, and from Euner, which in the old Scots 
Language ſignifies an Harbour, the Town derives its Name. 
*Tis a Royal Burgh, and a Market Town, and a Seat of the 
Sheriff, and of a Preſbytery, containing 13 Pariſhes. It 
ſtands on the South Side of the Neſs, over which it has a 
Bridge of hewn Stone, with ſeven Arches, which leads to 
that truly called the North of Scotland, or the North High- 
lands. It lies conveniently for Trade, of which it has a con- 
fiderable Share, with a Harbour for ſmall Ships, open to the 
Frith, a Church for the Highlanders, and another for the 
Lowlanders ; or rather, one for the 7-:/, and another for the 
Engliſh ; and the Ruins of a Caſtle, which was formerly the 
Reſidence of the Kings of Scotland, and ftands on a Hill, 
from whence there is a fine Proſpect of the Town, and adja- 
cent Country, which is very fruitful. The Duke of Gordon 
was hereditary Conſtable both of the Caftle and of its Supe- 
riorities. T'was ſeiz'd by the Highlanders, who took Arms 
for the Pretender in 1715, under the Conduct of Sir John 
Mackenzie of Coul, and they deſigned to have fortified by

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We made no longer Stay there than was abſolutely 
neceſſary for our preparing for our March to Aberdeen. 
The Night before we left /nverneſs, we were join'd by 
200 Monroes, under the Command of Captain George 
Monroe of Culcairn, who went along with us to Aber- 
deen, and were the only Highlanders, not of the regular 
Troops, who join'd us in this Expedition. 

Our march to Aberdeen was no leſs expeditious than 
our former from Crief to Inverneſs, and from thence to 
Aberdeen; the General did not allow us to reſt one Day. 
Upon our Arrival there, we found he had taken Care 
to have Tranſports ready, and every Thing in order for 
carrying us to + Leith by Sea, We came to Dunbar 

on 
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but were drove out of it by Lord Lowat, at the Head of his 
own and other neighbouring Clans, while the late Earl of 
Sutherland marched againſt them with Cannon, and with the 
Aſſiſtance of that Lord, and of the Forbes, Grants, Monroes, 
and Rees kept this Part of the Country in Peace, and 
hinder'd the rebellious Clans, that were to the North of them, 
from joining the late Earl of Marr in ſuch Numbers as they 
would otherwiſe have done. 

+ Leith, which is the Port of Edinburgh, and a large 
flouriſhing Town, govern'd by it own Bailiff, but ſubje& to 
its Juriſdiction, lies in the Firth about a Mile from the City 
to the North, and has its Name from a ſmall River that falls 
into the Firth on the Weſt Side of it, forming a good Mole 
or Harbour, one of the moſt frequented in Scotland. Du- 
ring Queen Mary's Minority, this Place was fortified and 
defended by a French Garriſon againſt the Nobility, c. of 
Scotland, who ſtood up for their Liberties and the Reforma- 
tion, and were obliged to call for the Aſſiſtance of Queen 
Elizabeth to drive out the French. In 1544, John Dudley, 
Viſcount Liſte, landed here with 200 Ships, waſted Edin- 
burgh, and at his Return burnt this Town. It ſoon recover'd, 
and M. de Deſſe, General for Francis II. King of France, 
who had married Mary Queen of Scots, fortified it regularly, 
with a Deſign to conquer the whole Iſland ; which the Erg- 
liſp foreſeeing, ſent an Army, at the Deſire of the Proteſtant 
States of Scotland, under the Lord Grey, which with their 
Aſſiſtance, ſoon forced the French to return home. Moſt

Here we met with the aſtoniſhing News of the City 
of Edinburgh being given up to the Rebels, on the 17th 
at Five in the Morning. 


The Remainder of this Letter, which gives a good

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part of the Town was burnt during the Siege, and all the 

Works were afterwards demoliſhed. That called North 
Leith, lies on the other Side of the Harbour, where ſome 
large Ships have been built, there being Launches both for 
building and repairing them. Here are the Ruins of the Ci- 
tadel, which, among others, was built by Ol/iver Cromabel, 
when he was Maſter of this Country, and demoliſhed by King 
Charles II. about 1664. Twas in theſe Ruins that Brig. 
Mackinto/b and his Highland Rebels ſheltered themſelves in 
1716, when threaten'd with an Attack by the Duke of A. 
Se, and made his Eſcape in the Night by wading the Ri- 
ver at low Water. This was at the Time the Rebels had 
formed a Correſpondence with certain Centinels of Edinburgh 
Caſtle to betray it, of whom ſome were afterwards hanged 
for it. —At South Leith is the Cuſtom-houſe. —It has been 
obſerved by Hiſtorians, that Leith was formerly a great Check 
to Edinburgh when King James IV. was there, and that in 
order to keep the Citizens in better Obedience, he often 
threaten'd them, that he would remove his Palace and Courts 
af Judicature hither, The Citizens often come hither in 
their Coaches or on Foot, for a Walk on the Mole, or other 
Recreation. The Firth is navigable above 20 Miles Weſt of 
Leith, and has many trading 'Towns upon it. The Firth is 
ſeven Mites over at Leith, and continues ſo 5 or 6 Miles, but 
grows narrower 2 little beyond Cramond ; and at Queen s- 
ferry tie not above two Miles over. | 
Were 
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were given of what happen'd during that March, yet, 
Allowances muſt be made for their Exaggerations of 
their own Bravery, and the contemptible Opinion they 
every where diſcover of the King's Forces.

Auguſt 27. The Chevalier being inform'd, that Lieu- 
tenant-General Cope was to march that Day over Cor- 
rieyerroig, order'd his whole Army to decamp, and at 
Four in the Morning march from Aberchalladree, in 
Glangary over the Hill of Corrieyerroig, with a Reſolu- 
tion to fight Cope ; every Man ſhewing by his Beha- 
viour the general Inclination of the Whole to attack 
him, and were determined all to a Man to conquer or 
die on the Spot; but to their great Grief were diſ- 
appointed, as Cope, the Day before, having Intelligence 
of our Strength, was ſo intimidated, that he alter'd his 
Route from Corrieyerroig to Ruthvin in Badenoch, and 
made ſuch Diſpatch to prevent our attacking his Rear, 
that in two Days he perform'd four Days March. That 
Night after our Arrival at Garvamore, the Men were 
ſo vex'd at being diſappointed of fighting that Day, that 
500 of them propoſed to follow Cope, and march 24 
Miles under Cloud of Night, to intercept his March ; 
but, upon mature Conſideration, the Propoſal was not 
thought practicable. The 28th we march'd to Dal- 
chrainy ; the 29th to Dalnachairdach; and the 3oth to 
Blair, from Blair the Army march'd, Sept. 2, for 
Dunkeld ; and the 3d to Perth, where they quarter'd till 
the 11th ; when they marched that Day to Dumblain, 
where the Army reſted the 12th, and encamp'd that 
Night a Mile without the Town. The 13th we march- 
ed from Dumblain, acroſs the Forth, at a Ford under 
Balguhan, and expected to be oppos'd by Gar iner's 
Dragoons, who we heard had threaten'd to cut us all 
to Pieces, if we durſt attempt to croſs the Forth; but 
in the Place of intercepting our Paſſage, as ſoon as they 


heard of our croſſing the River, they galloped away in 


great Hurry, and came that Night to Zaltirꝶ; next 
Day 
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Day, the 14th we march'd from Touch to Falkirk, 
The Town of Stirling being left deſtitute of any Force, 
by Gardner's ſudden Flight, open'd the Gates to re- 
ceive us. 
That Night we encamp'd at Falkirk, hearing of Gard- 
ner's being alſo within five Miles of us, encamp'd at 
Linlithgou, the Pretender ordered a Detachment of 500 
Men to attack him that Night in his Camp; but 
Gardner, dreading the Worſt of it, in the greateſt Hur- 
ry, march'd off at Seven o'Clock in the Evening, and 
encamp'd at K:irkli/ton Water the 15th, We encamp'd 
3 Miles to the Eaſt of L:inlithgaw ; and the 16th march'd 
toward Co/torphine, where we heard Gardner had join'd 
Hamilton's Dragoons, and were ready to receive us : 
But their Piquet Guards ſeeing our Number, and the 
Regularity of our March, took to their Heels, and the 
whole Dragoons fled haſtily that Evening to uſſeburgh. 
We encamped that Night at Gray's Mill, where ſome 
of the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh waited on the Chevalier, 
to demand Time to draw up a Capitulation. His Anſwer 
was, that hethought his Father's Declaration, and his own 
Manifeſto, were ſufficient Terms of Capitulation for all 
his Subjects to accept of with Joy, and that they had no 
other to expect. To conſider this he gave them four 
Hours, and requir'd a poſitive Anſwer by two o' Clock 
in the Morning, but no ſuch Anſwer coming, and only 
a farther Delay aſk'd, he refus'd to hearken to any 
Thing farther, and order'd a Detachment of goo Men, 
under Cloud of Night, to ſtorm the Town; and accord- 
| ingly early in the Morning ruſh'd in at the Nether-bow- 
Gate, and took Poſſeſſion of the Town. The Preten- 
der march'd his Army the 17th to Holyrood- Houſe, and 
encamp'd in the King's Park ; where he was met by a 
great Number of the Citizens of Edinburgh. ;

It ſoon became ſo wealthy, that 
Neckam, the Poet of that Age, ſaid, its Riches ſupported the 
whole Kingdom. ——"Tis remarkable for a Siege by King 
Robert Bruce, who took it after a ſtrong Reſiſtance from the 
Englih, who had fortified themſelves here in the Reign of 
Edward I. The Rebels made it their chief Place of Arms 
and Rendezvous in 1715, retired again to it after they were 
defeated at Dumblain, caſt up ſome Fortifications, and ſtaid 
here till the Duke of Argy/e and General Cadogan marched 
againſt them, when they fled with the Pretender.— Tis a 
compact little Town, conſiſting chiefly of two Streets that run 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and ſeveral croſs Lands from North to 
South, ſo crouded with Houſes, that it quarter'd 4000 Men 
with Eaſe, when the Rebel Lord Marr had his Head Quarters 
here; upon which Occaſion it was ſo enrich'd by the Money 
ſpent there, by the Concourſe of the Nobility, and the Ar- 
rival of the Dutch Forces, that the Townſmen were enabled 
to build themſelves a fine Guild-hall, beſides the raiſing of 
other publick and private Structures. St. John's Church, 
which ſtands in the Middle of the Town, is divided into two, 
and one of them ſo big that it looks like a Cathedral. Here 
is great Employment in the Linen ManufaQure, of which 
vaſt Quantities are ſhipp'd off for England, this Trade 
having increaſed here mightily, fince the Act of Parliament 
for ſuppreſſing printed Callicoes. The Merchants have alio 
a conſiderable 'I'rade to the Baltick and Norway.

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and the Son. The Provoſt of the Town, on their firſt 
Arrival, was called and us'd diſcreetly ; but being ap- 


prehenſive he ſhould be compelled to attend the Read- 


mg of their traiterous Manifeſtoes, left the Place private- 
ly, and walked upwards of eight Miles in the Night- 
time for fear of Diſcovery; upon which they changed 
the Magiſtracy. Parties of them were continually re- 
ſorting to the Chevalier's Head Quarters ; but few of 
the honeſt Countrymen engaged ; ſuch as did join 
them. were compelled to it; one of their Chiefs uſed 
Means that favoured of Barbarity. The Chevalier was 
among them, and mightily fected Popularity; he 
granted a Paſs to a Linnen-draper in London, who was 
then at Perth, and had been buying a Quantity of Lin- 
nen Cloth, and told him he expected to be at St. Fames's 
in the Space of two Months. The Duke of Perth's 
Tenants, who did not willingly concur in his Meaſures, 
fed, leaving their Families, and their Harveſt-work, to 
avoid his cruel Reſentment. 

The Rebels were joined at Perth by the Duke of 
Perth, Lord George Murray, Brother to the Duke of 
Athol, the Hon. William Murray, Eſq; the Lord Nairn, 
Meſſ. Oliphant of Gaſt, elder and younger, and ſeveral o- 
ther diſaffected Gentlemen, George Kelly, Eſq; who was 
committed to the Tower with the late Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter in 1721, and made his Eſcape ſome Time ſince, 
was made Captain of a Company of the Rebels.

Several People who came into Town, were taken 
up as ſuſpected, and ſome as Spies, particularly David 
Graham, who was ſeized on Suſpicion of High Trea- 
ſon, as reconnoitring the Troops there, and diſperſing 
Manifeſtoes.

On the 167 between 6 and 7 in the Morning a 
Detachment of the Highlanders was ſeen marching down

The Magiſtracy, eſpecially the Lord Provoſt, ſcem'd 
indefatigable in providing for the Defence of the Go- 
vernment and Security of the City, and ſcarce got Sleep 
or Reſt two Hours, of the twenty-four. All the Night 
of the 15th they were in Council aſſembled, and their 
Deliberations turn'd upon what was proper to be done 
at that JunCture,

Soon after their Maſter came in a Higbland Habit, 
and went to Holy-rood Palace, where he changed his 
Dreſs, and the Purſuivants being ſent for and cloathed, 
they proclaimed the Pretender. he Writer adds, that

— And as he was then in the Power of 
the Rebels, we may eaſily imagine, that they would 
not ſuffer him to publiſh any thing but what made for 
themſelves ; and therefore that his Account muſt be 
partial. But as this great Affair, the Taking of Edin- 
burgh, and what follow'd upon it, has been related by 
others with more Impartiality, I ſhall exhibit the beſt 
Teſtimonials of it I have been able to procure. One 
Gentleman, who ſeems to be well inform'd of what he 
writes, ſays, That the Rebels being determined, at all E- 
vents to be poſſeſs'd of Edinburgh, made the beſt of 
their Way to that City, being not only invited but 
ſollicited thereto, by the Jacobites in and about the Ci- 
ty, who well knew that the well affected Inhabitants 
would have baffled any Attempt upon it, if they had 
ot the Fencing of the City finiſh'd, andthe thouſand 
Men levied and train'd, who were ta be rais'd by vo- 
luntary Subſcription.

the Street, many of them diſaffected to the preſent Go- 
vernment. - In this Meeting a Letter from the Chevalier 
was preſented, intimating his Intention to enter the 
City; but the Reader was ſoon interrupted, and the 
Queſtion put, Whether the Town was or was not 
Tenable? ſome affirming, that the Dragoons had left 
them, and others, that it was falſe, and that they were 
ready to defend the City to the laſt, if requir'd. \In the 
mean Time the Secretary at War acquainted them, 
that he had an Order from the General to defire the 
two Regiments of Dragoons to enter the City if the In- 
habitants defired it. This occaſioned ſome warm De- 
bates, when a Gentleman who had been preſent at a 
Council of War ſome Days before, aſſerted, that the ge- 
neral Opinion of the Officers was, that the City was not 
Tenable, and that bringing the Dragoons into it would 
be cooping them up to their Deſtruction. Immediate- 
ly the Vote was put, Receive the Dragoons, or not ? 
when it paſs'd in the Negative, and they joined Gene- 
ral Cope. No'Orders being given what Part the Vo- 
No. 4. N lunteers 
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Junteers ſhould act, they deliver'd their Arms into the 
Caſtle ; the Governor of which ſent for the Cannon on 
the Walls and Gates, to be brought to the Caſtle, or 
nailed up ; but for want of Orders from ſome Perſon 
in the Town, they cou'd not be carried away, but fell 
into the Rebels Hands, Part of whom enter'd the Town 
next Morning, by the Nether-Bow Port, when opened 
to let in a Coach. The Remainder took Poſſeſſion 
about Noon that Day, where they continued till Thur .- 
day, when, hearing of Sir John Cope's Approach to 
attack them, and the Garriſon having thrown ſome 
Grenades into the Town, to force them out, they 
march'd to Palſide Hill, in View of our Camp, on the 
Sea- ſide, near Preęſton- Pans, where our Army lay all 
Night under Arms. 

In the Morning, about Five, the Highlanders march- 
ed up to our Army in Battle Array, and began their At- 
tack on the Right Wing, in which Gardner's Dragoons 
were placed, who broke upon receiving the firſt Fire 
of the Rebels, and went off. Their Officers perſuaded 
them to rally, but juſt as they were returning along-ſide 
of Lord Grange's Park-dyke, an Ambuſcade of the Re- 
bels gave them a ſecond Fire, which made them run 
off all together, notwithſtanding the moſt earneſt Intrea- 
ties of their Officers. Hamilton's Dragoons went off 
immediately alſo, without firing a Shot ; and the Foot, 
ſurprized at the Flight of the Dragoons, (on whoſe 
Service they placed ſuch great Confidence) and it being 
very dark, their Bayonets not-fixed, and a great Number 
of new-raiſed Men among them, they fired too ſoon ; 


on which the Highlanders ruſhed upon them, with 


Sword in Hand, with great Fury, ſurrounded them, 
killed about 150 Men, and made 1000 Priſoners. The 
Highlanders, of Loudon's Regiment, placed with Ge- 


neral Cope's Baggage, and as a Body of Referve, were 
fallen upon next, who behaved very well, gave the Re- 
bels a ſmart Fire, and killed ſeveral of them; but 


being overpower'd by Numbers, they were oblig'd to 


ſurrender Priſoners. 


Our Army conſiſted only of 2800 Men (not ſo many 
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as others ſay) and the Rebels were reckoned at 6000- 
A great Number of Volunteers from Edinburgh and the 
Country round it, offer'd to fight the Rebels; but Sir 
Yoon refuſed their Aſſiſtance, for fear of confuſing his 

en. The Rebels had about 100 Men killed, and 
double the Number wounded. 

This Account was reckon'd the trueſt and moſt exact 
that was then publiſh'd of the Taking of Edinburgh, 
and the unfortunate Battle of Prefton Pans: To which 
I ſhall ſubjoin the Remainder of a Letter (the former 
Part of which was inſerted P. 81.) from an Officer 
who was made a Priſoner at that unhappy Action, and 
as he was an Eye-witneſs to what he writes of that 
Affair, he certainly deſerves Credit. Thus he proceeds 
in his Letter. 


T HE Hiſtory of their March after they left Corryerrick, 
and the Incidents to which their getting the City of 
Edinburgh deliver'd up to them was owing, you muſt 
have heard from other Hands. I am well aſſur'd, that 
the far greater Part of the principal Inhabitants of that 
Place, ſhew'd a warm Zeal for his Majeſty's Service, 
and for defending that City ; and I believe that on the 
16th, a Meſſage was ſent from Brigadier Fowke, the 
Advocate and Juſtice Clerk to the Provoſt, to acquaint 
him, that Sir John Cope with the Troops was off Dun- 
bar, and that the whole of the two Regiments of Dra- 
oons ſhould that Night march into the City for its 

efence, if he deſir'd it; but a Deputation was ſent 
from him and his Council to treat with the Rebels, and 
declin'd to deſire them to be ſent in; in Conſequence 
of this Treaty, the Rebels enter'd the Town next 
Morning. 

We march'd from Dunbar on the 19th towards Edin- 
burgh ; we encamp'd that Night upon the Field Weſt- 
ward of Haddington, and ſet out from thence early 
next Morning. 

On this Day's March we had frequent Intelligence 
brought us, that the Rebels were advancing towards 
us with their whole Body with a quick Pace. We could 


2 not 
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not therefore get to the Ground it was intended we 
ſhould, having ſtill ſome Miles to march through a 
Country, ſome Part of which was interlin'd with Walls. 
The General therefore thought it proper to chuſe the 
firſt open Ground he found, and a better Spot could not 
have been choſen for the Cavalry to be at Liberty to 
act in. We got out of the Defiles in our Way, and 


came to this Ground juſt in Time before the Enemy 


got up to us. 

We had no ſooner compleated our Diſpoſition, and 
got our little Army formed in excellent Order, when 
the Rebels appear'd upon the high Ground South of us. 
We formed a full Front to theirs, prepared either to 
wait their coming to us, or to take the firſt Advantage 
for attacking them. During this Interval, we ex- 
changed ſeveral Huzza's with them, and probably from 


their not liking our Diſpoſition, they began to alter 


their own. They made a large Detachment of their 
Left towards Pre/ton (as we imagin'd) in order to take 
us in Flank, their Number being vaſtly ſuperior to ours. 

Our General having upon this, with ſeveral of the 
Officers, reconnoitred their Deſign, immediately cauſed 
us to change our Front, forming us with our Right to 
the Sea, and our Left where the Front had been; this 
Diſpoſition diſappointed their Proje& of taking us in 
Flank ; and that Part of their Army immediately coun- 
termarched back again. 

From this Change of theirs, we were again obliged 
to take new Ground, which our People conftantly per- 
formed with Alacrity and regular Exactneſs, and in all 
outward Appearance with a chearful Countenance, and 
eager Deſires to engage. 

The Night coming on, and the Enemy ſo near, we 
could only content ourſelves with a ſmall Train of fix 
Gallopers, to throw a few Shot amongſt an advanced 
Party of theirs, who had taken Poſſeſſion of the Church 
Yard of Tranent, that lay between their Front and ours. 

Till about Three in the Morning of a very dark 
Night, our Patroles could ſcarce perceive any Motion 
they made, every Thing ſeem'd ſo quiet: But 4 
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this Hour, the Patroles reported them to be in a full 
March, in great Silence towards the Eaſt; at Four they 
reported, that they were continuing their March North- 
Eaſt. From this it appear'd, that they deſign'd to 
attack our Left Flank with their main Body; and upon 
the General's being confirm'd that this was their In- 
tention, he made a Diſpoſition in leſs Time than one 
would think it poſſible, by which he brought our Front 
to theirs, and ſecured our Flanks by ſeveral Dikes on 
our Right towards Tranent, with our Left Flank in- 
clining to the Sea. | 

The Moment this Diſpoſition was compleated, three 
large Bodies in Columns, of their pick'd-out High- 
landers, came in a-pace, though in a collected Body, 
with great Swiftneſs. And the Column which was ad- 
vancing towards our Right, where our Train was 
poſted, after receiving the 8 of a few Pieces, 
almoſt in an Inſtant, and before Day broke, ſeiz'd the 
Train, and threw into the utmoſt Confuſion a Body 
of about 100 Eoot of ours, who were poſted there to 
guard it. 

All Remedies, in every Shape, were tried by the 
General, Brigadier Fowke, the Earls Loudon and 1 
and the Officers about them, to remedy this Diſorder, 
but in vain. This, unhappily, with the Fire made 
(tho' a very irregular one) by the Highland Column 
on our Right, ſtruck ſuch a Panick into the Dragoons, 
that in a Moment they fled, and left Gardner, their Co- 
lonel (who was heard to call upon them to Stand) to 
receive the Wounds which left him upon the Field. His 
Lieutenant Col. Mhitney, while within his Horſe's Length 
of them, coming up with his Squadron to attack them, 
receiv'd a Shot which ſhatter'd his Arm, and was left by 
his Squadron too : And from this Example, the whole 
Body became poſleſs'd with the ſame fatal Dread; ſo 
that it became utterly impoſſible for the General, or 
any one of the beſt intentioned of any of his Officers, 
either to put an End to their Fears, or ſtop their Flight, 
though. he and they did all that was in the Power of 
Men to do, and in doing it, expos'd themſelves in > pang 
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a Manner to the Fire of the Rebels, that I cannot ac- 
count for their eſcaping it any other Way, but that all 
of it was aimed at the run-away Dragoons, who in ſpite 
of all our Endeavours to ſtop them, run away from 
the Field, through the Town of Prefton ; Gardner's by 
the Defile which paſſes by his Houſe, which was in our 
Rear on the Right, and Hamilton's by one on our Left, 
North of the Houſe of Pre/ton. 

At the Weſt End of the Town of Prefton, the Ge- 
neral, with the Earls Loudon and Hume, ſtopp'd, and 
cndeavour'd by all poſſible Means, to form and bring 
them back to charge the Enemy now in Diſorder on 
the Purſuit, but to no Purpoſe. Upon which he put 
himſelf at their Head, and made a Retreat leiſurely, 
towards the Road leading South from Edinburgh to 
Gingle-Kirk, and thereby kept a Body of about 450 of 
_ together, and carried them into Berwick the next 

ay. | 
Brigadier Fowke, ſceing Things in this Extremity 
with the Dragoons, and hearing of ſeveral Diſcharges 
in his Rear, gallop'd towards it, believing that it came 
from a Body of our Foot, who might be ſtill main- 
taining their Ground, hoping by them to retrieve the 
Fortune of the Day; he was miſtaken, it was the Re- 
bels, the Smoak of their Fire and the little Day-light 
prevented his diſcovering who they were till he was cloſe 
upon the Right Flank of their main Body, and he 
muſt have fallen into their Hands, if Capt. Vedderburn, 
a Foot Officer of ours, had not call'd out aloud to him 
to apprize him of his Danger. | 
I T am told that Col. Laſcelles behav'd very gallantly: 
Being deferted by his Men, he fell into the Enemy's 
Hands upon the Field ; but in the hurry they were in 
he found Means to make his Eſcape Eaſtward, and got 
ſafe to Berwick. 5 | 

I do not mention the Behaviour of the Officers; I 
ſaw a good many of them exerting themſelves to rally 
the Dragoons, before they enter'd the Defiles through 
which they fled from the Field. In general, I have 


not heard one ſingle Suggeſtion againſt any one Man, 
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either in the Dragoons, or Foot, as if he had not done 
his Duty. Neither Officers, nor General, can diveſt 
Men of Dread and Panick when it ſeizes them, he 
only can do that who makes the Heart of Man.. To 
their being ſtruck with a moſt unreaſonable Panick, 


and to no one Thing elſe, the diſgraceful Event was 


owing. The Ground was to our Wiſh, the Diſpoſition 
was unexceptionable, and we were fully formed. 

I know you will expect that I ſhould inform you what 
were the Numbets on both Sides in the Action. — Of 
our Side, I am convinced were not above 1500 Men who 
ſhould have fought. As to them, it was ſo dark when 
they came to attack us, that I could only perceive them 
like a black Hedge moving towards us. Some People 
magnify their Numbers, others endeavour to leſſen them, 
but by the beſt Acconnts, and the moſt to be depended 
upon (which I have been able to get) they were not leſs 
than 5000 Men. Thus far the Letter. 


In this Engagement, one fatal Miſtake was made, 
and which chiefly contributed to the Misfortune of the 
Day (as I have heard it aſſerted by Gentlemen of the 
Military Function) which was, by placing the Artillery 
on the Right, at a Diſtance from the Army, and guard- 
ing it by ſo ſmall a Corpſe as 100 Men; whereas, ſay 
they, it ſhould have been plac'd*in the Centre of the 
main Body, ready to diſcharge on the fitteſt Occaſion, 
and when it was ſuppos'd it could do the greateſt Exe- 
cution. For want of which Caution, the ſmall Body 
that guarded it, being ſuddenly attack'd by a Force 


vaſtly ſuperior to their own, and no Aſſiſtance ſent them 


from the Army, what could they do ; or who can blame 
them for providing for their own Safety by Flight? The 
Rebels were no ſooner Maſters of the Artillery, but they 
turn'd it upon the King's Forces; who, ſeeing their 
chief Defence thus wreſted from them, and made uſe of 
for their own Deſtruction, might, naturally enough, 
be ſtruck with that Dread which ſoon became gene- 
ral, and occaſion'd the precipitate Flight of the whole 
Army, Thus 


who had the Honour to carry the King's Commiſſion, 
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Thus reaſon'd the Military Gentlemen in their pri. 


vate Converſation, in canvaſſing the Conduct of the 


General in this unhappy Affair; and the ſame Obſer- 
vations appear'd in a Pamphlet, entitled, An Enguir 
into the Conduct of G [ C—pe: To which an An- 
ſwer was given in the London Evening Poſl ; the Wri. 
ter of which ſays, Our Cannon were indeed placed up- 
on the Right, and the Guard of Foot upon them, was, 
I believe, no more than 100 ; but what is the Circum- 
ſtance in this that ſtrikes this Gentleman ? Our ſuffering 
the main Body of the Rebels to bend their Force thi- 
ther, and that Guard no way ſupported, he ſays, is 
truly Matter of Aſtoniſnment to him.“ Could we 
hinder, as he calls them, the main Body of the Enemy 
© to bend their Force thither ?* Who told him, that 
Care had not been taken to ſupport the Artillery Guard? 
Which, out of 1200 Foot, will be thought as many as 
could be ſpared ; for our whole Body of Foot did not 
amount to full that Number. This Guard was not 
without Support, there were two Squadrons of Dragoons 
at Hand for that Service; and when it was obſerved 
that the Column, which the Remarker calls the main 
Body of the Rebels, and which, he ſays, were 1000 
Men, though they were really but 600 ; I ſay, when 
it was obſerved that that Column was advancing to at- 
tack the Artillery, and thereby preſented a fair Flank 
to our Dragoons, the Earl of Loudon, our Adjutant 
General, carried Orders to Col. Jhitney, who com- 
manded the ſecond Squadron of Colonel Gardner's, to 
wheel and charge that Squadron, which he attempted 
to obey, and led them bravely, within Piſtol-ſhot, 
where his Men deſcrted him. This was indeed Matter 
of Aſtoniſhment, but no Reflection upon the Officer; 
he behav'd gallantly. And ſure it's none upon the Ge- 
neral : Can any General upon Earth prevail with Sol- 
diers to fight, who are ſeiz'd with a Panick, and will 
run away ? — What he means by our Cannon being 
idly loſt, I cannot conceive. We loſt them, it is true; 
but it is certain, that the Enemy made no uſe of them 


' againſt us. Again; he forms a Scheme, which never 


exiſted 
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exiſted any where but in his own Imagination, that the 
next Attack of theſe thouſand Men fell naturally upon 


the Dragoons on the Right, who ſeeing the Cannon fo 
idly loſt, © and turn'd upon themſelves, naturally enough 
© quitted the Field of Battle.” Indeed, any did it very 


naturally, they ſhamefully ran away. — But this is a 
ng * 3 from which let us return to the Subject. 

ut notwithſtanding this cowardly Behaviour of the 
Soldiers, it was univerſally allow'd, that all the Officers 
did their Duty, and well ſupported the Character of true 
Engliſhmen. In particular, it will be doing Juſtice to 


the Merits of the brave Colonel Gardner, to ſay, that 


he behav'd like a Hero ; he harangued them, begg'd and 
entreated them to ftand to their Arms, and fight, like 
Men, for their King and Country. But the beſt De- 
ſcription T have met with of the Behaviour and Fall of 
this gallant Officer, is in the following Letter from a 
Gentleman of undoubted Veracity. — He did, ſays 
the Mriter, all that could be expected from the moſt 
gallant and experienc'd Officer to rally his Dragoons ; 
but finding his utmoſt Efforts vain, and ſeeing an Of- 
ficer who commanded the Foot, which his Regiment 
was appointed to guard, fall, the Colonel immediately 
quitted his Horſe, and ſnatch'd up the Half-pike, and 
took upon him the Command of the Foot, at whoſe 
Head he fought till he was brought down by three 
Wounds, one in his Shoulder by. a Ball, another in his 
Forehead by a Broad Sword, and the third, which was 
the mortal Stroke, in the hinder Part of his Head, by 
a Lochaber Ax: "This Wound was given him by a High- 
lander, who came behind him, while he was reaching a 
Stroke at an Officer with whom he was engaged. Lis 
added, that he is regretted, not only by his Friends, and 
thoſe of the preſent Government, but even by thoſe 
againſt whom he fought ; who agree with all others in 
acknowledging, that he finiſh'd a worthy and exem- 
plary Life, with a moſt honourable 2nd heroic Death; 
for he might very eaſily have eſcap'd with the reſt, if, 
like them, he would have deſerted his Duty. He was 
decently interr'd on Tueſday, S-ft. 24, in the Pariſn 
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Church at Tranent, where eight of his Children lie. 
The fatal Action happen'd almoſt by the Walls of his 
own Seat at Bankton z but his Lady and eldeſt Daugh- 
ter were left by him at Stirling Caſtle, and the younger 
Children are alſo ſafe. — Tis ſaid, that Sir Fohn Cope 
eſcap'd in a Boat, and that the young Chevalier kept 
himſelf at a prudent Diſtance from Danger. 

As ſoon as the Affair was ended, the Rebels encir- 
cled their Dead, and buried them with all Expedition, 
to conceal their Number; and then march'd back to 
Edinburgh.

avoid all Imputation of Partiality, I ſhall give the Ac- 
count which the Rebels themſelves publiſh'd of this 
Battle, in the Culcdonian Mercury, at Edinburgh.

Head of the Army at Duddingſton, and preſenting his 
Sword, ſaid, My Friends, I have flung away the Scab- 
bard. This was anſwer'd by a chearful Huzza. The 
Army march'd and drew up on Carberry- hill, where we 
learn'd that General Cope had fallen down into the Low 
Country, Eaſt of Prefton-Pans. This directed our 
March along the Brow of the Hill, till we deſcry'd the 
Enemy ; upon which the Highlanders gave a Shout by 
way of Defiance, expreſſing ſuch Eagerneſs to ru 
down upon them, that nothing leſs than Authority could 
reſtrain them from coming to Action directly. 

Some Gentlemen went out to obſerve their Camp and 
reconnoitre the Ground, while the Army advanced, till 
it came oppoſite to, and at half a Mile's Diſtance from 
the Enemy. Theſe Gentlemen returning, inform'd 
that they had got into a Faſtneſs, having a very broad 
and deep Ditch in Front, the Town of Pre/ton on the 
Right, ſome Houſes and a ſmall Moraſs on the Left, and 
the Firth of Forth on the Rear. This made it imprac- 
ticable to attack them in Front, but at the greateſt 
Riſque. 

That Evening Mr. Cope diſcharged ſeveral Cannon at 
us. A Gentleman who had ſeen their Army that Day, 
adviſed us that they were above 4000 ſtrong, beſides 
Voluntiers, Seceders, &c. from Edinburgh, and ſeveral 
Gentlemen at the Head of their Tenants ; that General 
Hamilton's Dragoons ſtood on their Right, Colonel Gar- 
diner's on their Left; the Regiments of Laſcelles and 
Murray, five Companies of Lee's, four of Guiſe's, three 
of the Earl of Loudon's, and a Number of Recruits for 
Regiments abroad and at home, ſorm'd the Center; 
and that they were all in top Spirits. 

About three in the Morning of Saturday, the 21ſt, 
we got off the Ground, and march'd Eaſtward ; then 
turning North, form'd a Line to prevent the Enemy's 
Retreat through the Eaſt Country, while another Body 
of Men were poſted to provide againſt their ſtealing a 
March upon us towards Edinburgh. . 

The Diſpoſition of the Attack being made, the Prince 
made a ſhort Speech to his People ; after which he 
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march'd to engage them thus: The Right Wing was 


commanded by the Duke of Perth, as Lieutenant- 
General, and conſiſted of the Battalions of Glengary, 
Clanronald, Keppoch and Glenco, The Left by Dow 
tenant-General Lord George Murray, conſiſting of the 
Camerons of Lochyel, the Duke of Perth's Battalions, 
Ardſbeil's, the Macgregors, &c. The Right Wing 
in the March extended itſelf ſo far towards the Sea, 
that being arrived in the Hollow they could not ob- 
ſerve the dear was drawn up, till our Left was actu- 
ally engag'd, which expoſed our Left to the flank Fire 
of the Enemy ; upon which alſo their Artillery play'd, 
but did no other Miſchief than carrying off the Calf of a 
Gentleman's Leg. 

The Signal having been given to form and attack, 
nothing could parallel the Elerity and Dexterouſneſs 
with which the Highlanders performed that Motion, 
except the Courage and Ardour with which they after- 
wards fought ; and pulling off their Bonnets, looking up 
to Heaven, made a ſhort Prayer, and ran forward, 
They receiv'd a very full Fire from Right to Left of the 
Enemy, which kill'd ſeveral; but advancing up, they 
diſcharged and threw down their Muſkets, and drawing 
their Broad-ſwords gave a moſt frightful and hideous 
Shout, ruſhing moſt furiouſly upon the Enemy; ſo that 
in ſeven or eight Minutes both Horſe and Foot were to- 
tally routed and drove from the Field of Battle; though 
it muſt be owned that the Enemy fought very gallantly ; 
but they could not withſtand the Impetuoſity, or rather 
Fury of the Highlanders, and were forced to run when 
they could no longer reſiſt. | 

Some Dragoons form'd ſoon after on a neighbouring 
Eminence ; but obſerving our Men marching to attack 
them, fled to Dalkeith ; others took Shelter in the neigh- 
bouring Villages; others got to Leith; Major Crawfield 
rode up to the Caſtle of Edinburgh, and was followed by 
a few Dragoons, We know not what became of Ge- 
neral Cope. | | 

The ſecond Line, which was commanded by Lord 
Nairn, and conſiſted of the Athel Men, Strewman's 
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People, and Machlachlans, &c. could not come up to 


have a Share of the Honour. 
We had killed on the Spot in this Battle of Glad/muir, 
near Seaton Houſe, Capt. Nobert Stuart, of ArdfhiPs 


Battalion; Capt. Archibald Macdonald, of Keppoch's ; 


Lieut. Allani Cameron of Lindevra; and Enſign James

Capt. James Drummond, alias Macgregor, of the 
Duke of Perth's Regiment mortally wounded.

and that goo were wounded, and that we have taken a- 
bout 1400 Priſoners. All their Cannon, Mortars, ſeve- 
ral Colours, Standards, abundance of Horſes and Arms, 
were taken; as was all their Baggage, Equipage, &c. 

The Prince, as ſoon as Victory declared for him, 
mounted his Horſe, and put a Stop to the Slaughter ; 
and finding no“ Surgeons amongſt the Enemy, diſpatch- 
ed an Officer to Edinburgh with Orders to bring all the 
Surgeons to attend; which was accordingly done. 


The Rebels no ſooner were poſleſs'd of the City of 
Edinburgh, + but they carry'd their pretended Prince of

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* It appears by a Liſt of Priſoners, that there were Doc- 
tors, and without doubt there were Surgeons. But this is 
not the only Air they aſſume, many Letters mentioning that 
they induſtriouſly concealed their Dead, by throwing them 
into Coal-pits. 

+ The City of Edinburgh is placed in 3 Degrees of Longi- 
tude Weſt from London, and 55. 55. of Northern Latitude, 1s 
about a Mile long, and in ſeveral Parts, near half as broad. 
It ſtands chiefly on the Ridge of a Hill, which, at its loweſt 
Part, the Palace of Hzlyrood Houſe, is 94 Feet higher than the 
Level of the Sea, and gradually aſcends from thence, in a 
Direction betwixt the Points W. by S. and W. S. W. to its 
higheſt Part, the Caſtle Hill; the perpendicular Height of this 
Aſcent being 180 Feet. All this Ridge of a Hill is one large 
fine Street, which is divided near the Middle by croſs Build- 
ings, and a Gate (the Nether beau.) The upper Diviſion 1s pro- 
perly the City, and commonly is called the High-Town, and

The Lanes (Cloſſes) going off from the High- ſtreet, are 
narrow and ſteep, eſpecially thoſe of the North Side, on which 
Side the Houſes are not continued down to the Foot of the 
Hill, but on the Brow there are Gardens between the Build - 
ings, and the freſh Water Lake (the Nore/och.) On the Side 
of this Loch, neareſt the Town, the Butchers have their 
Slaughter-houſes, and the Tanners and Skinners their Pits. 
Several Lanes (the Wynds) on the South Side of the Street 
are larger, and not ſo ſteep as the others abovemention'd, are 
built on both Sides, and terminate in a narrow Street (the 
Cowgate) that runs parallel every where with the High- ſtreet. 
This low Part of the Town was formerly a Loch, in regard of 
which, the one now remaining on the oppoſite Side of the City 
was called Noreloch; and there are now plenty of Springs eve- 
ry where in the Cowgate ; and after violent Rains, the Water 
makes its Way in great Quantities, thro' the Floors of the 
Ground-ſtories there. From the Cowgate other Lanes are 
continued Southwards to the City Wall, which is built on ano- 
ther Ridge, almoſt parallel to the High- ſtreet; where theſe 
Lanes are not, there are Gardens, Burying-places, &c. with- 
in the Wall ; and beyond it, from the Gates, are ſome large 
Suburbs. | | 

Between the low Street, or Cowgate, and this South Wall, 
moſt of the Brewers have their Work-houſes, for the Con- 
venience of Water. | 

The Canongate, or lower Part of the Town, the larger Share 
of which is properly without the Liberties of the City, has 
narrow Lanes going off from each Side the Street ; but the 
Houſes not being built far down, there is conſiderable Space 
tor Gardens, that are all planted and labour'd. 

The Houſes in Edinburgh are of Stone, and are allowed 
by Law to be five Stories high to the Street, but are generally 
higher Backwards. They are built very cloſe on cach other; and 
one Stair-caſe often ſerves two Houſes, cach of which contains 
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the 23d, and to be paid for when the Troubles were

He then publiſhed ſeveral Declarations, to recal all 


Gentlemen and Tradeſmen, who had left the Town, to 


their ſeveral Houſes and Occupations therein; to order 


all Farmers and Huſbandmen to repair to the Markets as 


uſual; 


a Family in every Story; the Height of the Houſes, Narrow. 
neſs of the Lanes, and Number of People entering by one Stair, 
may therefore in ſome Meaſure apologize for neither Stair 
nor Lanes being ſo clean as in ſome other Places, where ſuch 
.Crowds are not confined to ſuch a narrow Spot of Ground. 

No River or Rivulet runs thro' the Town, or nearer it than 
three Faurths of a Mile ; but the City is plentifully provided 
with fine Spring Water, convey'd about three Miles through 
leaden Pipes. The Markets here are plentifully furniſhed 
with Fleſhes, Fiſhes, Fruits, Herbs and Roots. The common 
Draught is ſmall Ale, fold at 'Two-pence a Pint, which is a- 
bout four half Pounds Apothecary Meaſure, the People of Fa- 


'ſhion having plenty of Claret, and all other Sorts of Wines. 


All, except the poor Labourers, uſe Wheat Bread ; theſe in- 
deed feed much on Oatmeal ; and all Sorts burn Pit Coal in 
their Fires. 

The Number of Inhabitants in Edinburgh and Canongate is 
reckoned to amount to ſome Hundreds more than 32,000, al- 
lowing the Number of thoſe that die to be one Thirtieth of 
the Whole, or eſtimating every Family to conſiſt of five Per- 
ſons; this is judg'd to be rather too ſmall a Calculation for 
ſuch a crowded healthy Place as this is. 

This curſory View of the City itſelf is ſufficient for our 
Purpoſe ; and therefore we ſhall next conſider its Neigh- 
bourhogd. E 548 

At the upper End of the high Street there is a large Piece of 
waſteGround (the Caſtle-hill) at the Weſt End of which the Caltle 
is raiſed on a very high Rock, and commands the whole Town. 
The Noreloch begins on the North Side of the Foot of the 
Caſtle-Rock, and is continued to the Foot of the Ridge on 
which the Town ſtands, for about three: Fourths of the high 
Street, Being at its Weſtmoſt half 300 Feet broad, and only 250 
in its lower Half. The Ground on the North Side of this 
Loch is not ſo high as that on which the Town ſtands. The 
Canongate is over-tap'd on its North Side, by a contiguous

craggy Hill (the Calton Craigs.) Beyond the loweſt Extremity 
of the Canongate, a ſloping Plain runs Eaſtward to the Sea; 
but to the South of Holyrood-houſe two very high Hills (Ar- 
thur's Seat and Salzberry Craigs ) are at a very little Diſtance. 
The Ground to the South of the Canoygate is rather higher than 
the Houſes there ; but the Ground on the South of the high 
Town is much on a Level with it, and has conſiderable Sub- 
urbs built on it; and towards the Caſtle Hill, the high Street 
is much higher than any Place at a Mile's Diſtance. 

Thus we ſee the Caſtle higher than the Town between W. 
S. W. and W. by S. The Calton Craigs is interpoſed between 
ſome Part of the Town and the N. E. Winds, and proteQts 
the Canongate on the N. Arthur's Seat and Salzberry Craigs 
are a ce from the E. and the S. Sides of the Canongate 
and Cœaugate are defended by their low Situation: While the 
high Town is open from the W. to the N. E. Point, and from 
the W. 8. W. to the E. S. E. and all Parts of the Town are 
open to the Winds between N. E. ar d E. 

At two Miles Diſtance from Edinb:rgh, Weſtward, are the 
Cor/torphin Hills, fomewhat higher than the City. At a Mile's

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One Weil Macvicar, Writer in Edinburgh was com- 
mitted to Priſon by the Rebels: Their Charge againſt 
him was, that he Gori been baniſh'd the 3 
by Sentence of the Lords of Seſſion, for iniquitous Prac- 
tices, did come into their Camp with a white Cockade 
in his Hat, the better to act the Part of a Spy without 
Suſpicion. 0 

A Party of the Rebels ſtopp'd the Neucaſtle Waggon, 
near Edinburgh, and took out a pretty large Quantity 
of Stockings and Caps. They alſo took one of the 
Waggon Horſes ; -but having accidentally left one of their 
own, the Waggoner ty'd him to the Tail of his Wag- 
gon, and brought him off. 

All the Officers taken at the late Battle were 
brought into Edinburgh, and were at firſt lodged in 
Dueenſberry Houſe, but were afterwards ſet at Liberty, 
upon their Parole not to depart the City, or correſpond 
with the Garriſon, Sc. The Soldiers that were taken 
Priſoners they confin'd in the Church, Canongate, &c. 
and the Wounded were put into the Infirmary. 

About twenty of the Priſoners, ſoon after, took 
Service with the Chevalier, and having received their 


„ 
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20 Miles E. N. E. diſtance, and gradually becomes nar- 
rower to the Place juſt now 3 where it is commonly 
ſaid to be ſeven Miles in Breadth, but it is only about five;

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＋ As frequent Enquiries are now made as to the Strength, 
Situation, and Size of this Fortreſs, we thought a ſhort and 
clear Account of it might be acceptable to the Publick at this 
Junfture. The City of Edinburgh, conſiſts of one large and 
pretty broad Street, which runs in Deſcent all the Way from 
this Caſtle to the Nether Bow, which is the City Gate, and 
from thence, through the principal Suburb called the Canon- 
gate, down to the Abbey of Holyrood-houſe, which was the 
Palace of the Kings of Scotland, in Times of ſettled Peace 
and Tranquillity, for when their Dominions were vexed (as 
they too often were) with civil Diſſentions, they were won 
to keep their Court in this Caſtle. | 

It ſtands on the Summit of that Hill, on the Slope of which 
lies the City of Edinburgh, and 1s, properly ſpeaking, only 
acceſible on that Side next the City, where there is a conſi- 
derable Space between the Houſes and the Caſtle, which on 
that Side, is covered by a Half-Moon well ſupplied with 
Cannon, beyond which, there is a deep Ditch, and a Draw- 
Bridge. The Form of the Caſtle is very-irregular, following 
that of the ſteep, rough and craggy Rock, upon which it 
ſtands, and may as near as one can gueſs, occupy about three 
Fourths of a Mile. It is well walled all round, and properly 
lanked with Baſtions, yet ſtill its principal Security conſiſts 
in its Situation, ſince it is not eaſy to approach it, either in 


order to ſcaling, or in the uſual Way of breaking Ground 


before it; neither is it very practicable to take it by Sap, the 
Rock being ſo hard that it is very difficult, if not impoſſible 
to penetrate it. |

Upon which Meſſage there was a 


mighty Stir, and after ſeveral Meetings, much Delibera- 


tion, and various Deputations, the Truce was at length 
prolonged for 24 Hours.

living, and notwithſtanding its great Strength, it was taken 
both Times; the firſt was by Cromwell, who beſieged it in 
the Month of O#ober 1650, and ſpent ſome Time endea 
vouring to undermine it, but at laſt he was obliged to have 
Recourſe to his Batteries, and by a briſk Bombardment, which 
did a great deal of Miſchief, he forced the Governor to capi- 
tulate, which he did however, upon very good Terms, ſe. 
curing all the rich Effects which had been laid up there by 
Perſons of all Ranks, who had free Leave to fetch them away ; 
and Cromwell immediately after the Place ſurrendered, pub- 
liſned a Proclamation, commanding that the Terms he had 
granted ſhould be religiouſſy obſerved by his Officers and Sol- 
diers on Pain of Death. He found in it fifty-two Pieces of 
Cannon, moſt of them Braſs, 10,000 Small Arms, and a vaſt 
Quantity of Ammunition and Proviſion. The chief Reaſon 
that the Place yielded ſo ſoon, was the Want of Water, for 
though there is a Spring in the Caſtle, by which they are well 
enough ſupply d, yet it has been always found, that upon 
a conſtant firing of their Cannon, this Spring is in a Manner 
dried up by the Concuſſion of the Rock. 

The ſecond Siege was in 1688, when the Duke of Gordon 
held it for King James IT. notwithſtanding all the Propoſi- 
tions that were made him by the Convention, in order to 
induce him to ſurrender. This was much wondered at in 
thoſe Days, becauſe the Duke was not of a very martial Dil- 
poſition, nor thought to be extremely well qualified for ſuch 
a Command. But the famous Viſcount of Dundee, prevail- 
ed upon him-by the Hopes of Succour to be brought him from 
the Highlands to act as he did, and it was ſome Time before 
King William's Forces were in a Condition to beſiege it, which 
at laſt however they did. His Grace had but a ſmall Gare, 
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September zo. In the Morning a Deputation of fix 
Gentlemen was ſent from the City, who communicated 
General Guez/?'s Letter to the Chevalier. Hereupon he 
faid to them, 7 ſhall be heartily ſorry for any Miſchief 
that ſhall befal the City, and fhall make it my peculiar 
Care to indemnify you in the moſt ample Manner : In the 
mean Time I ſhall make full Reprizals upon the Eflates of 
thoſe who are now in the Caſtle, & c. And another De- 
putation to wait on General Gveft, to implore a further 
Reſpite of Hoſtilities for ſix Days, till the Return of an 
Expreſs from London. 

October x. The Highland Guard having fired upon 
ſuch as were employ'd in carrying Proviſions and other 
Neceſſaries into the Caſtle ; the Garriſon likewiſe fired 
in their Turn ſeveral Vollies of ſmall Shot, and about 
50 Pieces of Cannon, the Damage however was not ſo 
great as might have been expected. One of the High- 
landers on Guard was dangerouſly wounded ; one Sy- 
mers, a Publican, was kill'd thro* his own Inadvertency, 
being call'd to from the Caſtle ; a Servant Maid, ſtand- 
ing with her Pitcher at one of the Publick Cifterns, 
receiv'd a Muſket Ball in her Foot ; ſeveral Cannon ſhot 
grazed in the Streets, and one went through a Window 
in Haddeck-Hiole Kirk; ſo that the Inhabitants were ex- 
ceflively alarm'd, and kept cloſe in their Houſes. On 
the other Hand, the Highland Guard fired briſkly upon 
the Gunners, and hit ſeveral as they were cleaning their

and that too very indifferently provided, yet he made a very 
good Defence, till the Bombs had reduced the Buildings within 
the Caſtle Walls to a Heap of Rubbiſh, and then ſurrendered 
it upon honourable Conditions, on the 1 3th of June 1689. 

In the laſt Rebellion in the Year 1715, there was an At- 
tempt made to ſcale it, by the Aſſiſtance of ſome Perſons with- 
in, but being timely diſcovered, and the ſcaling Ladders 
proving too ſhort, it was prevented ; ſome who were con- 
cerned in it, paying for their Temerity with their Lives, 
being beat to Pieces in their Fall over the Rocks, and a Ser- 
jeant of the Garriſon Who had been concerned in the Deſign, 
was hanged upon the Caſtle Wall. | 1

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Pieces. The annual Election of Magiſtracy ſhould have 
come on the ſame Day, but did not. 


About 11 o'Clock of the next e they began to 
dig a Trench acroſs the Street, a little below the Re- 


ſervoir on the Caſtle Hill; about 3 in the Afternoon, 


the Garriſon of the Caſtle fir d on them with ſmall 
Arms, kill'd three of the Rebels, and wounded the 
Officer who commanded the Party ; upon which they 
diſcontinued to work at the Trench. About 4 o'Clock, 
ſome great Guns were fired from the Caſtle, which did 
little or no Damage to the Town ; immediately on the 
firing from the Caſtle, the Pretender's Son left the Ab- 
bey, and retired to the Camp at Dudding fton. 

On the 4th the main Body of the Rebels remain'd 
{till at Dudding ſton, and thoſs left at Edinburgh conti- 
nued where they had taken Poſt, in order to cut off all 
Communication with the Caſtle. But the Garriſon, 
under Favour of a great Fire of their Cannon from the 
Halfmoon, made a Trench croſs the Caſtle Hill, 14 
Feet broad, and 16 deep, and from the Parapet, made 
by the Earth dug out of the Trench on the Side near 
the Caſtle, with the Fire of 200 Men of the Garriſon, 
cleared the Street. 

Upon the 5th, by the Help of the Towns People, they 
obtained 20 Black Cattle, a great Quantity of Bread 
and Ale, and Water from the Reſervoir. About 5 that 
Evening, a conſiderable Detachment of the Rebels 
marched up to the Caſtle Hill, to attack the Party of 
the Garriſon in the Trench, who retreated into the 
Caſtle on their Approcch without loſing a Man; the 
Rebels, 'on creeping up the South Side of the Hill, had 
about 20 of their Men-, killed by the Cannon of the 
Caſtle. About ꝙ the ſame Night, between 4 and 5000 
of them march'd into Town from their Camp, and re- 
main'd in it all Night, but none of them durſt appear 
within the Reach of the Cannon; during the Night 
they were employing all the Farriers about the Town 
in thoeing their Horſes, and gave out that they intended

join'd them with a Reinforcement of 700 Men. 


They would not ſuffer any Proviſions to be carried 
out to the Fox Man of War lying in the Road of Leith, 
and the Captain of that Ship took Care to prevent any 
Veſſel croſſing the Firth. 

They likewiſe order'd the Landlords of all the Houſes 
of Edinburgh to pay in Half a Crown in the Pound of 
all their Rents in two Days at fartheſt, on Pain of 
Military Execution. 

The Highlanders. plotted ſeveral Ways to ſurprize 
the Caſtle, and had once almoſt got it by Treachery ; 
for one of the Centinels had undertaken to — it, 
but was luckily ſeiz'd with his Ropes, Letter of Inſtruc- 
tions, Sc. about him; after which, none but Men of 
Character were poſted within the Drawbridge. 

The Chevalier having publiſh'd an Order upon the 
24, for preventing all Communication between the 
Caſtle and Town, upon Pain of Death, and great 
Numbers of the Rebels being poſted in the Houſes 
near the Caſtle for that Purpoſe, General Gueff was 
obliged not only to fire upon them, but to march out 
and burn them to the Ground. Whereupon another 
Order for reſtoring the Communication was upon the 
5th paſted up at the ſeveral Gates of the Town, after 
which the Garriſon was plentifully ſupplied with every 
Thing they wanted. 

The Garriſon, in a Sally, took a fine octagon braſs 
Cannon, Three-pounder, called the Prince's Piece, 
(the only one the Chevalier brought with him from 
Abroad) and 15 Barrels of Powder. 4X 

The Rebels finding that all their Attempts upon the 
Caſtle prov'd fruitleſs, and not willing to lie idle, di- 
vided themſelves into ſmall Parties, and went ſeveral 
Ways into the Country, Pilfering and Stealing all they 
could lay their Hands on. A large Party of them 
got to Lord Somerville's Houſe, and had began to 
plunder it; but the Alarm-Bell being rung, a great 
Number of Colliers came out of the Coal Pits, attack'd 
the Rebels, kill'd 30 of them, took 33, whom they 

carried 
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carried into the Pits witch them, and the reſt of them 
made off in great Hate 4 1 

They levied a Contribution of 2000 J. on the Earl 
of Hepton, beſides his uſual Land=tax ; and carried off 
all the Earl of Stair's Cattle, pillag'd his Houſe at 
Newlifton, and ſeiz d on the York Buildings Eſtate, 
formerly the Earl of Minton's, and made the Tenants 
pay half a Crown in the Pound of their Rent. 

About the 7th or 8th, Lochall of Lochall, came in to 
join the Rebels with 500 Recruits. He told the 
Voung Chevalier, that he was much diſappointed to 
find him in ſuch a Situation; for hè expected the Caſtle 
would have been in his Poſſeſſion, and a foreign Force 
landed before then, The Young Pretender anſwer'd, he 
was betray d. 8 

It was ſaid in a Letter from Durham, that the young 
Pretender openly declar'd his Sorrow for embarking in 
the Enterprize, and complain'd that the French had 
deceiv'd him; that his Friends in England had not been 
ready to declare for him; that the Clans with Tears 
in their Eyes expreſſed their Sorrow for having ruined 
themſelves and Families, and the Gentlemen cried out, 
they were undone. Several of the private Men deſert- 
ed, and in order to keep them together they order'd out 
different Bodies of their Army to pillage the Country in 
the Night-time, who return'd huzzaing in the Morning, 
as if they were ſo many new Men come to join them. 
I am only afraid, 1255 the Letter- writer, they will diſ- 
perſe before the King's Army comes up to give them 
Battle. Several of the Highlanders being ſent ſrom 
Leith to the North Coaſt to plunder and raiſe Contri- 
butions, ſold their Arms and deſerted. 

But tho' this Durham Gentleman might judge right- 
ly enough in molt of his ConjeQtures, (for ſuch I take 
his whole Lettter to be) as that the young Chevalier 
was much diſſatisfied that he had fo little A ſſiſtance 
from France; that many of the Clans for the ſame 
Reaſon, were no better pleas'd with this Expedition, 
and that many of the Highlanders, after they had en- 
rich'd themſelves with the Plunder of the Country, 27 

| turn 
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turn d Home; yet I think, he had no Occaſion to 
fear they wou'd diſperſe before the King's Army came 
up with them; becauſe large Bodies from the High- 
lands, with their Chiefs at their Heads, were daily 
joining them, and their Army was at this Time 7 or 
8000 ſtrong, a Force ſuperior to any in Scotland that 
was then able to make Head- againſt them ; and in the 
North of England, there were as yet but few regular 
Forces to oppoſe them ; and as to the Militia, the re- 
bel Highlanders were too conſcious of their own Prow- 
eſs and Hardineſs to have any Thing to fear from that 
Quarter, . 

On the 7th the 700 Men, under the Command of 
Glenbucket, that had lately join'd the Rebels, were re- 
view'd at Leith Banks. 7101 | 

The ſame Day the Rebels proclaim'd the Chevalier 
at Dundee, ſearch'd- the whole Town for Horſes and 
Arms, levied the publick Money ; giving Receipts for 
the ſame, and carried up the Ship of Captain Milliam 
Graham of Perth, from the Road of Dundee to Perth, 
ſuppoſing her to have Gunpowder on board. 

Orders were iſſued for 20,000 /. Weight of Biſcuit 
to be ready by the 12th; but the Intentions of the 
Rebels were kept very ſecret. Some were for march- 
ing to England; others declar'd, they only fought for 
Scotland, which they had got, and would keep; which 
had occaſion'd great Diſſenſions among them, and many 
Parties went off, | | 

110 Highlanders of Lord Loudon's Regiment, who. 
were made Priſoners at the-Battle of Gladſinuir, on 
their Petition were ſet at Liberty by the Rebels, on 
iwcaring not to carry Arins againſt their Prince the 
Chevalier. 

About this Time 200 of our Troops, who had been 
taken Priſoners by the Rebels, made their Eſcape, and 
Join'd thoſe under the Command of General Blakeney, 
at Stirling Caſtle. | 

The main Body of the Rebels decamp'd from Dur- 
ding ſton, and march'd from thence the 9th and 10.5 
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to ® Dalkeith, (which is ſituated about five Miles to 
the South of Edinburgh) under the Command of Lord 
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Pitſſigo. An Hundred Horſes were demanded of the 
Duke of Buccleugh's Chamberlain; the Toten of Leith 
had Notice to provide a large Number of Horſes. and 
Carts, to be ready againſt the 15th, They ſeized 
likewiſe ſeveral Horſes in Eainburgh, and the adjacent

* Dalkeith is a pleaſant Town and Caſtle, at the Conflux 
of the two Rivers E, and gives Title of Earl to the eldeſt 


Son of the Family of Bucc/eugh. Tis the Seat of a Preſby- 


tery, containing ten Pariſhes. Here is a noble Palace, built 


by the late Dutcheſs of Buccleugh on the Scite of the old 
| Caſtle, which belonged to the Earl of Morton, Regent of 


Scotland, during the Minority of James VI. that very Earl 


who was the Inventor of the Engine for Beheading, called 


the Maiden, which he brought from Halifax in York/hire, 
and the firſt that ſuffer'd by it, for being acceſſary to the 
Murder of Lord Darnley. This Palace, which is the fineſt 
and largeſt new Houſe in Scotland, is ſaid to be the very Mo- 
del of the late K. William's at Loo in Guelderland, only this 
is of Stone, and that of Brick. It ſtands on a rifing Ground 
on the Edge of the River Vert heſt, from whence it overleoks 
a large Park, beautified with Water Works, and a Canal. It 
conſiſts of a Front, adorn'd with Pillars of the Corinthian 


Order, and à double Wing at each End, like the Palace of 


Winchefter. There's a ſpacious Court between the Palace 
and Park, invironed with Baluſtrades of Iron between Free- 
ſtone Pillars. The grand Stair-caſe of the Houſe is ſupported 
by Pillars of Marble, and every Step curiouſly - inlaid with 
Walnut-tree, At the Top of the Stair-caſe is a noble Room, 
in which are the Pictures of all the Beauties of the Age in 
whole Lengths in Pannels, particularly the four Daughters of 
the late Duke of Marlborough, the Rocheſter Family, and 
other Court Ladies; at one End is K. Villiam's Queen, Ma- 


ry, and at the other, her Siſter Queen Anne. In another 


Room there is the Duke of Monmouth on Horſeback, by Si 
Peter Lely, beſides the Pictures of others of the Nobility. 
The Offices of this Palace join to the Town, which is larger 
and better built than many Royal Boroughs ; and the Butchers 
are ſaid to kill no leſs than zoo Sheep a Week one with an- 
other, but ſend moſt of the Mutton to Zdinburgh. 
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rd A Scots Ship arrived at Montroſe, and brought (as 
he was, given out) Money and Arms, and ſome Officers, 


th for the Uſe of the Rebels, who continued on the 137% 
1d in Edinburgh and in the Towns and Villages contigu- 


ed ous thereto, without any Appearance of ſpeedily march- 
nt ing from thence, tho* they continued to iſſue Orders 

for the Country People to ſend in their Horſes by the 
— 15th, upon Pain of military Execution. Theſe 5 
ür extended not only to the Lothians, but even to Ha- 
oft milton, of which Place 100 Horſes had been demanded. 
y. The Rebels had formed a Scheme for getting into 
ilt their Hands a Ship in Leith Road, on board of which 
Id were ſome new Pieces of Cannon, about 25 Barrels of 


of Gunpowder, and ſome Firelocks. Four Maſters of 
Ships had undertaken to go off to her with eighteen 
Hands, cut her Cable, and let her drive : But the 
Night before this was to have been executed, Captain 
Beaver of his Majeſty's Ship the Fox, got Intelligence 
of the Plot, and immediately put twenty of his Hands 
on board, and moored her under his own Stern. 

On the 15th at Midnight, the Rebels came into the 
Town and Suburbs of Edinburgh. | 

While they lay in and about Edinburgh, a Party of 
them went to + Douglas, where they got ſome ſmall 
Pieces of Cannon, and 3o Stands of Arms. Afterwards 
they proceeded to 4 Hamilton, and took what Arms 
they found there, and then return'd to Edinburgh,

+ Near the River Douglas, which falls into the C/yde, ſtands 
a Caſtle, which has been the paternal Seat of the great Family 
of Douglas for above one thouſand Years, and is therefore ſtil] 
kept in Repair ; but ſuch Additions have been made to it from 
Time to Time, that it looks more like a Town than a Man- 
hon-Houſe, and has a large Park. 

Hamilton, near the Conflux of the Rivers Auen and 
Clyde, is a pleaſant well-built Town, with a Bridge over the 
Avon, at the Entrance of the Town, and a magnificent Pa- 
lace, in a fine fertile Plain, which gives Seat, Surname, 
and Title of Duke to the Chief of that antient and illuſtrious 
-ofs Family. The Body of the Seat is built of the whiteſt Free- 
Q 2 ſong, 
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In a Letter from Berwick, October 11. the Author 
writes thus: According to our beſt Information, the 
Rebels rob and plunder every where, take Money, 
Arms, Cloaths, and, in ſhort, every Thing they can 
lay their Hands on. They have never come nearer 
Berwick than ten Miles; but we hear from Edinburgh, 
that the Pretender has publiſhed a Proclamation, where- 
in he tiles the“ Town of Berwrck, the rebellious Town,

ſtone, and looks like Marble. The Furniture of the Palace 
is anſwerable to its n as well as to the Nobility 
of its Owners, being adorned with capital Pieces of the Fa.

and Buffaloes, as well as Oaks, Firs, Pines, c. which 


is ſeven Miles in Compaſs, handſomely walled in, and wa- 


tered by the River Avon, which runs thro' it. There's a 


Romantic Garden, which conſiſts of ſeven hanging Terraſs 
Walks down to a River; and behind them there's a leſſer 
Park, which is alſo well wooded and watered, There's a 
handſome Pariſh Church in the Town, where the Family 
have their Sepulcher and Monuments. This Town is larger 
than moſt of the Royal Burghs, and the Houſes are built of 

Free- ſtone, and ſupported by Pillars. | 
* Berwick, or Barwick, at the Mouth of the Tweed, is a 
Town fortified with a ſtrong Caſtle, and encompaſſed with a 
Wall, except on the Eaſt and South Eaſt, where tis waſhed by 
the Sea, and on the South Weſt, where 'tis watered by that Ri- 
ver. *Tis the laſt Town in the North of Ergland, and before 
the Union with Scotland, from whence there were continual Ap- 
prehenſions of Danger, *twas the belt fortified in all Britazn; but 
tis now much out. done in Strength and regular Fortifications 
by Portſmouth, Hull, Plymouth, and other Forts in England, 
where Attacks might be expected from common Enemies. 
Several Etymologies have been aſſigned to its Name: Some 
will have it to be Beornica Ric, becauſe the Saxons called this 
Part of the Country Bernicia, but we are of Opinion with 
the Author of the Addenda to Camden, that the moſt ſuitable 
is that aſſigned by Mr. Tate in a M. S. Edition of the hard 
Words in Domes-day Book, , wiz.

and ſays, he has Friends in every Town in England and 
Scotland, but Berwick, and that he will pay us a Viſit 
next Week ; for which Purpoſe they have order'd a con- 
ſiderable Quantity of Proviſions to be provided at Edin- 
burgh, and have got ready Hundreds of ſcaling Ladders ; 
Sc. but all his 'I hreats don't intimidate us. Upon re- 
2 the King's Commiſſion, in one Day we raiſed 
800 Men, who are compleatly arm'd, and can go thro' 
the Military Exerciſe, not much inferior to the Regular 
Troops: Theſe are divided into fifteen Companies, com- 


— 


Juriſdiction, which extends about two Miles North and North 
Weſt, and abounds with Corn, Hay and Paſturage. The 
Place belonged formerly to Scotland, was the Capital of that 
ſtill called the Shire of Beravict, was much larger than now, 
and of ſo great Note, that twas one of the four 1 owns where 
the Royal Boroughs of Scetland held their Conventions. Be- 
ing ſeated betwixt two mighty Kingdoms, it has always been 
the firſt Place that both Nations in their Wars have had an 
Eye upon, inſomuch, that ever ſince Edward I. took it from 
the-Scots, the Scots have retaken it as often as the Exgliſb have 
taken it. — As to its preſent State, tis a County and Town of 
itſelf, and tho? ſituate on the North Side of the Tweed, is in- 
cluded in Northumberland. Its Language and Laws are a 
Mixture of Scots and Engliſb. "Tis a large, well-built, po- 
pulous Town, governed by a Mayor, Recorder, four Bailiffs, 
and a Common- Council of Burgeſſes. At its Market, Corn, 
Salmon, and almott all other Proviſions, are fold very cheap. 
It has handſome Streets and Houſes, a fine Pariſh Church, 
good Town-houſe and Exchange, and. a ſumptuous beautiful 
Bridge of ſixteen Arches over the Tweed. *Twas built by 
Q. Elizabeth, and leads'to a large Suburb, call'd Taveed- 
mouth, where is another Church; and betwixt the Town. 
Walls, and its once ſtately Caſtle now in Ruins, there's a 
handſome Gate, called Caſle-Gate. Here is a noble Fiſhery 
of Salmon, reckoned as fine as any in Britain, they being 
the Fiſh that are carried by Land on Horſes to Shields to be 
cured, pickled, and then ſent to London, where they are cried 
for Nexwcaftle Salmon. Here is alſo a conſiderable Manu- 
facture of fine Stockings, and a Charity-School. The Town 
gave Title of Duke to one of K. James Il's natural Sons, by 
Mrs, Churchill, till he was attainted by Parliament for taking 
Arms againſt his native Country. 
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manded by Gentlemen of known Courage and Honour, 
The Town Walls are put in the beſt Poſture of De- 
fence ; the South Side of the Town is defended by the 
Urſula Tender ; three Tranſports that brought over the 
Dutch Forces, and ſome other Ships taken into the 
Government's Service, that carry a great Number of 
Guns, King's Yacht, c. are above Bridge. We have 
two Regiments of Dragoons, one Regiment of Foot, 
150 Dutch, two Companies of Scythe Men from the 
Country, and ſome Hundreds of Sailors: So that we 
make no Doubt of ſhewing by our Actions to all the 
World, that we are loyal Subjects to King George, and 
true Friends of our happy Eſtabliſhment, 

The Rebels at length were obliged to raiſe the Block- 
ade of the Caſtle of Edinburgh; on which Occaſion 
the Pretender's Son. publiſhed a Declaration, ſetting 
forth, that his Tenderneſs and Regard for the City had 
been the Motive which induced him thereto, in order 
to prevent the Deſtruction of the Place: But this was 
not agreeable to his former Declaration, to ſuffer no 
Perſon whatſoever of the City, on Pain of Death, to 
have any Correſpondence with the Caſtle. The true 
Reaſon of this glofſed Humanity and Alteration in his 
Meaſures, really proceeded from their being no Sort of 
Hopes of his ſucceeding in his Attempt upon the Caſtle, 
together with the Threatnings of the Inhabitants, who, 
if not from a Principle of Loyalty and Affection to his 
Majeſty King George, yet, out of Regard to themſelves, 
had the Reſolittion in a Body, plainly to give him to 
underſtand, that if he did not ſuffer Proviſions of all 
Kinds to paſs into the Caſtle, and thereby prevent the 
Demolition of their Houſes, which on Refuſal muſt 
have been the Caſe, they were unanimouſly determin'd 
to hazard their Lives, in endeavouring to drive him 
from thence. | 

Great Heats and Animoſities were now diſcover'd in 
the Councils of the Rebels. The young Pretender, 
and ſome of the Chiefs of the Clans inſiſted that their 
beſt Way would.be, to march directly for England; 
that Edinburgh, and that Part of Scotland,” was already 

| impoveriſh'd 
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;mpoveriſh'd by them; that there were many rich and 
t Towns in the North of England, not far from 
them, the Spoil and Plunder of which would make them 
ſufficient Satisfaction 75 my yg og or Fatigue they 
might be at in going thither : But principally, that 
1 were "has of their Friends there — 4 had 
promis'd to join them whenever they came; which 
could not be expected, if they ſtaid where they were, 
and did not move forward to favour their Junction. 
On the other Hand, ſeveral of their Leaders  infiſted- 
that they were not bound to ſerve the Chevalier any 
where but in Scotland. After long and warm Debates, 
it was at laſt agreed by a Majority of the Chiefs to 
proceed Southwards ; and ſo they gave it out among the 
People; but at the fame Time mark'd out a ftro 

Camp. Weſt of Dalkeith, about four Miles South of E- 
dinburgh, with Dalkeith on their Left, Newbottle Wa- 


ter in their Front, and Meluil Rivulet in their Rear; 


but ſo as to open on their Right towards Po/ton. The 
Chevalier had his Quarters at the Duke of Buccleugh's 
Houſe. They had one Du Boyer among them (a Ne- 
phew of Card, Tencin) who had the Character of Am- 
baſſador from his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty to the eldeſt 
Son of the Chevalier. They got all their Baggage out 
of Edinburgh, and lodg'd it in their Camp for better Se- 
curity, at the ſame Time robbing and deſtroying all 
round them; which that they might the more effectually 
do, they came to a Reſolution to ſtay in their Camp a 
Fortnight longer, though, as they reported, it was to 
wait the Arrival of a Reinforcement of 3000 Men, 
who, they expected, wou'd join them in that Time. 
While they lay here, they ſent a Detachment with 
three Cannon to. ſecure the Paſs of the Forth above 
Stirling, upon Advice, that the Earl of Loudon, with 
leveral thouſand well- affected Highlanders, and a Body 
of Marines were, put on Shore at Aberdeen from Admiral 
Byng's Fleet, with a Deſign to march thither to ſtop 
their Return. | 
O4. 10. A Proclamation was read over the Croſs at 
Edinburgh, forbidding all Perſons, who are Members 
0 of 
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of Parliament, to attend. Notwithſtanding which, e- 
veral Gentlemen took their Journey, and the reſt ſoon 
after followed, to attend their Duty. 

While the Rebels lay entrench'd in their Camp near 
Dalkeith, News was brought them, that the Dutch 
Forces and our own Troops were arriv'd. This Intel. 
ligence very much diſconcerted them ; becauſe they had 
confidently given out, that none were to come over; 
that the Dutch durſt not ſend any, and that the Engliſ 
in Flanders cou'd not be ſpar'd ; ſuch Kind of Stories 
they reported to keep their own People in Heart, and 
to encourage others to come in to them. 

On the 11th the Earl of Zoudon arrived at Inverneſs, 
in order to take upon him the Command of the Troops 
in thoſe Parts, and of 20 new independent Companies 
that were raiſing there, by Duncan Forbes, Eſq; the 
Lord Preſident of the Sefton. The Names of the Clan; 
under Lord Loudon, were the Monroes, Grants, Fraſer, 
Mackies, and Part of the Mackinto/hes. 

About this Time, it was ſaid, Mr. Kelly went to 
France, in order to ſollicit an Embarkation ; and indeed 
there was Reaſon to ſuppoſe that ſome Perſon of Note 
was gone from them, becauſe, it was obſerv'd, their 
Councils did not ſeem to be directed with that Caution 
and Prudence as they us'd to be. 

The Rebels were greatly terrified at the Report they 
heard, that the King's Army intended to make uſe of 
Cheveaux de Friſe, to prevent their ruſhing in upon them 
with their broad Swords: But in that Caſe (they con- 
cluded) it would be their beſt Way to harraſs them by 
marching and countermarching. In every T hing they 
talk'd big, tho', at the ſame Time Terror and Anxiety 
were manifeſt in their Faces; being very ſenſible (but 
this they carefully kept from the Herd) that they were 
in a bad Plight. | 

The Pretender, by a Proclamation, ordered the E- 
diuburgh Voluntiers, who enter'd for the Defence of 
that City before the Rebels took it, to repair to his 
Standard by the 15th of October, on Pain of Military 
Execution, The 
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The 15th, the Pretender's Army, after ſtriking their 


Tents, ſet forwards, and marched a few Miles Southward, 


and about One o' Clock return'd back to Edinburgh. 
They ſeem'd very much diſappointed and dejected, as 
their Friends in the South did not anſwer their Expecta- 
tions. They expected to have been join'd by 1500 Keel- 
men, an Inſurrection in Lancaſhire, and another in Dor- 


ſetfhire, and that all this would have been favoured by a 


foreign Inyaſion; and were very much vex'd that all their 
Expectations had been hitherto fruſtrated, 

On the 16th the Pretender publiſhed another Procla- 
mation, ordering all Collectors of Cuſtoms, Exciſe, 
Land-Tax, c. to pay the Money in their Hands to 
his Secretary immediately, abating 10 per Cent, to ſuch 
as ſhould chearfully pay, and excepting ſuch as had, or 
ſhould, in twenty Days Time, join his Standard. 

The Scots Ship arrived at Montroſe from France, as 
before mentioned, being freighted with 4000 Muſkets, 
ſome Cannon, and Money, for the uſe of the Rebels; 
they detach'd.a Party to eſcort it acroſs the Country to 
their Army, the Cargo being carried in 85 Carts. Two 
Ships likewiſe arrived at Stonehaven, and another at 
Dunetyr, with Artillery and Money, and alſo ſome Gun- 
ners and Officers. 

One Evening, the Rebels having obſerv'd a great Fire 
in the Caſtle of Zdinburgh, which was anſwer'd by Lights 
from the Fox Man of War in Leith Road, thoſe who were 
in the Town and Suburbs, hurried from thence to their 
Camp at Duddingſton, where they remained all Night. By 
12 o' Clock next Day, the Pretender's Son marched into 
Town, attended by about 100 People on Horſeback. The 
Foot followed, and they marched up to the City without 
ſtopping at the Abbey, or at the Cannongate; very few 
remain'd in the Camp, and not above 20 Tents were left 
ſtanding ; they gave out that they were to march from 
Edinburgh the azad or 23d. A Party of them did indeed 
march out of Edinburgh in the Night of the 24th, but 
they were ſent to bring to their Camp the Artillery, Arms, 


Ammunition and Money, that was brought for them in 
the four Ships lately arrived, 
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A Gentleman who left Edinburgh the 25th gave the 
following Account: All Travellers are oblig'd to wear 
© a Cockade for Safety. You may walk through with- 
© out ſeeing a Perſon belonging to the Town. All the 
© Shops are ſhut up, there being no ſuch Thing as Traf- 
fick, unleſs making of Shoes for the Highlanders, who 
© do not ſtay in Town, but keep Watch, and lie about 
© the Walls. Such as wear no Cockades, are ſtripp'd, 
© and the whole Country is impoveriſh'd, the Rebels 
© ſparing neither Cattle, Grain, or Utenſils. ? 

On the 26th, the main Body of the Rebels having al- 
moſt entirely evacuated Edinburgh and Leith, pitch'd 
their Tents to the Weſt of Inveraſt Church. They 
had ſeven or eight Pieces of light Cannon pointed 8. W. 
placed on the S. W. of their Camp. Their Sick, and 
ſome of the Baggage, were ſent to the Weſtward. They 
had order'd 100 light Waggons, and a Number of Baſ- 
kets for carrying on Horſeback, to be made ; and from 
the Gentlemen and Farmers in the Shire of Ea/t Lothian, 
had got between 6 and 700 of their beſt working Horſes. 
They had taken Poſſeſſion of a Place on the Forth cal- 


led, Haigen's Nook, ſome Miles below Stirling, and had 


placed two Batteries, one on each Side the Forth, to 
keep off the Men of War's Boats that might hinder 
their croſſing. One of theſe Batteries conſiſted of fix, 
the other of five Pieces of Cannon. 

On the 27th Horfes were preſs'd at Perth, to carry 
from thence to Allowa, the French Arms, Ammunition, 
Baggage, &c. landed ſome Time ſince at Montroſe, un- 
der Pain of Military Execution. Part of the ſaid Bag- 
gage was ferried over the ſame Night, and was continued 
the Monday and Tueſday after. But General Blakeney 
having had Notice, that the Rear of the Men who con- 
ducted it, was to paſs over on tho JYeane/day Morning, 
difpatch'd Capt. Abercrombie with ſome Soldiers and 
Countrymen to attack them; which they accordingly 
did, wounded ſome, took ſeveral Priſoners, ſome Cows, 
Horſes, and a great deal of Baggage, Arms, &c. Af- 
ter which Glengyle, with 150 Men, and ſeven Pieces of 
Cannon that had been mounted on the Highlanders 
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Battery at A!lowa, went to take Poſſeſſion of the Caſtle 
of Down, five Miles beyond Stirling; of which Gene- 
ral Blakeney bEing advis'd, made the neceſſary Prepara- 
tions to attack him. | 

About this Time 200 of the Rebels mutinied, 100 of 
whom march'd off and left the Army. Several Waggons 
with wounded Men came into Edinburgh by the We- 
ſtern Port, there having been an Action betwixt them 
and the Garriſon of Stirling Caſtle. 

Upon the 27th Glenbucket's and the Athol Men 
march'd to Muſſelburgh, and gave out they were to 
ſtay there till farther Orders. The Rebels were packing 
up their Baggage upon that Day, and their Cannon, 
conſiſting of ſeven Pieces, were ſent to the Eaſtward. 
A Detachment of 5 or 600 of their Men were fta- 
tion'd at Allowa, at a narrow Paſſage upon the Firth, 
where they were erecting a Battery to ſecure a Paſſage, 
and building flat-bottom'd Boats for bringing over their 
Arms, &c. landed at Montroſe and Stonehaven. 

On the 28th a Party of the Rebels went to Glaſgoto to 
demand the Subſidy for the Tobacco brought in ſeven 
Ships, and juſt then landed at Greenoct, which amount- 
ed to Io, oool. ſterling. At the ſame Time they de- 
manded three Years Exciſe upon the Small Beer, which 
likewiſe amounted to 10, oool. ferling. 

On the 31ſt the Rebels continued to ſeize on all the 
Horſes, Forage, and Proviſion they could find between 
Berwick and Edinburgh, in order to diſtreſs his Majeſty's 
Troops on their March. "Their Counſels were ſo various 
and fluctuating, that they frequently. contradifted and 
countermanded the Orders of the preceding Day ; plun- 
dering the Country, and raiſing all the ready Money they 
could lay hold of, from the Collectors of Ceſs, Cuſtoms, 
and Exciſe; in the Diſtribution of which among their 
Chiefs and Superiors, few or none were contented with 
their Proportion, which occaſioned great Jealouſies and 
ll Blood among them. 

The ſame Day 200 ſmall Carts, in which were ſix 
Field-Pieces, Ammunition, Small Arms, Qc. lately 
landed at Montroſe, and which came over the Forth at 
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Haigen's Nook, paſs'd by on the Weſt-fide of Edin- 


burgh, and proceeded to Dalkeith, attended by two con- 
ſiderable Bodies of the Rebels. The Pretender's Son left 


Edinburgh about Six the ſame Evening, and came the 


Length of Pinkie, about four Miles to the Eaſt of that 
City, with thoſe of the Rebels called the Life-Guards, and 
lay there that Night: All their Baggage, ſix Pieces of {1x 
Pounders, and one Field-piece, were ſent off that Night 


and the next Day to Dalkeith, and their whole Army 


followed at the ſame Time. 

About One o' Clock, Nov. 1. The Pretender's Son 
proceeded to Dalkeith, from which. Place a conſiderable 
Body of the Highlanders, who call'd themſelves the ad- 
vanc d Guard, march'd that Evening to Pennycook, and 
another to Loan Head, both which Places are at a ſmall 
Diftance from Dalkeith, upon the Road Jeading Weſt- 
ward to Peebles, Moffat, Carliſle, &c. Thoſe advan- 
ced Parties gave out, that their whole Army was to fol- 
low them the next Day. 426 

November 2. General Guęſt made a Sally from the Ca- 
ſtle of Edinburgh, and ſeiz' d about 2000 Loaves, which 
had been provided for, and were to be ſent after the 
Rebels, who had with them, it was ſaid, only four Days 
Proviſion when they marched. ˖ | | 

Thus havel given a fair and ſuccinct Narrative oſ all the 
material Tranſactions and Occurrences that have happen- 
ed during the Progreſs of this Rebellion in Scotland hi- 
therto, that have come to my Knowledge. Among the 
various, different, and often contradiftory Accounts of 
Things, I have found it no eaſy Matter to come at the 
Truth: However, by diligently comparing Facts and Cir- 
cumſtances, and by keeping the Middle Road of Proba-

God, and do pledge our Faith and Honour to one an- 
other, that we will, every one of us, to the utmoſt 
of our Power, and at the Hazard of our Lives and 
Fortunes, oppoſe all Attempts againſt his Majeſty's 
Perſon, and Government; and particularly that abo- 
minable and unnatural Rebellion now carried on in 
Favour of a Popiſh Pretender. And We do hereby 
promiſe and engage, from Time to Time , where- 


ſures, for effecting the Purpoſe of this our Aſſociation, 
the Defence of ourſelves, our Religion and Liberties, 
againſt Popery, France, and Arbitrary Power.

My dear Countrymen, 

T is now ſome conſiderable Time ſince I troubled 

you with my Advice; and, as I am growing old and 
infirm, I was in good Hopes to be quietly laid in my 
Grave before any Occaſion offered of addrefling you a- 
gain: But my Affection for you, which does not de- 
cay, tho* my poor Body does, obliges me once more 
to put you in mind of your true Intereſt, that you may 
not unwarily run yourſelves into Danger and Diſtreſs 
for want of underſtanding, or ſeriouſly conſidering it. 

I have many Reaſons to believe, that there are not a 
few among you, who ſecretly rejoice at the Rebellion 
which is now rais'd in Scotland; and, perhaps, conceive 
Hopes of ſome Alteration' for the better, in their Cir- 
cumſtances and Condition, if it ſhould ſucceed. Such 
miſtaken People it is my Deſign to talk to in this Letter, 
and I deſire nothing more of them, than to give me a fait 
Hearing; examining coolly with themſelves, whether 
what I ſhall ſay be true. 

It is no Objection to my ſpeaking to them, that they 
are generally Papiſis. I do not know how other People 
are diſpoſed, but for my Part, I hate no Man for lis Re- 
ligion ; I look upon a Paiſt as my Countryman and 


Neighbour, though I happen myſclf to be a Prote/lant. 


And it I know what Advice is good for him, I can 
5 ſce 
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ſee no Reaſon why I ſhould not give it him, or why he 
ſhould not take it. | 
A Papift has Senſe, I ſuppoſe, like other Men, to 
ſee his Intereſt and Advantage ; and the ſame natural 
Deſire to embrace it, where he finds it; and if I can 
ſhew him where it lies, he will not, I believe, kick it 
from him, barely to ſpite me as a Prote/tant. | 
I have nothing to ſay to the Popih Gentry of this 
Kingdom. They would hardly take ſuch a plain Man's 
Advice; and beſides, they have ſo many Ways of com- 
ing off ſafe themſelves, tho* the poor People were un- 
done, that I need not be concerned for them. : 
My Care is for- the common People, the Labourers, 
Farmers, Artificers, and Tradeſmen of this Nation, 
who are in Danger of being deluded by their Betters, 
and made Tools to ſerve their Purpoſes, without any 
Advantage to themſelves. It is poſſible, that among the 
Lords and Eſquires, one, perhaps of a hundred, would 
get ſomething by a Change: Places and Employments 
would be promis'd them, no doubt; and a few of thoſe 
Promiſes, perhaps, the French and Scotch Friends of the 
Pretender might give him Leave to keep; but what are 
the poorer Sort the better all this while ? Will the La- 
bourer get one Farthing a Day more? Will the Far- 
mer's Rent be lower'd ? Will the Artificer be more em- 
ploy'd, or better paid? Will the Tradeſman get more 
Cuſtomers, or have fewer Scores upon his Books? I 
have been bred in a careful Way of Life, and never ven- 
tur'd upon any Project, without conſulting my Pillow 
frſt, how much I ſhould be a Gainer in the Upſhot. I 
iſh my dear Countrymen would do ſo too, and before 
they grow fond of Change, aſk themſelves this ſober 
Queſtion, whether it would better their Condition, if it 
ere really brought about? If it would not, to what 
urpoſe ſhould they wiſh it? If the poor Labourer, 
den all is over, is to be a Labourer ſtill, and earn his 
roat a Day, as hardly as he did before, I cannot ind 
by he ſhould fancy it worth his while to venture a Leg 
ran Arm, and the Gallows too into the Bargain, to be 
lt where he ſet out. If he muſt dig and delve, when the 


Pretender 
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Preten ler is ſettled on the Throne, he had as good ſtick 
to it now, for any Difference I can fee. 

I believe my Countrymen are not ſo mad as to ima. 
gine, that the Pretender can, or will, give every one of 
them Eſtates z and I am ſure if he does not, they can 
be only where they were. If a Farmer muſt pay his 
Rent, I ſee no Reaſon that he ſhould be much concern' 
whether he pays it to one Man, or to another. His Ps 
piſb Landlord will, I ſuppoſe, demand it as ſoon and 
as ſtrictly as a Proteſtant; and if he does not pay it, 
ſeize his Cattle, or diſtrain his Goods, as readily at leaſt, 
as a Proteſtant. 

I have not obſerved, that Tenants to Popih Landlords 
wear tighter Cloaths, ride better Cattle, or ſpend 
more Money at Markets and Fairs than the Tenants on 
Proteſtant Eſtates ; therefore I cannot believe that they 
are better uſed ; on the contrary, I know, from long 
Experience, that there is more Money. taken in my 
Shop from Proteſtant "Tenants than from Popiſh; and 
therefore I ſuppoſe, that, generally ſpeaking, they are 
in better Circumſtances. I wiſh that all of them had 
better Bargains 3 but ſince they will not be mended by 
the beſt Succeſs that their own Hearts could wiſh to the 
Pretender, they may as well be quiet, and make the belt 
of ſuch as they have already. | 

There is not a more fooliſn Trade than fighting for 
nothing, and I hope my good Countrymen will be too 
wiſe to be perſuaded into it. Fine Speeches, and fait 
Promiſes will not be wanting to delude them; but {et 
them remember the Warning I now give them, that 
when all is over, the very beſt that can befal them, 18 
to have their Labour for their Pains. 

I doubt not but you are told that you will be mad; 
and I do not expect that you ſhall take my Word to 
the contrary. I deſire, only, that you would truſt the 
Underſtanding God has given you, and not be fool 
out of your Senſes. Will the Manufacturer be made by 
an entire Stop to Buſineſs; or the Tradeſman, by belly 
obliged to ſhut up his Shop? And yet you all mut 


know, that in a Civil War no Work can be carricd on, not 
an 
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any Trade go forwards. I hope you are not yet ſo ſtu- 
pid as to think, that People will build Houſes, buy 
rich Furniture, or make up fine Cloaths, when we are 
all together by the Ears, and no Body can tell to whoſe 
Share they will fall at laſt. And if there be no Buyers, 
you can have no Employers. Merchants will not ſtock 
themſelves with Goods, when there is no Demand for 
them, to have their Shops rifled, and their Storehouſes 
broken open, and plundered, by one Side or the other, 

Indeed, my good Friends and Countrymen, let de- 
ſigning People ſay what they pleaſe, if you enter into 
their Schemes, you will be ruin'd in the Struggle, let 
it end which Way it will; and it well deſerves your 
Thought, whether it is worth 4s While to beggar 
yourſelves and Family, that the Man's Name upon the 
Throne may be James inſtead of George. You will pro- 
bably ſee neither of them while you live, nor be one 
Penny the richer for the one, or for the other ; and 
if you take my Advice, you will accordingly not trou- 
ble your Heads about them, but peaceably follow your 
own Buſineſs while you have any; and if your Buſineſs 
is put a Stop to, you will account thoſe your Enemies 
who are the Cauſe of it.

On the Paper, which was very wet, could only be 
read, © Call on the Way at Portſmouth, Canford, Lud- 
worth, Exeter, and Plymouth. 

On this Mr. Weild was taken into Cuſtody, but, 
after ſeveral Examinations, diſcharged. 

On the 9th, a Court of Lieutenancy was held in 
Guildhall, when the Commiſſioners order'd the fix 
Regiments of Train'd Bands to do Duty by Turns 
Day and Night, to ſecure the Peace of the Ciiy; and 
the City Gates to be ſhut every Night at 10 o'Clock, 
and not to be open'd till 6 in the Morning, and none

count that the Rebels were in Poſſeſſion of that City, 
and on the 20th another from General Cope, with Ad- 
vice that he was landed at Dunbar, and that the Rebels 
were but nine Miles from him. Upon which, as the 
Lord Lieutenant of the County was abſent, and had left 
no Orders. to raiſe the Militia, the Mayor ſummoned 
all the Inhabitants to appear at the Guildhall, and hav- 
ing explained to them his Intent in calling them toge-

or Monkchefter, from the Monks, who all fled when "twas de- 
n by the Danes; and afterwards Newcaftle, from a 
Caſtle built here by. Villiam the Congqueror's eldeſt Son Ro- 
bert, to defend the Country againſt the Scots, whoſe Kings 
had this 'Town in their Poſſeſſion before the Norman Con ack, 

and ſometimes reſided here. Soon after the Building of this 
Caſtle, ſeveral Monaſteries and Hoſpitals were built here, and 
indeed it was mightily enlarged, and enriched by a good 
Trade on the Coaſts of Germany, and by the Sale of its Coal 
to other Parts of England; for which, and for other Merchan- 


| dize, tis become the great Emporium of the North Parts of 


England, and a good Part of Scotland, and 1s the faireſt and 
largeſt Town of the North next to York. In the Reign of 
Edward T. a very rich Burgher being carried off Priſoner by 
the Scots, ranſom'd himſelf for a round Sum of Money, and 
began the firſt Fortifications of this Place, which the 'Townſ- 
men finiſhed and encompaſſed with ftout Walls, wherein are 
ſeven Gates, and a great many Turrets; but they would be 
of little Signification, in Caſe of a Siege, for want of Out- 
works. Tis a Borough at leaſt as antient as K. Richard II. 
who granted that a Sword ſhould be carried before the Mayor ; 
and K. Henry VI. made it a Town and County incorporate of 
itſelf, independent of Northumberland. "Tis at preſent go- 
vern'd by a Mayor, nineteen Aldermen, a Recorder, Sheriff, 
Town-clerk, a Clerk of the Chambers, two Coroners, eight 
Chamberlains, a Sword-bearer with a Cap of Maintenance, a 
Water-bailiff with a great Mace, and ſeven Serjeants at Mace. 
I have not Room to mention all that might be ſaid of the

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ther, he deſired all that- were willing to ſtand by the 
Town, to ſubſcribe their Names to a Paper; which 
upwards of 3000 did, and on the 20th were all under 
Arms, all the Town Gates were ordered to be ſhut, 
and built up with a Stone Wall about two Yards thick, 
except the Newgate, Standgate, and the Bridge. 
On the twenty ſecond, News being brought that the 
Army under Sir John Cape had been defeated, the 
Town was at firſt in a Hurry and Confuſion, and Or- 
ders were immediately iſſued for raiſing the Militia 
with the utmoſt Expedition : However, as they already 
had 3000 Men who had offered themſelves to ſtand by 
the Town, and four Companies of Soldiers, and ex- 
peed to be reinforced with 1500 Dutch Forces which 
were landed in Burlington Bay, and in full March for 
that Place, they did not doubt but to be able to make 
ſome Stand againſt the Rebels, ſhould they direct their 
March that Way. A Guard was ſet on the Gates that 
were not cloſed up, and all other Precautions taken to 
prevent a Surprize. _ 

About the 12th of September, the Garriſon of Ber- 
wick was, by Order of the Board of Ordnance, put in 
the beſt Poſture of Defence, and the Mayor only waited 
for Orders from Court for raiſing the Militia to join the 
King's Forces in Defence of the Town. Two hundred 
and fifty Stands of Arms were likewiſe brought from 
the Seat of the Earl of Marchmont, to be laid up in the 
Magazine, for fear of their falling into the Hands of the 
Rebels. 

On the 14th, an Order was brought to the Mayor 
of Berwick from his Majeſty, to act as Lord Lieute- 
nant, upon which Officers were appointed, and two 
Days after, upon Beat of Drum, 800 loyal Men ap- 
-peared upon the Parade, where they received Arms, 
Ammunition, &c. and formed themſelves into fifteen 
Companies; and expected to be joined by as many 
more from the Country, on the South Side of the Tweed, 
if there ſhould be Occaſion for them. The Garriſcn 
daily receiv'd Reinforcements ; ſo that by the latter End 
of the Month there were in the Town two Regiments of 
Dragoons, 
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Dragoons, one Regiment of Foot, 15 Dutch, two 
Companies of Scythe Men from the Country, and ſe- 


veral Hundreds of Sailors, beſides Voluntiers; and there- 
fore, in Caſe of an Attack, were in a Condition to 


make a ſtout Reſiſtance, A large Body of Regular 
Forces were likewiſe aſſembling in the Neighbourhood 
of Durham, compoſed. of thoſe that were marching 
from the South, and the Swi/s which were hourly ex- 
pected to land at Newcaſtle from Holland. 

The 23d and 24th, about 500 of the Dragoons un- 
der Sir John Cope arrived at Berwick ; and ſome of the 
Foot were likewiſe got to the ſame Place, and others 


went to Carliſle. La Roque's Regiment of Dutch Troops 


landed there on the 23d. 

The 25th, at Hull they began to be under ſome 
Apprehenſions about the Pretender, and had come to

Drum ; and thoſe that gave their Labour of whom 
were a great Number) wore a Cockade in their Hats

+ Kingſton upon Hull, as tis denominated in all authentick 
Writings, by reaſon of its Situation on that River, but com- 
monly call'd Hull, was at firſt, according to Mr. Camden, 
call'd Wit.

which he call'd Xingſton, and here made a Harbour and free 
Burgh, granting the Inhabitants divers Liberties. The Au- 
thor of the Addenda ſays, that the Walls and Town Ditch 
were made by Leave from K. Edward II. but that Richard II. 
gave them the preſent Harbour, In the 33d of Henry VIII. 
we find that a ſpecial Act of Parliament paſs'd concerning 
the Privileges of this Town, and that in the 37th it was by 
Parliament erected alſo into an Honour. By the ſame Autho. 
rity in the gth of K. Villiam, the Inhabitants were enabled 
to ere&t Work-houſes, and Houſes of Correction. The firft 
Trade that enrich'd this Town was in Meland Fiſh dried and 
harden'd, and call'd Stock fi, becauſe it was carried on by 
a Joint Stock. As ſoon as they began to grow. rich by this 
Trade, and the Favours procur'd for them from K. Richard Il. 
by Michael de la Pole, Earl of Suffolk, they fortified the 
Place with a Brick Wall and many Towers, on that Side 
where they are not defended by the River. The Hull falls hen 
into the Humber, juſt where the latter opens into the German 
Ocean; ſo that one Side of the Town lies open to the Sea, 
the ether upon Land, but ſo low, that by cutting the Sea- 
Banks, they can lay the Country under Water for five Miles 
round.

The County of York levied and paid 41 Companies 
f Foot, and the City Four; and the Inhabitants, even 
the Roman Catholicks, raiſed Money, by Subſcription, 


Aldermen, by the Advice of General Oglethorpe, ſtopp'd 
up the Poſterns, repair d the Walls, and made the 
Sluces ready for overflowing the Country; Pallifadoes 
were alſo preparing; ſo that the City was very ſoon 
put into a good Poſture of Defence. The Yorkfire 
Hunters, before mention'd, form'd themſelves into a 
Regiment of Light Horſe, all mounted on ſtout Fox- 
hunters, and to ſerve at their own Expence, under 
the Command of Maj. Gen. Oglethorpe. The Gentle- 


men compoſed the Rank, and were cloathed in 


Blue Regimentals, trimm'd with Scarlet, and Gold 
Buttons; Gold lac'd Hats, light Boats, hunting Stocks, 
and light Foreſt Breeches ; ſhort light Bullet Guns, 
lung; little light Piſtols, and good ſtrong uſeful 
Swords. The Second and Third Rank were of Ser- 


rants, in Blue with Braſs Buttons, but not leppell'd, 


Merchants belong to it, than to any Port in England, except

Soon after General Wade, in his Majeſty's Name, 
publiſhed a Declaration, aſſuring ſuch of the Rebels, as 
were ſeduced or forced into the Rebellion by their Su- 
periors, that if they would lay down their Arms on or 
before the 12th of November next, and become faithful 
Subjects, they ſhould find Clemency : But if notwith- 
ſanding this Declaration, they continued in their Re- 
bellion, they ſhould be proceeded againſt with Rigour. 

On November 6, the Marſhal order'd the Regiments, 
that had been quarter'd in Newcaftle ſince their Landing, 
to join and encamp with the other Forces. The Horſe 
and Dragoons continued at Durham. The Marſhal, 
upon Advice that the Rebels were marching South- 
wards, countermanded the March of the Army -under 
him to Berwick, which Route he intended to take for 
Scotland. 
We ſhould now proceed directly for Scotland, to 
obſerve the Motions of the Rebels in their March South- 
wards ; and I ſhall only ſtop the Reader ſo long as to 
give him an Extract of a Letter from a Gentleman at 
Carliſle,, ſhewing the Behaviour of the Rebels to their 
unfortunate Priſoners, and then proceed. The Contents 
of this Letter, dated Octeber 17, are as follow. 


B* ſome private Men of Gen. Cope's Army, who 
were taken Priſoners in the late Action on oy 
muir, but eſcaped, and came in here on Tueſday laſt, 
we hear that when they arrived at the Blair of Athol, 
where all the Priſoners, not wounded in the Engage- 
ment, were ſent, and ſaw the diſmal Places they were 
to be confined in, with an Allowance only of Three- 
half-pence a Day'to live on, out of about 200 of them 
120 inliſted with the Rebels, who gave them for Allow- 
ance a Halfpenny-worth of Bread, and a Chopin (which 
is our Wine Quart) full of Ale, with a Promiſe, that 
when they arriv'd at St. James's, they ſhould have five 
Guincas a Man, and to be new cloath'd from Head 
to 
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to Foot. Thoſe who did not enlift, had ſome itt 
Money ta ſubſiſt on; and of thoſe that did, 66 made 
their Eſcape, and got into Stirling Caſtle, and in their 
March back to Edinburgh, all, except 21 eſcaped like. 
wiſe, We have about 36 of Gen. Cope's Foot here, 8 
of whom are wounded chiefly in the Head, with the 
broad Swords, They are all under very good Care, 
and are ſupplied with Neceſſaries and Apparel as they 
arrive, Several Gentlemen alſo came in here on Tue: 
day, who left Edinburgh on Friday, and they gave out, 
that from all Circumſtances they are able to learn, 
notwithſtanding their Gaſconading in the Caledonian 
Hercury, &c. the Number of the Rebels does not ex- 
ceed 6000 ; and all Accounts agree, that one fourth 
Part of them is made up of Boys and old Men, no 
way fit to ſtand an Engagement. 

We left the Rebels, Nov. 1, at Dalkeith, ſending for- 
ward their advanc'd Parties upon the Road leading to 
Peebles, Moffat, Carliſle, &c. The better to diſguiſe 
their Motions, Billets for Quarters were ſent to Mil- 
burgh, Fiſheraw, Inveraſz, Preſton-Pans, Tranent, Had- 
dington, and other Villages upon the Eaſt Road to Ber- 
wick, whilſt conſiderable Numbers were to march by 
Night to the \Weſtward. They had with them above 
150 Carts and Waggons full of Baggage, beſides great 
Numbers ofzBaggage Horſes ; they gave out, that their 
Intention was to proceed to England, to flip by the 
Troops under Marſhal Jade, and to get into Lanca-

The next Account we had of them, was, that on the

They behave very civilly every 
where, and pay for every thing ; they call themſelves 
10,000 ſtrong, and are very confident nothing can with- 
ſtand them. The Letter adds, an Expreſs is arrived at 
Carliſle from General Vaude, aſſuring them, that if they 
can hold out till Vene ſday, he will come to their Aſſiſt- 
ance, which I hope they may, as the Rebels have nei- 
ther Battering Cannon nor Balls ; alſo that their Horſes 
with their Artillery are quite tired, that they are afraid 
of General Wade, and will move forward very ſoon ;

The following Account of the Taking of Carliſſe, gi- 
ven by an Eye-witneſs, ſeems the exacteſt yet publiſh- 
ed of that unlucky Affair. 


O * Saturday the gth, Afternoon, about three o 
Clock, a Body of the Rebels appeared at Stanwis 
Bank, within a Quarter of a Mile of Carliſle; and; it 
being the Market-Day there, they mixed with the Coun 
try People returning home, ſo that it was not poſſible 
for the Garriſon to fire upon them for ſome Time, 
without Riſque of injuring their Neighbours along with 
their Enemies: But in leſs than Half an Hour the Coun- 
try People diſpers'd themſelves, and then the Garriſon of 
the Caſtle fir'd a Ten-gun Battery upon them, which, 
*tis believ'd, kill'd ſeveral ; then, Night coming on, 
they retreated to a greater Diſtance from the City, and 
the Garriſon ſtood all the Night under Arms. At Two 
in the Morning a thick Fog came on, which remained 
till Twelve that Day, when it clear'd up for about 
an Hour, and then the Garriſon diſcover'd the Rebels 
approaching to attack the City in three ſeveral Parties, 
biz. one at Stantoix Bank, commanded by the Duke of 
Perth; a ſecond at Shading-gate Lane, commanded by 
the Marquis of Tullibardine, who alſo had the Artillery; 
and the third in Blackwell- Fields, where the Pretender

Upon diſcovering theſe three Parties approaching ſo 
near to the City, the Garriſon fired upon them, v1z. 
the Four-gun Battery upon the Marquiſs of Tullibardine, 
who was heard to fav, Gentlemen, we have not Metal for 
them, Retreat ; which they immediately did, and diſap- 
pear'd. The Turret-guns and the Citadel-guns were 
fired upon the Pretender's Diviſion, where the white 
Flag was diſplay'd, Which was ſeen to fall; __ the 
ame 
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fame Time the Ten- gun Battery was fired upon the D. 
of Perth's Diviſion, who alſo retir' d. Then the thick 
Fog ſtruck in again, and all the Inhabitants of the City 
expected nathing but that a general Aſſault would be 
made by the Rebels, againſt which the Walls were well 
lin'd with Men ; and Sir Fohn Pennington, Dr. Waugh, 
Chancellor, Humphrey Senhouſe, Foſeph Daire Dalſton, 
of Acron-bank, Eſqrs. with ſeveral other Gentlemen of 
Note, ſtood all Night under Arms, to encourage and 
aſſiſt them. The Militia was alſo drawn up at the Foot 
of Caſtle-ſtreet, to be ready in Caſe of a forcible Attack, 
to relieve and reinforce the Men upon the Walls. On 
Monday Morning the Fog ſtill continuing thick, the 
Garriſon could not obſerve the Situation of the Rebels, 
but heard their Pipers playing not far from the Engliſb 
Gate. About Ten o' Clock a Man was let down from 
the City Walls, to reconnoitre the Enemy, and he found 
they were retiring towards J/arwick-Bridge. Afternoon 
other Spies were alſo detach'd, to obſerve their Motions, 
and diſcover'd a great Number remain'd about ar- 
wick Bridge; but the Pretender, with his Guard and At- 
tendants, were advanc'd to Brampton, where they lodg'd 
themſelves that Night; and on Tueſday they lay idle from 
all Action, except Feats of Rapine and Plunder; for 
they ſpent the Day in hunting and deſtroying the Sheep 
of Lond Carliſſe's Tenants, and bearing off the Country 
People's Geeſe and other Poultry. They alſo ſeiz'd up- 
on all the Horſes they could lay Hands on, without any 

Queſtion relating to Value or Property ; notwithſtand- 

ing they declare the Deſign of their Expedition is to re- 
dreſs Grievances, and correct Abuſes. Tueſday Night 

the Rebels ſlept quietly with full Bellies. On Ledneſ- 

day Morning about Ten o' Clock they diſplay'd the 

white Flag at //arwick Bridge-end, to which they were 

about three Hours in repairing. About One o' Clock 

the young Pretender, attended by Lord George Murray, 
the Duke of Perth, and ſeveral others, beſides thoſe cal- 

led his Guards, came to them; upon which they form'd 
themſelves, and began to march again to Carliſe, in the 
following Order: Firſt, two (nam'd Huſſars) in H ien, 
| | and 
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land Dreſſes, and high rough red Caps, like Pioneers! 
next, about half a Dozen of the chief Leaders followed 
dy a Kettle-Drum; then the Pretender's Son at the 
ead of about 110 Horſe, called his Guards, two and 
two a- breaſt; after theſe a confus'd Multitude of all 
forts of mean People, to the Number (as was ſuppoſed) 
of about 6000. In this Order they advanc'd to the 
Height of Warwick-Meoor ; where they halted about 
half an Hour, and took an attentive View of the City: 
From thence the Foot took the Lead, and ſo march'd 
to Carliſle about Three in the Afternoon; when they 
began a freſh Aſſault, and the City renew'd their Fire. 
— On Thurſday it was diſcover'd, that the Rebels had 
thrown up a Trench, which intimidated the Town, 
and in a Conſultation it was reſolved to capitulate, a 
Deputation was ſent to the Pretender at Brampton, and 
the Town and Caſtle deliver'd up on Friday Morning. 


By this Account we ſee what was done without the 
Walls, at this Siege; as to the Behaviour of the Beſieged 
in Defence of the Place, the following Relation has been 
given of it in a Letter from a Gentleman at Kendal, 
dated Nov. 18. 


OST of our Militia are got home from Carliſi, 

who generally complain'd of very ill Treatment 

in that Place; and though perhaps ſome of them may 
exaggerate Matters through Refentment, yet by all Ac- 
counts, the Conduct of that City fell much ſhort of what 
was expected from a Place of ſo much Strength and re- 
puted Loyalty. An Officer in the faid Militia, who 
is a Man of Fortune and good Credit, declares, that 
Carliſle merits no greater Honour by its Surrender to the 
Rebels than Edinburgh did. The Garriſon wholly con- 
ſiſted of the Cumberland and Meſimoreland Militia, toge- 
ther with a few Voluntiers, and two imperfect Compa- 
nies of Invalids. There were beſides ſome independent 
Companies of the Town, who would not aſſiſt the ſaid 
Garriſon with more than two or three Men out of a 
Company; ſo that laſt Week they were obliged to be

continually upon Duty, and the Week before one half 
reliev*d the other alternately. "The Militia were alſo 
put to ſeveral other great Hardſhips ; many of the Inha- 
bitants making them pay an exorbitant Price for Provi- 
ſions; and they could not, for any Money, procure a 
ſufficient Quantity of Straw to lie upon on the Walls. 
Capt. Wilſon (Son of Daniel Wilſon, Eſq; Member of 
Parliament for //e/tmoreland) paid 11. 10s. for the Uſe of 
a Cobler's Stall under the Walls. Upon the firſt Ap- 
proach of the Rebels, the Garriſon gave out that them- 
ſelves were 3000 ſtrong ; upon which the Rebels durft 
not attempt the City immediately, but went forward to- 
wards Brampton; from whence they returned on the 13th. 
The Garriſon kept continually firing upon them, *till 
they were obliged, on the 14th, by the Manager in the 
Town, to defiſt, and come off from the Walls, and 
continued ſo all that Night; during which Time it 
was ſuppoſed the Terms of Capitulation were ſetled, 
Next Morning they obſerved that the Rebels had en- 
trench*d themſelves before the Town; upon which the 
Garriſon renew'd their Fire with great Spirit and Bra- 
very, but ſoon received Orders again to deſiſt, for the 
Capitulation was agreed upon. The Duke of Perth, 
with his Diviſion, were the firſt of the Rebels that en- 
ter'd Carliſſe, the Pretender being then fix Miles from 
the City. They made the Garriſon ſwear never to ap- 
pear in Arms any more againſt them; and Perth ſhaking 
the Men by the Hands, told them they were brave Fel- 
lows, and offered them great Sums to enliſt with him. . 
The Rebels have taken above 200 good Horſes, and all 
the Arms from the Militia, beſide 1000 Stand lodged in 
the Caſtle. They alſo found a rich Booty in the Caſtle; 
the People of the Country round about having brought 
thither, for Safety; the moſt valuable of their Ef- 
fects. One of their Chiefs was kill'd by the firſt Fire 
from the Walls on the roth. The Town capitulated 
on the 14th, in the Evening; and on the 15th, at ten 
O'Clock in the Morning, it was given up. About one 
in the Afternoon the Rebels enter'd the City, and the 
next Morning the Caſtle was ſurrender'd to them. Se-

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veral of the Militia endeavour'd to eſcape, without be- 
ing obliged to take the Oath, as alſo did ſome of Cape, 
Men, who had deſerted from the Rebels, one of which

On Friday laſt the Town of Carli ſie ſurrender'd, an 
ſhortly after the Caſtle, the Militia, and Officers, and 
Governour were allowed to come out and go to their 
reſpective Homes, upon Parole of Honour not to bear 
Arms any more againſt the Pretender; this Indulgenc: 

was given them upon Condition of their delivering uy 
all their Arms and Horſes, which they accordingly did, 
can at preſent give you no Account of the Rebel, 
but that they ftill continue at Carliſe. I think to ty 
a few Days longer here, and ſhall continue to give you 
as good Account as poſſible. I am, c. 

P. S. The Militia at Carliſſe behaved exceeding gil 
lantly, until the Town's People capitulated without 
acquainting them. Friends, you may depend upon 
the Veracity of Marſhal Fade's March, as I was an 
Eye-Witneſs to it. 


Having attended the Rebels during their fruitleſs A.. 
tempts upon the Caſtle of Edinburgh, and waited c 
them in their Journey from thence to Carliſſe, and feet 
them in Poſſeſſion of that City with very little Trouble 
or Oppoſition ; let us once more take a Step back to 
Scotland, and fee what their rebellious Brethren, whom 
they left behind, are doing there, and in what Man- 
ner they were dealt with by the Friends of the Govern: 
ment, 

The Particulars of which ſhould, in Point of Time, 
have been related before ; but having bent my Atten- 
tion wholly to the Motions and Exploits of the main 
Body of the Rebels, I have followed the Thread of thei!

The Earl of Loudon was very active in the North, 
raiſing the well affected Clans, and taking ſuch Mes 
ſures as he judg'd neceſſary to bring a great Force upon 


the Back of the Rebels, and intercept their Return 4 
| e 
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the Highlands in caſe they ſhould be drove out of Eng- 
land. This very much diſconcerted them, as it hinder'd 
their receiving the Reinforcements they expected, and 
put them under many other Difficulties not to be eaſily 
ſurmounted. His Lordſhip came to Inverneſs, Oct. 1 1th, 
and took upon him the Command of the Troops in 
thoſe Parts, and of twenty new Independent Companies 
raiſing there, under the Direction of the Lord Preſi- 


dent of the Seſſion. He wes likewiſe there joined b 


the Sutherland People, the Monroes, and ſeveral other 
of the Clans; ſo that now he ſaw himſelf at the Head of 
a pretty good Army. 

A Body of 200 Highlanders attack'd the Houſe of 
Duncan ; uy Eſa; Lord Preſident of the Seffion, at 
Culladen; but with his own Servants, and the Aſſiſtance 
of bis Tenants, he drove them off. 

Lord Loudon, with a Party of Highlanders, ſtormed 
the Caſtle of Athol, and freed all our private Men that 
were Priſoners there. The Rebels, on hearing this, 
ſent for all the Officers that were Priſoners in the Ca- 
{tle of Drummond, back to Edinburgh. | 

The Rebels ſent out ſmall Parties into the Paſſes on 
the Road to Inverneſs, who ſearched all Paſſengers ; 
and had forty Men at Perth, to guard the Officers 
who were Priſcners there. Several Cheſts of Arms 
were ſent from Edinburgh Nortkward, to be diſtribu- 
ted to the Recruits that were got on the South Side 
of the Forth. On the 31ſt of Odlober, about 400 of 
their Men came to the Camp at Dalkeith from Al- 
lowa, and brought with them fix Pieces of Braſs Can- 
non, much of the ſame Size with thoſe they had taken 
at Preſton-Pans.

H not your Meſſenger arrived juſt when he did, 

we had diſpatch'd ours to you from Penrith; for 

we ſhould be ſorry to do any thing that would have the 

leaſt Appearance of Neglect, in managing this Correſ- 
pondence. 

All our Accounts agree, that Lord Loudon has had ſuch 
Succeſs in raiſing the loyal Highland Clans, that he is 
now 4000 ftrong, and has been, or will ſhortly be, 
Joined by 3000 of Admiral Bing's Marines:—Upon the 
Advice of this, and the Approach of his Majeſty's 
Forces, the Rebels were put into ſo much Confuſion, 
that they called no leſs than three Councils laſt Zedneſ- 
day, and it was ſaid, they would march as Yeſterday ; 
but which Way they intended was not known. A gene- 
ral Diſcontent is among them, and with much Difficulty 
it is, that they are kept from falling to Pieces amongſt 
then:ſelves: Their Number is ſo far from encreaſing, 
that it is every Day ſenſibly leflen'd ; but thoſe who leave 
them do much Miſchief by plundering. 

We begin to have {till leſs Apprehenſion of their ever 
reaching us, or any other Part of England :—Mr. Back- 
houſe (Mayor of Carliſſe), ſays, that they were informed 
Veſterday Evening, that they were much likelier to dif- 
perſe than march any Road : We hope, we ſhall have

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Poſſibility of Security upon their Refuſal: But the Ap- 
proach of his Majeſty's Forces has put them into high 
Spirits, and a loyal Spirit manifeſts itſelf in a remarkable 
Manner.—Our former Accounts are now unqueſtionabl 
well confirmed, that a confiderable Body of the —_ 
affected Clans are actually under Arms, commanded by 
Lord Loudon ; by which Means the Rebels will be pre- 
vented from Retreating ; which (according to this Night's 
Accounts), they are anxiouſly endeavouring to ſecure : 
All our Informations (and ſeveral of them are of un- 
doubted Authority), agree, that they are in the utmoſt 
Confuſion ; and that even the Heads themſelves are at 
Variance. We are aſſured, (whatever might be reported 
before), that they have had no Reinforcements, but on 
the contrary, daily Deſertion, Perplexity, and Confuſion.

Fin Dumfries we have Advices, That Fourteen 


hundred of th Rebels, bringing Arms and Ammu- 
nition from Montroſe, were ſ urpriſed by a Party of Seven 
hundred Men, belonging to Lord Loudon, under the 
Command of Licutenant-Colonel 7ohn Campbell, who 
obliged the Highlanders to ſurrender, and take Oath ne- 
ver to ſerve againſt his M ajeſty King George ; and there- 
upon diſmiſſed them, and they returned to the High- 
lands: The ſame Letter ſays, That an Expreſs going to 
the Caſtle of Edinburgh, was intercepted by the Rebels, 
and that the Chev alier, upon reading the Contents, was 
ſtruck with great Concern; that ſoon after, another 
Expreſs got ſafe into the Caſtle, upon which they made 
a treble Diſcharge of their Guns.

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Me are likewiſe informed, That Lord Kenmure and 
Nithſide were returned from the Rebels, to their Seats 


near Dumfries; but for what Reaſon it was not known: 


Some conjecture it was to collect the Rents of their 
Tenants, which they had refuſed in their Abſence ; 
others imagine, they have quite deſerted the Chevalier. 
— They are divided amongſt themſelves, ſome being for 
coming South, ſome for returning into the North, ſome 
for going into Ireland: All thoſe who were taken Pri. 
ſoners in the late Engagement (the common Soldiers at 
leaft), who are able to travel, having every one of them 
a Paſs from the Pretender, are diſmiſſed. 

Our Meſſenger goes out early in the Morning for Car- 
lifle, and if he returns with any remarkable Intelligence, 
we will diſpatch one to meet yours. 


About the 1ﬆ of November, General Blakeney with the 
Garriſon of H irling Caſtle, made a Sally, and demoliſhed 
the two Forts which the Rebels had erected at Alloua, 
croſs the Firth; during which the Rebels had Two killed, 
and 16 taken Priſoners ; one of whom it was believed, 
was the Dutcheſs of Perth. | 


The Town of Stirling raiſed 400 Men, and put 


them under the Command of General B/akeney, who 
arm'd and diſciplin'd them for Service. 

A Letter of the ſame Date from a Gentleman at Perth, 
had the following Particulars: — Notwithſtanding the 
Report of the Diſaffection of our Townſmen, the follow- 
ing Inſtance will convince you of the contrary. Laſt 
Wedneſday, being his Majeſty's Birth-Day, 100 Maltmen 
and ſome of the Trades-Lads, poſſeſſed themſelves of the 
Church and Steeple, and began about Mid-day to ring 
the Bells, which gave fo great Offence to Mr. Oliphant 
of Gaſh, appointed Governor of the Town under the Pre- 
tender's Son, that he ſent immediately to order them to 
deſiſt; their Anſwer was, That they would continue 
Ringing till Ten at Night; and in the Evening were 
Bonkres in the Streets, and moſt of the Windows la. 

5 minated, 
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minated, and thoſe that were not, were broke. About 


Nine at Night, our worthy Governor, by the Advice of 


the Jacobites (aſſembled in the Council-Houſe, in order 
to defend about 400 Stands of Arms, and Ammunition, 
which were left by the French Convoy), ſent Fifteen 
armed Men to diſperſe the Mob, as they called them, 
who fired, and wounded ſome of the 'Townſmen: Upon 
which, thoſe in the Steeple rung the Fire-bell, and their 
Friends beat to Arms; the People attack'd, and ſoon 
diſarm'd their Invaders, and belabour'd them moſt hear- 
tily. About — they began to fire upon the Re- 
bels in the Council-Houſe, who returned the Fire; ſe- 
veral of the Town's People were wounded, an Jriſb 
French Officer was killed, and many wounded in the 
Council-Houſe. The next Day they ſent for, and re- 
ceived a Reinforcement of 60 of Lord Nairn's Tenants, 
in order to defend, and keep Poſſeſſion of the Council- 
Houſe ; upon which, ſeveral of the Town Lads fled to 
Stirling. — There were Rejoicings alſo, in almoſt every 
Town and Village in Scotland. 

In a Letter from the Provoſt of Perth, to his Friend 
at Berwick, dated November 8, it is adviſed, That 500 
Rebels, of the Fraſers, Mackintoſhes, and Macdonalds, 
were come to Perth, all armed with Guns, Piſtols, Bay- 
onets, and Swords, and were the greateſt Devils out of 
Hell ; that they robbed and plundered the Country in the 
Day-time, without the leaſt Spark of Humanity; and 
all Night kept Guard in the Houſes of thoſe that were 
well- affected to the preſent Government, whom they 
uſed with the utmoſt Barbarity; that 2 Kinloch 
was made Sheriff, and Paſſo Comitatus of the Shire of 
Angus, and preſſed all the Men he could to take up 
Arms; that Lewis Gordon, Brother to the Duke, was 
bringing up all the Brae of Mar Men he could get ; and 
that there were ſeveral Officers in Blair of Athol raiſing 
Men, and were ſending out Parties to intercept any De- 
ſerters that ſhould come from their Army that was going 
to E noland.. : 

November 1ſt, Major-General Campbell arrived at In-

A Proclamation was read the ſame Day at the High- 
Croſs at Edinburgh, inviting all able-bodied Men to enter 
into his Majeſty's Service, with Aſſurance of being diſ- 

charged, as ſoon as the Rebellion ſhould be extinguiſhed, 
The Officers of Exciſe were alſo ordered to repair 
immediately to their Diviſions, and do their Duty as 
formerly. | 
November 13. The Lord Juſtice Clerk, the Lords 
Adinto, Fl. hies, and Drummore, arrived at Edinburgh, 
from B-:rwick, whither they had retired upon the Rebels 
poſſeſſing themſelves of that City: They were attended 
by a numerous Retinue of Gentlemen on Horſeback, 
and alighted in the Parliament Cloſe, amidſt the Accla- 
mations of the People, and were ſaluted from the Caſtle 
with a Round of their Cannon. They immediately re- 
paired to the Parliament-Houſe, where the Lord Juſtice

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Country, and as far as lies in our Power, to revive the 
Civil Government; and to ſhew to his Majeſty and 
the World, how little Acceſſion the South Part of 
Scotland has had to the recent Calamities it has felt, and 
which the Government ſtill feels in the moſt ſenſible 
Manner. 

© But as military Force is neceſſary for protecting this 
City and Country, fo long as the open Rebellion ſub- 
* fiſts, we have the Pleaſure to acquaint you, that Field- 
* Marſhal ade loſt no Time in ordering a Body of 
* Troops to march to this City. 
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As in coming to this Place we have been honoured 
« with the Company of the High Sheriffs, and of you, 
« Gentlemen, we look upon it as-a Mark of your Zeal 
for the ſpeedy and effectual Re-eſtabliſhment of his 
« Majeſty's Government, in which, if the preſent Trou- 
© bles do not ſoon ſubſide, your Help, Gentlemen, may 
© be of great Service; for indeed, while the Rebels keep 
© the Field, we muſt, both in City and Country, conſi- 
« der ourſelves as in a State of War, notwithſtanding the 
« preſent Glimpſe we have of ſome Peace and Quiet; fo 
© that it is ſtill neceſſary, that Proviſions be made for 
preventing any future Diſturbances from the Rebels or 
their Aﬀociates. 

May we therefore preſume to recommend it to the 
« Heritors of every Pariſh, to make up Liſts of all the 
© able-bodied Men in their reſpective Bounds, proper to 
© be truſted with Arms, in which, great Aſſiſtance may 
© be got from the Reverend Miniſters of the eſtabliſhed 
© Church, who, (as they always do) have, on this Oc- 
© caſion, given Teſtimony of their Zeal for his Majeſty's 
© Government. And we recommend it to the Sheriffs 
© now preſent, to give notice to the Heritors that are 
© abſent, and we recommend to them to deliver theſe 
© Liſts to their reſpective Sheriffs, to be by them tranſ- 
© mitted to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as his Majeſty ſhall 
© appoint for that Purpoſe. The ſooner that theſe Liſts 
© be made up and tranſmitted, ſo much ſecurer the pre- 
© ſent Tranquillity will be. 

As I have in my Eye a great many of the Inhabi- 
© tants of this antient City, I cannot omit condoling 
with them on their late Situation, and their preſent 
* Want of a regular Government ; I hope his Majeſty, 
© in his great Goodneſs, will in due Time, take their Caſe 
* under his Royal Conſideration ; and that he will ſoon 
© be convinced of the Loyalty and Zeal of, by far, the 
© greateſt Number of the Inhabitants of this City; for 
* arming ſuch, if found neceſſary and expedient, proper 
Orders are given by Field-Marſhal Fade: Mean time, 
* what Aſſiſtance my Brethren or I can give, for preſer- 
* ving the Peace of this Place, ſhall not be wanting.

The next Day Lieutenant-General Handaſyde arrived 

there, with Price's and Ligenier's Regiments of Foot, 
and Hamilton's and Ligonier's Regiments of Dragoons. 
About the ſame time, Donald Macdonald, of Kinlach- 
Moydart, Eſquire, was carried Priſoner to the Caſtle. 
He was ſeiz d by the Country People at Leſmahogoe, on 
his March to join the Highland Army. There was : 
Letter found in his Pocket, from Mr. Murray, the Pre- 
tender's Secretary, telling him, That in caſe he did not 
ſucceed with Sir Alexander Macdonald and Mr. Mac lead, 
he muſt be ſure to give it out in the Country as he paſs'd 
along, that Sir Alexander Macdonald and Mr. Mac lau 
were upon their March to join the Pretender, with 2000 
Men well arm'd; otherwiſe they could not keep the 
Army together, ſeveral of the Chiefs having declar'd, 
That if theſe two Clans did not join them, they would 
march back again. 
At the ſame time, Spalding, of Whitefield, Eſq; 
was ſent Priſoner to the Caſtle. He had a Commiſſion 
from the young Chevalier, and aCted as an Officer in the 
Battalion of Athol Men; but was returning with Dil 
patches from the North. 

About this time Lord Lewis Gordon arrived at Aber. 
deen, accompanied by about 30 Gentlemen on horſeback, 
It was reported, that he had raiſed above 1000 Men for 
the Pretender, in Badenach and Strathbogie ; and that 
Mr. Moir, of Stoniwed, had likewiſe a conſiderable 
Party in this Shire. 

Letters from Inderneſs of the 14th adviſed, That Lord 
Loudon, having with him a conſiderable Force, conlift- 
ing of Part of his own Regiment, and ſeveral of the 
Monro's, Lord Sutherland's, Mr. Grant's, and Lord 
Roſs's People, and 400 of the Macleods, from the Iſee 
of Skey, having received the Arms and Money brought 
by his Majeſty's Sloop Saltaſh, was preparing to ſet out 

to 
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to quell the Commotions in that Neighbourhood, to ſup- 
ply the Garriſons with ſuch Neceſſaries as they might 
have Occaſion for, and to prevent Lord Lewis Gordon, 
who was lately come from the North, from giving any 
further Diſturbance. Beſides the Gentlemen before- 
named, the Lord F. wy and Sir Alexander Macdonald, 


ſhewed the greateſt Ze 
Government. 

Every thing at Edinburgh was now perfectly quiet, 
the Banks were opened, Trade was carried on in its 
uſual Courſe, and every Precaution taken to put that 
Metropolis into a good State of Defence: The Inhabi- 
tants, who, before the Rebels came there, had ſubſcrib'd 
Sums of Money for raiſing and maintaining 1000 Men, 
for the Support of his Majeſty's Government, and had 
obtain'd his Royal Approbation, now put the ſame in 
Execution, under the Direction of the commanding 
Officer in Scotland. 

Upon the Application of Provoſt Cocktran, and the 
Magiſtrates of Glaſgow, to the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, 
for 1000 Arms, they were immediately ſent thither ; 
and the Earl of Hume, with two Troops of Dragoons, 
went thither alſo, in order to diſcipline and exerciſe the 
Men whom the City had raiſed, and were then in Rea- 
dineſs. 

The Deputy-Lieutenants in Argyleſbire, at the ſame 
time, were very aſſiduous in raiſing Men for the Service 
of the Government, purſuant to his Majeſty's Orders.

Having taken this View of the State of Affairs in 
Scotland, let us now return to Carliſle, of which we left 
the Chevalier and his Army in quiet Poſſeſſion, having 
firſt permitted the Garriſon to go to their reſpective 
Homes. i 

The Rebels, during their Stay in Carliſe, committed 
the moſt ſhocking deteſtable Villanies; for, not con- 
tented with robbing Families of their moſt valuable Ef- 
fects, they ſcrupled not to act their brutal Inſolence on 
the Perſons of ſome young Ladies, even in the Preſence 
of their Parents. A Gentleman, in a Letter to his 
Friend in London, writes thus; That after being in 4

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manner ſtripped of every Thing, he had the Miſery' to ſee 
Three 1 s Daughters treated in ſuch a . R/T 
could not relate it. 

Carliſle was ſurrender'd to the Rebels November the 
15th, they continued there till the 18th, when they ſent 
one of their Quarter-maſters to + Penrith, to demand 
Billets for two Squadrons, making 250 Horſe, to be 
there the ſame Night; and for 8000 Men, who were to 
come the next Day. The Horſe came in that Evening, 
but did not exceed half the Number that were billetted 
for ; and the next Day, and the Day following, the 
whole Army enter'd the Town; and as they came in 
one Day, they ſet out again the next, on the Lancaſhire

+ Penrith, vulgo Perith, from the Brit; Word, ſignifying 
a Red Hill or Head; the Ground hereabouts, and the Stone of 
which it is built, being both reddiſh. It ſtands on a Hill call'd 
Perith Feil, not far from the Conflux of the Eimot and Loder, 
(at which is the round Trench, call'd King Artbur's Table), 
and vas fortified on the Weſt with a Royal Caſtle, now in 
Ruins. It has a large Market-place, with a Town- houſe of 
Wood, for its Convenience, which is beaut:fy*'d with Bears 
climbing up a ragged Staff, the Device of the Earl of Yarawick. 
It velong's formerly to the Biſhops of Durham ; but when 
Anthony Beck, one of the Biſhops, grew wealthy and haughty, 
King Edward I. took it from him. Filliam Strickland, Bi- 
ſhop of Carliſie, drew a Water-courſe hither from Peat-r:1}, or 
the little River Peter, which falls from the Peat Moſles in the 
Fells, about Gray/tock, and is therefore ſo called. In Penrith 
Church. ya.d are two large pyramidical Pillars, of about four 
Yards in Height, and five Diſtance from one another, which 
were ſet up in Memory of a famous old Warrior buried here, 
Dix. Sir Exven Cæſarius of great Strength, who killed wild 
Bears in the Foreſt of Engleausod, and was of ſuch Stature, 
that his Grave, they ſay, reach'd from one Pillar to the other; 
and that the Figures of Bears, which ate in Stone, erected two 
on each Side of his Grave, are in Remembrance of his great 
Exploits on theſe Animals. On the Out fide of .the Veltry, in 
the Wall, is a Writing, to ſhew that there was a Piague in 
1598, of which died 2266 at Penrith, 2500 at Kendal, 2200 
at Richmond, and 1196 at Carliſe; which is the more remark- 
able, becauſe no Hiſtorians meation ſuch a general Diſtemper 
in the Kingdom at that Time. | 
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Road, accompanied by their Chiefs, Lord George Mur- 
ray, Lord Elcho, Lord Nairn, Glenbucket, the Duke of 
Perth, and the young Pretender, When they quitted 
Carliſle, they left only about 100 of their Men to keep 
Garriſon. b 4-4 

About 120 of their Horſe came to + Kendal the 21/7 
and gave Orders for preparing Quarters for 2000 Foot, 
to be there the next Evening, under the Command of 
Lord George Murray, who came accordingly, and the 
Pretender lay there that Night, 

They talk'd of great Numbers that were coming to 


join them from Scotland. Their whole Train of Artil- 


lery conſiſted of 16 Field-pieces; they had 20 Baggage- 
waggons, very flenderly guarded, ſome of them being 
drawn by three, and others by two Horſes. 

'On the 234, Nine Men of the Rebels came to Burton, 
and demanded Quarters for 100 Horſe and 700 Foot.

t Kendal, called alſo Kirkby Candele, i. e. A Church inthe 
Valley upon the River Can, over which it has two Bridges of 
Stone, and one of Wood, and a Harbour for Boats. Dr. Gale 
thinks it to be the Browenaca of Antoninus, and allows that it 
was the Station of the Romans, called Concangi; but both theſe 
Points are diſputed. *Tis much ſuperior to Appleby in Trade, 
Buildings, and the Number and Wealth of the Inhabitants, and 
indeed, is the largeſt Town in the County of Veſtmorland. It 
has two good Streets, which croſs each other, and is enriched 
by the Iaduſtry of the Townſmen, and the Woolen Manu- 
facture, with which they have drove a Trade throughout Exg- 
land ever fince the Reign of Edward III, as early as Richard 
II. and Henry IV. ſpecial Laws were enacted on purpoſe for 
regulating Kendal Cloths. Queen Elizabeth erected it into a 
Corporation, by the Name of Aldermen and Burgeſſes; and 
King Fames I. incorporated it with a Mayor, Recorder, Town 
Clerk, Twelve Aldermen, Twenty ſour Burgeſſes, and Two 
Attornies, of whom the Mayor, Recorder, and two Senior 
Aidermen, are always Juſtices of the Peace. It is of Note 
allo, for the Manufacture of Cottons, Druggets, Serges, Hats, 
Worſted and Yarn Stockings, &c. There are Seven tradipg 
Companies belonging to the Town, vis Mercers, Sheermen, 


Cordwainers, T'anners, Glovers, Taylors, and Pewterers, who 
have each their Hall. | | 
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On the 24th, the Van of the Rebel Army, confiſting 
of the Numbers above, arrived at || Lancaſter ; and they 
were no ſooner there,. but the commanding Officer de- 
manded the Publick Money. bd, 270 c 
The 25th about 2000 of the Rebels were in their 
March from Gar/tang to Pre/ton ; and a Party of them 
went thro' the Town towards Warrington, but came

On the 29th a Party of Rebel Horſe from Carliſte, 
came to Penrith, demanded Quarters for 3000 Men, 
whom they reported to be upon the Road, and gave

|| Zancafter, the Shire Town, ſo called from the River Lon, 
on the Side of which it ſtands, near its Mcuth, gives Name 
ro the whole County, and by the Inhabitants is pronounced 
Lonocafter. "Vis the antient Longovicum mentioned in the Ii. 
nerary, where the Lieutenant of Britain kept a Company in 
Garriſon, call'd the Longovici, There are ſometimes found 
the Coins of Roman Emperors, eſpecially where the Benedictine 
Friars had once a Cloylter, which they ſay, was the Area of 
an ant eit City that in the Year 1322 was burnt to the Ground 
by the Scots. After this they began to build nearer the River, 
by a green Hill, upon which ſtands a fair ſtrong Caſtle, and on 
the very Top of it a large handſome Church. At the Bottom 
of it there's a very fine Bridge over the Lon, and on the ſteep- 
ett Part of it there hangs a Piece of a very antient Roman 
Wall, now call'd Mery-avall; and in digging a Cellar, ſeveral 
Cups have been found, uſed in Sacrifices. King Jobn con- 
firmed to the Burgeſſes all the Liberties he had graated to thoſe 
of Briſlol; and Eaward III. granted to the Mayor and Bai- 
liſts, that Pleas and Seſſions ſhould be held here, and no where 
elſe in the County, Camden ſays, that in his Time it was not 
very populous, and that the Conveniency of its Situation in a 
free open Tract fit for Cultivation, determined the Inhabitants 
to Agriculture more than Commerce, which might be the Caſe 
ther; but 'tis ſince much improved in the latter; for *tis at 
preſent a populous, thriving Corporation, with a tolerable 
Harbour, aud a Cuſtom-houſe. Veſſels of 70 Tons go from 
hence to America, with Hard-ware and Woollen ManufaQures; 
but the Country hereabouts is ſo thinly peopled by reaſon ot its 
Bartcnavis, that it cannot take off the Sugars imported. 
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ſhould be had in Readineſs for thetti. ' Thereupon the 
People of the Town ſent Scouts to Parrith Fell to diſ- 
cover the Rebels; but no more appearing, the Fire Bell 
was rung, which alarmed and bfought together great 
Numbers from all Parts, and the Horſe marched o 
the Bridge, and from thence to Lowther-Hall, of which 
they took Poſſeſſion. The Country People immediate 
purſued them, ſurrounded the Houſe, fired into it upoi 
them, Kfled one, waunded ſeveral, and made ten Pri- 
ſoners, with all their Horſes. Eight of the Rebels made 
their Eſcape over the Water. On our Side only one 
Man was wounded, who had the Misfortune to be ſhot

The Army under Marſhal Wade arriv'd at Newcaſtle ; 
and in a Council of War it was refolv'd to march the

Advices continually arriving of the 1* Progreſs 
which the Rebels made in the North of England, his 
Majeſty, by Advice of bis Council, order'd another 
Army to be form'd to be ſent into Lancaſhire, and was 
pleaſed to appoint the Duke of Cumberland to command 
the ſame, and to add thereto two Battalions of the 
Foot-guards, which were ordered immediately to ſet for- 
we to join the other Forces aſſembling on the northern

On the 26th, his Royal Highneſs ſet out from St. 
Tames's to command the Army that was to go againſt 
the Rebels in Lancaſhire. 8 

The Duke of Richmond, and the Earl of Sandwich, 
ſet out for the Army to take upon them their reſpective 
Commands; and the Duke of Bedford ſet out at the 
ſame Time to review his Regiment. Lieut. Generals 
Ligonier and Auftruther ſet out for the Army. 

On the 22d his Majefty's Ship the Sheerne/s brought 
into Deal a French Privateer, called the Soleil, having 
on board a great Quantity of Arms, c. Among the 
Priſoners were the Earl of Derwentwater, with one 
and twenty Colonels, Captains, and other Officers, 
Scots and Jriſb, and bo others, beſides the Ship's Crew. 
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Among the Priſoners was a young Gentleman, whs 
went by the Name of Sai, and own'd by the Lord 


Derwentwater for his Son, but ſuppos'd, from ſeveral 
Circumſtances, to be the Pretender's ſecond Son. The 
Officers were afterwards brought up and lodg'd in the 
Tower. By the Accounts that ſome among them 
ave, they failed from Dunkirk, and were bound for 
Feet land, with two more Tranſports in Company, but 
were ſeparated by bad Weather; that the Prize came 
on the Coaſt of Scotland, but being chaſed by a Man 
of War put to Sea, and was taken by the Sheerneſ; 
ſome Days after. Among them there were ſome En- 
gliſb, who were taken Priſoners the laſt Campaign in 
Flanders, and were afterwards inveigled into the French 
Service. There were alſo ſome Peſerters from the 
Scots Regiments in the Dutch Service, and ſeveral Scots 
and Iriſb Men, and alſo ſome French. 
About this Time arrived at Graveſend between 30 


and 40 Tranſports, having on board 2500 of the Britiſb 


Cavalry, that were laſt recall'd from Flanders. 

The 26th a third Battalion of Foot-guards, and the 
Regiment of Dragoons commanded by Lord Cobham, 
were order'd to march to Lancaſhire, to join the Ar- 
my gens Bo under the Command of his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke. 

His Majeſty, out' of his Royal Bounty, from his 
Privy Purſe, order'd two Pair of Shoes to be given to 
every Soldier then marching with his Royal Highnek 
and Marſhal Vaude. 

A Train of Artillery was order'd to be got ready 
with all Expedition, to be employ'd wherever there 
might be immediate Occaſion, conſiſting of the follow- 
ing Particulars, v72.

the 28th. At his Coming Joy and Satisfaction appear'd 


in every Countenance; which was a good Omen of 
his future Succeſs in driving the Rebels out of that 
Country. The Troops under his Command, which 
were * there, were canton'd from Tamworth to 
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* Litchfield is a pretty large, neat Town, which (joined 
with Coventry) is a Biſhoprick. It ſtands low, near three 
Miles from the Trent, and is divided into two Parts, by a lit- 
tle Rivulet, over which are two Cauſeys with Sluices. The 
Biſhop's See was erected, as tis ſaid, in 606, by O/awy, King 
of Northumberland. "Tis ſaid to have been once Archiepiſco- 
pal, with Juriſdiftion over the Kingdom of the Mercians and 
Eaſt Angles. © That Part of the City which ſtands on the South 
Side of the Rivulet is called the City, and the other the Cloſe. 
It was incorporated by Edward VI. under the Name of Bailifts 
and Burgeſſes, and is a Town and County governed by two 
Bailiffs, twenty-four Burgeſſes, out of whom is choſe a Re- 
corder, who upon Occaſion is Judge, with a Sheriff, a Steward, 
and other Officers. The South Part of it, which is much the 
greateſt, has a Gaol for Felons and Debtors apprehended 
within its Liberties, a Free- ſchool, and a pretty large, well 
endowed Hoſpital dedicated to St. John, for Relief of the Poor. 
The County of the City is ten or twelve Miles in Compaſs 
round, which every Vear on Sept. 8. the Sheriff rides, and 
feaſts the Corporation and neighbouring Gentry. The Cloſe 
is ſo called, becauſe 'tis incloſed with a Wall, and a good 
deep dry Trench on all Sides, except towards the City, where 
'tis defended by a great Lake or Marſh form'd by the above- 
mention'd Brook. The Cathedral, which ſtands in this Cloſe, 
was begun in 1148; it ſuffered very much during the Civil 


Wars, but was ſo reſtored after the Reſtoration of K. Charles II. 


that *tis now a noble and admirable Structure, and perhaps 
one of the faireſt and beſt repaired in England. — This City 
had once a Caſtle, long ſince deſtroyed, and has given Title 
of Earl to ſeveral Families, but now to the noble Deſcendant 
of Edward Henry Lee, who was ſo created in 1674, by King 
Charles IT. Some think this the principal City next Cheſter, 
of all the North-weſt Part of England; but 'tis a long ſtrag- 
gling Place, tho' it has ſeveral handſome Houſes in it; and 
as it is a Thoroughfare to the North-weſt Counties, has ſeveral 
very good Inns, The Ale is incomparable here, as it is in- 
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Stafford, with the Cavalry in Front at + Newcaftl: 
under Line; and Marſhal Jad: was at the ſame Time 
advanc'd to Perſ/bridge. 3 | 

Such was the Zeal of the Country People at this Junc- 
ture for the publick Service, that the two Battalions of 
Foot-guards, which were ſent into 8 were aſ- 
"Afted in their March with Horſes, the Town of Bir. 
-mingham, in particular, furniſhing them with 200 at 
their own Expence, for that Purpofe. 

Having thus conducted the Duke to Litchfield, and 
put him at the Head of his Army, let us ſee what waz 
doing in other Places at the latter End of this Month, 
before we proceed to the Account of the Rebels, their

Henry I. and is governed by a Mayor, two Juſtices, two Bat- 
lifts, and 8 capital Burgeſſes. The three firſt Fair 
are great Fairs for all Sorts of Cattle, and the fourth for Wool. 
The Streets are broad and well paved, but moſt of the Build- 
ings low and thatched, The cloathing Trade flouriſhes here, 
and the Town is ſurrounded with Coal-pits. — The Corpora- 
tion has a Court veſted with the Privilege of holding Pleas for 
Action under 401. The Caſtle, here built in the Reign of 
Henry III. had the Epithet New given to it, according to Mr. 
Camden, to diſtinguiſh it from an older Caſtle, which formerly 


ſtood not far from it at Chefterton under Lime. It had four 
Churches formerly, which are reduced to one, the Town hav- 
ing ſuffered much in the Barons Wars. In the Neighbour 


hood are frequent Horſe-races. The Town ſtands on a Branch 
che Trent.

At Liverpool, being apprehenſive of a Viſit from the 
Rebels, 


Þ Lewerpool, Litherpocl, or Lirpool, is not a very antient 
Town, but is very neat and populous, and the moſt flouriſh- 
ing Sea-port Town in theſe Parts, pretending to rival, if not 
to excel, the City of Briſtol, the ſecond Port in Exgland; its 
Cuſtoms being increaſed eight or ten Fold within theſe forty 
Years paſt : And the Place is ſaid to be above three Times as 
large as it was in the Beginning of the late K. James's Reign, 
yet abundance of new Houſes are building every Day. The 
Inhabitants are univerſally Merchants, and notwithſtanding 
their out of- the · way Situation, drive an incredible Trade, with 
great Succeſs, and very large Stocks, to all the northern Parts 
of the World, as to Hamburgh, Norway, and the Baltick ; 
to the Britiſb Colonies in America; to Guinea and freland; and 
alſo to France, Spain, Portugal, and Italy: So that there is 
no Trade but that of Turkey, Greenland, and the Eaſt Indies, 
m which they are not concerned. . As it imports almoſt all 
Kinds of foreign Goods, it has conſequently a large Inland 
Trade, and ſhares that to Ireland and Wales, with Briftol, as 
follows: As Briſtol trades chiefly to the South and Weſt Parts 
of Ireland from Dublin in the Eaſt, to Galloway Weſt ; this 
Town hath all the Trade of the Eaſt and North Shores from 
Dublin to Londonderry; as Briftol has the Trade of South 
Wales, this has great Part of that of North Ialcs; as Briſtol 
has the South Welt Counties in England, and ſome North of it 
as high as Bridgenorth, if not to Shrewſbury, Lewverpool has all 
the North Counties, beſides what Goods it ſends to Cheſgire 
and Sta ffordſpire, by the new Navigation of the Rivers Mer/ce, 
the Weaver, and the Dane, even ſo near to the Trent, that its 
Goods are carried by Land to Burton. Many more Particu- 
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Rebels, the Magiſtrates purſuant to the Advice of Mar- 
ſhal ade, remov'd all their Powder out of their Maga- 


zine, on board ſome Ships in the Harbour; as did many 


of the Merchants and Traders their beſt Effects, to pre- 


vent their falling into the Hands of thoſe Brutes the 
Highlanders. Affairs there were in a bad Situation, all 
Manner of Trade being entirely at a Stand ; however, to 
comfort and encourage them, the Duke ſent them the

At“ Chefter the Inhabitants were in as bad a Plight, 
moſt of their Shops being ſhut ; but by the Arrival of 
two Regiments of Foot, and one of Horſe, they reco- 
ver'd from their Fright, Sixty Pieces of Cannon were 


ſoon 
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Chbeſter, or, as *tis commonly called -Cheſter, from 
its weſtern Situation, to diſtinguiſh it from many other Cheſters 
in the Kingdom, is a large, fine, well-built City, and full of 
wealthy Inhabitants, who, by its Neighbourho2d to the Severn, 
and to Ireland, drive a conſiderable Trade, fo that the 8 
keepers here have a very good Buſineſs, as may be ſeen by 
the great Fairs held here every Vear, to which abundance of 
Tradeſmen and Merchants reſort from all Parts, particularly 
from Briſſol and Dublin. — Many Fables are told of its Anti- 
quity ; but tis ſuppoſed the Romans founded it, and quarter'd 
the 20th Legion Vidtriæ here, as appears by Inſcriptions on ſe- 
veral Altars dug up in and about it. — That it was eminent in 
the Romans Days, is unqueſtionable alſo from the numerous 
Spoils of their Grandeur found here, as Vaults, vaſt Founda- 


tions, Coins, Altars, Pavements of Chequer-work, and the like, 


Ranulph, a Monk of Cheſter. wrote thus of it in his Polychro- 
nicon. * There are Ways here under-ground wonderfully 
* arched with Stone-work, vaulted Dining-rooms, huge Stones 
© engraven with the Names of the Antients, and ſometimes 
Coins dug up with the Inſcriptions of Julius Cæſar, and 
other famous Men.“ Roger Cheſter, in his Polycraticon, lays, 
That when he beheld the Foundation of vaſt Buildings up 
and down the Streets, it ſeemed rather the Effect of Roman 
Strength, and the Work of Giants, than of Britiſb Induitry.” 
— We do not meet with any City in Britain that ſo long main- 
tained the Roman Splendor as this; for we find the Romans 
| : contui- 
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ſoon mounted on the Walls of the Town; the Gates 
were kept conſtantly ſhut, and no Perſon ſuffered to go 
in or out, without being ſtrictly examin'd. The Works 
of the Caſtle were put into ſo good a Condition, that 
the Inhabitants were no longer under any Pain about the 
Rebels. In digging about the Walls there were found 
14 Bullets, each of 40 Pounds Weight, ſuppoſed to 
have lain there from the Time that Caſtle was beſieged 


by Oliver Cromwell, who, tho' he had 20,000 Men un- 
der 
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continued here to the very laſt; and that long after the Saxons 
were Maſters of the other Parts of England, the Roman Britons 
preſerved their Liberty here, and were under their own Maſters, 
the Britons aſſuming the Government every where, when the 
Roman Soldiers quitted the Iſland. In Wales ſeveral petty 
Princes ſet up for Sovereigns, and Cheſter was the chief Seat 
of the Britiſb Sovereignty. This City. and the 9 
Country became ſubject to the Saxons about 150 Years after 
Hengiſt and Horſa firſt landed in England; but the Britons re- 
covered it again, and kept Poſſeſſion of it, till King Egbert, 
the firſt Saxon Monarch, took it from them about the Year 
826, and about 60 Years after, it was taken by the Danes. 
The Saxons and Britons hating thoſe Robbers alike, aſſembled 
in great Numbers, and beſieged the Danes ſo cloſely, that after 
they had been forced to eat Horſe-fleſh, they ſurrendered the 
City, which in the Time of K. Edward the elder was enlarged; 

and the Caſtle, which before was without Walls, was now en- 
compaſſed with them. K. Edgar being here in the 137% Year 

of his Reign, required the Attendance of all the Kings and 

Princes of the Iſland of Britain to pay him Homage. Ac. 

cordingly, the Kings of Scotland, Cumberland, and Man, and 

five petty Kings of Wales, having taken an Oath of Fidelity 

to him, he went with them the next Day on board a Barge in 

the River Dee, and cauſed all thoſe Princes to row him up and 

down the River, where they laboured at the Oar like fo many 

Bargemen, while himſelf ſat in Triumph fteering the Helm, 

and was rowed to and from St. John's Church, his Palace:

* Ormſkirk is a handſome Town, with a good inland Trade, 
but is of moſt Note for being the Burial-place of the Stanlrys, 
Earls of Derby, whoſe Seat at Latbam, a neighbouring Village, 
was maintain'd by the Counteſs Charlotte, againſt TWO Years 
Siege by the Parliament's Forces, who were then forc'd to 
leave it; but came again and took and demoliſh'd it. Here's 
a bituminous Eirth, from which Oil of Amber is extracted, 
that preſerves raw Fleſh, and ſerves the Country People inttead 
of Candles ; and in the adjacent Country there is a mineral 
Spring call'd Maualin Mell, handſomely wall'd in and cover'd, 
the Waters of which have perform'd notable Cures. Tis im- 
pregnated with Sulphur, Vitriol, Oker, and a marine Salt uci- 
ted with a bitte purging Salt.

. modities. This Place, for its Situation on a clean, delightful 
Eminence, handſome Streets, and Variety of Company that 
board nere, is reckon'd one of the prettielt Retirements in 

England. Tis a very gay Town, the Reſidence of the Off- 
cers belonging to the Cuancery of the County Palatine, and is 
call'd Proud Preſton, tha“ not near ſo rich as Liver pool or Man- 
cheſter. Tis remarkable for the Defeat of Duke Hamilton 
near it, in 1648, when he came to reſcue King Charles I. 

from his Impriſonment; and alſo for the Defeat of the Engli 
Rebels, who took Arms againſt King George I. on November 

12, 1715. The Tow was incorporated by King Henry II. and 
had Privileges and large Immunities granted and confirmed by 
ſeveral of his Succefſors.

* Mancheſter ſtands near the Conflux of the V with the 
Irwell, not above three Miles from the Merſey, and is ſo much 
improv'd in this and the laſt Century above its Neighbours, 
that, tho* *tis not a Corporation, nor ſends Members to Par 
liament, yet, as an inland Town, it has perhaps the beſt Trade 
of any in theſe North Parts, and ſurpaſſes all the Towns here- 
abouts in Buildings and Numbers of Peop'e, and its ſpacious 
Market-place and College. It had formerly the Privilege of 
Sanctuary. which, by Act of Parliament, in the Reign of 
Hen:y VIII. was transferred to Chefler. The Fuſtian Manu- 
factutes, call'd Manchefler Cottons, for which it has been fa- 
mous for almoſt 150 Years, has been very much improved of

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The following Journal, of the Proceedings of the Re- 
bels, from their firſt coming to Mancheſter, to the laſt 
Time they left it, being, as I have good Grounds to 
believe, the moſt exact and authentick Account of their 
Progreſs, during that Time, I ſhall give it in the Words 
of the Fournal:ft, thus: 

Nov. 28. About Three in the Afternoon, a Serjeant, 
a Drummer, and a Woman, belonging to the Rebels, 
came here, and in about half an Hour beat up for Vo- 
lunteers, offering five Guineas a Man. They gave out 
that the Van-guard was but two Miles off. A few young 
Fellows who had got their Plaid Waiſtcoats ready at the 
Bull's-Head, immediately put them on, with white, 
Cockades in their Hats, and joined them. About Nine 
the Van-guard came in, conſiſting of about 100 on 
Horſeback. In leſs than an Hour after they came in, 
they ſent ſix Highlanders to apprehend Mr. Berry, who. 
keeps the Mancheſter Long- Room; a Room conſtantly. 
ſupplied with the beſt and earlieſt Intelligence, both Fo- 
reign and Domeſtick. Ever fince the Commencement 
of the Rebellion, having ſettled a Correſpondence all 
over the North, he was continually receiving Expreſles, 
and daily gave the firſt and moſt exact Account of Fra 
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The Three moſt remarkable Foundations here, are a College, 
Hoſpital, and Publick School. — This Town gave the Title firſt 
of Earl, as it does now of Duke, to a Branch of the noble 
Family of Montagu. As the Town lies on a ſtony Hil), it has 
roble Quarries. —As the Hague in Holland is deſervedly called 
the molt magnificent Village in Europe, Mancheſter with equal 
Propriety, may be ſtiled the greateſt mere Village in England; 
for *tis not ſo much as a Town, ſtrictly ſpeaking, the higheſt 
Magiſtrate being a Conſtable, or Headborough ; yet 'tis more 
populous than York, Norwich, or moſt Cities in England, and 
as big as two or three of the leſſer ones put together. For the 
People here, including thoſe in the Suburbs, on the other Side 
of the River, are reckon'd at no leſs than 50,000 ; which is 
ten times the Number of People that Preflon has; and *ris ſaid 
to return more Money in one Month, than that does in fifteen. 
belle is not only a ſpacious Market · place, but a modern Ex- 
change. 
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the Motions of the Rebels, till they came to, and even 
after they had left Manchefter, This Aſſiduity of Mr, 
Berry fo enraged the Rebels, that they gave out, they 
would certainly hang him if ever they ſhould lay Hands 
on him; and accordingly ſearch'd his Houſe, which, being 
appriz d of their Deſign, he quitted about a Quarter of 
an Hour before, and went off to the Duke's Army then 
at Stone, Not finding him, they cauſed his Shop (a Toy- 
oP) to be open'd, and took Two large Drums, all 
the Gun-flaſks and Gun-flints he had, and what other 
Goods they pleafed ; but deferred paying for them, till 
they could ſee the Owner of them, who only (they ſaid) 
could give them a proper Receipt. 

The 29th, About Ten this Morning another ſmall 
Party of Horſe came in. The beſt Houſes were exa- 
min'd, and one fixed on for the Pretender's Son's Quar- 
ters. About One the main Body arrived, with the Pre- 
tender's Son, who marched on Foot, in a Highland Dreſs, 
furrounded by a Body of Highlanders, and was proclaim'd 
about Three o'Clock. They continued coming in till 
about Five. The whole amounting, according to the 
beft Accounts, to betwixt Six and Seven Thouſand, in- 
cluding old Men and Boys, which were thought to make 
about a Third of their Number. They billetted them- 
ſelves, and uſed other Arts to prevent their Number from 
being known. Many private Houſes had above 20, but 
ſome, both publick and private, had none. The Ma- 
jority of them made a very ſhabby Appearance. What 
Horſcs they had, were chiefly ſuch as they had ſtole as 
they came along. Very few of them were capable of 
any Service in an Engagement. Many of them had 
Halters inftead of Bridles ; no Saddles ; ſome had Pads 
ſtuffed with Sttaw, and Ropes for Stirrups. They had 
I6 Pieces of Artillery, moſt of them very ſmall, The 
Bellman went round the Town to order the Inn-keepers, 
Ac. forthwith to bring their laſt Acquittances, and all 
ſuch as had any Duty to pay, or had any Caſh 9 
to the Government in their Hands, to bring it, on Pain 
of Military Execution. The Bellman went round the 
Toven again, to order the Houſes to be 3 
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which was done, and Bonfires made. The Bells alſo 
were rung. No doubt many of the ignorant Scots ſwal- 
low'd this forc'd Meat for a Diſh of 1 

The 3oth the Pretender in the Forenoon, rode G 
moſt of the Streets in the Town, attended by his Guar 
and a few of his principal Officers. Then he had the 
Mortification to be convinced, that, in general, Man- 
cheſter had been miſrepreſented ; that they were not in- 
ſenſible of the Difference betwixt Liberty and Slavery, 
and of the many Bleſſings they had enjoy d, and that for 
a long Time, under the auſpicious Reigns of his preſent 
Majeſty, and his Father of immortal Memory. The 
People of Manchefter, almoſt univerſally, ſhewed 
their Countenances, (and the Pretender ſhew'd it by his 
that he read their Temper of Mind there) that they dif- 
approv'd of and abhorr'd him, and his barbarous, rapa- 
cious, laviſh Crew, their baſe Deſigns, and their Abet- 
tors. Many of his Officers indeed declar'd, to Gentle- 
men where they were quarter'd, they expected the whole 
Town would join them ; but, to its Honour be it ſaid, 
there appear'd no Marks of Joy or Approbation, tho” 
the Pretender fail'd not to call for ſuch by his Looks. 
Indeed it was with much Difficulty, that their own Party 
could raiſe even a faint Shout. Prayers were read, by 
Order, at the Old Church this Afternoon, and inſtead of 
his Majeſty King George, &c. the King, the Prince of 
Wales, and all the Royal Family were pray d for. The 
Pretender's Son did not attend the Service: A plain 
Proof of his being a Papiſt; a Papiſt that made it a 
Point of Conſcience not to attend the. Religious Wor- 
ſhip of Proteſtants ; one of the worſt Sort of Papiſts ; an 
honeſt one; that is, a zealous, a perſecuting Bigot. 
Moſt Perſons entertain'd the Rebels, eſpecially thoſe who 
call'd themſelves Officers, of which there were great 
Numbers, in a very handſome Manner, and few private 
Houſes took any Payment. Moſt of the common Men 
lay upon Straw. Many of them were very louſy, and 
in many Houſes they made naſty Work; ſome ſh—t—xg 

out of Windows where they lodged, and others ia the 
Streets. Some of the Officers bep—=ft and be—t their 
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Beds. Others when they were ſhew'd to a Houſe of Of. 
fice, inſtead of ſitting on the Seat, got upon it with 
their Feet. In general they behaved civilly, excepting 
to thoſe they imagined had either Horſes or Arms ; and 
ſeveral of the Lon Volunteers, who knew almoſt every 
one's Circumſtances, came to ſuch with drawn Swords, 
threatning to fire their Houſes if they did not diſcover 
where they were. Some were forc'd to ſend 10 or 1 
Miles for their Horſes. They alſo demanded the ſeveral 
Sums of Money ſubſcribed for the Service of his Majeſty, 
upon Pain of Military Execution, and threaten'd to fire 
the Houſes of ſuch Subſcribers as were not in Town, if 
the Money was not procur'd by their Friends, and it is 
ſuppoſed they got near a Thouſand Pounds. As the Re- 
bels had not attempted to collect Subſcription Money 
before they came here, it is believed the Mancheſter Vo- 
lunteers were the Authors of that Scheme. Several Par- 
ties went to Gentlemens Houſes in the adjacent Country, 
from whom they took Horſes and Arms. * A ſmall Party 
went to St9c#psrt, gave out that a large Body was com- 
ing thither, and that they had inliſted great Numbers at 
Mancheſter, to which Place they returned after ſtaying 
about half an Hour, * 

December 1. The Main Body march'd this Morning 
early from Mancheſter. Many of them croſs'd the River 
Mer fey at Cheadle Ford, others near Stetford, where the 
Bridge had been pulled down, which they compell'd the 
Country People to aſſiſt in repairing, by laying Poplar- 
Trees acrois and Planks upon them. The Horſe and 
Artillery paſs'd at Cheadle Ford. A Party of Horſe ar- 
rived at Altringbam, by break of Day, beſpoke Quar- 
ters for a Body of Foot, which came there about Ten, 
and then ſet out for Macrleifielul. About Eleven o' Clock 
100 Horſe came into Macclesfield, and order'd Quarteis 
for 5000 Men, who came there with the Artillery and 
the Pretender's Son, about 'F'wo o' Clock, and lay there 
that Night. The Van-guard went late that Night to 
Broken-Croſs, where they were quarter'd. All that Eve- 
ning they were very buſy ſcaling their Pieces, firing 
them, and putting them in Order. They had given o 
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they would call at Knotsford, but I prevented by 
4 Report that 2000 of the King's Troops were there. 
A Proof their Intelligence was not always good. In their 
Way to Macclesfield, they call'd at Col. Lee's at Adling- 
ton, where they demanded ſuch a particular Number of 
Muskets, Piſtols; &c. and fix French Horns, and men- 
tioned the particular Room they were in. 

The 2d another Party of the Rebels came into * Mac- 
clesfiell. About 2000 Horſe and Foot came into Congle- 
ton in the Afternoon, and gave out that the Pretender 
and the main body would be there that Evening.

1 Derby, the County Town, has its Name from having been 

a Park, or Shelter for Deer, which is partly cor firm'd by the 

Arms of the Town, viz. a Bock couchant in a Park, I; ſtands 
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for 9000 Men, and ſoon after about 30 of the Van-guard, 
who ſat on Horſeback two or three Hours, during which 
the. Bells rang and Bonfires were made. About Three, 
Lord Elebo, with the Life-guards and many of the Chiefs 
came in, and ſoon after the main Body. The Pretender 
was proclaim'd. The Pretender's Son arrived when it 
was near dark, on Foot, and was conducted to Lord 
Exeter's Houſe, where Guards were plac'd round the 
Houſe. Common, ordinary, publick and private Houſes 
had 40 and 50 Men each, and ſome Gentlemen near a 
Hundred. BE 
The 5th, the Rebels ran from Shop to Shop, to buy at 
their own Price, or ſteal Gloves, Buckles, Powder-flaſks, 
Sc. as they had done at Mancheſter, and ſeveral Places; 
if they lik*d a Perſon's Shoes, they took them off his Feet, 
and grew more and more infolent. Prayers were read in 
the great Church by one of their Prieſts. The Cryer 
ave Notice to all Perſons to pay the Exciſe that was due, 
and demanded the Subſcription Money, which many Gen- 
tlemen paid. It 1s ſuppoſed the whole of what they got 
amounted to about 25001. They committed all Kinds 
of Outrages, and ſtole Linen Stockings, and almoſt any 
Thing they laid their Hands on. They beat up for Vo- 


lunteers, 
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on the Weſt Side of the River Derwert, and the South Side of 
it is water'd by a Rivulet, call'd Mertin brook, which has nine 
Bridges over it before it falls into the Derwent. It has a fair 
Stone Bridge of Five Arches over the latter, on which there 
formerly ſtood a Chapel dedicated to St. Mary, now converted 
into a Dwelling-houſe. When this Town was firſt built, there 
is no certain Account; but from ſome old Churches, and cer- 
tain Privileges which it enjoys, *tis ſuppoſed to be antient ; for 
we read that it was a Royal Borough in the Reign of Eduard 
the Confefſor, exempted from paying Toll in London, or any 
Place, except Wincheſter, and ſome few other Towns.

The 6th, About Seven this Morning, when moſt Peg. 
ple imagin'd they would have gone fot Loughborough to- 
wards. London, the Van-guard having ſecur'd the Paſs at 
Swark/ton Bridge, they march'd for Afbbourn. Their 
Chiefs ſeemed much confus'd. Their pretended Prince, 
mounted on a black Horſe, ſaid to-be the brave Colonel 
Gardiner's, left Derby about Nine o'Clock with the main 
Body. The Huſſars plunder'd moſt of the Gentlemen's 
Houſes in the Neighbourhood, for Arms and Horſes, of 
which they got a great Number. They alſo took moſt 
of the Farmer's Horſes, and forc'd ſeveral of them to go 
with their Artillery, Two or Three ſtaid here till near 
Saturday Noon, and carry'd off two Horſes. The main 
Body of the Rebels arriv'd at Ahbourn this Night, where 
they committed much greater Outrages than they had 
done before. There were about 300 at the Talbot, and 
at a very moderate Calculation, the Landlord was about 
34 J. out of Pocket, and did not receive 10/. Between 
Aſhbourn and Derby Two of them were taken by a Far- 
mer and his Servant, and ſent to the Duke of Cumber- 
land. They fhot two Men here, one of whom died on 
the Spot. I. 

The 7th, the Rebels marched from Aſhbourn this Morn- 
ing, and arrived at Leek this Night. 

The 8th, the main Body of the Rebels were this Eve- 
ning at Macclesfield, and a Party of the Mancheſter Re- 
cruits went through Altringbam, where they ftaid ſome 
time, and attempted to go through Stratford, but Cres- 
forth Bridge being again deſtroy'd they were forc'd to 
returnt o Stockpori, where ſa conſ derable Body lay that 
Night. On Saturday Night four of the Mancheſter Re- 
bels came to Stockport, and having given the Watch the 
Slip, who fired at them, and ſhot one of their Horſes, 
they got over the Ford. The Rebels were very much 


enraged when they came to Sacſport on this 3 
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threatened to burn the Town, and did cut ſeveral Per- 
ſons with their Swords. They ſeized upon Mr. Z#lcork 
an Attorney, Mr. Oſborne, Nr. Robinſon a Grocer, Mr. 
Bower a Mercer, one Lee, and the Conſtable, whom 
they took with them to Manchefter, where by proper 
Application they. were all diſcharged, except the Conſta- 
ble, about whoſe Neck they put a Halter when at Stock- 


port, and threatened to hang him; both he and many 


others thought they would have been as. good as their 
Word. The four Rebels above-mentioned came to Man- 
chefler that Night, and one of them, - ſuppos'd to be 
Thomas Siddal the Barber, narrowly eſcaped being ſeiz'd 
at the Upper-end of Market-ftreet Lane, He was forc'd 
to gallop down the Street, and through the Acker*s-Gater, 

and in the Square he quit his Mare. p 
The gth, about 40 of the Rebels came here about 
Noon, and ſeveral Stones were thrown at them by the 
Mob, as they came through Hanging-Ditch. They 
threatened to fire, but did not, and ſat on Horſeback, 
ſome with Piſtols, others with Guns in their Hands, all 
ready cock'd, till the main Body came in. The Bell. 
man had been about the T own the Day before, to order 
all Perſons to provide Pickaxes, &c. to ſpoil the Roads, 
and again to arm themſelves with ſuch Weapons as they 
could get, and there were, it is believ'd, of the Country 
and Townsfolks about 10,000 ſoon collected, who ſeem'd 
very hearty to have a Bruſh, but the Bellman went about 
the Town to order them to diſperſe. Captain Hilton of 
Mancheſter, went with a Party of 4 or 500 to Cheadle. 
Ford, and it is ſaid, occaſioned a Party of the Rebels to 
turn back and go through Stec port. The Rebels billet- 
ted themſelves moſt at their old Quarters. "They behav'd 
worſe than they did before. About 7 o'Clock the Con- 
ſtables ſent for ſeveral of the principal Inhabitants to meet 
them at the Old Coffee-houſe, and there ſhewed them a 
Warrant from the Pretender, to raiſe from the Town 
foes againſt the next Day by 4 o'Clock, on Pain of 
ilitary Execution. It was thought impoſſible to do this 
conſidering the Sums they had extorted from the Town 
before, which it was ſuppoſed, amounted to near 30004. 
- | | 'The 
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The 10th, a conſiderable Number of the Inhabitants 
met this Morning, ſome of whom waited on the Preten- 
der, to acquaint him with the Impoſſibility of raiſing the 
Money, and to endeavour to have the Payment excuſed, 
Upon this he mitigated it to 2 500. and ſent a Warrant 
for that Sum to be levied at Manchefter and Salford by 
One o'Clock ; and while Methods were contriving how 
to procure it, three or four of the Rebels ſeiz'd Mr, 
James Bayley, Senior, took him to Secretary Murray at 
the Pretender's Lodgings, and told him he muſt be a 
Priſoner till it was paid, and if it was not paid, he muſt 
go with them. Mr. Bayley endeavoured to excuſe him- 
ſelf, by ſaying he was betwixt 70 and 80 Years old, and 
to his Remembrance had not lain a Night out of his own 
Bed, nor been 10 Miles from Home for about two Years, 
nor could he bear to travel. He was told, if he could 
not ride they would endeavour to get him a Wheel-Car- 
riage. Mr. Bayley ſaid, his Confinement was an Obſtru- 
ction to the railing the Money, and if he was at Liberty 
he might borrow ſome. The Secretary, after leaving 
hem awhile, returned with this Anſwer, That the Prince, 
in Conſideration of his Age, if he would give his Wort 
and Honour to bring him 25001. in two Hours, or ſur- 
render himſelf a Priſoner, conſented he ſhould have his 
Liberty fo long. This Mr. Bayley agreed to, and came 
to the Coffee-houſe, where a great Number of the Inha- 
bitants were; and it being propos'd that Mr. Bayley and 
Mr. John Dickenſon ſhould give promiſſory Notes, pay- 
able in Three Months, to ſuch as would lend any Mo- 
ney, it was agreed to, and the Money being thereby 
procured, was paid the Rebels about two o'Clock. The 
main Body of the Rebels marched this Morning for Vi- 
gan, and the Remainder this Afternoon. They could 
not hide their Dejection, tho? they drank plentifully of 
Spirituous Liquors, nor {till forbear expreſſing their Diſ- 
appointment at AZanche/ter, and ſeveral, who when here 
before, believed the Illuminations to be voluntary, ſaid, 
They thought the Devil had been amongſt the People, 
they were fo altered. There were not above thirty 
People joined them at AZanche/ter, five of which ak

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Non-jurors, ſome Papiſts, and four or five. Iriſhmen. 
Moſt of them were Perſons of deſperate Fortune.

We left the Duke the 28th juſt arrived at Zitchfield, 
from London. He made no long Stay, but proceeded with 
what Forces he found there, and lay the 3oth at the Earl 
of Cholmondeley's Seat in Cheſhire, upon the Borders of 
Lancaſhire, Here his Royal Highneſs diſpoſed his Army 
in ſuch a Manner as he judg'd moſt proper to ſtop the 
Progreſs of the Rebels farther Southward. 

December 1. His Royal Highneſs was at Stafford, 
where he received Advices from his moſt advanced Poſt, 
which was at Newca/tle, that a large Party of the Rebels 
were at * Congleton, within Nine Miles of that Place, 
and that their whole Army were to be there the ſame 
Night, with all their Artillery and Baggage. He had 
before order'd the Cavalry at that Poſt to be alert, and 
the two Battalions of Infantry to retire to Stone, which 
is. fix Miles on this Side of Newca/tle, in caſe of the 
Enemy's Approach. The Duke march'd himſelf the 
2d from Stafford, with Three Battalions of Guards to 
the ſame Place, where the Army, conſiſting of Eleven 
old Battalions of Foot, and Six Regiments of Horſe and 
Dragoons were to be form'd the next Morning, in order 
to face the Rebels if they were diſpoſed to fight. But as 
they ſhewed no Inclination to come to Action, his Royal 
_ Highneſs return'd with his Army to Stafford, on the 70

Army as ſoon as poſſible to Northampton, in order to in- 
tercept them in their March towards the South. 

The 5th his Royal Highneſs with his Army, arrived 
at Litchfield, where having receiv'd Advice, that the 
Rebels, had taken Poſſeſſion of Swank/ton-Bridge (tho', 
in Truth, they did not come within a Mile of it) before 
the Orders which his Highneſs had ſent to break it down, 
could be put in Execution, it was reſolved to encam 
the 6th on Meriden Common, between Coleſhill and 
Coventry, and the next Day near Northampton, by which 
Means the Army would again be before the Rebels. It 
was obſerved, that the Men, who had been prodigi- 
ouſly harrafs'd with continual Marches and Counter- 
Marches, bore the Fatigue with great Cheerfulneſs, and 
ſeem'd to have no other Wiſhes, than to come to an 
Engagement with the Rebels; At Coventry the Army 
received their Flannel Waiſtcoats which had been, ſent 
them from London. 

It being ſuſpected that the Rebels had a Deſign to 
get into ales, his Royal Highneſs diſpatch'd a Meſ- 
ſenger to the Mayor of Shr ewſbury to apprize him there- 
of, and to adviſe the Inhabitants to ſecure their beſt Ef- 
fects, to prevent their falling into their Hands, in caſe 
they "ſhould make that Way for Wales; which the In- 
habitants accordingly did, but were ſoon eas'd of their 
Fears, being informed, that the Rebels intended for 
Mancheſter in their Way to Scotland. 

The 8th, at Meriden, his Royal Highneſs put him- 
ſelf at the Head of all the Horſe and Dragoons, and 
3000 Foot all on Horſeback, and 1000 Voluntiers, to 
endeavour to ſtop the Rebels, but ſoon heard, that they 
were retiring Northward with great Precipitation, Sir 
John Ligonier march'd at the ſame Time, with a Bri- 
gade of Guards to Litchfield. 

On the gth his Royal * with all the Cavalry, 


and 
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and a Body of Foot mounted, were at Litchfield, pre- 
paring to continue their March in Purſuit of the Re- 
bels; and in order to enable him to do fo the better, 
the Gentlemen of Staffordſhire aſſiſted in furniſhing or 
procuring Horſes to mount the Foot-Soldiers on ; in par- 
ticular the Town of Birmingham; and Sir Lifter Het 
of Afton- Hall, Bart. one of the Members of Paliament 
for Litchfield is ſaid to have furniſhed 250 from his Sta- 
bles and Parks. For which Service. his Royal Highneſs 
was pleaſed to ſignify his great Satisfaction; as alſo for 
the ready Affiſtance given by the Town of Newcaſtle, 
among others; and, indeed, there was ſcarce a Man of 
any Influence in the whole County, who did not exert 
himſelf on this Occaſion ; and if there was one ſuch, 
it will puzzle his Friends, .and the Friends of the Con- 
ftitution, to affign any other Excuſe but his Solicitude 
to get himfelf away to a Place of lefs Danger. Some 
Papiſts in the Neighbourhood were taken Notice of for 
ſending out their Servants more than once by Night 
well mounted, it was believ'd, to give the Rebels In- 
telligence of the Motions of the Duke. 

he Rebels, by all their Motions, ſeem'd determin'd 
to avoid fighting the Duke, and to make the beſt of 
their Way for Scotland; the Duke, however, was reſolv'd 
to give them no reſt, but to follow them with all the 
Expedition he was capable of: Which let us drop for 
the preſent, to take an Account of the Proceedings of 
Marſhal Wade and his Army in York/brre. 

November 28. Marſhal Jade, with his Army, was 
at Perſbridge in the Biſhoprick of Durham, on the Edge 
of Yorkſhire, from whence he ſet out for Lancaſhire, 
in order to act in Conjunction with the Duke, or other- 
wiſe, as Occaſion ſhould require, againſt the Rebels. 
December 3d, he came to Metberly, which is about 40 
Miles from Per/bridge. Here the Marſhal was inform 
ed of the March of the Rebels into Derlyſbire, and 
thereupon directed his Cavalry to march towards Don- 
after, and the Foot to follow the next Day. At Me-

Dec. 8. Marſhal Vade's Horſe and Dragoons came 
to Doncaſter, as did his Infantry the ſame Day to Fer- 
rybridge ; where, in a Council of War, it was reſolved, 
that the Army ſhould march by the Way of Wakefield 
and Hallifax into Lancaſhire, in order to intercept the 
Return of the Rebels Northwards.

Extract of a Letter from a Gentleman at Derby, Dec. 13. 


A Bout fix o'Clock on JPedneſday Evening, were quar- 
& ter'd on me, fix Officers (one a Major as they tiled 
him) and forty private Men, with eight pick'd up ſhab- 
by Horſes, ſome without Saddles or Bridles, others with 
Halters, and pieces of Bridles, and Ropes about their 
Heads and Necks, and poor Saddles, or a Sort of Padds 
ſtuffed with Straw upon them. Moſt of the Men, after 
their Entrance into my Houſe, look'd like ſo many 
Fiends turn'd out of Hell, to ravage the Kingdom, and 
Cut-throats; and under their Plaids nothing but vari- 
ous Sorts of butchering Weapons were to be ſeen ; the 
Sight at firſt muſt be thought very ſhocking and terrible. 
But theſe Wretches being fatigued with _ mw 
ve | 3 ar 
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March from Leek that Day, ſoon after they came into 
my Houſe, - ſtuffed themſelves well with Bread, Cheeſe, 
and Ale, and then about 20 of them, before a g 
Fire in my Hall, order'd by chem, called for a large 
Quantity of Straw, and neſtled into it for Repoſe; an 
the Remainder of them did the like in a large Landry- 
room belonging to my Houſe, before two great Fires 
likewiſe order'd to be made there. The Officers took 
poſſeſſion of my Parlour, \-and/ the Chambers they liked 
beſt, commanded what Supper and Liquor they would 
have, and expected me, my Wife and whole Family, to 
wait on them, as if they had been ſo many petty Princes; 
yet one of the Officers was tolerably civil and commu- 
nicative, and redreſſed ſome Complaints made about the 
ill Behaviour of his Men. My Hall (after theſe vaga- 
bond Creatures began to be warm, by ſuch Numbers 
under the Straw, and a great Fire near them) ſtunk ſo 
of their Itch, and other Naſtineſſes about them, as if 
they had been ſo many Perſons in a condemn'd Hole, 
and *twill be very happy if they've left no Contagion 
behind them. The next Day the Officers and their 
Men grew more bold, and order'd in a haughty Tone 
what Meat and Drink they would have at their Meals, 
and if you was not at an Inſtant ready to adminiſter 
what they call'd for, ſome of them would ſurround you 
with fierce and ſavage Looks, as if they had been ſo ma- 
ny Mutes appointed to ſtrangle, or ſome other Way af- 
ſaſſin you. To Friday Morning they eat me up near a 
Side of Beef, eight Joints of Mutton, four Cheeſes, with 
abundance of white and brown Bread, (particularly 
white) three Couple of Fowls, and would have Drams 
continually, as well as ſtrong Ale, Beer, Tea, &c. But 
really what did afford me ſome Matter for an unavoida- 
ble Laughter (tho* my Family in this miſerable Situa- 
tion) was, to ſee theſe Deſperadoes, from Officers to 
the common Men, at their ſeveral Meals, firſt pull off 
their Bonnets, and then lift up their Eyes in a moſt ſo- 
lemn Manner, and mutter ſomething to themſelves, by 
Way of ſaying Grace. As if they had been ſo many 
pure primitive Chriſtians, e |

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Their Diale& (from the Idea I had of it) ſeemed to 
me, 28 if an Herd of Hottentots, wild Monkies in 3 
Deſart, or vagrant Gypſies, had been jabbering, ſcream- 
ing, and. howling together ; and really this Jargon of 
Speech was very properly ſuited to ſuch a Set of Ban- 
tti. 
I cannot omit taking Notice of the generous Preſent 
they made me at parting on Friday Morning, for the 
Trouble and Expence I was at, and the Dangers under 
gone, (tho' by the by, I wiſhed for no other Compen- 
ſation than the Eſcape of my Family with their Lives, 
and of my Houſe being plunder'd) which was, a Regi- 
ment of Lice, ſeveral Loads of their filthy Excrements, 
and other Ejections of different Colours, ſcatter'd before 
my Door, in the Garden, and elſewhere about my Houſe, 


In Obedience to a Letter ſent to the Deputy Lieute- 
nants of I eſtmoreland and Cumberland, by his Royal 
Highneſs, requiring them, by all Means, to retard and 
obſtruct the March of the Rebels thro' thoſe two Coun- 
ties, a Reſolution was taken to raiſe Part of the Coun- 
try to demoliſh Waſtall Bridge, to make the Road from 
Aendal to Shap impaſſable for the Artillery of the Rebels, 
or any W heel-Carriages, and for the fame Reaſon to break 
up the Road down Graridge Hawſe ; in order to give 
'Time to the Duke's Army to come up with them, be- 
fore they could be able to get clear of thoſe Countics. 

'The 13th, at one o'Clock, the Geargia Rangers, 
and foon after a Party of the D. of Xingſton's Horſe, 
commanded by Lieut. Colonel Mordaunt, and the Capt. 
Lord Manners and Lord Byron, arrived at Preſton. Ge- 
neral Oglethorp came in likewiſe with a Detachment 
from the D. of Montagu's and Marſhal Fade's Regi- 
ment of Horſe, commanded by Major Otway, and dt. 
George's Regiment of Dragoons, commanded by Lieut. 
Col. Arabin. Theſe Troops marched from Donca/ier 
without halting, except barely to refreſh themſelves, 
and in the laſt three Days made above one Hundred 
meaſured Miles, over Snow and Ice, In their Way, they

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and two Men Priſoners. The General, immediately on 
his Arrival at Preſton, detached the Georgia Rangers 
after the Rebels, deſigning himſelf to follow the next 
Day with the Horſe.

On the 14th General Oglethorp, with his Cavalry, 
was at Gar/tang, and deſign'd to advance that Night, 
and poſt his Regulars on E!/hib- Moor, which begins 
about three Miles on this Side Loncafter, and extends 
beyond the Town, and his Irregulars were to be de- 
tach'd in ſmall Parties, ſupported by Parties of the 
Regulars, with Orders to attack any Patroles of the 
Rebels which they might fall in with. If the Rebels 
march'd off, the General was to purſue, and fall 
upon their Rear, giving Notice immediately to Ma- 
jor Wheatley, who was polted at Garftang, with a con- 
fiderable Body of Dragoons to ſupport him, and the Ma- 
jor was to be ſupported by the Troops from Pre/ton. The 
Liverpool Companies were order'd to march from War- 
rington, and to arrive at Pre/fon on the 16th. 

The 11th the D. of Perth, with about 150 Horſe, 
left the Rebel Army at Lancafter, and took the Road 
towards Carliſle, giving out that he was going to fetch 
a Reinforcement. On the 14th this Party came into 
Kendal, equipp'd and 'accoutred like Huſſars, with a 
Chaiſe, -in which was a Perſon in a Woman's Dreſs, 
rode up the Town quietly, and turn'd thro* the Fiſh- 
market, down to the Bridge leading to Penrith ; but as 
they were purſuing their Route thro? the Town, without 
ſtopping, and were almoſt got out of it, a Gun was 
fired out of a Houſe, and one of the Rebels kill'd; 
whereupon the 'Town's People cloſed in, and took two 
more Priſoners. The reſt of them gallop'd on towards 
the Bridge, where a Halt was made on a ſudden, and 
a few Muſkets diſcharged at the People, and a Hoſtler 
and Shoemaker killed upon the Spot. They then made 
a general Volley, but without doing any more Miſchict ; 
and after that purſued their Way as faſt as they conld 
towards Shap. Their Horſes ſeemed very much har- 
raſſed and jaded. > 56 

On Sunday, after Dinner, a Party of Horſe came in- 
to Kendal, amongſt whom 107 their Commiſſary; and 
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an Hour after came the Reſt, Horſe and Foot, and were 
coming in till after Dark. Their Artillery, conſiſting of 
12 or 13 ſmall Pieces, was about the Middle of the 
Corps, with ſeveral covered Carts. The Duke of Perth, 
fo called, after the Scufle above.mentioned at Kendal, 
proceeded on to Shap, and intended for Penrith ; but 
ſeeing the Beacons on fire, and hearing it was done to 
call in the Country, ſent a ſmall Party to the Round 
Table, which is One Mile this Side Penrith, and five 
from Shap, to make Enquiries ; and finding it true, 
he returned for Safety to Kendal about two in the 
Morning on the 16th. -Betwixt four and five the 


Drums began to beat, and the Men march'd out from 


Day-break till near Ten, in the fame Order they entered, 
Lord George Murray being with the laſt Company. 

On Sunday Night Miſchief was apprehended at Ken- 
dal, but the Magiſtrates pacified the Heads of the Re- 
bels in ſome Meaſure ; but on Monday Morning, after 
the Alarm, they behaved very rudely, and exacted a 
Sum of Money; and the laſt of them plundered ſome 
Houſes for Liquors, ſtript thofe they met of their Shoes, 
and attempted to fire a Houſe. 

The main Body of the Rebels began to march out of 
Lancaſter, about eight o'Clock in the Evening of the 
14th, in a very great Hurry, the Baggage procceding 
firſt, and were marching out in different Bodies all 
Night; the laſt of them left the Town about eight o 
Clock the next Morning, and took the Road to Kendal. 


Some Letters advis'd, that as the Rear of the Rebels were 


marching out at one End of the Town, General Ogl:- 
thorp's Horſe enter'd the other, and was to refreſh in 
the Strect, and then proceed ; but he was called back 
to Gar/tang that Night, upon Receipt of an Expreſs ol 


the French being landed, which was afterwards contra- 


dicted, and the next Day he was order'd to puſh on again, 

The 17th, General Ogletberpe with the Avant-Guard, 

was to be at Shap, and the Reſt of his Royal Highneſs 

Forces were on their March for Kendal, and were to 

reſt there that Night. On the 16th in the Morning the 

Rebels marched from Kendal, but not being able e 
| rea 
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reach Penrith as they intended, were forced to lie at 


Shap. 1 

The 16th General Oglethorpe received Orders to puſh 
beyond Lanca/ter ; where the Duke propoſed to be with 
his whole Corps the ſame Day; Brig. Bligh was to be 
at Preſton the ſame Day, and Lord Sempil with the 
two Regiments of Scots Fuzileers, was to follow him 


thither with the utmoſt Expedition. 


Some Priſoners that were taken and examined, made 
the Number of the Rebels amount to 8000, including 
Women and Boys, and ſaid, that amongſt them there 
were about 2000 of the Men of the Clans, well-arm'd 
with Guns and Broad Swords, the reſt conſiſting chiefly 
of Athol Men and Lowlanders, who were but indiffe- 
rently arm'd ; that they had 15 Pieces of Cannon of 
three or four Pounders ; that one Sullivan had the Care 
of the Artillery; that from their firſt entering into Eng- 
land, till they came to Derby, they ſeem'd reſolv'd up- 
on marching directly to London; but that at Derby, 
having heard how the Duke's Army was poſted, a Coun- 
cil of War was call'd, in which it was reſolv'd to re- 
turn by Carliſle into Scotland ; that there was a Perſon 
with the Rebels who ſtiled himſelf the French Ambaſla- 
dor; and that great Numbers of the Men had often 
declar'd, that it they could get back into Scotland, 
they would leave the Army, and return to their reſpective 
Abodes. 

On Wedneſday Night the 18th, the Duke came up 
with the Rebels with his Cavalry, after ten Hours 
March, juſt beyond Lowther Hall, which the Rebels 
abandon'd on the Duke's Approach, and threw them- 
ſelves into a Village call'd Clifton, within three Miles 
of Penrith; which Village his Royal Highneſs imme- 
diately attack'd with the Dragoons diſmounted, who 
behaved extremely well, and drove the Rebels out of 
*it in an Hour's Time, tho' a very ſtrong and defenſible 
Poſt, The Loſs of the Rebels could not be known, as 
it was quite dark before the Skirmiſh was over. That 
of the King's Forces amounted to about 40 killed and 

OS Ee. wounded, 
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. wounded, and four Officers wounded; but not mortally, 
viz, Col. Honeywood, Capt. Eaft, and the two Cornets 
Owen and Hamilton. A Captain Hamilton of the Rebels 
was taken Priſoner much wounded. After the Action 
the Rebels retir'd to four Miles Diſtance, and the Duke 
reſolv'd to purſue them as ſoon as poſſible; but his Tr 
being fatigued with the forced Marches they had made thro 
very bad Roads, they halted at Penrith the 19th, and 
were joined the 20th by the greateſt Part of the Foot. 

The Rebels having carried off their killed and wound- 
ed, when they were driven out of the Village by the 
King's Forces, it has not been poſſible to aſcertain their 
Leſs; but in the two or three ſucceeding Days -after 
the Action, about 70 of their People were taken Pri- 
ſoners. | | 

Of the King's Forces, the: Regiment that ſuffer'd 
moſt, was his Majeſty's own Regiment of Dragoons ; 
ſome of the Officers of which being wounded, the Re- 
bels cried, no Quarter, — murder them. — And they re- 
ceiv'd ſeveral Wounds after they were down. 

About ten o' Clock on Fedne/day Night that Corps of 
the Rebels which was at Penrith, and had order'd their 
Cannon and Baggage to advance during the Skirmiſh, 
-retir'd with the utmoſt Precipitation to Carliſſe, where 
they arrived about ten the next Morning ; the Dark- 
ne's of the Night prevented their being purſu'd by the 
King's Troops. | 

If ſome. private Letters from the Army may be cre- 
dited, his Royal Highneſs made a ſhort Speech to the 
Troops. before the Action, in which he took Notice of 
the Honour they had acquired by their intrepid Beha- 
viour at the Battles of Dettingen and Fontenoy, intimat- 
ing, that he made no Doubt of their ſhewing the like 
on that Occaſion, Bland's Dragoons, who began the 
Attack, fired too ſoon 3 upon which the Duke of Rich- 
mond led up the new raiſed Dragoons diſmounted, and 
by five Diſcharges when cloſe up with the Enemy, killed 
Zo, and obliged the reſt to retire. About $00 of the 
Foot, who were ordered back to London, digreſſed a 
little from their Duty, and choſe to follow his Royal 
Highneſs, 
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Higlmeſs; for which glorious Deſertion it is probable 


they will never be queſtioned.

WE are informed that the Van of the Duke's Army, 
overtook the Rear of the Rebels on Clifton- Moor, 
on Wedneſday laſt, who had lined every Hedge, Or- 
chard, and Out-houſe, on the South End of Clifton, 
and it's thought, muſt have done conſtderable Damage 
to our Forces, but for the timely Information ſent to 
the Duke out of Clifton ; it ſeems, the Deſign of it was, 
to amuſe our Army till they had got their Baggage 2 
ſufficient Diſtance off, for fear of being taken. e 
are aſſured by one who helped to dreſs the wounded 
Men yeſterday, we had but 10 killed and 26 wounded, 
but none of them, it's hoped, mortally, except one that 
was wounded by a Bayonet, betwixt his Ribs into his 
Lungs 3 amongſt the wounded are Honeywood, the fame 
who ſuffered ſo much at Dettingen, and two or three 
more Officers. The Loſs of the Enemy appears much 
more conſiderable ; for beſides five of them found dead 
on the Moor, between forty and fifty were yeſterday caſt up 
by the Water, oppoſite Brougham Caſtle, which it's ſup- 
poſed they had ſtripped and thrown over at Lowther or 
Eamont Bridge, as the Country People heard great 
Groanings and Complaints as they paſſed theſe Places ; 
beſides this, we have taken 70 Priſoners, and the Coun- 
try People are hourly bringing in more. They have 
uſed Shap, Clifton and Penrith extremely ill, but Low- 
ther eſcaped. Laſt Night an Expreſs came through 
here, which informed us, the Rebels had actually gone 
from Carliſle to Eſte Side, but all the Boats being gone, 
and the Water extremely big, they return'd to _ 
an 
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and that Neighbourhood, that the Duke's Horſe marched 
for Carli/le Yeſterday, and the Foot followed very early 
this Morning. That it was expected General Huſte with 
the Forces under him, would be already there, as they 
were certainly at Hexham two Days ago, and an Ex-

Exiratt of a Letter from Blackburn. 


: December 24, 1745. 
ON Wedneſday 18, there was a Skirmiſh betwixt the 

Van of the Duke's Army, and the Rear of the Re- 
bels, who were intrenched in a Ditch behind a Hedge, on 
Clifton Moor, two Miles on this Side Penrith. About 
120 Dragoons from three Regiments were detached on 
Foot towards the Enemy, commanded by Honey tucad, 
who did not perceive where they lay, till they received 
the firſt Fire, which was returned, when the Rebels fled 
for the Space of one Field, and our Men purſued ; they 
then tacked about Sword in Hand, but it being dark, 
and our Men in their Boots on ſoft Ground, amon 
Ditches, had the Diſadvantage, having 11 killed, and 
18 wounded : The next Morning there were near 30 
taken Priſoners by the Country People, who were molt. 
ly wounded, and near 20 found dead. The Army was 
formed all ¶edneſday Night in Line of Battle on Clifton 
Moor, expecting the Rebels would attack them, but

ton ; the Rebels left Lowther Hall and the Wood, and 
appeared within a Quarter of a Mile of the Party on the 
Moor ; and a Party from us out of Bland's, Lord Mark 
Ker's and Cotham's Dragoons, went and attacked the 
Rebels ; but they being ſculked under Walls and Hedges, 
our Men fired to a great Diſadvantage, the Rebels were 
about 5oo, and ours about 200. The Rebels loſt about 
ſeven Men killed, and 20 took Priſoners; as to the 
wounded they carried them off ; we had 11 killed and 
20 wounded, no Officers killed, but 5 wounded, amongſt 
the Wounded are poor Colonel Honeywoed, Colonel 
Owen, and Colonel Hamilton, all of Bland's, we tcok one 
Oyden from Mancheſter, Priſoner, and an Officer. The 
killed and wounded were all of Bland's, except two of 
Ker's, and one of Cobham's; the Rebels ſcoured away 
to this Place, and about nine laſt Night, went for 
Carlifle ; the Duke was all the Time within Gun-ſhot, 
there are about 100 of the Rebels took Priſoners to Day, 
who were ſquandered in ſmall Parties, a Detachment

HIS comes to acquaint you that we have had an 
Engagement with the Rehels, at Clifton, nigh 
Penrith, as follows, viz. the Duke's advanced Guard 
conſiſting of about 60, came up with about 500 of the 
Rebels, who had way-laid. us, none of the Foot being 
come up, were obliged to leave our Horſes, and go into 
the Field ; the Skirmiſh was ſharp and deſperate, but 
ended in our Favour, notwithſtanding the Odds of Num- 
ber, the Dogs were obliged to run, and cryed lamen- 
tably for Mercy ; we killed upon the Spot, and drove 
into the River Louder 122, and took Priſoners about 
100, ſix of which are Mancheſter Men, who I am per- 
ſwaded, had rather choſe to have been at the Looms or 
Grinding of Corn, than to be driven from Place to 
Place with their Hands ty'd, and a Halter about their 
Necks, without Shoes, Stockings or Breeches, they 
went from this Place this Day, on their March to York, 
under a ſtrong Guard of Gentlemen, and the Militia 
of Weſtmoreland. They now cut a very poor Figure, 
their Companions are Dirt and Lice, and their Reward 
for ſo great a Fatigue a Halter; there are more daily 
coming in, ſo that in a Fortnight's Time, we ſhall have 
all the Jails in the North full of them.

1* the late Skirmiſh at Clifton, the Rebels took all 
poſſible Advantage, and got behind Stone-Walls, 
Hedges, and ſome of them into Houſes, when our 
Troops began to attack them ; notwithſtanding which 
our Men & them with ſuch Intrepidity, that in 
leſs than an Hour and a half they quitted the Field, and 
the Town; however, they made a ſhift to carry off all 
their Dead, except five Men, which they left in the 
Field : By this means they intended to have concealed 
their Loſs; but there has been upwards of forty of 
their Nead found in Lowther River, which was but a 
ſmall Diftance from the Place of Action; in which we 
have . loſt only ten private Men killed, viz. fix of 
Bland's, three of Cobham's, and one of Kerr's; and 
twenty one wounded ; beſides Col. FHoneyword, who is 
very much wounded in the Head, and Capt. Earl a large 
Wound in his Neck; and- a Cornet and a Voluntier 
almoſt cut to Pieces. — On the Rebels Side Captain 
Hamilton is the only Perſon of Note that we know of 
that fell; he was à bold deſperate Fellow, and com- 
manded the Huſſars; but one of the Duke's Huſlars 
prov'd the better Man, and cut him down, tho' not 
without an uncommon Reſiſtance. — We have likewiſe 
taken one of their Huſſars, who was brought here by 
one of General Oglizthorpe's Rangers, beſides about 70 
private Men taken by the Country People. — I am in a 
hurry at preſent, having the wounded Officers in my 
Care : But as the Duke's Army is marched in purſuit of

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Hitherto very little has been ſaid of our Naval 
Affairs fince the Commencement of the Rebellion. It 
is Time therefore we ſhould give a Detail of the moſt 
material Tranſactions that have happen'd at Sea during 
theſe Commotions on Land. | 

Capt. Beaver, of the Fox Man of War, who with 
ſuch Vigilance kept his Station in the Leith Road, that 
not a Veſſel or Boat was ſuffer'd to ſtir out or in for 
the Rebels, was, about the Middle of November, wreck'd 
in a violent Storm of Wind, his Ship ſtav'd to Pieces, 
and himſelf with all his Crew periſh'd.

re HIS Morning about 300 of the Townſmen, head- 
ve ed by ſeveral Gentlemen, went from hence on

There are 
already 4000 Men at Swinfield Minis, with two Days 
Proviſions. 


On the 21ſt Admiral Vernon, with a Squadron of 
Men of War under his Command, ſailed out of the 
Downs in the Evening, to cruize off Dungeneſs. But 
the French were too well acquainted with that Gentle- 
man's Vigilance, to truſt their Tranſports and "Troops 
to his Mercy, and thought it more adviſeable to keep in 
+ lenge till a more favourable Opportunity ſhould 
offer. ä 
Deal, December 25. The great Succeſs that has at- 
tended Admiral Vernon's taking under the King's Pay, 
ling and his Direction, the three Fes Privateers, whoſe 
ing Captains are known to be the beſt Pilots in thoſe Seas, 
and ad their Veſſels of the utmoſt Service on Account of 
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their drawing ſo little Water, not to mention the 
Gallantry of the Commanders, is very ſurprizing: 
And indeed that brave Admiral has made a moſt excel. 
lent Uſe of them, for they have taken and ſent into 
Dover, five Galliot Hoys, from Havre de Grace, which 
were certainly to aſſiſt in the French Embarkation; and 
three large Shallop Fiſhing Boats from Dunkirk to Calais, 
laden with Military Stores, ſuch as Cannon, Field-Pieces, 
Sc. two ſunk, and 12 chaſed aſhore, moſt of which 
have been ſince wreck'd ; and a Veſſel blown up, laden 
with five Pieces of Cannon, ſeveral Field Carriages, 
above 100 Barrels of Powder, &c, beſides taking a 
Dogger Privateer of 6 Guns, and 50 Men; in which 
laſt Action Capt. Gravener of the York, was ſhot in the 
Shoulder, one of his Lieutenants in the Throat, and 
ſeveral of his Men wounded, ſome of them mortally, 
but the French Captain, his Lieutenant, and ſome of 
the Men were kill'd, and many wounded. 
In this .Engagement two other Privateers attack'd 
Captain Groſvenor, who, notwithſtanding, brought off 
his Prize very gallantly, tho* in a ſhatter'd Condition, 
-and mult have periſhed afterwards, but that the Tryton, 
Capt. Hill, another of the Admiral's Cruizers, took 
Captain Groſvenor, in tow, and conducted him ſafe into 
Margate Road; and alſo gave ſome Aſſiſtance to the 
Dogger that was taken, by putting ſome of the Yor#' 
Men on board. — One Ship was chas'd on Shore by 
the Saphire, but was not effectually 'deſtroy'd, becauſe 
the Pilot could not venture in nigh enough. — Thi 
brave Friend to his Country, by his unparallell'd Vigi. 
lance, has continually got poſitive Intelligence of our 
Enemies Views and Intentions, as to their Embarkation; 
and no doubt terrifies them from attempting to invade 
the Country which he guards. 
Having thus ſeen our Coaſts ſo well ſecur'd againk 
the threaten'd Invaſion from France, by the Vigilance 
and Activity of our Sea-Commanders, let us leave them, 
for the preſent, in their ſeveral Stations, and proceed to 
other Matters that call for our Attention elſewhere. 


His Majeſty having reſolv'd to form an Army neu 
Landon, 
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Lind, to be ready upon any Emergency that might 
happen; Orders were iſſued December 4, for the Regi- 
ment of Scots Highlanders, and ſome other Regiments 
of Foot and Horſe, that were quarter'd about Deptford: 
in Kent, to march to Finchley-Common to encamp there. 
A few Days after, a Train of 32 Pieces of Cannon, 
with Powder, Carriages, Waggons, &c.. were drawn 
out of the Tower, and 24 Cheſts of Arms were ſent 
from the ſame Place for the Uſe of this Army, which 
his Majeſty determin'd to command in Perſon, - But 
upon Advice that the Rebels were retreated out of 
England, and that there were Grounds to apprehend 
an Invaſion on the South and South-eaſt Part of the 
Kingdom, the forming a Camp on Finchley-Common was 
countermanded, the Artillery carried back into the 
Tower, and the Forces that were canton'd at Barnet, 
and in the neighbouring Towns and Villages, were 
order'd to march into Kent and Suſſex. 

The 7th a great Number of Sailors attended at the 
Admiralty, in Conſequence of the Intimation that they 
had that Day receiv'd, that their Country ſtood in need 
of their immediate Services; and enter'd themſelves with 
remarkable Chearfulneſs and Alacrity. They were 
order'd forthwith on board ſeveral Privatecrs and ſmall 
Veſſels lying in the River, taken into the Service of the 
Government, which were to ſail directly, to prevent 
the Landing of the French Troops, ſaid to be actually 
embark'd at Oftend and Dunkirk. 

'The 6th, a Proclamation was iſſued for putting the 
Liws in Execution againſt Jeſuits, and Popiſh Prieſts, 
promiſing a Reward of 100 J. for any who ſhould be 
found within ten Miles of the Cities of London and 
IW-:/tminfter, after the qth of December Inſtant,

having ſhelter'd themſelves under the Patronage and 


Protection of Foreign Ambaſſadors, no Wonder that 


they were alarm'd at this Proclamation, nor that they 
applied to their Patrons to defend them againſt the 
D with which they now ſeem' d to be threaten'd.

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However that be, the Minifters from thoſe Princes whz 
were of the Catholick Perſuaſion, wrote the following 
Fetter, or Memonal, to his Majeſty's Principal Secre- 
taries of State. | | 


My Lord, 
E the under-written have ſeen with equal Grief and 
Surprize, that the Law of Nations has been vio- 
lated by the Clauſe of the Proclamation publiſhed the 6th 
(17th N. S.) of this Month, againſt the Roman Catho- 
liek Eecleſiaſticks, purporting, that the Foreigners only, 
in the Service of Foreign Miniſters, were excepted, and 
deelared exempt from the Penalties pronounced by the 
faid Proclamation. . 

The Immunities and Prerogatives reciprocally due 
to the Miniſters of all Courts do not reſpect their own 
Perſons only, but extend to thoſe of all their Domeſticks 
alſo, without Difference as to Number, or Employ- 
ment, and ſtill leſs as to their Countries. 

The Proclamation eſtabliſhes a Diſtinction of Perſons, 
by reſtraining the Privileges to thoſe who are Foreigners, 
whereby this Proclamation equally violates our eſſential 
Immunities, and our moſt valuable Prerogatives. To 
which muſt be added, that as there is a Scarcity of fo- 
reign Prieſts in London; and as we did not provide our- 
ſelves with any, by reaſon of the Cuſtom eſtabliſhed 
from Time immemorial, of making uſe of thoſe of this 
Country, the Diſtinction, or Execution of the Clauſe 
abovementioned, would end in taking from us, or pre- 
venting the Exerciſe of Religion, which is allowed in 
all Countries, and is due to the Character, and to the 
Families of the Repreſentatives of Princes in their own 
Houſes, | | 

And altho' our Rights be firmly and fully eſtabliſhed 
by the Law of Nations, we have beſides the Satisfaction 
of knowing them to have been acknowledged by the 
Parliament the ſeventh Vear of the glorious Reign of 
Queen Anne, : FIRST 

That Act is ſolemn and celebrated, becauſe ſupplying

the Defect of former Laws, it tends, as the Queen de- 
clares in ber Letter to the Czar Peter, to prevent for the 
future all Offence or Violation of the Privileges, as well 
of Ambaſſadors, as of other foreign Miniſters. 

The ſaid Act expreſly declares, .that whoſoever ſhould 
dare to arreſt, or ſue at Law, any of the ſaid Mini- 
ſters, or of their Servants, without the leaſt Diſtinction, 
is guilty of a Violation of the Law of Nations. 

Fr is to be obſerved, that as that Act excepts only 
Tradeſmen, and other Merchants ſubject to Bankruptcy, 
who ſhould enter into the Families of Ambaſſadors or 
Foreign Miniſters, every Perſon belonging to them, 
without Difference as to Nation, Employment, or 
Number, is. to enjoy all their Privileges, and all their 
Immunities. | 

Being therefore, confident that the committing ſo ſen- 
- ſible an Offence againſt the Law of Nations, is very 
far from the King's Intentions, and the Prudence of his 
Miniſters, we thought ourſelves, at firſt, obliged to re- 
preſent to your Excellency, by Word of Mouth, as we 
did, the above-mentioned Conſiderations, with our De- 
fire that you would lay them, in. a reſpectful Manner, 
on 'our Part, before his Majeſty, to the End that he 
might be pleaſed to give clear and preciſe Orders for 
redreſſing the ſaid Clauſe, as being directly contrary to 
the Immunities and Privileges, which all our Dome- 
ſticks ought to enjoy, without Exception. 

But at the Time that we were expecting the Redreſs 
of the Clauſe, and even before we had any Anſwer from 
"our Excellency, a Domeſtick of the Envoy from the 

ing of Portugal was violently arreſted, carried to the 
common Gaol where all Malefacters are confined, and 
put in Irons, where he is {till detained. | 

We cannot paſs by in Silence the very aggravating 
Circumſtance, that the Certificate, which proved him to 
belong to the Family of that Miniſter, having been pro- 
duced to the Juſtice of Peace, he proteſted that ſuch a 
Certificate did not protect any of the Nationals. 

Another Offence was committed by the Orders given 

to 
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to arreſt a Domeſtick of the Ambaſſador of * Venice. 

The Juſtice having ſeen, and even acknowledged the 
Certificate of that Ambaſſador, declared, that at pre- 
ſent he could pay no Regard to it. And what is more, 
the Conſtable declared beſides, (as your Excellency will 
be pleaſed to obſerve by the incloſed Paper) that he 
would arreſt that Domeſtick in the Houſe of the Am- 
baſſador himſelf. 

All theſe Inſults and Offences oblige us indiſpenſably 
to demand, that, in Expectation of the Orders of our 
Sovereigns, the Domeſtick of the Portugal Envoy be 
immediately ſet at Liberty, and that the Magiſtrates 
may be directed to acknowledge what appertains to the 
Immunities and Privileges of the Families of the Foreign 
Miniſters. 

In Expectation of the ſaid Orders, we cannot abſtain 
from demanding moreover, that the audacious Beha- 
viour of the ſaid Conſtable may be ſeverely puniſhed; 
the Uſage of many Ages leaving no Room to doubt, 
but that the Houſes of Miniſters ought to be reſpected 
in the ſame Manner as thoſe of the Princes themſelves, 
whom they repreſent ; and it being alſo notorious, that 
in the moſt heinous Caſes of State Criminals, no Prince 
would proceed to that Extremity, without having firſt 
demanded back from the Ambaſſador the Perſon accuſed. 

By theſe Conſideratlons we find ourſelves obliged to 
take another Step ſtill more indiſpenſable than the former, 
viz. To prevent all Delay of redreſſing the Clauſe 
above-mentioned, and of giving us Satisfaction upon our 
Complaints herein ſet forth, by proteſting all of us to- 
gether, as we do by this Memorial, and as is proper for 
the Preſervation of our Rights, and of thoſe of our 
Succeſſors, againſt the ſaid Clauſe, as alſo againſt every 
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* One James Hamilton, a Roman Catholic Prieſt, who in

That if any one of our Domeſticks were 
guilty of, or an Accomplice in any Crime againſt the 
Government, we are ready to diſmiſs him from our 
Service, and to withdraw the Protection, as well as the 
Certificate wherewith he ſhould be provided,

ANSWER by his Majeſty's Secretaries of State. 


Whitehall, January 7, 1745-6, 


GENTLEMEN, 
[ Have not failed to acquaint the King with the Con- 
tents of the Letter which you honoured me with the 
H h. 10th 
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T6th (27th N. S.) of laſt Month, wherein you complain 
Very bitterly, and even proteſt againſt what was inſert- 
ed in the Proclamation publiſhed the 6th (17th N. S.) 
with reſpect to Roman Catholick Prieſts, being his 
Majeſty's Subjects, who ſhould be in the Service of the 
Foreign Miniſters, inſiſting upon an unlimited Pro- 
tection in Favour of all thoſe whom you call by the 
Name of your Domeſticks, «+ without Difference as to 
Number, or Employment, and till leſs as to their 
«« Country.” 

I am to anſwer you by his Majeſty's Command, that 
he is very far from intending to infringe the Privileges 
and Immunities of Ambaſſadors, and other foreign Mi- 
niſters, granted to them by the Law of Nations, and 
conſiſtent with the Laws of this Country. 

Neither does the King think that they have been 
violated in the leaſt by the ſaid Proclamation. 

Firſt, As to what concerns the Law of Nations, it is 
abſolutely neceſſary that the Privileges which it eſta- 
bliſhes, ſhould be conſiſtent with the internal Welfare 
and Security of the Countries where the Miniſters reſide. 

Now the Number of national Roman Catholick 
Prieſts, who ſwarm more than ever in this Town, was 
found dangerous to the State, eſpecially at a Time of 
open Rebellion, in favour of a Pretender of the ſame 
Religion. Their ſecret Plottings againſt the King's Go- 
vernment, whereof his Majeſty has many Indications; 
their injurious Diſcourſes, nay even their Threats, and 
the daily Converſions which they make of his Majeſty's 
Proteſtant Subjects to the Roman Catholick Faith (tho 
by thoſe very Converſions they are liable to the Puniſh- 
ment enacted by the Laws againſt Perſons guilty of 
High Treaſon :) All thoſe Circumſtances together had 
given ſo great Uneaſineſs, that it was abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary to provide a Remedy againſt them. 

The Protection, therefore, which his Majeſty owes 
to his own Subjects, would not allow of his any longet 
ſuffering Perſons of that kind, irreconcileable Enemies 


to his Government, to remain in the Heart of his 
Dominions, 


As 
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As to what you alledge, Gentlemen, concerning the 
free Exerciſe of your Religion in your own Houſes, the 
King does not diſpute it ; the Law of Nations autho- 
rizes you to claim it. 

If the Queſtion were only about private Chapels for 
your own Families, ſerved by your domeſtick Chap- 
lains duly qualified, no-body would have any thing to 
ſay againſt it. 

But is that really the Point in Debate? I appeal to 
your ownlelves. 

Are not open Chapels maintained, under Colour of 
publick Protection, with an enormous Number of 
Prieſts, out of the Houſes of the Miniſters, who lend 
their Names to them ? Is it for the Uſe of the Miniſter's 
Family, that Maſs is therein celebrated from Morning 
to Night, or rather for the Sake of furniſhing his Ma- 
jeſty's converted Subjects with Opportunities of being 
preſent at it againſt Law ? | 

Is there any Roman Catholick Country where ſuch 
an Extention of their Privileges is allowed to Proteſtant 
Miniſters? Is there any ſuch Thing practiſed at Vienna, 
at Paris, or at Madrid? | 

It is true that this has been winked at, in Times 
when the Religion of the Country was not openly 
and forcibly attacked. 


It does not however follow, that a natural Right is 


given up, becauſe it is not vigorouſly exerciſed. 

I come in the ſecond Place to the Laws of this 
Country, which are appealed to by the Roman Catho- 
lick Miniſters, in their Letter, equally with the Law 
of Nations, they quoting therein the Act of Parliament 
of the 7th of Queen Anne; and I ſhall very readily al- 
low them that it is, as they ſtile it, (a ſolemn and 


e celebrated Act, ſupplying the Defect of former 


„Laws, and tending to prevent for the future all 
«© Offence or Violation of the Privileges, as well of 

% Ambaſſadors, as of other foreign Miniſters. 
But it muſt be conſidered at the ſame Time, that 
this Act, as appears by the whole Tenor of it, relates 
H h 2 ſolely 
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ſolely to Law-ſuits, and Civil Arreſts upon Account 
of Debts. 

And accordingly it was upon Occaſion of a foreign 
Ambaſſador's being detained for .Debts, that it was 
'paſſed ; and it was in that Point only that it was found 
neceſſary, and intended to ſupply the Defect of the 
former Laws, inaſmuch as there were none before in 
Being upon that Subject. 

Would any one infer from thence, that the Inten- 
tion was to authorize Foreign Miniſters to protect State 
Criminals, Diſturbers of the publick Peace, or Perſons 
dangerous to Society, or ſuſpected by the Government 
upon any Account whatſoever ? 

Or can it be thought, that in ſupplying the Defect 
of the former Laws, it was meant to aboliſh the moſt 
eſſential and fundamental ones of the Country? 

Amongſt theſe laſt, there are none held in greater Ve- 
ration by a Proteſtant People, than thoſe which forbid, 
under ſevere Penalties, the Celebrations of Maſs by 
National Prieſts. Of this kind there are ſeveral Acts 
of Parliament till in full Force, paſſed, repeated, and 
even enforced at different Times ſince the Beginning of 
the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. I ſhall mention one, 
which does not allow them to celebrate it even in the 
Houſes of Foreign Miniſters, It is the Act of the 
11th and 12th of illiam III. an Act not above eight 
or nine Years prior to that above- mentioned of Queen 
Anne : It is therein expreſly declared, that no Subject 
of the King's, whether natural Born, or naturalized, 
may celebrate Maſs even in the Houſes of foreign 
Miniſters ; and that the Names, and Places of Nati- 
vity even of the foreign Prieſts, whom they ſhall 
make Uſe of, ſhall be regiſter'd in the Office of the 
principal Secretary of State. 

But fuppoſe that this Act of Queen Anne were as 
unlimited as it is pretended. The Miniſters do admit 
of one Exception to what they call their Privileges, with 
regard to Tradeſmen, and in general to ſuch Perſons as 
may become Bankrupts; will they not admit of Ws 

when 
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when the Queſtion is about the publick Security, and the 
very Exiſtence of the Government? The Law of Nations 
can certainly never be contrary to that, and can conſe- 
quently give no Title to exclaim againſt a Remedy, 
which has been neceſſarily made Uſe of to obviate the 
Dangers juſtly apprehended from the Popiſh Prieſts; and 
eſpecially if it be conſider'd that the Neceſſity of ap- 
plying that Remedy, was partly owing to the Abuſe of 
the Indulgence of paſt 'I'imes by the protected Prieſts. 
To conclude, The Roman Catholick Miniſters may 
rely upon the King's Protection for their Perſons, for 
their Families, and for the Exerciſe of their Religion 
in their own Houſes, according to the Law of Nations, 
and according to the Uſage of all other Countries with 
regard to Minifters of a different Religion from that 
which is eſtabliſhed in the Country where they reſide. 
The King does not pretend to ſubject the Foreign 
Miniſters to his Ordonnances, but he has a Right to re- 


quire the Obedience of his own Subjects to the Laws of 


their Country. He has not the Power to diſpenſe with 
it, and we 1 of no Foreign Protection that can 
do it. | 
His Majeſty therefore has Reaſon to expect, that, 
upon this Expoſition of the Reaſons and Juſtice of his 
proceeding in this Aﬀair, the Roman Catholick Mini- 
{ters will be pleaſed to diſcharge from their Service every 
Popiſh Prieſt who is a Subject of the King's; and that 
they will for the future make uſe of Foreign ones only, his 
Majeſty not being able to perſuade himſelf that any Fo- 
reign Powers in Alliance or Friendſhip with him, as 
thoſe are, whom you, Gentlemen, have the Honour to 
repreſent, would inſiſt, under the Name of Privilege, 
upon Things prejudicial in the higheſt Degree to the 
Government of the Country where you reſide on their 
Part, and contrary to its antient and fundamental Laws, 
upon which the King's Proclamation, which you com- 

plain of, was built. 
As to what remains, if it be true that an Officer of

All the Forts and Caſtles in the Kingdom were or- 
der'd to be double garriſon'd, either by his Majeſty's 
Forces, or the new rais'd Regiments in Default of a 
ſufficient Number of the former; and a Magazine of 
Arms to be eſtabliſh'd in each of the ſaid Forts or Ca- 
ſtles, in order to obviate the Inconveniency and Dan- 
ger of waiting for Arms from the Tower of London upon 
any ſudden Emergency. 

The Veteran's Scheme was now. in ſuch high Eſteem, 
as well for the Benevolence and Humanity in the De- 
ſign of it, as for the actual Service it did the common 
Cauſe, by animating and encouraging the Soldiers to 
fight bravely for their Country, that large Sums were 
daily enter'd in the Subſcription Books, which lay open 
in the Chamberlain's Office at Guildhall, His Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of Wales ſent the Gentlemen who 
were the Managers, a Bank Note for 500 J. the Lord 
Chief Juſtice Lee, the Maſter of the Rolls, and the 
Judges, ſubſcribed 1200/7. the Chamber of London Ioool. 
the Gentlemen Voluntiers of the City of London paid 
in 523/. 19s. the Body of Civilians in Doctors Com- 
mons 500 J. the Draper's Company 300 J. the Fiſh- 
mongers Company 300 J. and ſeveral other Companies 
100 J. each, beſides Abundance of other Donations, 
both publick and private, that were continually ſending 
in, and ſubſcribed to the ſaid Scheme: So that the 
Managers were enabled to furniſh the Soldiers with all 
the Neceſſaries they had Occaſion for, to defend them 
againſt the Hardſhips and Inconveniencies of a Winter 
Campaign, and the Severities of the Northern Climate 
at this Time of the Year. 

The 1oth, at a general Meeting of the Subſcribers 
to the Subſcription begun at Gu:/dhall the 27th of No- 
vember laſt, by the Lord Mayor and others, for the 
better Relief, Support and Encouragement of the Sol- 
diers during the Winter Seaſon, towards the Suppreſ- 
ſion of the Rebellion, a Committee was choſen for the 
Diſpoſal of the Money ariſing from ſuch Subſcription,

December 21. We left his Royal Highneſs fat down 
before Carliſie, poſting Parties before every Gate, and 
making the neceſſary Piſpolitions for a formal Siege. 

The 24th, only four Pieces of Cannon of thoſe expect- 
ed from hitebaven, being yet arrived, it was thought 
neceſſary to defer raiſing a Battery againſt the Walls 
of Carliſie, till the reſt of the Artillery was brought 
up. 

The 25th his Royal Highneſs received the fix Pieces 
of Cannon which he expected from Mhitebaven, and 
immediately prepar'd to begin the Attack. The Rebels 


in the Town, fired almoſt inceſſantly, tho' without 


doing ſcarce any Miſchief. 

The 27th that Night the Duke having raiſed a Bat- 
tery of ſix Eighteen Pounders began to batter the Four- 
Gun Battery of Carliſe (himſelf firing the firſt Gun) 
and hoped to make a Breach fit to give the Aſſault by 
the next Night. . As his Royal Highneſs was viewing 
the Works, a Cannon-ball fell within a Yard of him. 

It is certain, that the Garriſon wou'd have ſarrender'd 
upon Conditions, but it was abſolutely refuſed. Ma- 
ny of the Rebels ſeeing the bad Situation they were in, 
daily deſerted over the Walls, but fell 8 into 
the Hands of the King's Army. As they were letting 
down a Perſon of Diſtinction over the Walls, the Coun- 
try People, who were upon the Watch not far off, ſhot 
him dead before he could get upon his Feet, and aſter- 
wards ſtripped him of 60 Guineas and a Gold \V atch. 

The fame Evening a Fellow attempting to get out of 
Town, was taken by one of the advanced Patties, and 
brought to the Duke. He dcliver'd two Letters, one for 
his Royal Highneſs, the other for the Commander of the 
Dutch Troops ſuppos'd to be with his Army. They 
were from a Perſon ftiling himſelf Commander of the

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French Artillery, and of the French Garriſon that was 
at, or might come to Carliſle, and who ſubſcrib'd his 
Name De Geag began, for the Defence of the Town and 
Citadel ; and the Contents of them were to ſummon 
the Commander of the Dutch to retire with his Troops 


from the Engliſb Army, under Pretence of the Capitu- 


lation of Tournay. 

Fhe 28th. Penrith, and other adjacent Towns were 
ſending to the Duke 500 Men with Pick-axcs and Spades, 
to work in the 'T renches, his Highneſs being reſolv'd 
that not a Man ſhould eſcape. "The Inhabitants of 
_— were in the utmoſt Diſtreſs, being pillag'd by 
the Rebels within, and prevented Py the Beſiegers 
from getting Provifions without the City, and were 
heard by the Country People to cry from the Walls, 
Hunger ! Hunger “ 

On the 29th it was found neceſſary to abate firing 
from the Battery which had began to play the Day 
before, for want of Shot, *till towards Evening, when 
a freſh Supply arriving, it was renewed very briſkly for 
two Hours, which ſhook the Walls very much. 

The Night of the 29th was ſpent in railing a new 
Battery of three 18 Pounders, which was compleated 
by the Morning : But on the firſt Platoon of the old 
Battery firing, the Rebels hung out the White Flag ; 
whereupon the Battery ceaſed, and they called over the 
Walls that they had two Hoſtages ready to be delivered 
at the Engliſb Gate, which is on the oppoſite Side of the 
Jown. His Royal Highneſs then ordered Colonel Con- 
way and Lord Bury to deliver the two Meſſages mark d

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The French endeavoured to make Terms for them- 
ſelves, and defired to have the Honours of War ; but 
their Meſſage only ſerv'd to make Diverſion, and they 
were forced to ſubmit as the Rebels did. 

On the 3oth the Rebels ſurrendered Carliſle to his 
Royal Highneſs, the Gates were ſet open that Night, 
and next Day at ten the Duke entered. They found 
the Cannon, moſt of their Baggage, Tents, Sc. The 
Duke put a ſtrong Garriſon into the Town, and order'd 
the I/Vhitehaven Cannon into the Caſtle. The Rebels were 
all put into the Cathedral; and our Foot were ordered for 
Scotland; ; the Liverpool Blues were ſent Home; Lige- 
nier's Horſe to Cheſter ; Lord Cobham's to Newcaſtle ; 
Duke of Kingſton's to Nottingham; and the Duke of Rich- 
mond's, Bland's, and St.George's Dragoons were ſtationed 
about Carlifle and Penrith, till further Orders.

It was generally thought that, upon the Reduction 
of Carliſle, his Royal Highneſs would have marched with 
his Army into Scotland, in purſuit of the Rebels; but 
Advices daily arriving at Court from the Fleet, of the 
vaſt Preparations making by the French for an Inva- 
ſion, and the prodigious Number of Tranſports lying in 
their Harbours, ready to take on Board the Troops to 
be embark'd for that Purpoſe ; it was judg'd neeeſſary 
to ſend for his Royal Highneſs to London, in order to 
oppoſe the French, in Caſe their Invaſion ſhould take 
Effect. Accordingly his Royal Highneſs ſet out from 
Carliſle, Fan. 2d, and arrived at St. James's the 4th.

Before we follow the Rebels into Scotland, let us ſtop 
for a Minute to read the following Extract of a Let- 
ter from Stok/ley in Yorkſhire, Dec. 27. 


1 S T Tueſday a Number of Stok/ley vos pulled ſome 
Tiles off Mr. Pearſon's Maſs-houſe, the Damage of 
which might amount to 11s. The Papiſts could not 
ſee their Place of Worſhip thus inſulted, without re- 
ſenting it; therefore got a Warrant from Mr. Skottowe 
againſt one of the Boys (a Sailor) who had been the 
moſt active in the Affair. The Conſtable apprehended 
the Boy the next Day; upon which his Aſſociates were 
called together to the Number of near 200, and being 
joined by ſome young Fellows, march'd in Order (with 
Drum beating and colours flying) to Mr. Skottowe's, 
and declared to him, that they all acknowledged them- 
ſelves equally guilty with the Boy charged with the Fact. 
Mr. Skottowe could not forbear laughing at them; how- 
ever, after giving them a gentle Reprimand, he diſmiſſed 
them, recommending it to the Papiſts to put up with 
the Damage. Upon this the Boys went to Ayton, beat- 
ing up for Voluntiers for his Majeſty's Service, and 
enliſted about 30 or 40 Boys; then march'd to Stoß- 
fley Croſs, fix'd their Colours upon it, and made large 
Coal-fires about it, the Spectators all wondering what 
were their Intentions to act next: When they had com- 
pleted the Fires, they marched in a full Body to the 
Maſs-houſe, got upon it, ſtripp'd off all the Tiles, and 
beat down the Cieling ; from thence they let themſelves 
down into the Chapel, pull'd it all to Pieces, and toſs'd 
the Things out of the Windows into the Yard, where 
they had placed a Guard to ſecure them: When they 
had got every Thing out, not even ſparing the Doors 
and Wainſcot, they march'd with their Booty to the 
Market-croſs, and ſet the Things around the Fires; 
then one of them put on a fine Veſtment and 9s 

With 
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with a Mitre in his Hand, and mounted the Croſs, cal- 
led them all around him, and made them a Speech, in 
Concluſion of which he told them, that in Conſideration 
of the great Service they had done to their King and 
Country, in deſtroying the Maſs-houſe that Day, he 
reſum'd, from the great Authority he was then in- 
veſted with, to abſolve them from all their paſt Sins, 
but exhorted them for the future to lead a peaceable and 
godly Life,; upon which they gave a * huzza, God 
ſave King GEORGE, and down with the Maſs ; then he 
put off his Robes, and threw them into the Fire; at 
the ſame Time each Hand was employed in burning the 
Reſt of the Things laid ready for the Flames; after 
which they diſpers'd, and went to their reſpective 
Homes. 


After the Skirmiſh at Cons the Rebel Army made 
the beſt of their Way for Carliſſe, with the young Pre- 
tender with them. They ſtaid there one Night, and 
hearing that the Duke was juſt at their Heels, pack'd 

+ up their Baggage, appointed a Garriſon, and then re- 
new'd their Flight with the greateſt Precipitation to- 
wards the Eſte, which they croſs'd in ſuch a Hurry, 
breaſt-high, that many of them were drowned in wading 
through. | 

| The People of Edinburgh, on hearing that the Rebels 

had left Carlifle, and had paſs'd the Eſte, were in the 
utmoſt Confuſion. The General, the Banks, and every 
Thing of Value were again in the Caſtle; and every Horſe 
that could carry a Man or Baggage, went for Berwick ; 
as did all the Gentlemen and Ladies: But it happen'd, 
there were no Grounds for this mighty Conſternation, 
the Rebels having took the Glaſgow Road, and not 
coming within 24 Miles of Edinburgh. 


Extract of a Letter from Edinburgh, Dec. 7. 


1. Day General Gue/? has ſent a Regiment of 
Foot to Stirling, and we are told that M. Wade 
K k 2 | has 
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has detach'd two or three Regiments to Scotland. —— 
We are in fear of the Rebels getting over to us. — 
Lord John Drummond, who has the ſupreme Command, 
permits the utmoſt Outrages. The laſt Body of them 
kept a little Decency in the Midſt of their arbitrary 
Doings, but this none, robbing and plundering every 
Body, particularly the Clergy. They burnt two of 
their Houſes after pillaging them. If they get here, 
whole Families muſt fly. —— Yeſterday we had an a- 
greeable Parade of the Cargo of a "Tranſport taken by 
Admiral Byng, conſiſting of three Companies of the In- 
vaders, with all their Officers, being carried from Leith 
to the Caſtle, in Number about 180, beſides the Sai- 
lors who remain in the Man of War. They are all J- 
riſh and Scotch Deſerters to the French Army, good 
likely Men, and tolerably well cloathed ; and this beſides 
Arms and Stores. 

Lord Jahn ſays, he has a Right to take from every 
Body for the Prince (as he calls him) what may be uſeful 
to his Army and Service, and to do every Thing that 
may terrify rebellious Subjects.

The 21ſt and the Day following, the main Body of 
the Rebel Army march'd into Dumfries with the Pre- 
tender's Son; the 23d he went from thence with them, 
and propoſed to lodge that Night at Drumlanrig.

They order' 
the People to ſend their Baggage off after them, and at 
the ſame Time aſſured, that if they heard that a Finger 
was moved againſt any of their Stragglers, the Hoſtages 
of the Town ſhould inftantly be put to Death. The 
Damage done the Town was at leaſt 4000 J. but in the 
Country much more. 

The 25th, the Van of the Rebel Army enter'd Glaſ- 
goto, and the Remainder with the Pretender's Son came 
there in the Evening. They made great Demands on 
the City, as a Puniſhment for having raiſed and armed 
a Regiment againſt their Leader. The Pretender ſent 
for the Provoſt of the City, and demanded the Names of 
thoſe who had ſubſcribed for raiſing Troops againſt him, 
threatning to hang him immediately, in Caſe of a Re- 
fuſal. To which the Provoſt bravely and boldly re. 

plied, He would not give up the Name of any one Perjm 
in the Town ; but that he had himſelf . a greater 
Sum than any other Perſon, as he thought it his Duty; 
and therefore he fear'd not to die in ſuch a Cauſe, &c. 

The following Extract of a Letter from Glaſgru, 
dated Jan. 6. will ſufficiently explain the foregoing 
Paragraph. 

After our Regiment was ſent to Stirling, the great. 
eſt Part of the able-bodied Men in Town offer'l 
themſelves Voluntiers, for the Service of the Govern- 
ment and Defence of the City. They were imme- 
diately regimented, and exerciſed almoſt every Day; 
and upon hearing that the Rebels were flying before 
the Duke, we called in the Weſt- -Country and dea- 
port-towns People to our Aſſiſtance, who came rut- 
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ning to us in great Numbers; but the 22d of liſt 


« Month, having a certain Account of the Rebels hay- 
© ing paſſed the Ee, the Country People were ordered 
« to ſend their Arms to Dumbarton Caſtle ; and the Re- 
« oiments, with our own People, who were at Stirling, 
© ordered to defend Edinburgh; by which we have 
been expoſed to the Reſentment of our Enemies, 
« which has fallen hard upon us; for they ſtaid here ten 
© Days, living at free. Quarters, committing very great 
« Abuſes, and obliging us to comply with an extrava- 
© eant Demand, which they ſaid was to fave us from a 
general Plunder, viz. 13,000 Shirts, 6000 Coats of 
© Kerſey, 6000 Pair of Shoes, 6000 Pair of Stockings, 
© and as many Bonnets as could be got; all our Arms, 
« Powder and Shot, beſides Carriages for their Baggage, 
© and many Things robb'd from us; and for the full 
performance of the above Demands, they carried 
away Meſſ. Archibald Coates and George Carmichacl 
6 Hoſtages.” 


A further Account of the Rebels entering Glaſgow, 


and their Behaviour there, with other Particulars, we 


find in the Gazette of Jan. 7. as follows. 

Edinburgh, Jan. 2. The Number of the Rebels ar- 
rived at Glaſgow, by a Medium of ſeveral Computa- 
tions, is about 3600 Foot, and near 500 Horſe, in- 
cluding 50 or 60 employed in carrying their Sick. 
Their Horſes are poor and jaded, and 6 or 700 of their 
Foot have no Arms, or Ability to uſe them. Some 
Hundreds of their Friends have paſſed the Forth in their 
Way to Glaſgow; and on Saturday laſt the Perſon 
called the Duke of Perth, with a Party of about 150, 
went from Glaſgow, and it is reported he is got home. 
Small Parties are continually paſſing that Way, whe- 
ther deſerting or marching to Perth, is not known: 
However, it is certain, they have loſt ſeveral by De- 
ſertion and Death ſince they arriv'd at G/aſgcwv, where 
they have alſo enliſted about 50 or 60, who took on 
with them for want of Bread. Their Demands upon 
(/2/gaw-for Broad-cloth, Tartan, Linnen, Bonnets, and 


dhocs, amount to near 10,000 J. ſterling in Value; be- 
11 ſide a 
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> ſides which, they ſay they muſt have a Sum of Money, 
They have aſſeſs'd Provoſt Buchanan in 500 I. for pro- 
moting the new Levies on behalf of the Government, 
and have been very outrageous againſt all thoſe who 
appear'd zealous and active in railing them, by plun- 
dering and burning their Houſes, deſtroying their Good; 
and Furniture, and (where they could not carry off 
their Proviſions) by ſpoiling them in a moſt unheard of 
Manner, which, fo far from having the Effect they 
propoſed, has greatly increaſed the Spirit againſt them; 
They give out that they are to attack Stirling, and on 
Monday Noon the Cannon from Perth was moved to- 
wards that Place, amongſt which are two Pieces of eight 
Pounders, two of twelve, two of ſixteen, all Braſs, be- 
ſides Iron Cannon, and a large Quantity of Powder and 
Ball ; the Rebels from Perth marched therewith. The 
Priſoners who were at Perth are ſent to Glames. Here 
are Advices that the Rebels had got ſome of their Mili- 
tary Stores, particularly Iron Cannon and Ball, from 
Montroſe by Sea to Perth, and that they had fitted out 
the Hazard Sloop, and a Privateer at Montroſe, which 
were ready to put to Sea, and that they were alſo fitting 
out an armed Sloop at Perth. At this Place they have 
fortified Oliver”s ** and have from one hundred 
to two hundred Country People daily employ'd in for- 
tifying the whole Town. As ſoon as we heard that 
the firſt Diviſion of the Troops ſent to this Place from 
Marſhal /Yade's Army had paſſed Neweaftle, we began 
to repair the Fortifications of this City, and gave Notice 
to the People in the Country, upon whom we could 
depend, to be in readineſs to come hither for the De- 
fence of the City. The Friends to the Rebels in theſe 
Parts ſent Expreſs after Expreſs to them to Glaſgow, 
to haſten their March hither, and on Monday Night we 
had Intelligence that they had called in their Cloathing 
Half made, and packed it up, which we took for a Sig- 
nal of their March. Thereupon the Militia was called in- 
to the City, and more came than we could quarter. 
Horſes were order'd to meet the firſt Diviſion of Troops 
and Relays were ready for them upon the Road, wo 
| | ˖ 
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the Country People contributed with great Chearful- 
neſs ; and this Morning two Regiments of the firſt Di- 
viſion arrived here mounted on the Horſes above-men- 
tion'd from Dunbar, and were received with Huzzas, 
Illuminations, &c. The Soldiers are all hearty. I hey 
were entertain'd at Dunbar, and Halfway Place at 
Aberlady, at the Expence of the County of Ea/? Lathian, 
and this Night will be fo at the Expence of the City; 
ſo that now we think ourſelves quite ſafe from the Re. 
bels. The G/a/gow .Regiment is here, and makes a 
very fine Appearance. It conſiſts of upwards of 500, 
all young able-bodied Men, who perform their Exerciſe 
extremely well, and do Duty with the regular 'I roops, 
behdes 160 Voluntiers from Paz:/ly. They ſhew'd a 


great Spirit in marching hither, when it appear'd im- 


practicable to defend Glaſgow. There certainly has 
been a Skirmiſh between the Rebels near Aberdeen, and 
a Party of Lord Loudon's Men, commanded * by the 
Lairds of Macleod. and Culcairn; it is ſaid to have 
ended to the Diſadvantage of the Latter, who were 
inferior in Numbers. There are, however, as yet no 
Accounts of that Aﬀair but what the Rebels give; the 
moſt Sanguine of whom ſay, it was a total Rout ; others, 
that about twenty on each Side were kill'd, and ahaut 
lixty of our Men taken Priſoners. The Argyll/hire 
Men are now ready to co-operate with our Troops.

The Condition of the People of Scotland, from the 
Behaviour of the Rebels that were left there, during 
the Adventures of their Fellow Thicves in England, 
was undoubtedly very miſerable, as is evident from the 
following Extract of a Letter from /Angus-ſhire. 


D* RT H, Dundee, and the Country around, are 
one Scene of Horror and Oppreſſion; Robberies 
are perpetual, and many of them in open Day, in the 
publick Streets, in the Sight of all Mcn, and of their 
own Officers. In Strathmore they have attacked many 
of the Clergy, and robbed them, with great Inſults, of 
conſiderable Sums. 

In a late Rejoicing at Dundee, for ſome French Land- 
ing at Montroſe, it was proclaim'd that every Houſe 
ſhould teſtify their Joy by illuminating their Windows, 
or be ſubject to a Fine of 20 J. Scots, a notable Way 
of pointing out to the Highland Executioners the Fa- 
milies who would not rejoice on this Event! The 
Preſbyterian Miniſters, it ſeems, could not on that 
Occaſion temporiſe with them: The Effect was like to 
be unhappy, their Windows were broke, and at laſt 
they fired ſharp Shot into their Houſes. 

n ſhort, our Caſe grows worſe and worſe. The In- 
ſtances of Oppreſſion are ſo multiplied, that People 
you weary of complaining, or of even repeating the 

articulars, the leaſt of which under King George's 
Government, and by his Soldiers, would fill City and 
Country with Noiſe for many Days; and if an End is 
not ſoon put to theſe Diſtreſſes, the Calamity, through

In a Letter from Edinburgh, December 14. it was 
ſaid, that Lord John Drummond, inſtead of advancing 
from Perth to attack Stirling, had retired again to 
Montroſe, and preſſed Carpenters to refit his Ship which 
Admiral Byng had left for a Wreck ; to prevent which, 
two Bomb Veſſels went down the Road of Leith to 
throw ſome Bombs into her to render her uſeleſs. The 
Rebels haſty Retreat out of England had occaſion'd, 
it ſeems, an univerſal Panick among all their Friends 
in Scotland. By two Priſoners taken from Lord John 
Drummond, it was aſſerted, that their Deſign in refitting 
their Ship, was to embark again for France, | 

In a Letter, dated December 21. from the ſamePlace, 
were the following Advices. * That the Van of the 
Rebel Army getting Notice, that their Rear Guard 
had been attacked by his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
£ Cumberland's advanced Guard, at the Town of Clif- 
ton, deſerted all to a Man, About 300 of them were 
purſued by a Regiment of Dragoons, and a Party of 

the Country Voluntiers, commanded by the Lord 
* Juſtice Clerk and Sir John Inglis, to the Caſtles of 
Lochleven and Inch-Colm. The Horſe and Foot pur- 
ſued them with all Speed from Alchindown and Balve- 
ney, without halting, and came up moſt furiouſly 
to the Caſtles, having firſt ſecured all the Avenues, 
leſt any of the Highlanders, who were. all Foot, 
ſhould have eſcaped, and with very little Loſs made 
them ſurrender, From thence they carried the Re- 
bels to Delgary and Roxburg, and put them on board 
three of his Majeſty's Ships, to be tranſported to the 
Caſtles of Ruthven and Fedderett, to receive-their juſt 
Rewards. Another Party of the Rebels took the Route 
of Glenlevet, and thence to Struthers, where they 
prefled ſome Veſſels and Fiſhing - boats to carry them 
to Montroſe ; but Admiral Byng ordered the Ludlow- 
Caſtle and another Man of War after them; and when 
the Aberdeen Poſt-Boy was coming thro? the _ of 
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* Mony-Frith, he ſaw Admiral Byng's Ships almoſt up 
« with them, being then ſailing paſt the Kirk of Dum- 
zz lait, and the Rebels failing through the Loch of 
kene. 
But tho' the News of the Rebels Flight from Eng- 
land, occaſion'd, at firſt, a general Conſternation among 
their Brethren in Scotland, yet they were ſoon hearten'd 
up by their Leaders, who told them, that the Occaſion 
of their Army's returning to Scotland, was only to re- 
cruit it with the Forces that were coming or already 
landed from France; by which they ſhould be in a 
Condition to face and encounter with the greateſt 
Power that the EleQor of Hanover could ſend againft 
them 3 and that as they had already been too hard 
for his Forces on ſeveral Occaſions, they made no 
Doubt but they ſhould always prove ſo for the future, 
whenever they durſt venture to meet *em in the Field. 
That they were ſpirited on by ſome ſuch Arguments as 
theſe, appears, in ſome Meaſure, from the following 
Advices publiſhed in the Gazette. 
Inverneſs, December 22. Upon the News of the 
March of the Rebels into England, and ſome pretended 
Succeſſes gained by them, the Frazers, headed by 
Lord Lovat's Son, formed a Sort of Blockade of Fort 
Auguſtus, while Lord Lewis Gordon in Bamff and Aber- 
deen ſhire was raiſing Men and levying Money, by Force 
| and Threats of the moſt ſevere military Execution. 
J The Money expected from the Town and Shire of 
Aberdeen amounted to near 13, ooo /. Sterling: There- 
upon the Earl of Loudin, with 600 of the well affected 
Clans, marched in a very ſevere Froſt through Stra- 
4 therrick, Part of Lord Lovat's Eſtate, on the South 
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0 Side of N to the Relief of Fort Augu/ius. He 
0 met with no Oppoſition, ſupplied the Place with what 
8 was wanting, and returned hither the 8th Inſtant, af- 
ter letting the Inhabitants of Stratherrick know what 
2 they were to expect if they joined the Rebels. This 
A Detachment, after one Nay's Reſt, was ordered to 
rl march to relieve Bamf/ and Aberdeenſhire. For this 
of End, the two Companics of Mackenziss, who had been 


poſted 
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poſted near Braban, were called into this Place on 
Monday the gth, and on Tueſday the 10th the Lord 
Loudm, with 800 Men, marched out to Lord Lovat's 
Houſe of Caſtle Dounick, to obtain the beſt Security 
he could for the peãceable Behaviour of the Frazers; 


at the ſame Time the Laird of Macleod was detached 


with five hundred Men, (four hundred whereof were 
of his own Kindred) toward Z/gin, in their Way to 
BamfF and Aberdeenſhire, to prevent the Rebels recruit- 
ing there; and they were to be followed by Lord 
Loudm, and as many Men as could be ſpared from 
hence. Lord Loudon prevailed with Lord Lovat upon 


Wedneſday the 11th, to come into Inverneſs along with 


him, and to live there under his Eye, until he ſhould 
bring in all the Arms which the Clan was poſſeſſed of, 
which he promiſed to do againſt Saturday Night follow- 
ing, and highly condemned the Behaviour of his Son. 
Whilſt Lord Loudon waited for the Delivery of theſe 
Arms, 200 Men, under Capt. Monro of Culcairn, were 
detached by his Lordſhip to follow Macleod to Elgin 
and Aberdeen. Lord Lovat, after delaying to fulfil his 
Promiſe from Time to Time, at laſt found Means to 

t out of the Houſe where he was lodged, at a back 
Paſſige, and made his Eſcape. In the mean Time 
Macleod marched forwards to Elgin, and from thence 
hearing that 200 Rebels had taken Poſſeſſion of the Boats 
of Spay at Tochabors, and pretended to diſpute the 
Paſſage with him, he advanced on Sunday the 15th to 
the Banks of that River, which the Rebels on his Ap- 
proach quitted, leaving him a quiet Paſſage. From 
thence he advanced on the 16th and r7th to Cullen and 
Bam, whilſt Capt. Monro, with his 200 Men, on 
the 17th and 18th, advanced by Keith to Strathbogie, 
and the Rebels who were in Poſſeſſion of thoſe Places, 
retired towards Aberdeen, Mr. Grant, of Grant, joined 
Capt. Monro with 500 of his Clan, and marched with 
him to Strathbogie. Upon the 19th it was reſolved by 
Mr. Macleod and Capt. Morro, to march the next 
Morning, the firſt from Bam to Old Meldrum, 12 
Miles off Aberdeen, and the laſt from Strathbogie to In- 
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nerourie, which is at the like Diſtance. The Rebels had 
| drawn together a conſiderable Body at Aberdeen, and 
were in Expectation of a Reinforcement from Perth and 
|

Dundee. We expect a Reinforcement here ſoon of two 

Companies of Macdonalds from the Ifle of Sky ; ano- 
ther of the Mackenzies; another Company of Mackey's, 
and a Company of Rofſes, each of which Companies 
| will conſiſt of 1oo Men. The Rebels at Perth have 
| not had any Acceſſion of Strength from this Country, 
| ' fave from the Frazers before mentioned, who amount 
to between 2 or 300, and ſome Macdonalds, of Clan- 
c ronald's People, from Moldart, who marched through 
| Athol ſix Days ago, eſcorting a conſiderable Quantity 
ö of Spamſb Money that was lately landed in the Iſle of 
| Barray. The Perſon ſtiling himſelf Lord John Drum- 
mond, has publiſhed a Declaration, as Commander in 

Chief of the French Forces in Scotland, and declares, 

that the French King will ſupport the Pretender to 

the utmoſt, threatning Deſtruction to all who ſhall not 
aſſiſt him. The Rebels at Perth, by the Direction of 
ſome French-Engineers, are forcing in all the Country 
People to fling up Intrenchments, to repair in ſome 
fort Oliver's Fort, and to fetch in the Water of Almond. 
The following is an authentick Copy of a very barba- 
: rous Order iſſued by the Governor of the Pretender, in 
the Shires of Aberdeen and Bamff; for the carrying of 
which into Execution, we are aſſured, Parties were actually 
ſent through that Country, which are two of the Coun- 
ties diſarmed by Law, and unprovided with Arms, or 
any legal Authority to uſe them. This Order, in the 
Shire of Aberdeen alone, may raiſe either 2400 Men, 
or 12000 J. Sterling, which amounts to 55s. in the Pound 
of the real Rack Rent; and wherever the Country, for 
its want of Protection, ſhall refuſe or neglect to comply 
with this Order, their Damage, by this Military Exe- 
cution of Burning, will be yet heavier.

On the 21ſt, the Lord John Drummond ſet up the 
Pretender's Standard at Dundee, and read the French 
King's Declaration there, under a treble Diſcharge of 
his Artillery ; containing in Subſtance, That he, Lord 
John Drummond, Commander in Chief of his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty's Forces in Scotland, is come to make 
War againſt George King of England, Elector of Ha- 
nover, in Support of the Family of Stuart; declaring, 
That his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and the King of Sparn, 
are the Allies of the above Family; that they are re- 
ſolved to ſupport them with Men, Arms, Ammunition 
and Money; that whoever ſhall join and aſſiſt Chari: 
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8 of ſhall have the higheſt Tokens of Fa- 


vour; and that whoever ſhall reſiſt, ſhall feel the 


Weight of Military Reſentment, in Proportion to the 
Zeal they ſhew to his preſent Majeſty. 


Stirling, Dec. 23. Eight hundred Highlanders from 


Perth were in that Neighbourhood, being quarter'd at 
Downe, Dumblain, and Bridge of Alla; 4 or 500 more 
of them marched to Dundee and Montroſe, where there 
were 3 or 400 Rebels, under the Command of Sir 
James Kinloch, and one Ferrier. It was ſuppos'd, that 
their Deſign in going to theſe Places, was to cover a 
new Landing expected there; or elſe to guard the Ha- 
zard Sloop, and other Ships at Montroſe, There re- 
main'd very few Highlanders at Perth, and about 400 
Frenchmen. Intercauld's Men did not riſe at firſt, but 
a Party came lately into Mar, and began to burn two 
or three Corn-yards ; and about 300 of them marched 
to Aberdeen, and join'd Lord Lewis Gordon, who was 
upon his March to Perth, with a Body of 800. 

About the ſame Time Major General Campbell ar- 
rived at Iuuerary, and ſoon after march'd with 600 
Men to join General Blakeney at Stirling, 400 more 
were raiſed in Campleſioun, and ready to march at a 
Day's Notice, for the ſame Service. 

The 23d, Eight Battalions of Engliſb Troops were 
in March from Newca/tle to Edinburgh, to which Place 
they were order'd to proceed with the utmoſt Expedi- 
tion. Maj. Gen. Huſte and Brig. Cholmondeley march'd 
with them, and Licut. Gen. Hawley was to follow in 
two or three Days. 

The firſt Diviſion of the ſaid Battalions arriv'd at 
Edinburgh, Jan. 1ſt. the ſecond was there the 4th, and 
the third the gth, and the Lord Cobham's Regiment of 
Dragoons the Day after. The Regiments of Scots Fu- 
zileers and Sempil were expected at Newca/tle the 6th, 
from whence they were to proceed to Edinburgh to join 
Gen. Hawley's Body, which would then conſiſt of three 
Regiments of Dragoons, and fourteen Battalions, befides 
the Country Forces. A great Number of the Kebels 
deſerted daily, and return'd to their Habitations.

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Inverneſs, Dec. 29. The March of Mr. Macleod, with 
the Detachment of 700 Men, without the Grants, who 
returned from Strathbogie, forced the Rebels to retire 
to Aberdeen, and to ſend for a Detachment from Mon- 
troſe, Dundee, &c. They then march'd out of Aber- 
deen with about 1200 Men, fo ſecretly; that they came 
up with Mr. Macleod at Inverourie, where he lay with 
about 200 of his Men (the reſt being canten'd in the 
Neighbourhood, at the Diſtance of a Mile or two) at 
four o'Clock in the Evening, without being diſcover'd, 
till they were ready to begin the Attack. Mr. Mac leod, 
however, and Capt. Munro: of Bullain, got the Hand- 
ful of Men they had in the Village immediately together, 
and notwithſtanding the Surprize, and the great Inequa- 
lity of Numbers, maintained their Ground for about 20 
Minutes, until they had fired away the greateſt Part of 
their Shot, and then made their Retreat in ſo good Order, 
that the Enemy did not think- fit to purſue them one 
Yard. 'The Rebels did not pretend that we loſt in this 
Scuffle any more than ſeven Men killed, and fifteen ſo 
wounded, that they could not be brought off. Their 
own Loſs they — Care to conceal, by burying their 
Dead in the Night Time; but all the Reports from that 
Country agreed, that it was much more conſiderable 
than ours. Our Men, however, were obliged to retire 
to this Side the Spey, to prevent Surprizes of the like 
Nature, until they could be reinforced. This Affair 
had, however, this good Effect, that it retarded the Re- 
bels recruiting, and forc'd them to detach from the 
South, which of courſe weaken'd them there. 

Dec. 30. Advices from the North gave an Account, 
that a pretty ſmart Skirmiſh had happen'd between a 
Party of the Lord Loudon's, and a Detachment of Lord

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Perthſhire to haſten their March towards Stirling, where 
they ſhut up the Ports, and placed Guards at all the Out- 
lets of the Town, to prevent the People from coming in, 
or going out with Intelligence to the King's Troops ; 
and the Body at and about Falkirk had Orders to march 
upon the 13th towards Linlithgow with all the Waggons 
and Carts which they could get together, for carrying off 
all the Proviſions they could meet with. Accordingly 
they marched yeſterday Morning, to the Number of 
1100 Men, under the Command of Lord George Mur- 
ray and Lord Elcho; but ſcarcely were they arrived at 
Linlithgow, when Major-General Huſte, who had 
marched the fame Morning with five old Regi- 
ments, together with the G/a/gow Regiment un- 
der the Command of the Lord Hume, and the 
Remains of the two Regiments of Dragoons of Ha- 
milton and Gardiner, appear'd near the ſame Place. 
Upon his Approach the Rebels retired towards Falkirk 
without having been able to pick up any Thing, and 
with ſo much Precipitation that he could not come up 
with them, whereon he took Poſt at Linlithgow. This 
Morning three Regiments more marched from hence 
to Barrouſtounneſs, to be at hand to ſupport him, and 
Licut. Gen. Hawley will follow with the Artillery as 
ſoon as poſſible to the Relief of Stirling. Cobham's Dre» 
goons are expected here this Day, and will march upon 
the 16th to join General Huſte, Letters from Major 
General Campbel, dated at Inverary, mention, that he 
las 1000 Men in Arms thereabouts guarding the 
Paſſes, beſides the Corps under his Son, which is 
now increas'd to 1000, and which was to be at Ki} 
th laſt Night, in its March to join Major General 
Huſve. The Number of the Rebels on this Side the 
Forth cannot exceed 6000, ſuppoſing they have by this 
Time been joined by the greateſt Part of thoſe from 
Perthſhire, and that they have loſt no Men by Deſer- 
tion; whereas it is aſſured that they have loſt a great 
many They have about 1000 more, which are cant ned

tion up the Firth delay'd the Meaſures of the Rebels 
for attacking Stirling Caſtle ; for by our lateſt Intelli- 
gence, though they had made ſeveral Attempts to raiſe 
the Battery, they had not got one Cannon mounted. 
The Battery which the Rebels had erected at Elphing- 


flone, was the 8th very briſkly attacked by the Pearl 


and Vulture Sloops, within Muſket-ſhot, and three of 
their Cannon diſmounted ; but one of the Sloops having 
had her Cable cut aſunder by one of their Cannon-ſhot, 
ſhe was, by the Strength of the ebb Tide, forced from 
her Station, and the two Pilots in the other having 
each loſt a Leg, they were obliged to quit the Battery, 
and give up the Enterprize. In this whole Affair only 
two Sailors were kill'd, and ten or twelve wounded; 
but the Land Forces under Leighton received no Da- 


mage. 

Edinburgh, January 16. Within theſe three Days 
paſt 12 Regiments of Foot, and two of Dragoons, 
have marched from hence to Linlithgow. The Artille- 
ry follow'd Yeſterday, as did this Day Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Hawley, with Lord Cobham's Dragoons. The 
Party of the Rebels which had retired to Fa/kir4 from 
Linlithgow, upon Major-General Huſt's Arrival at the 
laſt Place upon the 13th, retir'd on the 14th from 
Falkirk towards Stirling, to their main Body.

Linlithgow, January 15. By Advices from Stirling 
of Yeſterday, the Rebels had got together two Pieces 
of Cannon 16 Pounders, two of 8, and three

Lieutenant General Hawley is expect- 
ed here To-morrow Night with the Train of Artillery, 
Price's Regiment, and Cobham's Dragoons. 


Newcaſtle, January 16. Yeſterday 48 Gunners and 


Matroſſes marclied from hence to join General Hawley 
in Scotland, and were this Morning followed by 16 
Picees of Artillery.

| ' Gament, Jan. 14, 1746. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, | 


AT the opening of this Seſſion of Parliament, I did 
not think it proper to lay any thing before you, for 
your Conſideration, but what immediately related to 

e preſent unnatural Rebellion, and our Security at 
Home. The daring Attempt, which the Rebels have 
ſince made upon this Part of 'my Kingdom, has been 
happily diſappointed ; and, as their precipitate Flight, 
before a ſmall! Nuniber of my Troops, muſt greatly diſ- 
pirit their Followers ; ſo, that inviolable Duty and Loy- 
alty, which have been ſo univerſally and ſteadily ſhewn 

by my faithful Subjects, and ſhall never be forgotten 
by me, muſt convince them how vain, and ill- grounded 
their Hopes were of any Addition of Strength from ſuch 
an Enterprize. I have not only ſent a conſiderable Bo- 
dy of our national Forces into Scotland, and ordered 
the Heſian Troops, in my Pay, to be landed there; 
but have alſo made ſuch a Diſpoſition of the reſt of my 
Forces by Land, as well as by Sea, that, I hope, by 
the Bleſſing of God, this Rebellion will, in a ſhort 
Time, be extinguiſhed; and our Enemies, who have 
ſo long menaced us with an Invafion, be deterr'd by 
the ſcaſonable Preparations made for our Defence. 

The Election of the Emperor, which I very zealouſſy 
promoted, was an Event of great Importance, not only 
to the Support of the Houſe of Auſtria, but to the Li- 
berties of Europe in general. I did alſo, during the 
Courſe of the laſt Year; exert my earneſt Endexrours 
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to bring about an Accommodation between the Empreſs, 

the _ of Poland, and the King of Pruffia ; and laid a 
proper Foundation for it, by the Convention made be- 
tween me, and the King of Pruſſia. This great Work 

being at length perfected, under my Mediation, by 
the Treaty lately concluded at Dreſden, the interior 
Tranquillity of Germany, amongſt the Princes of the Em- 
pire, is now reſtored. My next Care has been, and 
ſhall continue to be, applied to improve this Accommo- 
dation to the beſt Advantage, by procuring an imme- 
diate Succour to be ſent to Italy; and ſuch a Strength 
for the Defence, and Security of the United Provinces, 
as may preſerve that Republic, the antient and natural 
Ally of this Kingdom, and one main Support of the Pro- 
teſtant Cauſe, from the Deſtruction, with which it is 
threatned ; as well as to attain a ſafe, and honourable 
Peace. The States General have made the moſt preſſing 
Inſtances to me, to aſſiſt them in this difficult Conjuncture. 
The imminent Dangers, to which they are, at preſent, 
expoſed, which do ſo nearly affect the Safety of Great 
Britain, as well as the very Being of Holland, call for 
our moſt ſerious Attention: For the Intereſt of the two 
Nations are ſo united, that whatſoever brings Ruin upon 
the one, muſt, in Conſequence, be attended with the 
moſt fatal Miſchiefs to the other. Theſe Reaſons have 
induced me to aſſure the States, that I will, to the ut- 
moſt of my Power, according to the Circumſtances of 
my own Dominions, co-operate with them, towards 
oppoſing the further Progreſs of our Enemies in the Ne- 
therlands; and procuring proper Security for the Re- 
publick, againſt the ambitious, and deſtructive Deſigns 
of France. In order to this neceſſary End, Meaſures 
are now actually concerting between me and the States, 
for furniſhing this Aſſiſtance, on my part, as early, and 
effectually as poſſible ; and for their making ſuch an 
Augmentation of their preſent Forces, as their own 
immediate Preſervation, and the Neceſſity of Affairs 
abſolutely require. 

The great Advantages, which we have received from 


our naval Strength, in protecting the Commerce of my 
Subjects, 
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Subjects, and intercepting, and diſtreſſing that of our 
Enemies, have been happily experienced by the former, 
and ſeverely felt by the latter. I am therefore deter- 
min'd to be particularly attentive to this important Ser- 
vice; and to have ſuch a Fleet at Sea, early in the 
Spring, as may be ſufficient to defend ourſelves, and 
effectually to annoy our Enemies.

\ King of Sardinia; to whoſe Aſſiſtance we will contribute, 
on our Part, whatever ſhall be found neceſſary and 
expedient. 

And your Majeſty may depend on your faithful Com- 
mons, that, as they are fully ſenſible, that the true In- 
tereſt of the States General, and that of theſe Kingdoms 
is the ſame, they will enable your Majeſty, as far as our 
Circumſtances will permit, to give that Succour to the 
United Provinces, which, with a proper and vigorous 
Exertion of their own Strength, may put a Stop to the 
further Progreſs of the Arms of France in the Nether- 
lands, procure them a ſufficient Security againſt their 
Enemies, and obtain a ſafe and honourable Peace. 

We beg Leave to return your Majeſty our Thanks 
for the particular Care which your Majeſty has taken, 
and graciouſly promiſes to continue, of the naval Strength 
of theſe Kingdoms; from whence we have already re- 
ceived, and from which, under your Majeſty, we may 
juſtly hope for the moſt important Services. 

And we aſſure your Majeſty, that we will, in all our 
Deliberations, have the greateſt Regard to publick Cre- 
dit, the Support of which is, at this Time, fo effen- 
tially neceſſary towards carrying into Execution every 
Meaſure, that can conduce to the Honour of your Ma- 
jeſty, and the true Intereſt and Well-being of your

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With Regard to the French Embarkation, ſo much 
talked of, we had the following Advices from Fluſhing, 
a Sea-Port in Zealand, in a Letter dated Jan. 27. N. 8. 


1 French ſeem again to have made ſome Alte- 
ration in their Schemes of invading Great Britain. 
They had drawn to Calais and Boulogne their Troops, 
and the Ships and Boats which were deſign'd to tranſ- 
port them, but obſerving their Ports ſo well watched, 
the Troops were laſt Week diſembarked again, and 
are upon their March back to Dunkirk and Oſtend. 
What Preparations may be making at Dunkirk is un- 
certain, but all the Hoſtages for the Ranſom of Cap- 
tures were on Saturday laſt ſent away from thence in a 
great Hurry, tho' ſome of them ought to have had 
their Liberty many Days before. On Sunday laſt they 
began at O/tend to equip for Tranſports all the Ships 
in that Harbour, with preſſing Orders for Expedition: 
There are no Ships of War, or Privateers of Note 
there, ut four or five large Ships, ſome of them of 
about 400 Tons or above, about as many Ships of be- 
tween 100 and 150 Tons, and three or four ſmall 
ones under 100 Tons. The Fiſhing Boats and ſmall 
Craft were on Monday not returned from Calais and 
Boulogne, but were hourly expected, having been diſ- 
charged the Service. Quarters had alſo ſome Days be- 
fore been ordered to be provided at O/tend for a great 
Number of 'Troops, faid to be on their March. 


We cannot, in Juſtice, omit any Thing that tends 
to illuſtrate the noble Qualities of our Engliſb Hero the 
Duke of Cumberland; and for that Reaſon only I inſert 
the following Paſlage.

The Government order'd another Battery of Cannon 
to be added to that already erected at Dungeneſs, and 
two Batteries to be raiſed at the North Foreland. 


But it is Time we return to Scotland ; where we left 
the Rebels beſieging the Caſtle of Stirling; and the 
King's Forces drawing together to relieve it, which 
brought on the Battle of Falkirk ; of which we are now 
about to give an Account of. 

As the Gazette is ſuppos' d to contain the moſt au- 
thentick Advices, I have tranſcrib'd the Relation of this 
Battle from thence, as follows, 

Linlithgow, Fan. 17. Lieut. Gen. Hawley having aſ- 
ſembled all the King's Troops together near Falkirk, in 
order to attack the Rebels, and raife the Siege of Stir- 
ling Caſtle, this Morning their Army made a Motion, 
and advanced towards him, whereupon he made the 
neceſſary Diſpoſitions for receiving them, and marched 
to a Place called Falkir# Muire, about an Engliſh Mile 
to the South Welt of Falkirk, to give them Battle. He 
was himſelf with the left Wing, and Major Gen. Huſte 
with the Right, which had greatly the Advantage of the 
left Wing of the Rebels. At the Beginning of the Engage- 
ment the Horſes belonging to the Artillery ran away, an 
ſome of the Dragoons in the left Wing immediately gave 
Way, as did ſome Part of the Infantry in the ſame Wing. 
Gen. Hawley retreated in good Order to his Camp at Fal- 


Enemy did not venture to purſue them, which was

kirk, as did Major Gen. Hiſſte with the right Wing. The 
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e right Wing. There are about 300 private Men of 
e King's Troops miſſing, and ſome Officers are killed, 
ut the Particulars are not yet known. The Officers 
id their Duty, and led the Men on with great Cou- 
ge. There are ſeven Pieces of Cannon miſſing. The 
Loſs on the Part of the Rebels is not certain, but is 
bought to be confiderable. A very great Storm of 
Vind and Rain aroſe in the Beginning of the Engage- 
ment, which beating upon the Faces of the King's 
Troops, was very diſadvantageous to them. After the 
Retreat Gen. Hawley had determined to remain in the 
amp at Falkirk, but the Weather proving extremely 
bad, and having Advice that the Rebels were puſhing 
to get between him and Edinburgh, he marched and 
took Poſt here. 

We hear that the Rebels are retiring Weſtward from 
the Place of Action towards Stirling. 

Whitehall, Jan. 23. This Day at Noon an Expreſs 
arrived from Lieut. Gen. Hawley, with Letters of the 
19th from Edinburgh, containing the following farther 
Particulars of the Action upon the 17th near Falkirk. 

The whole Army being aſſembled, and Cobham's Dra- 
goons being arrived early upon the Morning of the 17th, 
it was reſolved to march the next Day to attack the 
Rebels, who by all Accounts lay with their main Body 
in the Encloſures near Torwood ; but by the Report of 
ſeveral Perſons who were ſent out to reconnoitre, they 
were obſerved to be in Motion early in the Morning 
(as they had alſo been the 16th) but it was not con- 
hirmed that they were in full March againſt us till about 
one in the Afternoon, when they were ſeen at three Miles 
Diſtance, marching in two Columns towards the South, 
to ſome riſing Grounds upon a Moor near Falkirk ; 
upon which our Troops got under Arms, and formed 
immediately in the Front of the Camp, and bent their 
March towards the ſame Ground, to which it was ap- 
prehended the Rebels were going, being a large Mile 
on the left of the Camp; no ſooner were the Troops 
got thither, but we ſaw the Rebels moving up, their 
Right extending Southwards : As there was a Moraſs or 


boggy 
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Ground upon our Left, we could not ſtretch 6 
far as they, ſo that their Left was pretty near oppoſite 
to our Center. The Dragoons were poſted upon the 
Left, and our Foot was formed in two Lines, part up. 
on plain Ground, and the reſt upon a Declivity : When 
all was formed, and our firſt Line within 100 Yards of 
the Rebels, Orders were given for the Lines to advance, 
and a Body of Dragoons to attack them Sword in Hand, 
They accordingly marched forwards, but upon the Re. 
bels giving them a Fire, they gave Ground, and great 
Part of the Foot of both Lines did the ſame, after 
making an irregular Fire, except the two Regiments 
of Barrell and Ligonier, under the Command of Brig, 
Cholmondeley, which rallied immediately; and being al. 
terwards attacked by the Rehels, fairly drove them 
back, and put them to flight. Whilft this was tranſ- 
acting, a Body of the Foot, by the Care of Maj. Gen, 
Hußte formed at ſome "Diſtance in the Rear of thee Ml tt! 
two Regiments, which the Rebels ſeeing, durſt not al- v 
vance ; and about the ſame I ime Brig. Mordaunt ral- b 
lied the ſcatter'd Battalions into their ſeveral Corps, in k 
which he was greatly aſſiſted by the Officers, and had 
pretty near formed them. h 
For ſome Time before the Army moved forwards, * 
there was a violent Storm of Rain and Wind, to which I 
we may in fome Meaſure impute our Misfortune ; for ; 
it hindred the Men from ſeeing before them, and con- 
ſequently the Rebels had the Advantage of us greatly MW 
in that Particular. Beſides, as it rained alſo before that, | 
many of the Firelocks were ſo wet, that it is belicvcd 
not one in five that were attempted to be fired, went 
off. Our Loſs is very ſmall, the greateſt being that 
of the Officers, ſeveral of whom being leſt by their Men, 
were loſt, And we have Reaſon to believe that of the 
Rebels to be very conſiderable, by the Report of ſome 
who were upon the Field. It was a Misfortune that we 
could not get up our Artillery to us; for as it had rained 
heavily in the Night, and on the 17th in the Morning, 
and having a ſteep Hill to aſcend, and the Horſes but 


bad, they could not get forward; and when we rely: 
e 
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ed to our Camp, we found the Captain of the Train 
had abandoned it, and the Drivers had run off with the 
Horſes, which obliged us to leave ſome Pieces of Can- 
non behind us. The Grenadiers of Barrel's Regiment 
drew down one to the Camp, and Horſes were found 
at Falkirk to bring away three of them. 

The Evening being exceſſive rainy, it was thought 
proper to march the Troops to Linlithgaw that Night, 
and put them under Cover, otherwiſe we ſhould have 
continued in our Camp, being Maſters of the Field of 
Battle, and Brig. Mordaunt was ordered to take Poſt 
there. When we came to ſtrike our Tents, we found 
that many of the Drivers had run off with the Horſes, 
upon which the General gave Orders that what Tents 
were left, ſhould be burnt, which was done. 

During the Time the Atmy was on its March to meet 
the Rebels, a Body of them with ſome Colours, paſſed 
the River of Carran, towards the Right of the Camp, 
with a Deſign, as may be apprehended, to attack it; 
but the Argyleſbire Men being poſted in the Front of it, 
kept them in Awe, ſo that they prevented their advancing.

Hours before; and thereupon was Reſolution was taken,

The following is a genuine Letter from a Gentleman wh 
was preſent in the Battle, | 


B* mine of the 14th you'd fee, I was in full Spirit 
and happy ExpeQations, but am afraid can't to Day 
write you either with Spirits, or that my ExpeCtations 
are anſwer*d. I left Edinburgh on Thurſlay, and came 
up with our Army that Evening, encamp'd on a Plain 
below the Village of Falkirk. They fronted to the 
Weſt, a fmall River on their Right, and the Village 
of Falkirk on their Left: The Plain on which they were 
encamp'd terminated in an Angle to the Wet, about 
a Mile and a half from the Camp, and the two Lines 
which compos'd this Angle, had, on the North, ſome 
little Hills, on the South a Bank, which was the Border 
of a Barren Moor or Heath, call'd the Moor of Falk:r. 
This was the Situation in which J found our Army, 
which was join'd by 800 Loyal Highlanders, on Frida 
Morning. The Rebels we ſuppoſed were ſituated about t 
4 Miles to the Weſt by North, at the Back of a Wood, 
call'd Torwooed, On Friday Forenoon they made a 
Shew of marching towards us, on the North of the |

our Camp. I had gone a reconoitring with a Party of 
our Highlanders, and could plainly diſcern their Standard 
waving on the North of the Torwood, but this was only

At this critical Inſtant, after a very 
fine Day, ſuch a violent Storm aroſe of Rain, or rather 
of Water and Wind, directly in the Teeth of our Men, 
that their Pieces were ſpoil'd in a Second, and firing 
very little, they were oblig'd to retire down the Hill 
to their Camp, whither the Highlanders did not think 
proper to follow, having been ſeverely handled by the

out Infantry was engag'd : A. little after the General 
thought proper to retire ſix Miles, to Liniithgow, which 
he did in good Order, but with the Loſs of ſeven Pieces 
of Cannon and. moſt of the Tents, and ſome of the 
Baggage, and you will be ſurprized, with only the 
Loſs of 2 or 200 Men. The Rebels loſt more Men, 
but kept the Field of Battle: They did not purſue, and 
are ſaid this Day to be gone towards Sterling. 

Our People were ſtruck with a kind of Panick when 
they found their Fire made uſeleſs by the Storm, to 
which I impute all our Misfortunes, it being ſo terrible, 
I could hardly keep my Horſe from turning, or look 
up myſelf, when ſo important an Object was before 
my Eyes, c. 


The following Particulars of the Battle of Falkirk, 
were ſent in a Letter from a private Soldier in Barrell's 
Regiment at Edinburgh, dated January 19. 

n the 16th inſtant, we marched, and encamped at 


Falkirk, ſix Miles fram Stirling, and about five from

the Camp of the Rebels. 
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that Night, and the next Day we were alarmed, that 
the Rebels were advancing towards us; and about one 
o' Clock we faw their whole Body marching towards a 
Hill lying on the left of our Camp: General Hawly 
inſtantly gave Orders for us to form the Line of Battle, 
and march in order to take the Hill before them; but 
it being very high and ſteep, made it impracticable for 
us to get our Cannon up; however, we formed our- 
ſelves in two Lines, our left 2 to the Top ef 
the Hill, and our right down into the Valley. The At- 
tack was begun with our three Regiments of Dragoons, 
who broke through the Enemy, and behaved like bold 
Fellows, and afterwards rallied again z —— 8 Regi- 
ment, being the left of our Front Line, fired on 
the Rebels, but it being one of the moſt turbulent Rai- 
ny Days I ever knew, one fourth of our Pieces miſſed 
Fire, which cauſed 's Regiment to give Ground, 
the Rebels having ten to one the Advantage over us, 
the Wind and Rain being in their Backs. At the 
running away of- 's Regiment, like a catching 
Infection, the whole Front followed, and likewiſe the 
Rear, not one Regiment being left in the Field but 
ours; The R — being in the Right of the 
Front, ran before they were engaged; we marched up, 
and took their Ground, and maintained it in ſpite of 
the Rebels; one Party of them came running upon us 
and fired, but at too great a Diſtance, and, did us but 
little harm; they threw away their Guns, being their 
uſual Way of Fighting, and advanced Sword in hand; 
we gave them a Volley of Shot, and kept a Reſerve, 
which cauſed them to halt and ſhake their Swords at 
us; we gave them three Hnzza's and another Volley, 
which cauſed them to run ; we purſued them, and took 
ſome few Priſoners. | 

All our general Officers behaved exceeding well, who 
came to our Regiment to return us Thanks for our 
Courage, as they were pleaſed to expreſs it, telling us 
we ſaved the Honour of the Field, beſides many thou-

I am told by one who ſaw 
them; that the Rebels have got two Cannon 18 Poun- 
ders, ſix Cannon 8 Pounders, battering over the Firth 
againſt Stirling Caſtle, Each common Rebel has 5 or 
10, ſome 50 Guineas Plunder which they got in their 
Journey, and are well arm'd with Guns, and a couple 
of Piſtols each. Above two hundred Horſe-load of Am- 
munitions is come from Montroſe to the Caſtle of Down, 
for battering, &c. being their French Cargo. On Sa. 
turday Morning the Rebels took Poſſeſſion of the Field 
of Battle, 'and would allow no Body to view the Dead. 
Many of Ligonier's Foot have got a deal of Money in 
plundering the Enemy; a Serjeant I ſaw had about 30!.

As the following Extract of a Letter from Edinburgh 
contains ſome Hints, in Relation to the cowardly Be- 
haviour of ſome of our Men at the late Battle, which, 
if improv'd, may be of Uſe for the future, I ſhall make 
no Apology for inſerting it. It is dated Jan. 24. and 
contains as follows. 


O Troops are drawing together, in order to be 
ready to march on the firſt Notice. We have Ad- 
vice from Stirling, that three Batteries had been erect- 
ed there by the French Engineers; but, as yet, no Bo- 
dy can be found that cares to ſtand the Fire of the Ca- 
ftle, which ruins more in an Hour, than can be repair d 
in Twelve, ſo that we ſeem to be in no Pain about 
it; but we are in a good deal of Concern to find our 
Men behave different from their natural Propenſity: 
I wiſh bad Principles, or what is the ſame Thing as 
to Conſequence, Terror, is not inſpired into them, by 
their being here. Not that the late Battle was of any 
other Importance, than as it did not anſwer the End, by 
driving the Rebels from Stirling. I wiſh the ſame Con- 
duct had been purſusd here by the King's Army, as by 
the Rebels; which was, not to quarter in Houſes, but 
rather to herd together in publick Places, of which they 
made Barracks; by which Means they were in no Dan- 
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ger of being corrupted or frighten'd by thoſe of a con- 


trary Way of thinking; which ſeems to have been the 
Caſe with ſome of the Royal Army. For although the 
Jacobites here, in no Senſe, equal the Well- affected, 
there are. enough to do a great deal of ſecret Miſchief. 
We ſhall be very glad to ſee his Highneſs here ; as his

The following Particulars were publiſhed in the Lon- 
don Gazette, | | 
Edinburgh, Fan. 20. Yeſterday a Court Martial was 
ordered for the Trial of ſome Officers and Men who be- 
haved ill in the late Action, of which Brigadier General 
Mordaunt is Preſident, and the Proceedings began this 
Morning. The Pretender's Son marched back to Stir /- 
ing Saturday Afternoon. That Morning the Rebels 
ſummon'd the Caſtle there to ſurrender, and again in 
the Afternoon; but General Blakeney's Anſwer was, 
That he had always been look*d upon as a Man of Honour, 
and that the Rebels ſhould find he would die ſo. The Ar- 
my is preparing to move from hence again, the Cannon 
and Stores being on the Road from Berwick to New- 
caſt. As yet we have heard but of 30 of our Men who 
were made Priſoners by the Rebels, and carried to Stirl- 
ing, one Half of which belong'd to the Glaſgow Regi- 
ment; and we have alſo an Account of three Officers 
wounded, The others, who are miſſing, it is to be 
feared are killed, particularly Sir Robert Monro, Lieute- 
nant Colonels J/hitney, Powell, and Biggar, tho' as 
yet we have no abſolute Certainty, and cannot form a 
iſt, One hundred and ſeventy Men, ſuppoſed to 
have been loſt, got on board a Veſſel at Borraiſtoun- 
neſs, and came in here this Day, and more are conti- 
nually coming in. The Loſs of the Rebels is, by all 
Accounts, . conſiderable ; but the Number of their kill- 
ed and wounded are not known. The Country Peo- 
gle about Falkirk report, that fix People of Note of their 
No. 11, RW Army 
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Army have been buried in that Neighbourhood, and that 
many of their Officers attended at thoſe Funerals. 
Edinburgh, Fanuary 24. Every Thing is now ready 
ſor another March againſt the Rebels. "The Troops 
are ſupplied with all Neceffaries they wanted, and we 
are now only expecting the Train of Artillery from 
Newcafile, which it is hop'd may arrive upon the 26th, 
tho' a great Quantity of Snow has fallen fince Yeſter- 
day, and the Roads are as bad as poſſible. Part of 
Lord Mark Kerr's Regiment of Dragoons is come to 
Kelſo, Capt. Thornton, who commanded the Yorkſhire 
Voluntiers in the late Action near Falkirk, and who 
was taken Priſoner by the Rebels, with his Lieutenant, 
and ſeventeen of his Men, has made his Eſcape from 
them, and came in here Yeſterday, as did alſo 25 of 
our Soldiers, who alſo eſcaped out of the Church at 
Falkirk. Theſe laſt report, that it was with the greateſt 
Difficulty they could get any Proviſions whilſt they were 
in Cuſtody, the greateſt Part of thoſe which had been 
ordered for their Uſe, having been forced from them by 
thoſe who were their Guards. The Glaſgow Regiment 
is ordered Home. The Siege of Stirling Caſtle proceeds 
very ſlowly : General Bl/akeney has ſo often fired upon 
the Men at work upon the Batteries, and with ſo much 
Execution, that the Rebels cannot get any of their own 
People to go near them, for which Reaſon the rih Bri- 
gade, and Drummond's Regiment from France, have 
been ordered upon that Service. But we have Accounts 
from the Deſerters from the Brigade and Regiment above- 
mentioned, that there are not above 200 left of thoſe 
who came over to Scotland from Flanders, The Court 
Martial continues ittting. Some private Men of the 
Foot have been condemn'd to be ſhot for Cowardice. 
Moſt of the Priſoners in the Rebels Poſſeſſion, are Men 
of the Glaſgow Regiment, and Country People who 
were preſent at the Action out of Curioſity. 
Edinburgh, Fan. 26. Part of the Train of Artillery 
and Stores, which we expected from England, is come 
in this Afternoon. We ſhall move as ſoon as poſſible 
towards the Rebels, who are in great Diſtreſs for wo 
0 
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of Proviſions, and have as yet made no Progreſs againſt 
the Caſtle of Stirling, having only fired hitherto with 
ſmall Arms from the Houſes. General Blakeney has killed 
ſo many of them, that they are quite diſheartened, .He is 
in a good Condition in all Reſpects, and has not loſt a Man. 
Colonel Legonier died here laſt Night of a Quinſey. 

The 28th, we have received-here, with the greateſt 
Joy, the News of the Duke of Cumberland's intended 
Journey hither; we are now every Day in Expectation 


of his Royal Highneſs, and the Army will be ready to 


march at an Hour's Warning after his Arrival. 
By our laſt Accounts from Stirling, the Cannon 


from the Caſtle continued to do good Execution upon the 


Rebels, who have not yet, by what we can learn, 
fir'd a ſingle Shot from their Batteries upon it, neither 
has General Blateney loſt a Man of his Garriſon. _ 

By the beſt Accounts we have, they continue in 
great Want of Proviſions. We have diſtreſſed them 
all we can, by ſending out Parties towards the Weſt ; 
and our Sloops have burnt ſeveral of their Boats which 


are employ'd in bringing over Meal, &c. from Allowa. 


This Morning another Sloop went up the Forth with 
ſome Cannon and Foot on board, to be employ'd up- 
on the ſame Service. We have Advice, that the Hazard 
dloop, which was ſome Time ago taken by the Rebels 
in the River Tay, is refitted, and failed for France, as 
is ſuppoſed. | 

The following are the Particulars of the Advices 
received from Stirling: The Rebels had Yeſterday 
erected two Batteries againſt the Caſtle, one at Gawan 
Hill within 40 Yards of the Caſtle, and one at Lady's 
Hill, upon which they gave out they ſhould have their 
Cannon mounted this Day, conſiſting of two Pieces of 
18 Pounders, two of 16, and three of 12. | 

A Drum had been ſent round the Town, with Notice, 
that every Perſon that was taken near the Caſtle ſnould 


be ſhot z and that if any of the 'Town's-People enter- 


tained any of the Wives or Children of the Soldiers who 
were in the Caſtle, they ſhould be puniſhed, with Mili- 
tary Execution, Upon the 26th they fired feveral 

(2 Platoons 
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Platoons af ſmall Arms againft the Caſtle, without 
doing any Harm; whereas the Loſs which they haye 
fuſtained by the firing from it is very conſiderable. Seven 
French Officers are ſaid to have been killed. The 
principal Part of their Army remains about Falkirh, 
All the Priſoners (except Officers) taken by them in the 
late Action, were ſent from Stirling on the 25th to 
Down Caſtle, and upon the ſame Day the Baggage d 
the Pretender's Son was ſent to Leckie-Houſe. They 
were fecuring all the Meal they could get in the Country, 


Thus have I given a circumſtantial Narrative of the 
Battle of Falkirk, and of every Thing relating thereto, 
that has come to my Knowledge. 1 have dealt impar- 
tially both with Officers and Men, and have endeavour'd 
to do Juſtice both to the Coward and the Brave, and 
have omitted nothing that might ſet that unlucky 
Affair in a true Light. What was the real Occaſion 
of our Miſcarriage, and how our Men came to loſe 
that Spirit and Vivacity for which they were ever fi 
mous in an Engagement, is hard to account for: And J 
yet perhaps if one was to canvaſs this Affair thoroughly, I al ! 
one wou'd not be ſo much at a Loſs for the Cauſe, » we 
one at firſt might apprehend. If a General would have me 
his Men fight well, he muſt uſe them well; bad Uſage I of : 
will make the Brave turn Cowards; as, on the con- a2 
trary, Kindneſs, Civility, and courteous Behaviour, iſ abe 
will inſpire the moſt Daftardly with a Reſolution and hot 
Firmnefs they never felt before. If a General has not I Pr. 
the Love and good Opinion of his Soldiers, be will be H. 
very rarely ſucceſsful in any of his Enterprizes. The WW Sa 
Great Duke of Marlborough ow'd all his Triumphs, not WW fix 
merely to the Art of War, of which he was allow'd to I the 
be perfect Maſter, but rather to the Bravery of his in 
Countrymen who fought under him; a Bravery which m. 
was inſpired by the generous and tender Regard which I Bc 
he always expreſs'd for their Lives and Safety; they *. 
were ſenſible that he would never expoſe them to unne- 2 
ceſſary Dangers, and that if they fell in the Action be ar 
order'd them upon, they were ſure of his Regret ; that I th 
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if they were wounded, the utmoſt Care would be taken 
for their Recovery, and if they came off victorious, 
every one would be honour'd with his Applauſe, and 
rewarded according to his Merit. This made them in- 
trepid in all Dangers, and invincible in all Encounters 
with the Enemy. And I may add, with great Juſtice 


and Propriety, that, *tis theſe humane and generous 


alities in our preſent General, the brave Duke of 
Cumberland, that have gain'd him the Hearts of all 
his Soldiers; not one of whom, I believe, would value 
his Life or Limb, in executing any Order which his 
Royal Highneſs ſhould give him. Io what then muſt 
we impute our ill Succeſs under other Generals? Can 
it, in Reaſon, be aſcrib'd to any other Cauſe, but the 
Want of thoſe gracious Qualities in ſome of their late 
ſupreme Commanders, which are ſo conſpicuous in 
Him ? But this ſeems too nice a Point for me to diſcuſs, 
who am not of the mil: Order, and therefore ſhall 
leave it to thoſe who are abler Judges of ſuch Matters.

My Lord Duke of Newcaſtle, 
JN my laſt, of the goth of laſt Month, I informed you 
of our Intention to march to the Relief of Stirling 
Caſtle. When I wrote that, I hoped that the Rebels; 
fuſh'd with their late Succeſs, would have given us an 
Opportunity of finiſhing this Aﬀair at once, which, I 
am morally ſure, would have been in our Favour, as 
the Troops in general ſhew'd all the Spirit that I could 
with, and would have retrieved whatever Slips are paſt : 
But, to my great Aſtoniſhment, the Rebels have blown

T Thongs proper to give you an Account of what 
has happened fance I left Edinburgh. 

Yeſterday I marched from Edinburgh, with the Army 
in two Columns, conſiſting of 14 Battalions, the Af 
gyll/hire Men, and the two Regiments of Dragoons of 
Cohham and Mark Kerr, and quarter'd myſelf at Lin- 
f:thgow with eight Battalions ; and Brigadier Mordaunt 
with fix Battalions, at Burrow-/tone-neſs, The Dragoons 
quarter'd in the adjacent Villages, and Col. Campbell, 
with the Argyllſtire Men in the Front, towards the 
Avon, A conſiderable Body of the Rebels were then 
at Falkirk, and ſome few of them appeared on the Hills 
between that Place and L:inlithgow. They gave it out, 
that they intended to ſtand another Action with the 
King's Forces, but at the ſame Time ſeem'd very un- 
eaſy for their Baggage, which they were endeavouring 
to ſecure on the other Side of the Forth. They were 
very much diſappointed at the Defence General Blakeney 
had made at Stirling Caſtle, and ſaid, it was impoſſible 
for Men to take it. | | 
This Morning early Word was brought, that the 5 
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bels had retired to the Tortucod, and intended to make a 
Stand there; and that the reſt of them from Stirling 
would join them at that Place, 

I reviewed the whole Army this Morning before we 
marched, who were in the higheſt Spirits. "The ad- 
vanced Parties of the Rebels retired with Precipitation 
on the Approach of ours, and our foremoſt Scouts 
brought in ſome Stragglers, who ſaid the Rebels were 
repaſſing the Forth in a good deal of Confuſion, being 
afraid, as they ſaid, of another Battle, becauſe of the 
Increaſe of our Strength, and the great Deſertion there 
had been amongſt the Clans, which had much dimi- 
niſned their Numbers. On our March we heard two 
great Reports, like the blowing up ſome Magazine, and 
it was ſoon confirmed to us; for the Rebels had blown 
up a very large Quantity of Powder in the Church of 
St. Ninians before they went off. 

On my Arrival here I found all our wounded Men, 
whom they had made Priſoners in the late Action, and 
in their Retreat had been obliged to leave behind them. 
And I hear they have left their Artillery at Stirling 
ſpiked up. | 

As ſoon as I came here, I detached immediatel 
Brigadier Mordaunt with the Argyllſbire Men, and 
the Dragoons, in Purſuit of them, tho" it is imagined, 
that moſt of them will have eſcaped at the Ford of 
Freu, as they generally make a good deal of Haſte 
when they are going off. They have loft a great many 
Men at Stirling, and ſay, It is all over with them, and 
they ſhall make to Montroſe. One Circumſtance in 
particular is, that Lady K:lmarnock, who, till laſt Night, 
had always ſtaid at Callenden Houſe, went off with them. 


I propoſe to march To-morrow Morning to Stir- 


ling, and there take Meaſures for further quieting theſe

Late laſt Night another Expreſs arrived from his S. 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland, with Let- WW fre 
ters dated Stirling, February 2, giving an Account, W we 
That his Royal Highneſs arrived there at One o*'Clock ¶ we 
that Afternoon, without meeting the leaſt Obſtacle or 
Reſiſtance, as Brigadier Mordaunt had alſo“ done the 
Night before, but too late to purſue the Rebels. Their 
precipitate Flight is not to be deſcrib'd : They were all 
to be at Perth the 2d-z where, as their own Men de- 
clare, they would not ftay for his Royal Highnels to 
come up to them. When the Rebels heard that his 
Royal Highneſs was come to Lrinlithgow, they held 3 
Council, and drew out their Men, declaring that they 
would meet him ; but as ſoon as the Baggage and Can- 

non 
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non they lately took were moved off, they told the 
Country People that they were going to meet a Re-in- 
forcement ; but that, as they could not carry away all 
the Plunder, they would give it to them, and that it 
was in St. Ninian's Church, where they had made a 
Magazine of Powder and Ball; and when the Country 
People came to fetch it away, the Rebels attempted to 
ſet Fire to the Magazine, but fortunately the firſt Train 
miſled, ſo that ſeveral eſcaped; but the ſecond was ſo 
ſoon fired, that many poor People were blown up, and 
buried in the Ruins. 

After the Rebels had croſſed the Forth, many of the 
Leaders told their Men to ſhift for themſelves. They 


talk publickly of going from Perth to Dundee, and ſo 


on to Montroſe ; and his Royal Highneſs has ſent pro- 
per Orders to Rear Admiral Byng to prevent their 
getting off. 

As ſoon as his Royal Highneſs can get the Bridge at 
Stirling mended, he will follow to Perth, and ſo on 
whilſt the Rebels remain in a Body. About twenty of 
their Sick have been taken at Stirling; and Captain 
Fitzgerald, of Monro's Regiment, and an Enfign of 
Lee's, are retaken. 

His Royal Highneſs is pleaſed to commend extreme- 
ly the Behaviour of Major General Blakeney, who by 
his Conduct, as well as Courage, has ſaved the Caſtle of 
Stirling, which is a Place of the greateſt Importance, 
from falling into the Hands of the Rebels. The Caſtle 


would have held out, but the Proviſions and Firing 
were almoſt conſumed.

In the Gazette Extraorilinary were publiſhed the fol. 
lowing Advices. 

Edinburgh, Feb. 5. The Arch of Stirling Bridge, 
which had been broke down by General Blakeney' 
Order, was repair'd by Six o'Clock Yeſterday Morn- 
ing with Timber (moſtly provided by the Rebels for 
the ſame Purpoſe) and'that Day the Army-paſs'd over 
the Bridge. The advanced Guard conſiſting of the 
Argyllſbire Highlanders, and the Dragoons, went on to 
Grief, and the Foot were canton'd at and about Dun- 
blain, where his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumber- 
land lay laſt Night, and this Night his Royal Highneſs 
intended to lie at Crizf, and to order his advanced 
(Guard to take Poſſeſſion of Perth, where he intends 
to be T o-morrow. 

The Rebels in their Retreat, or rather Flight, di- 
vided, Part of them, ſuppoſed to be the Clans with the 
Pretender's Son, took the Road by Tay Bridge, and it 
ſaid, are to retire to Lochabar ; the other Part of them, 
<onſiſting of Lord Lewis Gordon's Men, the Remains of 
the French, Lord Ogilvie's Men, their low Country 
Foot, with all their Horſe, got to Perth on Sunday. On 
Monday they began their March from thence farther 
North, and on Tae/day they had all evacuated Peril, 
and are ſaid to have taken the Road to Montroſe, and to 
have carried along with them four Pieces of ſmall Bras 
Cannon. Before the Rebels left Perth, they ſet 4 
Liberty the Sailors of the Hazard Sloop, who were Fr: 
toners there, but it is believed they carried Capt. ny the 

, m- 
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Commander of the ſaid Sloop, and the other Priſoners of 
Diſtinction they had at Stirling, along with them. 

The Hazard Sloop ſail'd from Montroſe on the 25th 
of laſt Month, and is ſuppoſed to be gone Northwards, 
to take up the Pretender's Son ſomewhere, poſfibly about 
the Place he landed if practicable. | 

His Royal Highneſs being determin'd to purſue the 
Rebels with the utmoſt Expedition, and fo prevent 
their gathering to a Head again, left Stirling, and 
march'd with his Army to Crief, where he arrived Feb. 
5. intending to proceed the next Day for Perth, if 
the Accounts of the Rebels ſhould direct the Motions of 
his Army that Way. 

The 6th, his Royal Highneſs arrived at Perth, and 
immediately gave Orders for laying in Magazines of 
Bread and Forage. Two Detachments of 500 Men 
each, were ſent forward, one to Dunkel/d, under the 
Command of Lieut. Col. Sir Andrew Agnew, with 120 
Argyllſpire Men added thereto ; the other under the Com- 
mand of Lieut. Col. Leighton, to Caſtle Menzie, a 
Mile on the other Side of Tay Bridge. The reſt of 
the Army remain'd at Perth, in order to reſt the Re- 
giments of Foot, after the great Fatigue they had un- 
dergone. | 

By a Letter dated from Crief, Feb. 5. Several Priſo- 
ners were brought in, who had Letters directed to the 
Friends of the Rebels. All Accounts agreed, that they 
were diſperſing: To prevent which, their Chiefs at- 
tempted to take their Plunder from them, promiſing to 
deliver it at a proper Time; but this had no Effect. 
When the Pretender miufter'd up the Remains of his 
Army at this Place, they amounted to about 3000. The 
Earl of Kilmarnoct, with a ſmall Detachment, ftaid 
here a Day after the Reſt of the Army was gone; but 
hearing of the Duke's Approach, fled, tho' he had be- 
poke a Dinner. 

Many of the Rebels, ſeeing the deſperate Condition 
their Cauſe was reduc'd to, and that inevitable Ruin 
muſt be the Conſequence of their perſiſting to ſupport

| hn Sunday the 2d Inſtant, the - Rehels came to 
Perth, in ſtraggling Parties on Horſeback, from Nine 
in the Morning to e at Night, when Lord Leu; 
Gordon's, Lord Ogilvy's, and OC KRinloch*s Men, 
came in a Body, as did the French Picquets about 
Nine : Theſe laſt conſiſted of not above 100 Men, and 
the Whole amounted to about 1500. About 200 Strag- 
glers follow'd on Monday; and the ſame Day came in 
from Crief 140 Men commanded by Mr. Robertſon of 
Faſtilly, and Blarrfitty, and brought in with them ſe— 
ven Pieces of Braſs Cannon, and four cover'd Wag: 
gons: Nineteen Carts with Ammunition came in allo 
on the 2d. The Perſons of greateſt Diſtinction, who 
came in with them, were Lord Vier the Perſon 
call'd Lord. John Drummond, Lord Ogilvy, Lord Kil- 
marnock, Lord. Elcho, Lord Lewis Gordon, Sir John 
Macleod and his Brother, Brigadier Stapleton, Majors 
Nairn and Kennedy, Secretary Murray, Mr. Mitchell, the 
French Ambaſſador, and Lord George Murray. On 
MAoanday the zd, there went for Dunkeld, ſeven Pieces 
of Braſs Cannon, four cover'd Waggons, and 14 Carts 
with Ammunition, eſcorted by Lord Lewis Gordon's 
Men: The ſame Day the main Body of Horſe and Foot 
croſſed the River Tay in a ſtraggling Manner, and took 
their Route for Coupar of Angus, viz. thoſe call'd the 
Life Guards, Piiſſigo's, Lord Ogilvy's, and Sir James 
Kinloch's; and ſeveral of the above Gentlemen went 
with them. On Tucſday the 4th, the French Picquets, 
about 100 Men who lay in Garriſon here, commanded 
by Colonel Creighton, and Mr. Robertſon of Faſſiliy, 
and Blairfitty, with their 140 Men, accompanied by 
Lord Strathallan, Gaſt, Lord George Murray, and the 
remaining Part of the Gentlemen before menten 
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paſſed Iikewife the ſaid River, excepting Secretary Mur- 
ray, who went on Monday to Lord Sohn Drummond's 
at Fainton, where it is alledg'd the Pretender's Son was, 
and Lord Kilmarnock, the French Ambaſſador ſo called, 
Macleod of Raza, and another Gentleman, who went 
in a Coach for Dunkeld, I his Town was evacuated on 
Tueſday the 4th, between Eleven and Twelve in the 
Forenoon ; about an Hour after march'd through the 
Town a ſmall Party from Crizf, and croſſed the ſaid 
River. The Rebels left here 13 Pieces of Iron Cannon, 
about 8 and 12 Pounders nail'd up; and threw into the 
River 14 Swivel Guns lately belonging to his Majeſty's 
Sloop the Hazard, which were taken out again this 
Morning: 'They alſo thew a great Quantity of Can- 
non Balls into the River. 

Feb. 8. At five in the Afternoon, the Prince of He//e, 
and the Earl of Crawford, ſafely arriv'd in the Road of 
Leith. They came from Williamſtadt on the 4th, and 
had a good Paſſage. An Expreſs was immediately diſ- 
patch'd to the Duke of Cumberland, to know in what 
Manner he would have the H-fftans diſpos'd of.

It is generally thought the Preten- 
der's Son was here, a Perſon having been brought into 
this Town, and kept very privately all Friday Night 
laſt, and having moved off before Day-light on Saturday 
Morning. The Party here conſiſted of about 100 Gen- 
tlemen, 50 of what they call the Life-Guards, 20 Huſ- 
ſars, about 150 private Men, with Lord Echo. Lord 
George Murray lodged three Miles from this Place on 
Thurſday Night laſt, and the ſame Day Lord Pitſligo 
paſſed by Brechin, and moſt of the common Men, ex- 
cepting thoſe of the Clans, went that Road.

{tance of half a League from this Place, one of which

Dunkeld, Feb. q, at Night. By a Countryman juſt 
now returned from Dalnacardoch, who had been carry- 
ing Baggage for the Rebels, there is an Account, That 
on Friday Night about 1000 of the Clans with about 40 
Gentlemen on Horſeback, 50 Baggage Horſes, together 
with all the Priſoners carried from Falkirk, who were 
in a miſerable Condition, ſome wanting Shoes and Stock- 
ings, arrived at Dalnacardoch in their Way towards the 
North. That yeſterday their Artillery, with about 80 
Cart-Loads of Baggage, was carried off from Blair, and 
t was given out that they were driving them to Ruth- 
en in Badenoch: That Yeſterday in the Afternoon Lo- 
chiell, and ſome other Gentlemen, marched Northwards: 
That very few Men remained about Blair, but what 
belonged to Lord Lewis Gordon's Regiment: That the

nued at Blair this Morning, when the ſaid Countryman 
left that Place. All the Men preſſed out of this Coun- 
try have already made their 2 and are returned 
Home. The Rebels as yet continue to keep Out · Guards 
as far as down the Paſs at K:Hlychranky. 

Perth, Feb. 10. By Advices from Montroſe, the 
French, and a Number of Rebels, making together 
700, upon ſeeing the Impoſſibility of getting from 
thence by Sea, as Admiral Byng watched them ſo cloſe- 
ly, (after nailing and ſpoiling ſome Cannon which 
they could not catry from thence by Land) marched 
to Aberdeen and Peterhead. It is not quite certain whe- 
ther the Pretender's Son is actually at Blair, or incog- 
nito with his other Party that is gone from Mentroje 
but whatever the Reaſon of it is, the Rebels give out, 
that he is every Day hunting and hawking at Blair.

and what Priſoners of ours they had there, whoſe 
Uſage and Accommodation muſt be miſerable, in the 
Hands of Savages, that have it not in their Power, if their 
Diſpoſitions were humane, to make their Captivity 
werable in that Country at this Seaſon of the Year. 
t is to be feared Lord Loudon may not have Forces 
enough collected to oppoſe them: But, as he has a per- 
fect Knowledge of the Country, I hope he will not find 
it difficult to ſecure himſelf, at leaſt from their Attacks. 
The Strength of that Part, which conſiſts intirely of 
Highlanders, has been conſiderably weakened ; firſt, 
by the Deſertion of five hundred Mac Donalds, 
Glengary's Clan, and fince by the Departure of the 
Camerons.

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Mortification in the Thigh; he was carried ſtrait home 
from the Forth, when they paſſed that River, attende{ 
by all his Clan. With this Part of the Army are the 
young Pretender and the Duke of Perth. 

Our Army in their March from Stirling to Per 
has made Search in ſeveral Parties, for Arms, Ammuni. 
tion, &c. in ſeveral Parts of the Country, particular 
at the Houſe of the Lord Strathallan. I cannot diftin- 
guiſh what they have found in the different Places, but 
in general, ſome Parties of the Old Buffs have brought 
in ſome Arms, 45 Horſes, which were ſold for the Be. 
nefit of the Captors, and 57 Head of Black-Cattle, 
which were ordered for the Ufe of the Army. 

On the 11th they continued at Perth, where they 
have apprehended one Dr. Carmichael, and ſeveral other 
Perſons. 

From Perth the Army will march to Dundee, Mon. 
troſe, and ſo on to Aberdeen; that being the Route the 
other Part of the Rebels took that went Eaſtward, com- 
manded by the Lords Eleho, George Murray, and Opil. 
vie. — They left Montroſe the 7th at Six in the Morn- 
ing ; their Number I cannot give a certain Account of; 
but that then there marched 200 Horſe, and 500 Foot. 
There paſſed through Brechin about 2500, and as the 
laſt Party of them left that Town on the gth, it is ſaid 
wy had got all their Body to Aberdeen on the Toth.

Have had the Pleaſure of ſecing, the Beginning of 
this Week, our Sovereign's Son-in-Law, the Prince

with a great many German Officers of Diſtinction, who 
ſay in our Abbey.

ſame Time unable to defend the Place with the Num- 
bers that remained with him, threw two of the inde- 


pendent Companies into the * Caſtle, with a ſufficient 
Quantity of Proviſions ; and having put on Ship-board 
what Arms and Ammunition could be ſpared, on Tue/- 
day at Twelve march'd out of Inverneſs, and croſſed 
the Ferry at Keſ/ock without the Loſs of a Man, though 
the Rebels were in Poſſeſſion of one End of the Town 


before he left the otber. From thence he croſſed into 


Cromartie, in order to have it in his Power to croſs the 
Firth of Murray, and join his Royal Highneſs in caſe 
his Army had been ſo far advanced, but the Rebels in- 
creaſing, obliged him to croſs at Tair, in order to put 
himſelf behind the River in a defenſible Poſt. 

The laſt and beſt Accounts we had of the Rebels, 
were, that Lord Lew:s Gordon, with the Perſon call'd 
Lord John Drummond, were at Gordon-Caſtle, + on this 
dide the Spey, with about 100 Men, juſt to cover their 
Quarters. The main of their Body, which they call 
2000, is on the other Side of the River, making 4 Shew 
of retrenching themſelves, though they have but two 
Pieces of Cannon with them, - and thoſe without Car- 
riages, which they coaſted along from Montroſe hither. 

The Pretender's Son is ſtill at Inverneſs, with 3 or 
4000 of the Clans, according to their own Reckoning, 
ſo that if a Stand is made at all, it will be probably 
there. We move but ſlowly; being obliged to carry 
Magazines of all Sorts of Proviſions with us, which 
incumbers and retards us. The March from hence to 
Inverneſs will take ſome Days to form, as that of the 
Highlanders, of whom we ſhall have a conſiderable Bo- 
dy, muſt be concerted and ſettled at the ſame Time z 
but we ſhall be again in Motion as ſoon as poſſible. 

| March 14. This Afternoon an Expreſs arriv'd from 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumberland, with the

T About 50 Miles from Aberdeen, and 40 from Inverneſs. 
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Aberdeen, March q. Information has been receiv'd, 
but we are not certain of the Truth of it, that 4 or 
500 of the Rebels, with the French Picquets, were gone 
to Fort Auguſtus, and had taken the old Barracks, and 
that they expected to take the old Caſtle in a very 
few Days. They till pretend that they will defend 
the Paſſage of the Spey. The Pretender's Son is himſelf 
come to f Elgin, and is at preſent very ill there, The 
Perſon call'd Lord John Drummond, with the Remains 
of his Regiment, and the few French Horſe lately land- 
ed, is at Gordon Caſtle: Their Low Country People, 
whom they ſet at 2000, are at Elgin, Fochabers, and 
other Places on both Sides the Spey. They are in- 
trenching themſelves, and preparing + Heriflons and 
Crow Feet to ſpoil the Fords, and they give out that 
their Clans are coming behind them. His Royal High- 
neſs the Duke of Cumberland has ordered Lord Loudon 
to come and join the Army with all his Highlanders. 
As ſoon as the great Snow, which fell laſt Night, is a 
little run off, we ſhall march from hence. The Day 
before the Pretender's Son's Arrival at Elgin, ſome 
3 unknown were ſhipp'd off in a little Fiſhing 
Veſſel at Port/oy, which little Harbour is ſtill in the 
Power of the Rebels. Three of the King's Ships are 
cruizing in the narrow Frith of Murray, which, it 
is hoped, will effectually prevent any Attempt which 
may be made by the French of aſſiſting the Rebels 
at Inverneſs. The Diſpoſition and Cantonment of 
our Troops are ſo contiguous, that we have no Rea- 
ſon to apprehend any Surprize. At this Time the 
whole of our Infantry is within the Towns of Old and 
New Aberdeen. At Forfar, where each of our four 
Diviſions lay a Night, three French Iriſh Officers 
were conceal'd in the Town during the whole Time, 
and after all our Troops were paſs'd thro', they were

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permitted to beat up for Voluntiers there.“ 

A Deſign was form'd at Montroſe, for the Country 
People to come down and reſcue the Rebel Priſoners 
but fortunately King ſton's Regiment being there, pre- 
vented the Affair, and the Priſoners are now ordered 
under a Guard to Stirling. By Advices from Edinburgh, 
upon Bligh's Regiment being embark'd to join our 
Army, ſome diſaffected Perſons had formed a Deſign to 
riſe and break the Priſon Doors; whereupon Leigb's 
Regiment has been ordered to march from Berwick to 
Edinburgh. The Monroes, Sutherlands, and the reſt 
of the well affected Northern Clans, are joined with Lord 
Loudon, and will come with him. The Duke of Gor- 
don arriv'd this Evening at our Head Quarters, from 
his own, Houſe, (50 Miles) which he left Yeſterday, on 
Foot, in the moſt ſecret Manner he could, the Rebels 
who have lived upon his Eſtate, having conſtantly watch- 
ed his Grace ever ſince they have been there. 

Aberdeen, March 14. Our Apprehenſions about + Fort 
Auguſtus were well grounded, for we have now 8 
certain Intelligence that it is fallen into the Rebels Hands, 
and that the Garriſon, conſiſting of three Companies of 
Guiſe's Regiment, are Priſoners of War. The Rebels 
are laying in their Magazines and Stores there, and 
have actually blown up Fort George; in doing which, 
they have blown up their chief Engineer, Col. Grant. 
The Precautions we have taken for the Security of 
Fort William, will probably be of uſe, as our Accounts

+ Fort Auguſtus, is a regular Fortification, which was built 
by General Jade, near the South End of Lochne/s, to awe

mongſt the Hills, and protracting it a little Time; and 


the only Junction they have gained there, is ſome few 
of the Mackenzics, headed by the Lady Seaforth, but

By all the Intelligence we have been able to get, it 
ſeems, that there are few or none of the Clans now in

Major Gen. Bland marched two Days ago to Invera- 
ry and O14 Meldrum, one marched towards the Spey, 
with the Royals, BarrePs, Price's and Cholmondley's, 
King/tin's Horſe, and Cobham's Dragoons. He has the 
Campbells before him, with the Laird of Graunt, and 
1009 of his Followers. 

Fort William, March 4. We have Advice here, that 
+ Party of the Rebels, amounting to about 1000 Men, 
is at Genauis, within two Miles of us, and that their 
Train of Artillery is to be to Morrow at Highbridge, 
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+ This Fort was erected in Honour of King Villiam III. 
(5 the Village is called Mary burgh, in Honour of his Queen 
Manz) to curb the Highlanders, who, upon all Revolutions, 
uſed to be very unruly, Its Garriſon over-awed the neigh- 
bouring Highlanders, when they armed for the Pretender in 
1715. It is fo ſituated, that if it be ever ſo much ſtraitned 
by a Blockade, or Siege, by Land, *tis open to the Sea, and 
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ſix Miles from this Fort. We have heard of the taking 
of Fort Auguſtus, and expect to be attacked, but Go» 
vernor Campbell is determined to defend the Place to tha 
utmoſt of his Power. For ſome Days paſt there have 
been ſome ſmall Parties of Rebels poſted on each Side 
the Narrows of Carron, in which, on Saturday haſt, 
they took one of the Boats belonging to the Baltimore 
Sloop, as ſhe was coming from Scalleſtall Bay, and ſent 
the Crew Priſoners.to their Head Quarters. As ſoon as 
we had Intelligence of this Accident, a Council was 
called, conſiſting of Land and Sea Officers, and a Re- 
ſolution taken to ſend a ſtrong Party to diſlodge the Re- 
bels. In Conſequence thereof, early this Morning Capt. 
Aſtetu of the Serpent Sloop, ſent his Boat with 27 Men 
in it, another Boat of the Baltimore's with 24 Men, 
and a Boat belonging to Fort William with 20, down 
the Narrows, where they all arrived by Day-light. 
Capt. Aſtetus Men landed firſt, and were immediately 
attack d by a Party of 80 Rebels, who fired upon them, 
but without doing them any Damage ; and upon the 
reſt of the Men belonging to the Boats coming up, the 
Rebels fled. Our People purſued them, burnt the Fer- 
ry-houſes on both Sides of the Water, and a little Town 
with about 12 Houſes in it, a Quarter of a Mile diſtant. 
from the Ferry-houſe on the North Side, and deſtroyed 
or brought off all their Boats. Two of the Rebels were 
killed in this Affair, and ſeveral wounded. It was ve 
lucky that our Boats went down as they did, for there 
was a Boat with a Party of Militia in it, that was coming 
hither from Stalkirk Caſtle, which would probably have 
fallen into the Hands of the Rebels, but for the Skirmiſh 
before-mentioned. | 
Dunſtafnage, March 6. It was expected that the Rebels 
would have got their Guns up to Fort Milliam laſt Night. 
Ellanſ/ialker Caftle, March 7. Yeſterday Capt. Fre- 
derick Scott came hither from Dunſtafnage, but could 
not get any farther, the Rebels having guarded both 
Sides of the Narrows of Carron, for two Miles on this 
Side Fort Milliam. Laſt Night our Centries ſaw ſeve- 
ral Lights, which they concluded belong'd to the Rebels 
(2204 2 Parties 
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Parties marching towards Fort William from Strath 
Appin, which is near the Rock. on which this Caſtle 
ftands, and Appin Houfe not a Mile from this. 
Capt. Scott, however, ſoon found Means of throwing 
himſelf into the Fort, the Defence of which, under the 
Governor, he undertook and directed afterwards. 


Journal of what paſſed at Fort William from the 14th to 
| the 27th of March. 


EGAN to heighten the Parapets of our 
March r B Walls on the Side where we red 
the Rebels would attack us. This Work continued the 
whole Week through, till the two Faces of the Baſtions 
were raiſed to ſeven Feet high. | 

I5th. A Detachment of the Garriſon, with ſome 
Men belonging to his Majeſty's Sloops of War, went 
in armed Boats to endeavour to deſtroy Killmady Barns, 
commonly called the Corpoch : The Rebels thereupon 
flocked down in great Numbers. We fired ſome Swi- 
vels from our Boats. Several Small-ſhot were exchang- 
ed. We had a Sailor killed, and three Men wounded, 
The Tide failing, this Scheme miſcarried. 

Tueſday 18. The Baltimore, Capt. Richard How, 
went up towards Xillmady Barns, in order to protect 
the landing of our Men; he fired ſeveral Shot, and 
threw ſome Cohorn-Shells, and ſet one Hovel on fire, 
but could not attempt landing, for the Rebels were in- 
trenched by a hollow Road or Rill, and in great Num- 
bers. The Baltimore's Guns being only four Pounders, 
had no Effect on the Stone Walls of theſe Barns, which 
the Rebels had loophol'd. We brought our People back 
without any Damage. 

Igth. We heard that a Man, whom we fired at 
laſt Sunday with a Swivel, was Engineer in Chief of the 
Rebels, and was dangerouſly wounded ; alſo heard that 
we had killed four Rebels at Corpoch Yeſterday. Three 
Centinels and a Drummer of Guiſe's Regiment made 
their Eſcape from the Rebels to us ; they were taken at 
Fort Augu/tus. | 


20th, 
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3oth. Several Parties covering our Sodd Diggers had 
Skirmiſhes with the Rebels upon the neighbouring Hills; 
but as both Sides ſkulked behind Craigs and Rocks, we 
received no Damage, and believe we did as little. This 
Evening about Eleven o'Clock the Rebels opened the 
Siege by "7 Royals or ſmall Bombs of five 
Inches and a half Diameter, weighing about 16 and 
18 Pounds each, and loaded with 14 Ounces of Powder, 
from a Battery erected on a ſmall Hill called the Sugar- 
Loaf, about 800 Yards off; which, becauſe of the 
Diſtance, did no Execution, many falling ſhort : And 
there were returned from the Garriſon againſt the Re- 
bels, eight Bombs of 13 Inches Diameter, ſix Cohorns, 
one 12 Pounders, five 6 Pounders, and two Swivels. 

On Friday the 21ſt the Rebels finding the Battery 
too far off, erected a new one at the Foot of the Cow- 
Hill, about 400 Yards off, from which, betwixt 
Twelve and Four in the Morning, they diſcharged 84 
of their Royals, which did little Damage, fave pene - 
trating thro* the Roofs of ſeveral Houſes, beating down 
a few Floors, and ſlightly wounding two Men of Ollir's 
Company, and a young Man belonging to the Gar- 
riſon: And there were returned againſt them 20 Bombs, 
nine Cohorns, three 6 Pounders and two Swivels. 

On the 22d the Rebels opened their Battery of Can- 
non, from Sugar-Loaf Hill, conſiſting only of three 
Guns of 6 and 4 Pounders, but diſcharged only ſeven 
Times, and that without doing any Damage. About 
Twelve o*'Clock of this Day, they ſent a French Drum 
towards the Fort, who upon his Approach beat a 
Parley, and being ordered to come near the Walls, 
Capt. Scot, our Commander, aſk'd him what he came 
about, to which he anſwered, That General Stapleton, 
who commanded the Siege, by Directions from the Pre- 
tender's Son, had ſent him with a Letter to the com- 
manding Officer of the Garriſon, requiring him to ſur- 
render. Capt. Scot anſwered, That he would receive ng 
Letters fren Rebels, and that he was determined to 
defend the Fort to the laſt Extremity. The Drum- 
mer being returned to the Rebels with this Anſwer, 
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a cloſe Bombarding enſued on both Sides for ſome 
Hours; at laſt we filenced them by beating down 
their Battery. About Ten that Night-the Rebels open- 
ed a ſecond Bomb- Battery near the Bottom of the faid 
Cow-FHill, about 300 Yards off, from which, and their 
Battery upon the Sugar-Loaf Hill, they diſcharged be- 
fore three in the Morning 194 of their Royals, and 6 
Cannon againſt us, but without doing any further Da- 
mage than penetrating through ſome few Roofs. We 
did not return them one Shell, but kept all our Men 
within Doors, except the Picquet to ftand by the Fire 
Engine, the Governor and moſt of the Officers being 
upon the Ramparts. 

Sunday 23. As ſoon as Day-light appeared, we 
fired 23 Bombs, two Cohorns, 12 Pounders, ſeven 6 
Pounders, and fix Swivels at the Rebel Batteries. Some 
of which muſt have torn up their Platforms. They, 
in Return, fired ſeveral Cannon upon us, but did no 
Harm, fave ſhooting off the Leg of Donald Me Indeor 
of Ballinbay's Company. About three this Afternoon 
ſome Veſſels appeared with Supplies for us, and as ſoon as 
they had dropp'd Anchor, the Garriſon all at once diſcharg- 
ed eight 12 Pounders, two 6 Pounders, two Bombs and 
ſeveral Cohorns againſt their Battery, which were fo 
well levelled, that not only a great Part of their Batte- 

was beat down, but they viſibly occaſion'd the great- 
eſt Confuſion amongſt them. The Men from the Ships 
ſaw ſeveral of the Rebels fall. We.underſtand they had 
given out, that they would burn this Place to the 
Ground in four Hours after their laſt Battery was erect- 
ed. All this Evening the Rebels were employed in 
erecting another Work or Battery, under the Cover of 
their Cannon, about 300 Yards off, at the Foot of the 
Cew- Hill, which was ſpied from the Topmaſt of one of 
the Ships. 

Monday 24. We fired but little, and the Rebels but 
little alſo, We employed the greateſt Part of this Day 
in getting our Proviſions on Shore. 

- Tueſday 25. At Day. break we ſent out a Party to a 
Place about fix Miles off, to bring in fome Vu 
| c 
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The Rebels fired a good deal this Morning, and we 


plyed them a little with our Mortars and Guns. About 


Three in the Afternoon, our Party returned with 29 
Evenirip we ſent off 
another Party of 40 Men for another Prize of Bullocks, 
to paſs the Narrows of Carron, and get off all they could 
from the Rebels Eſtates. 
' #edneſday 26. We fired flowly at their Batteries on 
the Hills, and as they only fired from two Guns, we 
concluded we had diſmounted the third. This After- 
noon our Boats returned with Cattle and Sheep from 
the Country near Ard/hields ; they alſo brought in four 
Priſoners, one of which was wounded. The Par 
burnt two Rebel Villages on Appin's Eſtate. This Night 
Capt. Scott went out and damm'd up ſome Drains near 
our Walls, in Hopes of rainy Weather, to make a 
ſmall Inundation ; and with ſome Pioneers raiſed the 
Glacis, or rather the Parapet, to ſeven Feet; for want 
of Palliſadoes we could not make a right Cover*d-Way, 
but till this prevented the Rebels from ſeeing the Foot 
of our Walls. 

Thurſday 27. At Day-break the Rebels open'd their 
new Battery of four Embrazures, but only with three 
Guns Six-pounders, with which they fired very briſkly. 
We plied them well with our Mortars and Guns, and 
ſilenced one Gun before Eight in the Morning; about 
Nine we ſet their Battery Magazine on fire, which 
blew up. Their Fire was moſtly laid at our Buildings, 
which they could not reach very low. In eight Days 
Siege, and pretty ſmart firing with Cannon, and 300 
ſix Inch Shells thrown at us, we have had but one Man 
killed, ſeven wounded, and two bruiſed. 

Edinburgh, April 5. By Expreſs from the Ifle of 
Skie, by way of Inverary, Lord Loudon, Lord Preſident, 
Mr. Me Leod, with about goo Men, arrived there the 
26th of March; they are ſafe from the Enemy, as 


there is a Ship of War to guard the Coaſt. An Expreſs 


is arrived from Perth, by which we are informed, that 
upon the 2d Inſtant, by Five o'Clock in the Morning, 
the Earl of Crawfurd, with a Party of Dragons, ar- 
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rived at Blair Caftle, and was followed by the Duke of 
Athol, and. both were received by Sir Andrew Agnew ; 
that the Rebels were retired to Ruthven ; and that up- 
on the 4th, the Prince of Heſſe ſet out from Dunkeld 
for Blair with all the Cavalry and Huſſars, and was 
followed by 1000 Foot, 

Whitehall, April 12. Late laſt Night arrived an Ex- 
E from Edinburgh, diſpatch'd the 8th Inſtant, and 

rought the following Account of the raiſing of the 
Siege of Fort William. 

Fort William, April 1. The 31ſt of March Captain 
Scott ordered twelve Men out of each Company to 
march out to the Craigs, about a hundred Yards from 
the Garriſon, where the Rebels had a Battery; which, 
after ſome Diſpute, and the Loſs of one Man only, vix. 
Serjeant Duncan Steward, of the Argyllſbire Troops, 
they ruſhed in upon and made themſelves Maſters of. 
They brought in three Braſs Field Pieces Four-pounders, 
and two of the Cohorns, from which the Rebels threw 
their Shells, and brought off another Braſs Cannon, a 
Six-pounder; which being too heavy to drag in, they 
ſpiked and left under the Walls, whence they after- 
wards diſmounted it by a Cannon Shot. The other 
large Cannon and Mortars on that Battery they likewiſe 
ſpiked and left there, and brought in two Priſoners, 

The Rebels ſtill continue with five Cannon they have 
mounted, to give all the Uneaſineſs in their Power, 
having deſtroyed the Roofs of moſt of the Houſes, but 
we don't mind that, while the Men are fafe. 

Ellanſtaller, April 4. Yeſterday the Rebels left their 
Batteries, and raiſed the Siege of Fort-William. Capt. 
Scott is in Poſſeſſion of eight Cannon and ſeven Mor- 
tars, which they have left behind them. 

As the Rebels carried a Furnace with them, they 
threw in a great many red-hot Bullets, and ſome beard- 
ed Pieces of Iron, a Foot long, and an Inch thick, 
which they deſigned ſhould ſtick in the Timber-work, 
and ſet it on Fire. —We took in all four Braſs four 
Pounders, four Iron Six pounders, nine Mortars, and their 
Furnace, which, with the Braſs Guns, they took * 
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Sir John Cope ; and during the Siege, buried only fix 
Men. — Their Batteries were prodigiouſly ſtrong, ſome 
of them being 27 Feet from the Embrafure to the other 
Side. — The algen were about 1500, commanded by 
Brigadier Stapleton, and, under him, by Cameron of 
Lochiel, and Clanronald, with three or four more Chiefs 
of the Macdonalds, Stewarts, and Camerons. 

Aberdeen, March 19, His Royal Highneſs having re- 
ceived Intelligence on Sunday the 16th Inſtant, that 
Roy Stuart was at * Strathbogre, with about 1000 Foot 
and 60 Huſſars, ſent Col. Conway, with Orders to Ma- 
jor General Bland, to attempt to ſurprize them ; and 
if he ſhould not ſucceed in that, to attack them : And 
his Royal Highneſs ordered Brigadier Mordaunt, with 
four Battalions, and four Pieces of Cannon, to march 
by Break of Day on Monday Morning to Old Meldrum, 
in order to ſuſtain Major General Bland, if there ſhould 
be Occaſion. On Monday the 17th, Major General 
Bland marched towards Strathbogie, and was almoſt 
within Sight of the Place, when the Rebels had the firſt 
Notice of his Approach : Upon which they abandon'd 
the Town, and fled with the utmoſt Precipitation to- 
wards Keith, Our Van Guard puſhed the Rear of the 
Rebels a good Way beyond the River Deveſon ; but as 
the Night was coming on, and the Evening was wet 
and hazy, Major General Bland order'd the Troops to 
quit the Purſuit: Notwithſtanding which, the Vo- 
luntiers, viz. the Marquis of Granby, Col. Conway, 
Capt. Halden, and ſeveral others, continued to purſue 
the Rebels, at leaſt two Miles; whoſe Panick was ſo 
great, that it was concluded they would not halt long 
in a Place, till they had paſſed the Spey. 

The Earl of Loudon remains at Dornich, in the 
County of Sutherland,” having been joined by 310 Men, 
n four Companies, from the Earl of Sutherland, be- 
des Serjeantts, Corporals and Drums, | 

An Account is received from the Earl of Crane 
that two or three ſmall Parties, poſted at different 
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Places in the Neighbourhood of Athol, have been ſur- 
prized by the Rebels, and the Men either killed or taken 
Priſoners. . 

Perth, March 19. The Prince of Heſſe went to 
Dunkeld on Friday laſt, and came hither on Saturday, 
There are Accounts, that a Party of Argyllſbire-men, un- 
der the Command of Glenure, quarter'd at the Foot of 
Kanach, were attack'd by a Party of Rebels on Mon- 
day the 17th Inſtant, at Two o'Clock in the Morning, 
and either killed or taken Priſoners. - Orders have been 
received at Pitlochiy, fix Miles below Blair, ſigned by 
ſome of the Rebels, to raiſe the Men in Athol ; and the 
Rebels have placed Guards all the Way between Blair 
and that Place, which ſtops all Communication between 
Dunteld to Blair. The Rebels have ſurprized two 
Parties of the Argyllſbire- men, which were poſted at 
Blairfettie and Kennochan, one three Miles, the other 
ſix Miles above Blair. The Party at Ciſbiville, three 
Miles from Ca/tle Menzies, is ſald to have retired to 
the Garriſon there. It is added, that Lord George 
Murray, with a Body of the Rebels, has actually at- 
tack'd the Caſtle of Blair; and that there was another 
Body of them within three Miles of Caſtie Menzies. S0 
far the Gazette. 


The Retreat of Lord Loudon to Cramartie, to take 
Shelter in that important Place, (as before mention'd} 
and thereby preventing, its falling into the Hands of thc 
French, was judg'd the heſt Step that could have been 
taken at that Juncture; as Nature ſeems to have form- 
ed the Haven there for the Reception and Security oi 
Fleets, it being the fineſt, and indiſputably the ſaſeſt in 
Britain; that is, moſt capable of being ſtrongly detenc- 
ed, either by ourſelves or an Enemy: For it is ſcarce 
more than Piſtol-Shot over at the 4 betwixt 


Rocks that are almoſt naturally impregnabie, yet cx. 
pands itſelf within to an Extent, and with a full Dept! 
of Water, that are hardly any where elſe. to be met 
with, and has a Bottom the cleareſt in the World, and 
moft proper for Anchorage, Neither . 8 
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Chatham can compare with it for natural Strength. 

While his Royal Highneſs lay with the Army at 
Aberdeen, he was conſtantly employ'd in diſciplining his 
Soldiers, ſettling the Route which was moſt proper for 
the Army to take, preparing Magazines of Proviſions, 
Sc. in order to march to the Rebels at Inderneſt, who, 
by the Preparations they were making, ſeem'd deter- 
min'd to ſtand a Battle at that Place. 

An Order was likewiſe publiſh'd by his Royal High- 
neſs, commanding all thoſe who had been preſs'd into 
the Rebellion, to quit that Service immediately, and 
return to their Allegiance. 

At Forfar, an Order was publiſhed from all the Pul- 
pits, ſigned by the Duke of Cumberland, requiring all 
ſuch as had been engaged in the Rebellion, forthwith 
to deliver up their Arms, Deſignations, and Places of 
Abode, with a Promiſe of Recommendation to the 


Royal Mercy for ſuch as ſhould comply; but the Diſ- 


affected put bad Conſtructions on his merciful Deſign; 
and tho* many complied, yet others perſiſted in their 
Rebellion. 

Private Letters from Montroſe mention'd, that ſeve- 
ral Inhabitants of that Place had been taken into Cu- 
ſtody for being concern'd in the preſent unnatural 
Rebellion; amongſt whom was an eminent Practitioner 
in Phyſick, well known to many of the learned Part 
of the World. Alſo, that there had been no Election 
of Magiſtrates for that Place, as ſhould have been ac- 
cording to Cuſtom 3 upon which his Royal Highneſs 
thought fit to appoint proper Perſons to act in that Ca- 
pacity, till ſuch Time as his Majeſty's Pleaſure ſhould 
be ſignified, | | 

The Rebels began now to gather to a Head again, 
great Numbers, who had gone from them, having re- 
join'd them from their reſpective Clans. This Re- union 
of them, it's ſaid, was owing to a Scheme calculated by 
a Gentleman of his own Accord, to prevent any ſuch 
Inſurrections for the future, by tranſporting them to 
America. Lord Lovat getting Notice of this, pro- 
cured the Scheme in Writing, tranſlated it into the 

Highland 
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Highland Language, ſhewed it to the Rebels, told them 


that the Duke was coming to put it in Execution, and 
admoniſhed them to riſe and defend their Liberties, 
Properties, Wives and Children; and it ſeems they 
purſued the Advice. 

The following Extract of a Letter from the young 
Pretender to his Father, as it appear'd in the Utrecht 
Gazette, gives a Detail of what had paſſed among the 
Rebels in Scotland, ſince the raiſing of the Siege of 
Stirling, with a Lift of the Troops under his Com- 
mand, which makes them above 20,000 ; and Copies 
were handed about accordingly among the Nobility and 
Cardinals at Rome with great Satisfaction. He tells his 
Father, That the Arrival of the Heſſian Troops in 
© Scotland, and the Coming up of the Reinforcements 
© ſent to the Duke of Cumberland, were the principal 
< Reaſons which made him determine to give over the 
Siege; that the Difficulty which his Troops had to 
ſubſiſt in the Situation in which they then were, had 
alſo made him reſolve to march Northward; that 
he had divided his Troops in three Columns, one of 
which marched under his Command thro' Athol and 
Badenoch, towards the Shire of Murray, whilſt the 
other two directed their Courſe thro* the Shires of 
Perth, Angus, Merns, and Marr, with Defign that 
all the Three ſhould meet again upon the Rivers 
Spey and Findorn, in order to poſſeſs themſelves of 
the important Poſt of Inverneſs; that he had taken all 
poſſible Care to conceal the Deſign of his March 
from the Erngl;þ Troops, ſo that they were per- 
ſuaded that his Army made this Motion with no other 
View but to diſperſe; that by moving Northwards 
ne had another Advantage in View, which was, that 
of his facilitating his being joined by the Succours he 
expected from the Weſtern Coaſt of Scotland, as 

well as from the Iſlands of AZull and Skey ; that as 
Sir Alexander Mackdonald, whoſe Seat was in the 
laſt of theſe two Iſlands, remained inflexible to all his 
Solicitations, he had required nothing more of him, 
than that he would continue neutral; that he had 

offered 
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© offered the ſame Expedient to other Landholders who 
© had refuſed to act in his Favour ; that ſeveral Inhabi- 
tants of the Iſle of S, who were not Vaſſals to Sir 
Alexan ler Mackdonald, had promis'd to join him; 
that he had receiv'd the like Aſſurances from ſeveral 
of the Clans upon the Coaſt of A//ynt and Caithneſs ; 
that the Lord Lovat and his Son continued firmly at- 
tached to him, and that they neglected nothing that 
could contribute to the Advancement of his Cauſe ; 
that his principal Attention, ſince his being in Scot- 
land, had been to preſerve Union and Concord 
among the Chiefs of his Army, and flatter'd himſelf 
with having ſucceeded therein, fince no one of them 
had as yet forſaken him ; that they had given him a 
new Demonſtration of their Attachment, when his 
Army left Perth, in ſigning an Aſſociation, by 
which they engaged, in the ſtrongeſt Manner, ne- 
ver to abandon his Intereſt : That, moreover, what- 
ever might be the Succeſs of his Enterprize, he was 
© reſolv'd to die Sword in Hand, rather than deſiſt 
© from what he had undertaken ; that the Succours of 
* Arms, Money, and Ammunition, ſent to him from 
* France and Spain, continued to arrive ; that ſome of 
them had, indeed, the Misfortune to be taken by 
© the Engliſh ; but that Loſs, he hoped, would ſoon be 
* repaired by the Arrival of thoſe he expected.” 

But no greater Streſs is to be laid on theſe Allega- 


tions than is conſiſtent with Probability, and Facts bet- 
ter atteſted.

On the News of the Rebels endeavouring to force 
the Caſtle of Blair, which was garriſon'd by Gr Andreto 
Agnew with a Corps of about 300 Men, the two 
Heſſian Battalions that were Icft at Stirling, came for- 
ward to Creif, March 19. The 24th the four Battalions 
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at Perth marched, and encamped that Night at Nairn 
Houſe, about half way to Dunkeld. The 25th 600 


Men marched into that Place. The 26th the reſt 


marched from Nairn ; ſo that on the 27th there were 
three Regiments in Dunkel4; and the two from Cri: 
encamp'd at the Bridge of the Tay. When the Re- 
bels, under the Command of Lord George Murray, 
came before the Caftle, Sir Andrew offer'd them Battle, 


which they refus'd ; but their Body increaſing, he took 


to the Caſtle; which he defended with the greateſt 
Bravery and Reſolution, *till April the zu, when he was 
reliev'd by the Earl of Crawford, with a Party of 
Dragoons, upon whoſe Approach the Rebels retired to 


Rrthven; and the Earl, with the Duke of Athe!, were 
received in the Caſtle by Sir Andrew, who, with his 


Garriſon were reduc'd to the laſt Extremity, being ob- 
lig'd to eat Horſe-Fleſh for ſeveral Days. On the 4th 
the Prince of Hee ſet out from Dunkeld for Blair with 
all the Cavalry and Huffars, and was follow'd by rooo 
Foot, The Siege of this Caſtle beirg thus, happily 
rais*d, the Prince of Heſe return'd to Perth the 7th, in- 
tending to encamp there with all the fix Heſſian Batta- 
lions, except 500 Men who were order'd to remain at 


Tay Bridge. 


Now I am upon the Article of Sieges, I muſt not omit 
that of the Barracks of Ruthven, tho', in Point of Time, 
it ſhould have been related before. 

Perth, Feb. 27. Laſt Night Lieutenant Mulloy, of 
Colonel Lee's Regiment, came to this Town from Ruth- 
den in Badaroch, who commanded that Garriſon ; from 

him we have the following Particulars. The 3oth of 
laſt Augiiſt, he was attacked by by 350 of the Camerons 
and others of the Clans, he made a brave Defence with 
fourteen Men only; the Clans were commanded by 
Col. Cameron, Lochiel's Brother, Lochgarry, and Col. 
Seulledan, they kept him and a ſmall Party in Action a- 
bout four Hours, he only loſt one Man; of the Enemy 
were killed, died of their Wounds and diſabled, four- 
tcen. Colonel Cameron acknowledged he had Sor 
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Holes in his outſide Coat, which he told the Lieutenant, 
after the Surrender of the Garriſon the 11th Inſtant, 
upon the following Conditions. 

General Gordon (Glenbucket) ſent a Meſſage to the 
Lieutenant on the 10th Inſtant, upon the Approach of 
about three Hundred of the Highland Army to the Vil- 


lage of Ruthven, deſiring he would ſurrender the Garri- 


ſon, and that he ſhould have favourable Conditions. 
The Lieutenant anſwer'd, that it was not conſiſtent 
with his Honour to do fo, and that he would not give 
up his Garriſon, until he was beſieg d in Form, and 
that he could not ſee yet but that he was able to make a 
ood Defence. This was about Eight o' Clock in the 

orning. About Three in the Afternoon, ſome Can- 
non appear'd in the Village, which was planted againſt 
the Garriſon, under Cover of ſome Huts, and diſcharg'd 
briſkly three Shot againſt the Garriſon z finding that 
there was no Flag of Truce hung out, and that the 


Lieutenant was reſolved to defend, Col. Grant was ſent 


with the following Summons, conducted by John Mac- 
pherſon, Deputy-Barrack-Mafter,

But his Royal Highneſs did not gain the Eſteem and 
Affection of the People, merely by his Aﬀability and 
obliging Behaviour; but likewiſe by maintaining the 
ſtricteſt Diſcipline in his Army, and by cauling Juſtice 
to be done to every one who juſtly complain'd of any 
Injury offer'd them by his Soldiers; as is evident from 
the following Inſtances. | 

Some detached Parties having plunder'd the Houſe 
of Mr. Gordon of Cowbardie, who is in the Rebellion, 
his Lady, the Lord Forbes's Daughter, petitioned by her 
Father, to his Royal Highneſs for Redreſs, who, upon 
Enquiry, finding the Complaint juſt, declared that there 
never was any Order given for taking more than the 
Cattle and Forage of the Rebels, and the Reſt to be left 
to the Deciſion of the Law; and immediately ordered 
the Reſtitution of every Thing that had been taken a- 
way, and preſented the Lady with a Purſe of 100 Gui- 
neas, and gave her his own ſigned Protection. 

One Daniel Hart, of the late Sir Robert Monro's Re- 
giment, having took ſix Guineas of the Wife of Francis 
Roſs, Merchant, in Aberdeen, to protect her Houſe and 
Shop from being pillag'd, his Highneſs order'd him to 
be tried by a Court Martial, by which he was adjudg'd 
to be caſhier'd, and render'd incapable of ever ſerving 
under his Majeſty in any Capacity whatever. 

His Royal Highneſs likewiſe order'd a Fort to be 
built at Aberdeen, to be garriſon'd by the Scots Fuzi- 
leers, under the Command of Capt. Craſoy, in order to 
{cure the Town from any Inſults from Glenbucket's Peo- 
ple, or others. | 

While his Royal Highneſs lay at Aberdeen, he was 
continually ſending out Parties to ſcour the ae 
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and get x" of the Motions of the Rebels. In 
one of theſe Expeditions, a Captain of Highlanders, 
whom General Bland had detach'd with a Party of 70 
Highlanders, and 30 of King ſton's Men, to Keith from 
Strathbogie, was ſurpriz'd, and his whole Party loft, 
except a Cornet, five of King /ton's' Men, two Horſes, 
and one Highlander, who made their Eſcape. The Re- 
bels marched from Fechabers in the Night, ſurrounded 
Keith, and enter'd, at both Ends. On the firſt A- 
larm, the Party drew up in the Churchyard, 'and de- 
fended themſelves for above half an Hour. This Mis- 
fortune, however had one good Effect, viz. that it 
taught the King's Troops better Diſcipline for the fu- 
ture; for this Party had Orders to join the General a- 
gain that Night, but on falſe Notice that the Rebels 
had paſſed the Spey, they thought themſelves ſecure. 

Lord Loudon likewiſe met with a little Misfortune, 
ſome of his People being ſurpriz'd by the Rebels at Dor- 
noch, in the following Manner. The Rebels having 
collected a Number of fiſhing Boats at Findorn and 
in the A7urray Firth, put four Men in each of them, 
and taking Advantage of a thick Fog, which laſted 
eight Days, coaſted round epi to Tayne, in Roſi- 
ſhire, where lay many of their Men; of whom they

A Party of the Rebels came down to the Earl of

Being "afterwards reinforc'd by ſome of the More 
and the Militia of Sutherland, they engaged the Earl at 
Gol/py, and took him, and his Son Lord Mac Leod, &c 
Priſoners z as appears by the following Narrative which 
was atteſted by Eaßen 5 Mackay, 15 by him delivers 
the Earl of Suther V 
Enſign John Mackay, of the Fart of Sutherland's * 
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litia, having kept a private Jatelh ence with ſome Per- 
ſons in his Lordſhip's Houſe at Bunrobin, it hap d 
on the 15th of April laſt, that the ſaid Mackay having 
got the proper Signal from the Top of the Tower of that 
Houſe, ran with 26 Men to the Water of Golſpry, 
and as the Body of the Rebels, conſiſting of near 400, 
had marched ſome Diſtance before Lord Cromarty, &. 
Mackay, with 26 Men, got between the Officers In" 
the main Body, and, by firing briſkly on them, fi 
drove back the Officers to Dunrobin, where they ſe- 
cured the Gate, and by ringing a Bell on the Tower, 
ſounding a Trumpet, and diſplaying a white Flag, hey 
ve the Alarm to their Men to return to their Rel . 
Fo the mean Time Mackay had diſpatched five Men to 
call Lord Sutherland's Men from the different Corners 
where they were ſtationed, to come to his Aſſiſtance, 
and at the ſame Time placed the Remainder in three 
Diviſions, ſo as to divert the Enemy till the reſt ſhould 
join him, and firing briſkly on them in their Return to 
Dunrobin, obliged ſome to take to a Boat for their Safe- 
ty, and the reſt perceiving the Militia coming down 
from the Hills in ſuch Numbers that they deſpair'd of 
Succeſs, directly made the beſt of their Way to the 
little Ferry; but Lord Sutherland's Men purſued them 
ſo cloſe, that by Water and firing they killed about 50 
of them, and took 165 Priſoners, after which they re- 
turned to Dunrobin, where Mackay directly aſked Leave 
to ſpeak to the Earl of Cromarty, which being granted, 
he told him plainly, that if he did not ſurrender the 
Houſe, the Numbers that were without would blow it 
up, and run all Hazards of their Maſter's Diſpleaſure ; 
upon which Lord Cromarty aſked half an Hour to con- 
ſider of it. In the mean time Mackay went down 
Stairs, and told the Guard that was in the Houſe, that 
it was needleſs to keep their Arms any longers as their 
Officers had ſurrendered ; on which they delivered them 
to Mackay, who put them in the Porter's Lodge and 
ſecured the Key, then got Poſſeſſion of the Key of 
the Gate, called in Lord Sytherland's Men, went up 
Stairs and told Lord Cromarty, &c. that there was no 
| ps more 
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more Time for Delays, ſo diſarmed and took them 
' Priſoners, and ſent a Letter of Advice to Capt. Dove of 
the Hound Man of War, who received them all Priſoners, 
and brought them to Inverneſs where the Camp was. 
We come now to give a Relation of the Battle of 
Culloden; a Battle which will for ever ſtand recorded 
in the Britiſb Annals as an eternal Monument of Eng- 
liſh Bravery, when animated and encourag'd by the 
Preſence and Conduct of a General who, as he is him- 
ſelf a Stranger to Fear, never fails to reward the Proweſs 
even of the meaneſt Soldier. 

The Army being drawn up, facing the Enemy, and 
ready. to engage, his Royal Highneſs, calling the Of- 
ficers and Soldiers about him who were neareſt, be- 
ſpoke them in the following Terms, as affirm'd by one 
of the Officers who heard him, and took down his 
Words in Writing. | 


Gentlemen and Fellow Soldiers, 
I Have but little Time to addreſs myſelf to you, but 
1 I think proper to acquaint you, that you are 
© inſtantly to engage in Defence of your King and 
Country, your Religion, your Libertics, and Pro- 
perties; and through the Juſtice of our Cauſe, I make 
no Doubt of leading you on to certain Victory. 
Stand but firm, and your Enemies will ſoon fly be- 
fore. you: But if there is any amongſt you, who 
thro' Timidity, are difident of their Courage or Be- 
haviour, which I have not the leaſt Reaſon to ſuſpect ; 
or any others, who through Conſcience or Tnclina- 
tion, cannot be zealous or alert in performing their 
Duty ; it is my Defire, that all ſuch would imme- 
diately retire ; and I further declare, that they ſhall 
have my free Pardon for fo doing; for I had much 
rather be at the Head of one thouſand brave and re- 
ſolute Men, than ten thouſand amongit whom there 
are ſome who, by Cowardice or Mitbchaviour, may, 
diſpirit or diforder the Troops, and ſo bring Diſhonour 
and Diſgrace on an Army under my 9

Here follows an Account of the Battle at Culloden, 
25 publiſhed by Authority. Inverneſs, April 18. 


5” Tueſday the 15th the Rebels burnt Fort Augu/tus, 
which convinced us of their Reſolution to ſtand an 
Engagement with the King's Troops, We gave our 
Men a Day's Halt at Nairn, and on the 16th marched 
from thence, between four and five, in four Columns. 
The three Lines of Foot (reckoning the Reſerve for one 
were broken into three from the Right, which made 
the three Columns equal, and each of five Battalions, 
The Artillery and Baggage follow'd the firſt Column 
upon the Right, and the Cavalry made a fourth Column 
on the Left. 

After we had marched about eight Miles, our ad- 
vanced Guard, compoſed of about 40 of King flon's, 
and the Highlanders led by the Quarter-Maſter-Gene- 
ral, perceived the Rebels at ſome Diſtance making a 
Motion towards us on the Left, upon which we im- 
mediately formed; but, finding the Rebels were ſtill a 
good Way from us, and that the whole Body did not 
come forward, we put ourſelves again upon our March 
in our former Poſture, and continued it to within a 
Mile of them, where we again formed in the fame Or- 
der as before. After reconnoitring their Situation, we 
lound them poſted behind ſome old Walls and Huts, 
in a Line with Culloden- Houſe. As we thought our 
Right entirely ſecure, General Hawley, and General 
Bland, went to the Leſt with the two Regiments of 
Dragoons, to endeavour to fall upon the Right Flank 
df the Rebels, and King /ton's Horſe was order'd to the 
Reſerve, The 'ten Pieces of Cannon were diſpoſed, 
wo in each of the Intervals of the firſt Line, and all 
dur Highlanders (except about 140 which were upon 
the left with General Hawley, and who behaved extreme- 
Y well) were left to guard the Baggage. | 
When we were advanced within 500 Yards of the 
Nebels, we found the Moraſs upon our Right was end- 
n which left our Rigkt Flank quite uncovered to 
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them; his Royal Highneſs thereupon immediately order'] 
King ſtan's Horſe from the Reſerve, and a little Squa- 
dron of about 60 of Cobham's which had been patrolling, 
..* ito coves our Flank; and Pulteney's Regiment was 

order'd ſrom the Reſerve to the Right of the Royals. 
Me. ſpent above half an Hour after that, trying which 
ſhould gain the Flank of the other; and his Royal High- 
ntfs hiving fent Lord Bury forward within a hundred 
Yards of the Rebels, to reconnoitre ſomewhat that 
appear'd like a Battery to us, they thereupon began 
ring. their Cannon, which was extremely ill ſerv'd 
and ill pointed ; ours immediately anſwer'd them, which 
began their Confuſion. They then came running on 
in their wild Manner ; and upon the Right, where his 
Royal Highneſs had placed himſelf, imagining the great: 
eft Puſh would be there, they came down three ſeveral 
Times within a hundred Yards of our Men, firing 
their Piſtols and brandiſhing their Swords; but the 
Royals and Pulieney's hardly took their Firelocks from 
their Shoulders, ſo that after thoſe faint Attempts they 
made off ; and the little Squadrons on our Right were 
ſent to purſue them. General Hawliy had, by the Help 
of our Highlanders, beat down two little Stone Walls, 
_ came in upon the Right Flank of their ſecond 
ine. 

As their whole firſt Line came down to attack at 
once, their Right ſomewhat out flanked Barrels Re- 
giment, which was our Left, and the greateſt Part cf 
the little Loſs we ſuſtained, was there; but Bligb's and 
Sempil's giving a Fire upon thoſe who had out flanked 
BarrePs, ſoon repulſed them, and Barrel's Regiment 
and the Left of Monroe's fairly beat them with their 
Bayonets : There was ſcarce a Soldier or Officer « 
Barrel's, and of that Part of Monroe's which engaged, 
who did not kill one or two Men each with their Bayo- 
nets and Spontoons. , 

The Cavalry, which had charged from the Rig! 
and Left, met in the Centre, except two Squadrons 
of Dragoons, which we miſſed, and they were gol 


in purſuit of the Runaways: Lord Ancram was order? 
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to purſue with the Horſe as far as he could; and did 
it with ſo good Effect, that a very conſiderable Number 
was killed in the Purſuit. 

As we were in our March to Inverneſs, and were 
near arrived there, Major General Bland ſent the an- 
nexed Papers, which he received from the French Of- 
ficers and Soldiers ſurrendering themſelves Priſoners to 
his . 0 Highneſs, Major General Bland had alſo made 
great Slaughter, and took about 50 French Officers and 
Soldiers Priſoners, in his Purſuit. 

By the beſt Calculation that can be made, tis thought 
the Rebels loſt 2000 Men upon the Field of Battle, and 
in the Purſuit. We have here 222 French, and 326 
Rebel Priſoners, as will appear by Lifts hereunto an- 
nexed. Lieutenant Colonel Howard killed an Officer, 
who appeared to be Lord Strathallan, by the Seal, and 
different Commiſſions from the Pretender found in his 
Pocket. 

"Tis ſaid Lord Perth, Lord Nairn, Lochiel, Keppock, 
and Appin Stuart, are alſo killed. All their Artillery 
and Ammunition, of which a Liſt is alſo annexed, were 
taken, as well as the Pretender's and all their Baggage. 
There were alſo 12 Colours taken. 

All the Generals, Officers, and Soldiers, did their 
utmoſt in his Majefty's Service, and ſhewed the greateſt 
Zeal and Bravery on this Occaſion. | 

The Pretender's Son, it is ſaid, lay at Lord Lowat's 
Houſe at Aird, the Night after the Action. Brigadier 
Mordaunt is detached with goo Voluntiers this Morning 
into the Fraziers Country, to attack all the Rebels he 
may find there. Lord Sutherland's and Lord Rea's 
People continue to exert themſelves, and have taken 
upwards of 100 Rebels, who are ſent for ; and there is 
great Reaſon, to believe Lord Cromarty,, and his Son arg 
alſo taken. The Monroes have kill'd 50 of the Rebels 
in their Flight. As it is not known where the greateſt 
Bodies of them are, or which Way they have taken in 
their Flight, his Royal Highneſs has not yet determined 
which Way to march. On the 17th, as his Royal 
Highneſs was at Dinner, 3 Officers, and about 16 of 
No. 13. Cee Fitz 
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Fitz James's Rogiment who were mounted, came and 
ſurrender'd themſelves Priſoners, p 
'The kill'd, wounded, and miſſing of the King's 
Troops, (as by the annex'd Lift) amount to above 
OO. 
The French Officers will be all ſent to Carliſſe, till 
his Majeſty's Pleaſure ſhall be known. 
The Rebels, by their own Accounts, make their 
Loſs greater by 2000 than we have ſtated it. Four of 
their principal Ladies are in Cuſtody, viz. Lady Og:l- 
vie, Lady Xinloch, Lady Gordon, and the Laird of 
MeIntaſb's Wife. Major Grant, the Governor of In- 
verneſs, is retaken ; and the Generals Hawley, Lord Al- 
bemarle, Huſt and Bland, have Orders to enquire into 
the Reaſons for his ſurrendering of Fort George.

O * the 16th of April, between four and five in the 
Morning, the King's Army marched from Nairn, 
In four Columns, and after marching about eight Miles,

The ſecond. Line conſiſted ef five Battalions, placed 
to face the Openings of the Front Line, with three 
Pieces of Cannon placed between the firſt and ſecond 
Battalion, on the Right and Left of the fame Line, 
that if the Enemy either broke through the Center, or 
out-flank'd either the Right or Left of the Front, they 
might conveniently play upon them. | 

To ſupport both, and as a final Reſerve, was placed 
the remaining four Battalions, Wing'd on the Right 
and Left by King flon's Horſe. 

In this Diſpoſition the Army continued fome Time; 
but the Body of the Rebels not advancing, it fell into 
Marching Order again ; which continued until the 
Front were within a Mile of the Enemy: Then formed 
again into fighting Order as before. 

The Rebel Army formed their Front in thirteen Di- 
viſions, being ſo many Clans under their reſpectire 
Chiefs, with four Pieces of Cannon placed before their 
Center, and the fame Number on each Wing. The 
Center was headed by Lord Jahn Drummond; the Right 
Wing by Lord George Murray, and the Left by the 
Perſon who calls himſelf Duke of Perth, To ſupport 
the Front Line occaſionally, and covered by ſome Stone 
Walls, on the Right was diſpos'd Fitz Fames's Horſe, 
and four Companies of French Picquets, on the Left one 
Body of Horſe, made up with the young Ttaliau, 
Guards, ſome Huſſars, and the Perthjhire Squadron, 
and five Companies of Lord 7ehn Drummord's Foot. 
Open to the Center of the front Line was the young 
Italian, placed with his Body Guards. In his Rear 1 
Line of Reſerve, conſiſting of three Columns : The 
firſt on the Left, commanded by Lord XKilnar:ock ; te 
Center Column by Lord Lewrs Gordon and Glerbuciet; 
and the Right by Roy Stuart. Next, and directly !! 
the Rear of Glenbucket, was the Regiments of Per! 
and OCeilty ſtationed, as the final Referve. | | 

In this Order the Rebels began firing on the Kin?! 

Army, about two o'Clouck, with their Cannon, wile 
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being ill ſerved, did little Execution. The firing was 
returned by the King's Army with ſuch Succeſs, as put 
the Rebels in great Diſorder. They diflik'd' this Way 
of Fighting, and therefore made a Puſh on the Right 
of the King's Army, where his Royal Highneſs waited 
to receive them in Perſon. This they did in a Kind 
of Bravado to draw the King's Troops forward; but 
finding themſelves deceived, they turned their whole 
Force to the Left, and the Weight of their Fury fell 
chiefly on Barrel's and Monro's Regiments, where they 
attempted to flank the King's Front Line; but 1/lfe's 
Regiment advancing, entirely defeated their Deſign : 
In the mean Time, the Cannon kept playing upon them 
with Cartridge Shot. General Hawley, with ſome 
Highlanders, had opened a Paſſage through ' ſome Stone 
Walls to their Right, for the Horſe, which advanced 
on that Side, while the Horſe on the King's Right 
wheel'd off upon their Left, diſpers'd their Body of Re- 
ſerve, and met in the Center of their Front Line in 
their Rear; when being repulſed in the Front, and 
Numbers cut off, they fell into a univerſal Confuſion. 
The Horſe on their Backs made a dreadful Carnage; 
the Foot mov'd only in due Order; but Xing /ton's 
Horſe from the Reſerve, galloped up briſkly, and fal- 
ling in with the Fugitives, did excellent Execution; 
the reſt the Reader is to gueſs: Having =; A to 
obſerve, that on the Appearance of the two ies of 
Horſe and Dragoons advancing from the King's Right 
and Left, upon the Rebels Body of Reſerve, the young 
Italian, never made the leaſt Motion to oppoſe them; 
but inſtantly wheel'd off with his Guards to the Right, 
and rode full Gallop through, between G/enbuckct's and 
Stuart's Columns; and, as ſome ſay, never looked back 

till he arrived at Airl. «4a oy 
The different Diſpoſitions of theſe two Armies was 
in ſome Meaſure owing to their reſpective Situations. 
The King's Army was to fight uncovered ; the Rebels 
covered, behind Walls: But when their Impatience to 
get out of the Way of the King's Cannon, - puſhed 
them on. attacking, they. EVOL. either loſt the 3 
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of their Reſerve, or the Reſerve muſt loſe the Benefit of 
the Cover; which they not chuſing to do, the Impetu- 
oſity of the Front carried them too far from their Reſerve ; 
and then having no Guard in their Rear, the Horſe from 
the King's Right and Left eaſily did this Buſineſs. - - 
On the other Hand, the Diſpoſition of the King's 
Army was, perhaps, as juſt as the Mind of Man was 
capable of contriving. If one fail'd, a Second ſupported ; 
and if that fail'd, a Third. The Enemy could no way 
take T'wo Pieces of Cannon, but Three muſt play di- 
rectly upon them; nor break One Regiment but Two 
was ready to ſupply that Place. If the Rebels were 
repuls'd, they were routed ; if any Part of the King's 
Army broke, they rallied and were ſupported. Had 
the King's Army attack'd, it might not have been fo 
well; becauſe then the Rebels would have been cloſe 
and covered; and, conſequently, the breaking of them 
more difficult. | 

Succeſs is ſometimes the Effect of Accidents ; but in 
this Caſe, chiefly of Skill. If his Royal Highneſs did 
not form the whole himſelf, it is immaterial ; he that 
knows when he is well adviſed, is a Judge of what's 
right; and to purſue good Advice, is one of the diſtin- 
guiſhing Characteriſticks of a great General. 


But notwithſtanding the laſt Remark in the above 
Letter, I have been aſſured, from good Authority, that 
the Lines and Diſpoſitions for Action, were wholly the 
Contrivance, and form'd by the ſole Skill and Judgment 
of the Duke, who is allow'd to have a Genius entirely 
military, with a Spirit ſcarce to be equall'd. 


The following ExtraQts from private Letters, contain- 
ing ſome Particulars in relation to this Battle and Victo- 


ry, not. taken Notice of in the foregoing Accounts, are 
therefore inſcrted here. 


Extract of a private Letter from Inverneſs. 


A to the young Pretender, he kept during the whole 
Action in the Corps de Reſerve, and when he _ 
— — ceive 
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ceived the Clans, who were his ſole Dependance, to 
give Way, not daring, to paſs thro* this Town, he 
orded the River a Mile above it up to the Neck. Our 
People having buried 2000 of the Rebels, 225 more, 
or thereabouts, are taken Priſoners, moſt of whom are 
terribly wounded. Over and above the Cannon taken 
in the Field of Battle, we have met with 12 Pieces in 
this Town, and all the Pretender's Son's Camp Equi- 
page. It is generally believed a great many of their 
Chiefs are killed, by the Appearance of our Soldiers, 
who are ſtrutting about in rich laced Waiſtcoats, Hats, 
Oc. Lochiel, the greateſt Vil—n in the whole Rebel 
Army, is known to be among the Slain; an Honour 
too great for him.— Ihe Day of the Battle the Preten- 
der iſſued Orders to his People to give no Quarter, ſo 
certain was he of Conqueſt. We have ſeveral Parties out, 
who almoſt hourly ſend in wounded Rebels and Booty; 
and Yeſterday in particular there were brought in 300 
Head of Cattle, and a great Number of Sheep and 
Horſes which the Rebels had with them. We have it 
juſt now reported here, that Lord Kilmarnock will be 
ſent out with a conſiderable Force, in order to take the 
Pretender, in which if he ſucceds, it is faid he is to be 
pardoned, and to have his Eſtate returned to him. —I 
cannot omit the moſt remarkable Inſtance of Bravery and 
Affection ever known, vi. that there is not a Soul, ei- 
ther Horſeman, Foot, or the People even employed in 
attending and driving the Train Horſes, or any one, in 
what Capacity ſoever of our whole Army, but what has 
behaved in the Time of Action, at their reſpeQive Sta- 
tions, with the utmoſt Bravery and Intrepidity. 

P. S. The Rebels were not leſs than 12, ooo ſtrong 
at the firſt Onſet. When the Action was over, his 
Royal Highneſs rode thro* the Army and thanked the 
Officers and Soldiers, in his Majeſty's Name, for their 
firm and Wgorous Behaviour. There was a general 
Shout, and Flanders, Flanders ! repeated, Hl! follow 
your Royal Highneſs againſt any Enemy. —As there had 
been an Opinion induftriouſly propagated at Edinburgh, 
and elſewhere, among the Soldiers, to intimidate them, 
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that the Highlanders, with their broad-Swords and Tar- 
gets, were irteſiſtable, being more than a Match for 
Troops not armed in that Manner, his Royal Highneſs 
had taken great Pains to undeceive his Men, and con- 
vince them that a Regiment of Engliſb Foot, with 
Muſket and Bayonet, was much ſuperior to a Highland 
Regiment, notwithſtanding their Piſtols and Targets. 
This had accordingly fo good an Effect, that the High- 
landers could not break them. 


Edintureh, F240 wy April 21. 


N Wedneſday Morning laſt at five of the Clock, bis 
Royal Highneſs marched from Nairn (12 Miles 
from Inverneſs). The Army had ſeveral Alarms; but 
at laſt the Rebels form'd about a Mile and a half South 


of the Lord Preſident's Houſe of Culloden, which is with- 
in four Miles of Inverneſs, and about five Minutes paſt 


One the Cannon began to plzy, which continued very 
cloſe on both Sides, for about 25 Minutes; it was viſible 
that our Artillery had the Advantage of that of the Re- 
bels, as it was better ſerved, and did very great Execu- 
tion. The Fraſers and Macdmallds, which compoſed 
their Right Wing, made an Attack on his Royal High- 
neſs's Left, and endeavoured to get in Sword in Hand; 
but were ſo well received, and the Fire ſo cloſe and 
regular, that on the ſecond Diſcharge, - they fell into 
the utmoſt Confuſion, and fled over an adjacent Hill. 
The whole'Body of the Rebels followed their Example, 
and iminediately took to their Heels, by different Roads, 
ſome towards Badenoch, others towards Fort Augn/tus, 
and ſeveral'by the Roads that lead to Rofs-fhire. Ihe 
Duke's Army moved regularly forward, and the Camp- 
bells, Duke of King fton's light Horſe, with the whole 
Dragoons purſued, and did great Execution. When 
the Diſpatches came off, the Purſuit was not over, tho' 
it had been continued quite'thro' the Town ef Inverneſs, 
where the Streets ran with Blood. On the Field of 
Battle there were about 1000 of the Rebels killed, and 
as many by the Campbells and Dragoons in their Flight. 
Lord George Murray is wounded, and with Lord 5 * 
al 
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fled toward Badenoch. The French Picquets were at 
Inverneſs, and on his Royal Highneſs's Approach ſur- 
rendered Priſoners at Diſcretion One of the Priſoners 
declared, that the Rebels at the Beginning of the Ac- 
tion were ale ooo ſtrong. What adds to this great 
and moſt jo ews, his Royal Highneſs, tho in the 
Heat of he 1 — is ſafe and in perfect Health. 
The Battle was ſo deſperate, that the Soldiers Bayonets 
were ſtain'd and clotted with the Blood of the Rebels 
up to the Mugzles of their Muſkets. A Letter from 
the Ariny adds, That General Barrels Regiment gain'd' 
the greateſt Reputation imaginable in the late Engage- 
ment; the beſt of the Clans having made their ſtrongeſt 
Efforts to break them, but without Effect, for the old 
Tangierines bravely repulfed thoſe Boaſters, with a 
dreadful Slaughter, and convinced them that the Broad 
Sword and Target is unequal to their Muſket and Bayo- 
net, when in the Hands of Veterans, who are determin- 
ed to uſe them. — After the Battle there was not a 
Bayonet in this Regiment but was either bloody or-bent. 


Edinburgh, April 22. The Particulars which we have 
hitherto learn'd of the Victory obtain'd by his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke are, that the Battle did not laſt 
above half an Hour, during which Time no Quarter 
was given on either Side, and was exceeding bloody; 
that zo00 of the Rebels lay dead upon the Spot, and 
about 200 were kill'd and wounded on the King's Side. 
The Regiments which diſtinguiſh'd themſelves moſt, 
were Barrels and Monro's ; and it is particularly re- 
mark*d, that the Scots Regiments behav'd with an Ex- 
traordinary Bravery. The Earl of Ancram fav'd Lord 
Kilmarnoct's Life, who is now a Priſoner. The great- 
ct Part of the Rebel Chiets are kill'd or taken. The 
young Pretender is ſaid to be wounded, and had fled 
by Inverneſs purſued by the Light Horſe.

' After the Fatigue of the Battle was over, his Royal 
Highneſs retired to a Place near the Field to refreſh 
himſelf. He had not ſat long, before he took a ſerious 
Walk to view the Multitudes that lay dead on the 
Ground. He was follow'd by ſome of his Attendants, 
who obſerv'd him in dcep Meditation. He laid his 
Hand upon his Breaſt, and with his Eyes lifted up to 
Heaven, was heard to ſay, Lord, what am I] that 1 
ſhauld be ſpared, when ſo many brave Men lie dead upon 
the Spot — An Expreflion of ſuch deep Humility to- 
wards (30D, and Compatlion towards his Fellow Crea- 
tures, as is truly worthy a Chriſtian Hero. 

By comparing the ſeveral Accounts that were given 
of this Victory, it's evident, that the Loſs of the Re- 
bels, kill'd, wounded, and taken Priſoners, amount- 
ed to 4000, or upwards. 

It was likewiſe aſlur'd in ſeveral Letters, both before 
and fince the Victory, that in the March from Aber- 
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deen- to Inverneſs, his Highneſs took the Pains to confe” 
with mor Battalion of Foot, on the proper Method 
of uſing the Muſket and Bayonet to Advantage againſt 
the Sword and Target; and that the Succeſs of the 
Engagement was unanimouſly aſcribed to the ſeaſonable 
Inſtructions of his Royal Highneſs. 

It was likewiſe affirm'd, that the Advantage taken 
of attacking the Enemy in Flank, by which they were 
in a great Meaſure depriv'd of the Athol Men, upon 
whom they greatly depended, was owing to the per- 
ſonal Penetration of the Duke; who, notwithſtanding, 
conſulted the General Officers before Orders were 
given for that Purpoſe to the Horſe and Dragoons ; 
after which they broke down a Park Dyke, and com- 
ing upon the Flank of the Enemy, mowed them down 
like Graſs, which ſoon made them defift, and fly with 
the greateſt Precipitation. 

As the following Letter, from an Officer in the 
Army at Inverneſs, to his Friend in London, contains 
ſome Particulars not mentioned in the preceding Ac- . 
counts of this Battle, it will not, I believe, be thought 
ſuperfluous to give it a Place here, 


E drew up in Line of Battle twice on our March, 

and each Time we thought we were near the 
Enemy; though, I ſuppoſe, the Duke's Reaſon for do- 
ing it was to let the Men ſee they were to engage 
that Day, and that the Lines, when there was Occa- 
lon, might the more readily form. 

On our Approach near the Enemy, the Army was 
formed in an Inſtant; and his Royal Highneſs rode 
along the Lines, ſpeaking to every Battalion, yea, al- 
moſt to every Platoon. Had you ſeen him, as I did, 
you could never forget him. His Preſence and intrepid 
Behaviour was enough to inſpire the moſt puſillanimous 
with Courage; and undoubtedly had a wonderful Ef- 
fect. Depend, (ſaid he to the Men as he rode by 1 
depend, my Lads on your Bayonets : Let them mingle wi 
you; let them know the Men they have to deal with. 
We were now within Sight of the Enemy, who ap- 


2 peared | 
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peared very regularly drawn up on a riſing Ground, 
We remained viewing each other for ſome Lime, 
when the Enemy made ſome Motion as if they in- 
tended to attack our right Flank; which occaſioned 
the Duke to cauſe the two Battalions on the Right of 
the near Line, to march up to the Right of the Front, 
to ſecure that Flank. At about a quarter after One, 
the Enemy began to cannonade us, aiming, it's believ'd, 
their firſt Shot at the Duke's Perſon, whom they might 
eaſily diſtinguiſh by their Glaſſes ; but our Cannon ſoon 
returned the Compliment, and you might eaſily per- 
ecive it put them into ſome Diſorder. Whether this 
occaſioned them to alter their Meaſures I don't know, 
for, by their Diſpoſition, it rather appeared they in- 
tended we ſhould attack them ; but their Cannon, af- 
ter ſome Diſcharges without any great Effect, ceaſed 
firing, and their front Line advanced on us with great 
Swiftneſs, and great Appearance of Reſolution, in- 
clining, as they came on, towards our Left ; our Can- 
non, loaded with Grape-ſhot, playing on them the 
whole Time with great Execution. We received them 
with the full Diſcharge of the Fire of our front Line, 
and kept ſuch a briſk and continual Fire on them, that 
it was impoſſible for Men, whoſe Dependance was 
chiefly on their Swords, and who therefore fired very 
little, and that very badly, to ſuſtain it; however, their 
Right being compoſed chiefly of Gentlemen, and be- 
ing very numerous, purpoſely for the Attack of our left 
:*Þ lank, on which they intended to make their greateſt 
Effort. broke in on Barrel's Regiment, notwithſtand- 
ing their Fire, but they received them very gallantly at 
the Point of their Bayonets; and the Regiment on the 
Left of the ſecond Line ſuſtaining Barrel's, the Rebels 
at laſt gave Way, in the greateſt Hurry and Confuſion 
imaginable; and ſcarce was their Flight begun before 
they were out of our Sight, their Rear-Line never of- 
ſering to ſuſtain them: "But our Horſe and Dragoons, 
who, during the Aion, were . poſted in the Rear, 
purſued them very briſkly, and cut down great Num- 
bers, without the leaſt Oppoſition. — Every Body af 
lowe 
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lowed, who ſaw them dead in the Field of Battle, that 


Men of a larger Size, larger Limbs, and better pro- 

rtioned, could not be found. They promiſed each 
Man of their Army Five Pounds, if they got the Vic- 
tory. — They were g000 Men, whereof 4800 were 
Highlanders; and, I am confident, we were not 7000. 
A Day. or two after the Battle, large Detachments 
were ſent out, who killed ſome, and brought in ſeveral 
Priſoners, among whom was the Lady Mackintoſh, a 
Woman of a maſculine Spirit, who raiſed the Clan of 
that Name, notwithſtanding her Huſband was in Lord 
Loudon's Army. She behaved quite undaunted, and 
with great Unconcern. ' She faid we had made a fad 
Slaughter of her Regiment, for that all her Officers 
were killed, except three. Our Men got the Plunder 
of the Field, but it was not very conſiderable, except- 
ing Broad-Swords and Firelocks; and the Duke gave 
every Soldier 1s. for a Broad-Sword, and 2s. 64. for 
a Firelock ; as alſo 16 Guineas for each Standard or 
Colours taken. 


But let us leave the Duke for a while, purſuing the 
Rebels, and making all poſſible Advantages of their 
Rout and Conſuſion; and take a Trip, once more, to 
London; where the News of the Duke's glorious Suc- 
ceſs being arrived, an univerſal Joy was immediately 
ſpread: over the whole City, all Ranks and Degrees of 
People, the Rich and the Poor, the Bond and the 
Free, every one in the higheſt as. well as the loweſt 
Capacity of Life, were all unanimous, in expreſſing 
their Pleaſure and Satisfaction on this joyful Occaſion, 
and in aſcribing due Praiſcs to his Royal Highneſs, the 
glorious Inſtrument in the Hand of Providence, in de- 
livering them from deſpotic Tyranny, and the Miſeries 
of Subjection to the Papal Power. Even the Diſaffected 
either hid themſelves from a Sight that was obnoxious 
to their Eyes, and Poiſon to their Souls, or put on an 
Air of Complacency too forc'd and affected not to 
1 the Chagrin and Vexation that reign'd in their 

carts, 
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It is not in the Power of Words to deſcribe, or a 
Volume to contain, the numberlefs Inſtances of Exul- 
tation, Loyalty, and unfeigned Acknowledgments of 
the People, on this ſurprizing and almoſt unexpected 
Turn of Affairs in their Favour. Some imperfect Idea 
we may conceive of it from the numerous Addreſſes, 
ſent from all Parts of the Kingdom, to congratulate his 
Majeſty on the Succeſs of his Arms againſt the Rebel 
under the Conduct of his Son the brave Duke of Cum- 
berland. It would be endleſs to. inſert them all, and 
therefore I ſhall confine myſelf to thoſe only which 
were made to his Majeſty by the Two Houſes of Par- 
liament, and the City of London.

Return to which his Royal Highneſs wrote a very ele- 
gant Letter to his Lordſhip, acquainting him that he 
had received the 5000/. appointed by the Committee of 
the Veteran's Scheme, for the Uſe of the Soldiers who 
ſhould diſtinguiſh themſelves moſt in the Field of 
Action ; and that he intended to diſpoſe of it in the fol- 
lowing Manner, viz. 4000l. to the common Men, 
and the other 1000/7. to Non-commiſlion'd Officers,

Edinburgh, April 9. Lotd Rea, who arrived at Leith 


Yeſterday, gives the following Account of taking the 


above Ship, 

On the 25th of March the Hazard Sloop was ob- 
ſerv'd by Lord Ree and and his People failing up the 
Tongue Bay, and was ſoon followed by Capt. O Brien 
in the Sheerneſs, who immediately attack'd her. In 
the Engagement the Hazard Sloop had ſeveral Men 
killed, beſides a good many wounded, and not being 
able to maintain the Fight, ſhe run a-ſhore on the Shal- 
lows, where the Sheerneſs could not follow, and there 
landed her Men and Money. Lord Rea'sSons, with ſome 
other Officers, gather'd what Men they could together, 
attack'd thoſe that landed from the Hazard Sloop, and, 
after killing five of them, took the reſt Priſoners, and 


ſeized the Money, ſaid to be 12,500 Guineas; but one 


Cheſt of it was mifling, and another broke. Lord Rea 
and his Friends being apprehenſive of a Viſit from the 
Rebels, embark'd with their Treaſure arid Priſoners, and 
atriv'd on Sunday Night at Aberdeen with the Hazard 
Sloop; and in paſhng the Orkntys, Capt. O Brien brought 
x | | ong 
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along with him the Boffor Ship, that was treacherouſly 
ſeized by Capt. Sinclair for the Rebels. 

The loſing this Ship was a prodigious Diſappointment 
to the Rebels; for it was with the Hopes and Expecta- 
tions of the Money brought in her, that their Chiefs 
kept up the Spirits of their Followers, who; having had 
ho Pay for ſome Time, wou'd have diſpers'd and 
Home, had they not had the ſtrongeſt Aﬀurances of 
being made Amends out of this French Cargo. *Tis 
true, they kept the Knowledge of this Misfortune from 
their Men as much as poſfible, and perhaps, hurried 
them on to venture a Battle ſooner than they intended, 
that, in Caſe they ſhould come off Victorious, their 
Men might be the leſs ſenſible of what they fuffer'd by 
the Loſs of the Hazard. But their Defeat at Culladen, 
and loſing at the fame Time, the only Means they had 
keeping their deluded Followers together, put a final 
End to all their rebellious Projects. 

April 21. Mr. Grant, with 800 of his Followers, 
join d the Duke at Inverneſs, who order'd them to be 
quarter'd in the Mackintofhes Country. At the ſame 
Time, they deliver'd up to his Royal Highnefs the Lord 
Balmerino ; who, after the Battle of Dumblain in 1715, 
deſerted to the Rebels at Perth. He was then Capt. 
Elphinſtone, of Shannon's Regiment of Foot. 

All the French Officers and Soldiers who were left 
at Inverneſs, were made Priſoners; and on the 28th 
were ſhipp'd off for Newcaftle. Almoſt all the Preten- 
der's Son's Servants came in and ſubmitted to the Duke; 
and as they were all French, and had not been with him 
before he came to France, his Royal Highneſs gave them 
Paſſports to go home. Lord Sutherland remain'd with 
8 or goo of his People in the Head of the Frazers 
Country. Lord Loudon with 1300 Men, were in the 
Iſle of $key, and order'd by his Royal Highnefs to land 
in the Country of the G7enranol/ds, and to march up to 
Fort Auguſtus. Lord Cobham's Regiment marched for 
Montroſe, to guard the Sea-coaſlt. 

April 25. The Number of Priſoners at Inverneſs 
was continually increaſing. The Priſons at Aberdeen, Mon- 
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troſe, and Stirling were filled, and Priſoners were daily 
brought into Perth, Dumfermling, Dundee, Irwine and 
Dumfries. The Marquis of Tullibardine, and an Ita- 
lian, who call'd himſelf Mechell, and ſaid he had been 
30 Years in the Service of the Pretender, ſurrender'd 
to Mr. Buchanan, Juſtice of the Peace, who committed 
them to the Caſtle of Dumbarton. The Marquis and 
his Companion fled thro* Roſs-/hire, endeavouring to 
make the Sea-coaſt, or find a Paſſage to the He of 
Mull; but their Horſes tiring, and the Marquis being 
in a very bad State of Health, they went, April 27. to 
the Houſe of Miiliam Buchanan, Eſq; and ſurrender'd. 

About the fame Time, Detachments from the Edin- 
zurgb Regiment were ſent out a- long the South Side of 
the Firth; and at Queens-ferry ſeized one Robert Mur- 
ray, a Writer in Edinburgh, a Life-guard Man in the 
late rebel Army. 

One Tames Hay, a Scotsman, who call'd himſelf a 
Captain and Paymaſter of Lord John Drummond's Re- 
giment, ſurrender'd himſelf to Lord Juſtice Clerk, 
who committed him to the Caſtle at Edinburgh. He 
ſaid, that the French, viz. Drummond's Regiment, the 
Iriſh Picquets, and Fitz-Fames's Horſe, at the Time 
cf the late Battle, amounted to between 6 and 700 
Men; that of the firſt, 50 were killed in the Battle, 
and of the ſecond, about 100. Alſo, that he parted 
from Lord Fohn Drummond at Ruthven, who took the 
Money belonging to the Regiment from him, and di- 
vided it amongſt his Officers, deſiring every one to ſhift 
for himſelf, as he intended to do. 

General Campbell marched towards Lochabar, in or- 
der to clear that Country of the Rebels, who were diſ- 
perſed all over it, and had begun to rob and plunder. 

William Murray, Eſq; Brother to the Earl of Duz- 
more, ſurrender'd himſelf to a Juſtice of the Peace in 
the Shire of Mearns. | 

Lord Pitflige, with many of the Foot that follow'd 
him, lurk'd about the Coaſt of Buchan, in hopes of 
. making their Eſcape to France. 

The Miſery and Diſtreſs of the fugitive Rebels was 
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inexpreſſible, Hundreds being found dead of their Wounds, 
and thro' Hunger, at the Diſtance of 12, 14, and even 
20 Miles from the Field of Battle. * 

May 1. His Royal Highneſs being informed, that 
Numbers of the Rebels after their Overthrow at Culls- 
den, had diſpers'd themſelves over the Country, and 
retired to their reſpective Homes, ſtill keeping Poſſeſ- 
ſion of their Arms, without giving the leaſt Marks of 
quitting their traiterous Diſpoſition; his Highneſs iſſued 
out a Proclamation, requiring all Magiſtrates and Of- 
ficers of the Law, to make Search for, and commit 
ſuch Perſons when found, in order to Trial, to ſeize 
and ſecure their Arms; and to take Information from 
the Miniſters of the eſtabliſhed Church of Scotland, 
touching the Behaviour of the Inhabitants within their 
reſpective Pariſhes, and of the Haunts and Places of A- 
bode of ſuch Rebels as may be lurking in their ſeveral 
Neighbourhoods, &c. And likewiſe, that the ſaid Ma- 
giſtrates and Officers of the Law do make ſtrict Search 
and Enquiry after ſuch Perſons as have harboured and 
concealed any Rebels, and to commit them to Priſon, 
in order to Trial. 

May 4. Capt. Noel of the Grey-hound Man of War, 
cruizing about the North of Scotland, had an Account 
of two large Ships being at Loch Noua. Upon which, 
in Company with the Baltimore and Terror, he ſtood in 
for the Loch, and a little after four, croſſed pretty cloſe 
to the Commodore, gave him a Broad Side, and main- 


tain'd the Engagement till nine; but his own and the 


Sloops Rigging being very much ſhatter'd, he was o- 
bliged to retire. One of the French Ships carried 34 
Guns, 21 of which were 9 Pounders, the other carried 
32, 12 of them q Pounders. Theſe Ships had landed ſeve- 
ral Cheſts and Barrels, containing Arms, Ammunition, 
and a conſiderable Quantity of Money: The laſt Article 
the French, when they underſtood the bad Condition of the 
Pretender's Affairs, would have took on Board again, 
but the Rebels underſtood the Value of it too well to 
part with it ſo; and immediately carried it up into the 
Country, out of the Reach of their French Fora, 
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The Rebels were now fo totally difpers'd, either by the 
Parties which the Duke ſent out after them, or by the 
Submiſſion of thoſe Clans that had hitherto ſtood out, 
| that there ſeemed no more Work for his Royal High- 

neſs to do, more than to ſettle Order in the Country, 
which for nine Months ſueceſſively had been fo terri- 
- bly harraſs'd by theſe Highland Banditti, that it look'd 
more like a Wildernefs, the Habitation of Savages, than 
the Neſidence of a eivilized Soeiety; as alſo to give due 
Courſe to the Laws and Execution of Juſtice, which 
had been ſo long interrupted. 

As to the young Pretender, nothing certain could be 
faid of him, when I concluded this Hiſtory. Some Ac- 
counts ſent him off with the two French Ships above- 
mentioned, in Company with Lord John Drummond, 
the Duke of Perth, &c. Others affirm'd, that indeed he 
did go on Board one of thoſe Ships, but on their be- 
ing ſo vigorouſly attacked by Capt. Noel, he thought 

oper to go athore again, and that he ſecreted himſelf in 
the Highlands, till his Friends could procure him a Veſ- 
ſel to carry him to France ; or whether he periſhed in the 
French Ship, which was ſunk by an Engliſh Sloop of War, 
off of Scotland, about the gth or roth of June; Time 
only, that great Revealer of Secrets, muſt diſcover whe- 
ther there is any, or what Truth in theſe various Reports, 
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The Reader is deſired to correct with his Pen the followin 
Errors, which have eſcap'd the Preſs; it being almoſt pol. 
ble to avoid ſuch kinds of Miſtakes in a Work of this Nature.
